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PREFACE. 
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When tbe poblieatioa of this book wascommenoed, the xindenigDed little 
dreamed of the magnitade of the taak. he had undertaken* Onr intention at 
first was to reprint Dr. Philip Slaoghter^ History of St^ Ka^k^s Parish, to- 
gether with as maeh revised and supplemental matter as we oonld gather to* 
gether. Consequently, we liad expected to have a book of one hundred and 
fifty pages, instead of three hundred. 

We have endeavored to advertise, as extensively as possible, the proposed 
publleation of the work, in order that all might have the opportunity of mak- 
ing additions and revisions to the genealogical pari of the pablioation. Quite 
a number availed themselves of the invitation, and to them we are muoh in- 
debted. 

Inaworkof this kind, mistakes, in the way of omission, and some mis- 
statements, are bound to occur. A work on genealogy, without such, is an 

impossibility. 

We have, fora uumber of years, oomtemplatod the ro-publication of Dr. 
Slatightor's book, but have waited, hopiiij^ to become better equipped for the 
uiulertakiuf?. However, thinking that a wait for such improvement, would 
be in vain, we decided not to delay the jiuhlication, l)nt to present to the pub- 
lic the best that we wer - able to do with our present mechanical equipment, 
the printing of the book beinu' done in the fclzponeut oltice at Culpeper, a 
Richmond firm doinp the binding.

Stretching from the foot hills of the Blue Ridge mountains eastward, some 
thirty uiileH, and taking iu the valleys of the Hapidan, Robertson and Rappa- 
hannock rivers, lies an extengive plain. It is broken here and there by several 
small mountains — miniature models of the great range to the west. Tiiis con- 
stituted the colonial parish of St. Mark's, which was established iu 1731, with 
Robert and Francris Slmi^hter as its lirjst churi'h wardens. 

The Slaughters owned large lanth'd estates in this parinh and west of 
Slaughter's mountain, at the old homestead of "Springfield," was horn in IbUH, 
Philip Slaughter, destined, many years liiter, to bf the chronicler of tbis 
parish and many others, as well as historiographer of the Diocese of Virginia. 

His grandfather and father were both soldiers, the former conimandiiig a 
regiment at the battle of (ireat Bridge, the latter serving gallantly througliout 
the war of indei>endence as captain in the 8th continental regiment, and 
going through tlie terrible cauii>aigu of Valley Forge with John Marshall, 
afterwards ehief Justioe of the United States, as his lieutenant and mess mate. 

Thns was blended In tiie young Philip Slaughter the qualities of his great- 
grandfather and uncle— the first ehuroh wardens— and those of his grandfather 
and father— the soldiers— and no one who ever saw him rise to speak, could 
doubt that the soldier of the Cross would have been as valiant a soldier of the 
State, if such service had been his. His tall, spare figure, with a manner 
which combined great personal dignity ' with the utmost courtesy and kindli- 
ness, made htm noticeable in any assemblage,and when he spoke, a voice, whose 
wonderful modulations even advancing years could not affect, never failed 
to fix the attention of his hearers. 

Trained by the best tutors of the day, and at one of the first classical 
schools, young Slaughter learned, not only to avail himself of the thoughts of 
others, but to think for himself. He entered the University of Virginia the 
first year of its existence, and formed one of a class of notable men, many of 
them afterwards distinguished in the service of the State. 

He was admitted to the bar, but in a few ye irs entered the Theological 
Seminary of V^irginia, and was ordained deacr»ii in is;} I. and priest in 18;j5. 
For some fourteen yearn he did most effective work in some of the important 
parishes in Virginia and elsewhere. Failmg health caused him to go abroad 
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fora time in the yoHTs and 1849. On his return he devoted hin euert?ies 
to the cause of African oolonization; with wise foresij^ht anticii>atin(? and try- 
ing thus to avert the dreadful catastrophe he lived to witness. 

Five years were given to this taak, and to general evangelistic work. He 
then returned to Slaughter's mountain, where he built a ehapel on hlB own 
land, and mlnisteied to his neigh bon and their dependents, giviug hit senrlees 
as a free will offering. Here he lived up to the oatbceak of , the war between 
the States, oeeapyinip a unique position. A stauneh ohurohman' in the midst 
of members of other Christian bodies, he provoked no antagonism from those 
who differed with him, and by his wise and affeetionate eounsel and sympathy, 
probably did more than any man in the State to win the respeet, and often 
the alletfianee of men of every elaas to the ehureh of his forefathers. 

He was a man of rare gifts. Of a poetic temperament, he was fond of 
literature, and master of the best writers in the English language. As a pul- 
pit orator he was unsurpassed in his day, and his personal magnetism was 
such that he swayed his audience "whithersoever he listed." 

The "misaion"' of the present day with its week of ooiitinuous services and 
preaching was not unknown fifty yearn ago. Dr. SlauM:hrer had great power 
as a niissioner. and hosts of the careless and indifferent were brought by him 
into the "way of righteousness." 

In his own community and beyond, he was the trusted friend and adviser, 
as well as the pa«tor, the adj uster of variances, and the ultimate court of arbi- 
tration. 

An exile from home, during the four years of war, he ministered whenever 
opportunity offered to those among whom his lot was oast. In hospital and 
ovnp his kindly presenoe earried help and solaoe to many a stricken body, and 
many a weary soul. 

And when the war was over, he earns baek to his devastated home— the 
seene of one of its bloodiest battles— and took up hie work with the strength 
that was left, meeting the privations and trials of his lot with the courage of 
a soldier and the loyalty of a patriot, in uncomplaining toil, as an humble 
parish minister, setting a noble example of the old Roman tradition "Fortuna 
uon mutat genus/' And so the end nobly crowned his work after a life 
spent in the service of his master in the land, and among the people he loved 
so well, in the home of his childhood and of hisrii)ened years, he was. in the 
month of Jnne, "yjathored unto his Father's, having the testimony of a 

good conscience, in the confidence of a certain faith, and in favor with Cilod 
and man.'' W. 
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The author belleveu that he was the first peraon who conceived the idea of 
writing a history of the old parishes in Virginia upon the basis of the old ve«- 
try-books and registers. Tliirty years ago he publisiied the History of Hristol 
Parish (Petersburg), of which he was tlien rector. In 1849 he publitthed the 
History of St. George's Parish, in Spotsylvania. His labors were then sus- 
pended by ill-health, and he went abroad, never expecting to resnnie them." 
This personal evil reHult<>d in the j^eneral good. Bishop Meade, the most com- 
petent of all men for tliiK Hpecnal task, was induced to take up the subject, and 
the result was the valuable work. "The Old Churches and Fiuiiilies of Vir^'iu- 
ia," in which the author's histories of St. (xeorge and Bristol Parishes, and 
some other materials which he had trathered, were incorpor.ated. The author, 
in his old age, returns to liis lirst love, and submits to the public a history of 
his native parish of St. Marlc^s, The reader will please bear in mind that this 
is not a general history of the eivil and social institations within the bounds 
of this parish, and yet he will find in it many incidental illnstratiotis of these 
»abjects. He must also be reminded that it does not purport to be a history 
of (^iristiiMiity in its varied forms and polities within in the lines of St Marie's. 
That .would open a hsage field, which the author has not time or strenfpth now 
to traverse. Me means, therefore, no disrespect to other Christian polities and 
peoples (among whom are numbered many valued friends and relatives) in 
omitting all reference to them. In this respect he has followed the example of 
the parish records^ which are the basis of this history, and in which there is 
not one word about Christians of othernames, from the first organization of 
St. Hark^s Parish, in 1781, to the present moment. The vestry abstained in 
like manner from political allusion; for while keeping up its organization and 
records during the whole of the American Revolution, the only allusioti to an 
event which so absorbed men's minds is the following entry "CJJapt. Richard 
Tanoey is appointed a vestryman in place of Major John Gre«D, in Continental 
service,'" 

Church history in Virginiit may l)e distributed into several eras, the obser- 
vation of wliich will make it more intelli^^ible. The lu-st is the Era of (lie 
(Church of England in the Colony and Dominion of Virginia. This covers the 
whole period from the first plantation of Jamestown to the American KevoJu- 
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tlon. During this period the Charoh was in bondage to the State, whieh ner* 
er allowed it to oiganlie. For politleal reasons it was not permitted to have a 
bishop; and there mare no ordlnati<Hns or oonfinnations during the whole eolo- 
nial term. Candidates for orders had to make the then ooetly, protraoted and 

l>eriIou8 voyagre across the sea. Some of them could not pay the expense, and 
others were lost at sea, while some died of the small-pox in London, which 
was very fatal before the use of vaccination. The Church was not only de- 
nied an executive head, but it h ad no legislature. It had no authority to pass 
a law, enact a canon, or infli(^t a penalty, not even for the diHcipline of its own 
ministers and members; and it never performed one of these functions. 

The second Era may be called the Transition Age, during which the ties 
that bound it to the State were one by one severed; and this lasted from 1776 
to the first organization of the Protestant Episcopal Church of Virginia, in 
1985, when it beoame free, although its organlsatioii was not perfected until 
the election of its first bishop (Madison). 

The next era may be called the Bra of Decline, when the Episcopal Church 
was staggering under the odinii^ of having been an established dhureh, whieh 
hwted until William Meade, William Wilmer, William Hawley, Oliver Norris. 
and such like, came upon the stage, and elected Richard Channing Moore, of 
New York, to be their leader. Then began the Bra ,of Revival; after a torpid 
winter, an awakening spring followed by a fruitful summer.. To this season 
we may apply the words of Shakspeare, but in a higher sense : — 

"Now is the winter of our discontent 
Made glorious summer by this son of York ; 
And all the clouds that lowered uikmi our house. 
In the deep hnsom of the ocean buried'' — 
While we recognize and rejoice in the j^ood that has been done by other 
Christian ministers outside of our fohl, we too may be permitted to rejoice 
that our Virginia Episcopal Roll is "without a blemish" ; and that their hand«i 
have been upheld by a goodly and growing company of preachers, who have 
rekindled the fires upon many an old altar where the sparrow had found her 
an house, and the swallow a nest for herself, even thine altars, O Lord Qod of 
Hosts 1 my King and my Ood. 

SUGGESTIONS TO OUR READERS. 
In such an almost counties-* number of naiuPH .'iiid dates as occur in this 
book, it must needs be that errors of tlie pen or of the press will creep iu. If 
those wlio detect them will kindly eamtnunicate them to the author, he will 
gladly correct them in a new edition; the proposed first edition having been 
ordered in anticipation of publication. If the reader will bear in mind the 
following facts it will facilitate his understanding of this history. In 1780 
Spotsylvania County was taken from Basex, King and Queen and King Wil* 
liam, whose Jurisdiction hitherto extended to the great mountains. St. 
G^rge*s Parish, coterminous with Spotsylvania, was formed by the same act. 
In 1781 St. Markka was taken from St. Cleorge. In 17M Orange was formed from 
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Spotsylvania. In 1740 Sfc. ThouiaB waft taken from St. Mark's. In 1718 Oul* 
peper was formed from Orange. In 1758 Bromfleld Parish was taken from 
St. Mark^ In 17B3 Uadison Gonntjr was taken from Cnlpeper. In 1881 
Rappahannock Goonty was formed from Onlpeper, and in 18B8 the County of 
Greene was taken from ^e County of Orange.

Not only \Vas be a sasraeious statesiuMn, a pillant cavalier,a brave and da«hinpr 
KoLlier; 'Im't he W IS also a (l-'v<> it f'Imrcli of England man, 'ready to enter the 
' -liiits aB her champion against all eomers, not exceptiuj^ the vestries, who were 
the advocates of the people s rights, and the mtolktiXrd Parliamentb in which 
-"ttid leadingistateemen of the American Revolntion were trained. • He was the 
largest landed [)r<)prletor within the bounds of the parish ; he founded tlie 
first town ((-fernianna), lie devolopt'd the first mines, and erected the first iron 
, furnace in America. He erected, chi,efly at liis own expensi^, the fir^t parish 
. .ehnreh, and organized.and equipped, at Qem^tnna, ".The Kniprhte of t^ (iol- 
,^.den Horseshoe," who first passed the Blue Ridge, and blazed the way to the 
Valley of Virginia, and whose whole course was within the limits of the origi- 
..nal parish of St. .Marie's. 

.(Sovernpr Spotswqod was the great-graud^jou.uf John SpotswcKui, Archbis- 
. hop of Rt. Andrew^ an^ author of the Hiato^ of the Chjorch of Scotland. His 
r grandfather was Ro])ert Spotswood. Lord Pre.sident of tlie College of Justiee, 
and author of the " i*ractieks of the Laws of Scotland," who was one of the 
«ight cmi|ije,ut lawyers executed by the Parliament of ijcotlaud^. wliiuU (accord- 
ing to Sir \Valter Scott) consisted wholly of Covenanters. While he was at 
private prayer on the scaffold (says Sir Walter) he was interrupted by the 
Presbyterian niiru'ster in attendance, who a.sked if he did not desire his pray- 
ers and those of rh<' yx'oplc Sir Robert replied th.'it he earnestly desired the 
prayers of the peoijle but not those of tlie preacher ; for that, in his opinion, 
6tod had expressed his displeasure against Scotland by sending a lying spirit 
into the mouths of the prophets. The father of Governor Spotswood was Dr. 
Robert Spotswood, physician to the Governor of Tangiers in Africa, and his 
mother had been .Mrs. Catherine Elliott. Dr. Spotswood died in Tangiers in 
ItiStJ, leaving one son, the subject of this notice, who was born in 1070. Gov- 
ernor Spotswood, who had been bred in the army,** was aide to the Duke of 
Marlborough, and was badly wounded in the breast at the battle of Blenheim. 

His arrival in Virginia, says Campbell, was greeted with joy, beeanse lie 
brought with him the right of Habeas Corpus— a right guaranteed to every 
Englishman by Blagna Charta, but hitherto denied to Virginians. Spotswood 
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entered apou his duties as Governor in 1710, and tbe two Honsra of the Oeaer> 

al Assemby.severally, returned thanksfor their relief from lonpr imprisonment, 
and appropriated more than two thonsand poimds for completiiii: the Govern- 
or's [)Jilafe. Althouffh he was. in accordnnco witli the dominant doctrines of 
his day, a strenuous adToeate of the Royal [irvuo;^ative in Church and State, 
yet he was one Of the most energetirt, patHotie and farseeingf statesmen that 
ever ruled Virginia. He first su^prested a chain of forts from the Lakes to the 
Mississippi (beyond tli<> Mlojirhanios) to check the encroachments of the 
French: but many years i'la|)sed before his su!»jj:estion and policy were adopt- 
ed. It was he who conceived the idea of makin^i: tobacco notes a circulating 
medium. His military ffenias and ezperienee enabled him to wield the mili- 
tia witli great effect against the hostile Indians; but he was no less z.ealous in 
the fiuiception and execution of measures for their civilization niid conver- 
ti<ju to Christianity, as the Indian school at Christanna on the Meberiu river, 
a*id the fund of £1000 for instructiui; their children at William and Mary 
Ocllege, attest. In 1739 he was made Deputy PostmiAter^Ctonerai for the Col- 
onies; and it was he (says Campbell) who i)romoted Benjamin Franklin to be 
postmaster for the province of Pennsylvania. 

Governor 8potswood died at Annapolis, on his way to command the army 
against Carthagena, and was buried at Temple Farm, one of his old country 
seats near Yorktown, so named from a liouse in the garden erected by Gov> 
ernor Bpotswood as a cemetery. Dr. Shield, who bought the farm in 18S4, 
says, " the walls of the temple were then only several feet his^h: within them 
I found heaps of broken tombstones, aTid on putting the fragments together, 
1 found the name of Governor Spotswood." 

It was in the Temple Farm mansion that Lord Cornwall is met Washing- 
ton and signed the ardcles of capitnlation which seenred Ameriaan indepen- 
dence. 

There is some verbal diserepaney between the authorities about the name 

of the lady whom Governor Fpotswood married. Bishop Meade, upon the au- 
thority of a daughter of General Alexander Spotswood, says that her name 
was Jane Butler, sibter of the Duke of Ormond. Ciiarles Campbell, our pains* 
taking historian, says her name was Butler Bryan (pronounced Brain), daugh- 
ter of Richard Bryan, of Westminster, and her Christian name was after Jas. 
Butler, Duke of Ormond, her godfatlier. On the other hand, several of her 
lineal descendants have informed the present writer that Mrs. Sjiotswood was 
the^daughter of Richard Brayne, '* whose letters to his daughter sliow him to 
have been a man of culture.** The name of Butler Brayne has been perpetu- 
ated in this branch of the family to this day, which raises a strong presump- 
tion that it is the true orthography. 

Since the above was written I liave jirocured, thron<;h the mediTim of 
Judge Barton and Capt. (leorge Minor, ot Fredericksburg, documentary proof 
wliich settles the vexed question, in the form of a letter written by Judge Ed- 
mond Pendleton for his client John Benger, the son of Dorothea (Col. Byrd's 
Miss Thecky) Brayne, sister of Lady Spotswood. The letter is dated Virginia, 
Sei)t. 8th, 17(5'2, and i-^ a<Mr( ssi d to Capt.Wm. Fox. and is si^riied by John Ben- 
ger and Edmond Pendleton, and in it is the following' paragraph: — " Richard 
Brayne and his wife are dead, and Mrs. Brayne s issue was four daughters, 
Anne. Diana, Dorothy,and Butler. Dorothy intermarried with Elliot Benger, 
gentleman, and, with her husband, is since dead, and I am her SOU 
and heir. Bntler intermarried with Major- General Alexander Spotswood, and 
afterwards married John Thompson (Clerk). She is dead, and Alexander 
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'Spotawood, infant, is her gmudaon and ^eir, and is now in England. Anne 
and Diana remained in England and never married." 

Governor Spotewood had four r-hildr-'Mi, Joliii, Robert Anne. Catherine, 
and Doiotlic;). John married in 171."), Mary, dauffliter of Capt. Dandrid}?**, of 
the Briiisli anuy and had two hoim. General Alexander and Capt John, both 
officers of the Revolution; and two daughters, Mary and Ann. John, son of 
John, and tjrrandson of the (iovernor, married Mary Rousee of Essex, and 
had many children. (Teneral Alexan<h*r Spotswood, trraiidson of the (irovernor 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Augustine and niece of (xeneral Washinj^ton. 
Robert, second son of the Governor, was an officer under WashinKtou in 175.j, 
and was IcillM by the Indians. Anne Catherine (Kate) married Bernard 
Moore, of Chelsea in King William; and their d a n<^'hter married Charles Carter 
of Shirley, and wa#i tlic irnindniother of our Chevalier Bayard ^sans peur et 
wins reproehe), Cxeneral iiobert Etiward Liee, named after two of his uncles, 
Robert and Edward Carter. 

KateSpotswood, Mrs. 6. Moore, was a great beanty. The late Mrs. Bun- 
bar of Falmouth, had seen her, and was so impressed by the vision, that, M'ith 

true woniatily instiin't, -^lu' rcniciiiborod. after tlic lapse of iirniy year**, the de- 
tails of her ilres.s, which \vc rcpnuhice for the beiietit of our lady leaders. it 
was a fawu-<u>lored satin, square in the neck, over a blue satin petticoat, with 
satin shoes and bnokles to match, on very small and beautifully shaped feet. 
A granddaii-rhter of Kate, now living in a trreen old af?e, says that when she 
was a little jrirl she s:i\v Kate sitting: up in her bed at Chelsea, comTiinfj her 
white and silken hair, with a sei vant hoUiint? up a lookinjx-f^lass before li»>r. 

There is a portmit of (iovernor Spotswuod at Chelsea, and there was an- 
other at 8edley Lodge in Orange (now in the State Library at Richmond), 
which the author of this historical tract had daguerreotyped. It represents 

him in full dress, scarlet velvet — f^raceful and coininanding in face and fiprure 
— aiiticpie model of the cavalier.— the old English and the old Vir^riiiia ^'entie- 
man, wiio are as much alike iia father and son. What a genealogical tree! — 
with General Sir Alexander Spotswood its root in Vii^inia, and Robert Ed> 
ward Lee its bright, consummate flower. 

ORGANIZATION OP ST. MARK'S PARISH. 

The Register of St. Mark's Parish, which lies before uie.is the oldest manu- 
script record in the county of Culpeper. The parish is older than the county 
by eighteen years, the former having been established by Act of Assemby in 
1730, and the latter in \74S. It is curious to note the progress of population, 
and parishes and counties, from their original seats on tidewater towards the 
mountains. Tiie people went before, tlie parishes followed atT<'r, and the 
counties completed the organisation, aeeording to the uniform pulley of the 
British Government to keep the Church and State in union. 

I n 1684 the colony of Virginia was divided by the House of Burgesses into 
eitrht counties, or shires, as they were then called. Tn 1(192 the old county of 
Rapjiahannock was extinguished, and its territory distributed into the coun- 
ties of Kichmond on the north, and Essex on the south, side of the Rappahan- 
nock River. The movement of the growing population was along the banks 
of the rivers, on a<':count of tin greater productiveness of the soil, and the fa- 
cilities of tnitisj)ortation. in the aV)senee of roads in the intervening wilder- 
ness. Thus early in the eighteenth century the settlement liad passed the 
Falls of the Iia pi)ahannoek and reached the Rapid Ann River, where a oolony 
of Germans had seated themselves, and Lieutenant-Governor Spotswood 
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had established a fnmaoe and bollt a " oasfcle,** in whieh hd oeeasfonally 
resided. 

Over the new settlement a new county and a new parish were erected in 
1720. The preamble to the Act of AsseniV>ly declares that " the frontiers to- 
wardB the high mountains, being exposed to dangers from the Iitdiann and the 
French settlements towards tlie west, a new county is established, bordering 
upon Snow Creek up to the Hill thenee by a southwest course to the North 
Anna, thence up the said river as far as convenient, and thence by a line 
over the high mountuins to the river Shenandofih, so as to include the North 
Pass througli said mountains; thence down said rivt-r till it comes against the 
head of H ippaUanuouk River, and down that river to the mouth of Snow 
Creek ; which tract of land shall be oome aeonnty by the name of Spotsyl- 
vania, and the whole county shall be one parish, by the name of St. George/* 

The Act also appropriated five luiiidred pounds for a church, courthouse, 
pillory and stocks, where the Governor shall appoint. Another clause api)ro- 
priates one thousand pounds for arms and ammunition, to such Christian 
titbables** as shall go to seat this county. The county of Brunswick was es- 
tabUshed by the same law. The inhabitants were made free of levies for ten 
years. The same privilege is extended to Germans and other foreign Protes- 
tants, " who may not understaud English readily/' if they will entertain a 
minister of their own. 

It will be observed that the movement of couhtlest parishes and people, 
by way <Mf Spotsylvania and Brunswick, was towards the northern and south- 
ern passes through The liigh mountains " to transcend which and see what 
lay beyond was the great problem of the day. 

The Rev. Hugh Jones, one of the Colonial der^yt in his Present State of 
Virginia,** published about . 1731, says:—" Beyond Governor 8potswood*s fur- 
nace, within view of the vast mountains, he has founded a town called 
Germanna, from some Germans sent over by Queen Ann, who are norr r^'fimred 
upfarilier. Here he has servants and workmen of most handicraft trades, and 
he is building a church, courthouse, and dwelling-house for himself, and with 
his servants and negroes he has cleared plantations about it, proposing great 
encouragement for people to oome and settle in that uninhabited part of the 
world, lately divided into a county." 

Colonel Byrd, of Westover, on James River, an accomplished gentleman, 
an adventurous traveller, and inimitable humorists, visited Colonel Spots- 
wood in 178S, and'indites the following pleasant gossip on the occasion. 

** The famous town of Germ iniia consists of Colonel Spotswood*.^ enchan- 
ted castle on one side, and a baker's dozen of ruinous tenements on tlie other 
where so many German families had dwelt some years ago, but are now re- 
moved ten miles higher, in the Fork of the Rapimhannock, to land of their 
own. There had also been a chapel about a bow shot from the ColonePs 
house, at the end of an avenue of cherry trees, but some pious people had late- 
ly burnt it down, witli intent to get another \)\\i\t nearer their own homes. 
Here i arrived abour three o'clock, and found only Mrs. SiH>t«wood at home, 
who ree^ved hw old acquaintance with many a gracious smile. I was carried 
into a room elegantly set off with pier glasses, the hugest of which came soon 
after to an odd misfortune. Among other favorite animals which cheered 
this lady's solitude, a ])race of tame deer ran familiarly about the house, and 
one of them came to stare at me as a stranger, but unluckily spying his own 
figure in the glass, he made a Spring over the tea-table that stood under it, 
and shattered the glass to pieces, and falling back upon the tea table made, 
a terrible fracas among the china. This exploit was so sudden, and aooompa- 
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nied by such uoi^e, that it Hurprised me and perfectly frightened Mrs. Spots- 
wood. But it was worth all the damacre to show the moderation and good 
hnmor with which she bore the disaster. In the evening the noble Colonel 

OHine from his mines, who sahitod iiu» very civilly; and Mrs. Spotswood's sis- 
ter Miss Thecky, who had been to meet him, en cavalier, was so kind, too, as 
to bid me welcome. We talked over a leKend of old stories, 8upp(»d about nine, 
and then prattled with the ladies till it was time for a traveller to retire. In 
the meantime I observed my old friend to be very uxorious and exoeedingly^ 
fond of his oliildrcti. This was so opposite to the maxims he used to preach 
up before he was married, that I cotild not forbear rubbiii.r up the memory of 
them. 13ut he gave a very good-natured turn to his change of sentiments, by 
alleging that whoever hrings a poor gentlewoman Into so solitary aplace,from 
all her frieiuls and acquaintances, would be ungrateful not to use her and all 
that belonj;s tn hor witli all possible tenderness. We all kept snug in ourseveral 
apartments till nine, except Miss Thecky, who wa.s the housewife of the fam- 
ily, t that hour we met over a pot of colTee, which was not strong enough 
to give as the palsy. After breakfast, the Colonel and I left the ladies to their 
domestic afTairs^and took a turn in the garden, which has nothing beautiful in 
it but three terrace walks. tl^it f.'ill in sU>p-s one below juiothor.I let him under- 
stand that, besides the jjleasure of payiii;,' hiiu a visit, 1 came to be instructed 
by HO great a master in the mystery of making iron, wherein he led the way, 
and was the Tubal Cain of Virginia. He eoneeted me a little there, saying 
that he was not only the first in his country, but the first in North America 
who had erected a regular furnace ; that they ran altogether on l)IoomerieH 
in New England umi Pennsylvania till his example had made them attempt 
greater works, lie said that the four furnaces now at work in Virginia circu- 
lated a great sum of money for provisions, &o., in the adjaoent eoantl^B. He 
told nie that he had iron in several parts of his tract of forty-five thousand 
acres of land, hut that the mine he was at work upon was thirteen miFes be- 
low (iernianna. He raised tiie ore a nn'le from the furnace, and carted the 
iron, when made, fifteen miles to his plantation on Massaponax. He said that 
daring his absenoe in England he had lost eighty slaves, his furnace was still 
the greater part of the time, and all his plantations ran to ruin. But he was 
rightly served for trusting his alTairs to a mathematician (Mr. (xraeme), whose 
thoughts were always ' among the stars.' The afternoon was devoted to the 
ladies who conducted me through a sliady lane to the river, and by the way 
made me drink some very fine water that issued from a marble fountain. Jost 
behind it was a covered bench, where iliss Thecky often sat and l)ewailed her 
virginity. The river is about fifty yards wide, and so rapid that the ferry-boat 
is towed over by a chain, and tla-refore called the Kai)idan." The Miss Thec- 
ky al)ove mentioned was evidently the sister of Mrs. JSpotswood, who married 
Ifr. Benger, a cousin of the CHovernor, and from whom some of the Minors and 
Frenchs of Spotsylvania are descended. 

(-fovernor Spotswood, after whom Spotsylvania was called, fixed tlie seat 
of justice at <Termanna, which was named after the (iernian settlement. The 
history of these Uermans deserves further investigation. In 1717 they consist- 
ed of one hundred and thirty persons, In twenty nine families, and anticipa- 
ted a Urge accession to their number. In a petition to the Bishop of London 
and the English society for the propa^'ution of the Gospel in foreign lands, 
they described themselves as very desiruiis of having the ministers of religion 
in their own tongue, " not undei-standmg English well.'' They invoke the 
aid of the Bishops in England to procure for them and ordain a young Qer- 
mau minister, to assist and to succeed their old pastor (Haeger), now seventy- 
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five years of a>,'(', and to send with him the Lit\irt»7' of the Cliurcli of England 
traiiblated into High Dutch, which they are desirous to use iu public worship. 
They were exempted by the Ctoneral Aasembly from the payment of parish 
levies. Dr. Hawks sayn that the parish of St. George was created for them. 
This is clearly a mistake. Colonel Byrd, in the passajfe quoted above, says ho 
saw in 1732 "tlie ruinous tenements" which they had occupied at Germanna, 
and adds that they had moved higher up to the Fork of the Rappahannock, 
to land of thehr own, whJeh must mean the juncture of the Rapid Ann (often 
called the Rappahannock in those times) and the Robinson, which is now in 
the county of Madison. I believe I was the first to sugf^est that there was tlie 
nucleus of the Germau jiopulation in Madison county (see my history of St. 
Qeoige's Parish, 1747). Bishop Meade adopts this suggestion, and refers to on 
old gantlenion in Culpeper who hod told him that in his boyhood he bad of- 
ten seen the Lutherans from Madison, when they had no minister of their own, 
come to Buck Run Church, in Culpeper, to receive the Holy Connauuion. 
That old gentleman was the venerable vestryman and watchful warden, the 
late Samnel Slaughter, of Western View, in St. Kark^s Parish. I have initiat- 
ed inquiries which I hope will throw some light on this obscurity. 

In May. IT lO, the <TcinM*al .VsseinV)ly, in view of the inconveniences nrisiiiir 
to the parishiuiuTs ol Sr. George's Parisli by reason of the great Iciiirth there- 
of, divided it by a line running "from the mouth of the Rapid Ann to the 
month of the Wilderness Run; thence up the said run to the bridge, and thence 
Sont!iward tO the Pamunky River. All of the territory above that line to be 
called and known as St. Mark's l^arish. " The same Act directs the freehol- 
ders and housekepers of the now i>arish to meet at the new church iu German- 
na, on the first day of the following January, and elect twelve of the most able 
and disereet persons of the parish to be vestrymen of said parteh. In pursuanoe 
of this .\ct, the freeholders and hf)Usokeeper.< did meet at Germanna on tlie 
1st day of January. 17:^1. and elected Goodrich Lightfoot, Henry Field, Francis 
Kirtlv (not Huntley as in Bishop Meade's "Old Churches, Ate. ), William Pey- 
ton, James Barbour, Robert Slaughter, Thomas Staunton, Benjamin Gave, 
Robert Green, Jno. FinlaBon and Samuel BalL Robert Slaughter and Fran- 
cis Slau^^hter were the first church wardens, and William Peyton first clerk. 

These antiiiue vestrymen were the frnitfid germs of geneologieal trees which 
have scatterd their prolific seeds from New i'ork to Florida, and from Virginia 
to California. This is not a rhetorical flonrlsh, but is literally true, and could 
be easily demonstated, were "ti e play worth the candle. * The progress of 
this narrative will furnish some suggestive illustrations of this truth. 

1731. St. Mark's Parish now begins its independent career at rjernianna. with- 
out a shepherd to seek after the flock scattered in the wildernes.s bounded by 
the Blue Mountains, which look so enchanting in the distance, when their 
summits are lighted by the setting sun. There were three ohorohes in the 
new parish— one of them at (i^ermanna, one in the Little Fork, and one in the 
S. W. Mountain, iu the neighborhood of Messrs. James Barbour and Benjamin 
Cave, vestrymen. For the several years in which they had no pastor the 
vestry em]>loyed oooasionally the Rev. Mr. I>e Butts and the Rev. Mr. Pu«it, 
two adventurers who were seeking parishes, and paid them three hundred 
pounds of tobacco j)er sennoii. 

In the absence of ri'gular ministers, tiie churches and ch-ii>els were served 
by Lay reatlers, or clerks, as they were then calleti, whom the vestries seem to 
have preferred to ineflBoient clergymen. The vestry went vigorously to work, 
by ordering the churches to be rei)aired and vestry-houses built : buying two 
hundred acres of laud for a glebe, of Wm. Ashley; contracting ic» a glebe- 
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house, with all the appiirtenancep of barns, stables, meat houses, dairies &c. 
William Peyton was made Laj- Reader at the Little Fork; John McMurth had 
the double office of clerk and sexton at Germanaa ; and William Phillips and 

. Daye Cave, altematlnir elerki at the Southwest Moimtaiii Chapel. The 
churchwardens settled with the old vestry of St. Georf;:e*B and bought parish 
books. The parish lines were surveyed. Zachery Lewis was chosen as their 
attorney. Robert Tamer was made collector of tithes. A. Chambers was en- 
gaged to keep the chnroh olean at Germanna; John Carder to do the same of* 
flee at the Fork, and Wflliam Stevenson at the Honntain ChapeL Col. Wallcv 

.was employed to brinf? up a copy of the oaths of allefjriance to the 

- British Crown, and of conformity to the Church of Kngland, ajid the test 
oath against Popery— all of which the vestry had to take. Some idea may be 

- foxmed of the state of the oonntry, from the faet that Angastlne Smith, Jr., 
was paid 200 pounds of tobacco for pilotinq the minister to the Honntain 
ChapsK whii-li was not far from Cave's Ford in Orange. 

The vestry s«'<'iii too, to have het^n jininiated by a laudable spirit of church 
-extension. Within two years (17,i:i}-1733) two churches and two chapels were 
projeoted. The first ehnieh was seated on what is now the road from Ger- 
. manna to Stevensburg, oonvenient to the springs above Major Finlason^ 
path." This church, or one on the same site, was standing within the mem- 
ory of men now living, and was used by the venerable Mr. Woodville. It is 
ealled, in tlie vestrybook, the Lower or Threat. Fork Church. Mr. Spotswood, 
of Orange Grore, now in bis 7?th year, says he remembers when the Spots* 
woods, Gordons, Grymes, and Thorntons, near Gwrmanna, used to attend this 
church. The other churches were built " convenient to the Southwest Moun- 
tain road, on the first run below the chax>eli" and John Lightfoot and 
John Rncker were ordered ** to pitch mi the plaee 'near to some good 
spring." This was the old ohuroh near Rnokersville, in the oounty of 
Grepiie. Its a<7e is left uncertain in Rev. Mr. Ernest's interesting article on 
St. riiomas's Parish in Bishop Meade's " Old Churches. &c.'' The old minis- 
ter who first preached in this church, and whom Mr. Ernest could not identity, 
was either De Bntts or Beeket; both of whom were diseharged by the vestry 
of St. ICark^s. Tlie first place of worship on the Southwest Mountain 
was a chajjel, which James Barbour and Benjamin Cave undertook '* to 
have kept dean." At the chapel. De Butts i)reacheil until 1782, at which 
date I find this entry in the vestry book— 'Ordered, that the Rev. Mr. De 
Batts be paid 9000 pounds of tobacco for thirty sermons." In December, 
1733, a new chapel was ordered, only twenty feet square, at Batley's, or Brad- 
. ley's Quarter, "convenient to the best spring tliat Benjamin Cave can find," 
Rev. Mr. De Butts, who had been employed BY THK SfiRMOX, was now dis- 
charged, and St. Mark's had its first elected minister in the Rev. John Becket. 

FIRST MINISTER OF ST. MARK'S. 
May It, 1733, "ordwed, the Rev. J. Becket, being recommended by the Gov- 
ernor and Commissary, be entertained as Minister of the Parish; and that he 
receive the glebe and what is on it, and the house when finished, and be paid 
as the law directs^ and that he preach at the Southwest Chapel every other 
Sunday until further orders." At the next vestry (1788) it was ordered that the 
churchwardens oflfer the Hon. Col Alexander Spotswood the choice of a seat 
for himself and family in the church on the <t rmanna road. In 1730, Major G. 
liightfuot was ordered to wait on Major John Taliaferro, to bring up the sur- 
plice for Germanna Church. It was also ordered that the church be painted 
and tarred,and that S. Wright put four barrel Is of tar on the roof of the glebe- 
house. 178$ it was ordered that "a chapel of ease^' be erected' and built be- 
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tween Shaw's Mountain and the Devil's Run and the river; and that Franab 
Slaughter, Robert Green, and Henry Field, gentlemen, "pitch on the place 
most couvenieut to the best spring that they can find, on one of the branches 
of the ran or river.** Oar fathen kept ae cloee to the riveraee If they had been 
a]iiphibioiiB,and kept as sharp a look-ont for a good eool tpring as Aralw do in 
the desert. They had ladles chained to the church-springs, and were earefal 
to have good framed horse-blocks and. bridle-hooks for those who went to 

church KN CAVAiaKK. 

Up to 1784^ St. Mark*8 Parish was in Spotsylvania. At that date Spotsyl- 
vania was divided by the line between St. Oeorge^s and St. Mark's Farishse. 

Spotsylvania was limited to St. George's Parish. All- above that line, bound- 
ed southerly by old Hanover county, and to the north by the Lord Fairfax 
grant (the Rappahannock river), and westerly by the utmost limits of Virgin- 
ia, was made the oonnty of Orange. In 1788 John Catlett was added to the 
vestry in the place of Goodrich Lightfoot deoeased. The Bev. J. Beeket now 
f-amo to j^rief for some scandalous conduct, and was discharged. In 1739 the 
churchwardens were instructed to aj^ree with Mr. McDaniel to serve the pa- 
rish, or with some other minister, kxckpt mr. bbck.ict. in 1738, Augusta and 
Frederick coanties and parishes were separated from Orange and St. Mark's, 
by a line from the head-spring of Hedgeman's river to the head<iq;>ring of the 
Potomac, to take effect when there were people enough in the Valley for 
erecting courts of justice; and in the moantiiUH, flic people there were exempt- 
ed from levies by Orange and St. Mark s. In 1740, St. Mark's was divided by a 
line from the Wilderaess bridge np the moantain road, to the head of Bossel 
Rnu; thence downthe said mn to the river Bapidan; thoioe up the Bapidan 
to the Robinson river; thence along the ridge, bet ween the Robinson and Rapi- 
dan, to the top of the Blue R dse. All north of said line to retain the name 
of St. Mark's, and all south of said bounds to be the new Parish of St. Thomas. 
This division threw the Southwest Mountain Church and Chapel into St. 
Thomas; and with them Messrs. James Barbour and Benjamin Cave vestry- 
men. William Triplett and William Russell were elected to fill the vacancies. 
We now reach the iaeumbence of the.iirdt respectable minister in St. Mark's 
Parish. 

REV. JOHN THOMPSON. 

June 10th, 1740. L'nder this date is tlie following entry in the Register: — 
"At a vestry in the vestry house at the Fork : it is ordered, that the Bev. 
John Thompson, being recommended by the Governor and (vommissarj*, 
we do entertain him as Minister of our parish; and that he he paid as the law 
directs.'' Mr. Thompson wa.s a Master of Arts of the University of Edinburfjch- 
He had been ordained Deacon by the Bishop of 8t. David's in the year of 1164, 
at Westminuter; and Priest in November of the same year, in the Gtiapel Boy- 
al of St. James. It must have been very pleasant to the gentlemen of the 
vestry and of the pari8h,to have exchanged the former disreputable incumbent 
for the accoiiii)li8hed gentleman. It seems also to have been agreeable to oiia 
the ladies of tlie pari8h(^if one may venture to say so, after all jmrties have 
been so long dead) ; for the new minister was not only a scholar and a literary 
■gentleman, but he was a very handsome man. The vestry testified their 
pleasure by ordering a study to be acMod to the glebe-house and the widow of 
Governor Spotswood presented a velvet cilotli and cushion to the church in 
1741; and on the Uth of November, 1742, she vowed to obey and to serve him 
in the holy ertate of matrimony, (itovernor Spotswood^s castle at Germanna, 
with its fair commander, did not surrender to the consuuimate address of the 
elerieal beseiger without a severe struggle, as the following letter w|)j testify. 
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1 procllred fhe bnVinkI of (his letter from Mri». Murray Forbef» of F;i Imoiith. n. 
lineal ilescendant of Mr. and Mrs. Thompson, and piiljlished it for the lirst 
time in uiy history ot St. GeorKe's Parish, li-oui whence it waa copied by Bish- 
op MMMie In bis **0]d ChnrehM and Families.** Hn. Bpotewood's ohlldren 
and conneetioiti were so opposed to the matcli that she begged to be rsleased 
from her eogaffement, and was answered thns : 

Madam.— 

Bv diliirently perueiiur your letter. I nee that there is a material lu-jrument, 
-wbleh I oucbt to have answered, upon whfeh vonr strrmfrest objeotion to oom- 

pletinfT my hanpinpFP seoinH tn clepfMid, viz.: That you would incur ye oen- 
pnres of yp world for Tnarryine: a person of ujy Btation: bv which i understand 
that yon think it a diminution of your honoiir and ye dignity of your family 
to marry a person in the station of a c'lersryman. Now, if I can make it ap- 
pear that the minisferial office is an employment in its nature ye most honor- 
able, aad in its efTects ve most beneficial to mankind, I hope yoat objections 
will immediately vanish, y' you will keeii me no lonper in Buspense and miserv. 
'hnt»»onsuminate my happiness. I make no doubt. Madam, but yt 'ou will 
r<';i(li!v trrant yt no man ean be employed in any work more honorable than what 
iiuiuediately relates to the Kinir of kings and Liord of lords, and to ye salva- 
tion of nnnfs immortal in their nature and redeemed hy ye bTood of the of 
r-rod. The powers conitnitted to their care cannot bo cxerrised by yo trroatest 
T>rinces of earth, and it is ye same work in kind and ye same in ye design of it 
with v^ of the blessed aneelB. who are ministerii>^ spirits for tho«ie who shall 
be hcbs of salvation. It is ye same business yt ye Son of God dischared when 
he condescended to dwell amons? men, which engratsres men in ye trreatest acts 
of dointr erood in tnrningr sinners from the errors of their wav. and by all wise 
*»nd prudent means in crainimr son Is unto God. And the faithful and di1ij;ent 
discharere of this holy function (rives a title to ye highest degree of glory in the 
next world: for they yt be wise shall shine as ye brightness of ye flnnamenti 
and thev yt tarn many to righteonsness as the stars forever. 

All nations, whether learned or ignorant, whether civil or barbarous, ha ve 
aereed to this, as a dictate of natural reason, to express their reverence for tb'^ 
T)eity and their affection for religion, by bestowing extraordinary privileges of 
honour npon snob as administer in holy things, and by providinsr liberally for 
their maintenance. And that ye honour due to the holy function flows fnun 
ye law of nature a])i)eara from hence, yt in the earliest times the civil au(l 
socred antiioriry were united in ye same person. Thns Melchise<lech wvlh 
King and Priest of Snlem. and among ve Egyptians ye nriesthood was joined 
with ve crown. The Greeks acccounted the priesthood with equal dignitv with 
kinoship. which is taken notice of by Aristotle in several plaoea of his Politioks. 
Among the Tiatins we have a testimony from Virgil yt at ye same time .^neas 
was both Priest and King. Nay. Moses, who was Prince of Israel before Aaron 
was consei'rated. offlciated aH Priest in ye solemn sacrifice by which ye cove- 
nant with Israel was confirmed. And ye primitive Christians always expressed 
amighty valne and esteem for their elergy, as plainly annears, from eoeleei- 
astical history. And even in our days, as bad as ye world is, those of ye clergy 
who lived up to ye dignity of their profession are generally reverenced and 
esteemed bv alt reliflrlons and well-disposed men. From all which it evidently 
,iT>perirs yMn all ages and nations of ye world, whether Jews, Heathens or 
Christians, great honour and dignity have always been conferred upon the 
clergv. And therefore, dear Madam, from henee you may infer bow absurd 
and ridiculous those gentlemen's notions are who would fain persuade you yt 
maiTving with ye clergy ye would derogate from ye honour and d'gnity of 
your family, wherea.s, in strict reasoning, the contrary thereof would appear, 
and v' it would very much tend to support the honour and dignity of it. Of 
this I hope yon will be better eonvinoed when yon consider the titles of hon* 
our and res j;ect that are given to those who are invested with ye ministerial 
functions, as are amply displayed in ye Scriptures. Those invested with that 
eharaeter are called the ministers of Christ, ye stewards of the mysteries of 
God, to whom they have committed the word of reconciliation — ye glory of 
Christ, ambassadors of Christ in (/hrist's stead, co-workers with him. Angels of 
the churches. And thea it is moreover declared that whosoever desplseth 
them despisetb not man, but God. All which titles shew that upon raanv 
accounts they stand called, appropriated to God himself. And therefore if a 
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gentleman of this sacred and houorable character should )>e married to a lady 
thoiiterh of ye f^reatest extraction and moet excellent personal quality (which I 
am seusiblt' you are eiidoM-ed with), it can he no disgrace to lior nor her fami- 
ly, nor dntw ye consureK of ye world uix>u them, for such au action. And, 
therefore, dear Madam, your ar^nment heinf? refoted, you oan no lougwoon- 
aiatently refuse to Gonsumioate uiy bappinesB. 

JOHJs THOMPSON. 

Hay, 1742. 

A re(*oiiciliati<)n was effected between Mi-. J'lioinpson and Mrs. Spotts- 
wood'8 family Hoiiie years afterwardti, by the kind offices of that remarkable 
man, Rey. R. Roee, who waa one of Governor Spottswood's executors, and had 
moeh to do with his eAtato, and with his widow and ehildren after Governor 
Spotswood's death, which happened in 1T40, at Annapolis, on his way to com- 
mand the army atirainst Cartha>i:ena. Mr. Hose, in his journal speaks of liav- 
ing visited Mr. Thompson in Culpeper, as he neem.s to have done every other 
man of note in the colony. Mr. Rofie^ft journal, a threat desidemtam to anti- 
quaries, and which was supposed to have been lost, was geen by Bishop Meade 
in the ])r>.ssession of !\fr. Henry Carter of Caroline, and is now in possession of 

Air. Brock, of Richm9ud.* 

[*Since writfni; the above I hare been permitted by the kindness of Mr. 

Bro<^k to make the followinir extract from Mr. Rose's Journal:] 

"1740, Feb. Its, 1 set out for (iermanna, called at (!ai)t. Taliaferro's, lotl«j:ed 
at New Post. 

"lJ)th, went in the rain towards (xennanna; niet Mrs. Spot t^w<x>d Dand- 
ridpre and Isaac Campbell, who waited for u.s at the Bridf^e qu.irrci-; j^ot to (rer- 
manna at nijrht. 20th, spent in settling sundry accounts. 21st. went at ni>rht 
to Major Finlason's. 22d, went to church, heard Mr. Thompson preach on the 
words, "Your Iffo Is hid with Christ in (*od:*' went to the (flebe. 9«d, settled 
I hope all difTf rences in the family, and laid a j)la!j for )M ('\'cntiner any. 24th, 
c^me early to (Ternianna, where found Col. B. Moore and his lady; settled Mr. 
Thompson's account witn some others. 20tb, went from New Post to see Mr. 
Benfjer's plantation."* '. 

The next few years are rather barren of known incidents. The followinff 
small items from the parish reytister serve to fill the ^ap. (1741) (Goodrich 
Li^htfoot came into the vestry, took the oath of allefjriance, siipied the test, • * 
and subscribed to l)c conformed to the doctrine and dist-ipline of the Thurch 
of Kngland, in the place of Thomas 8tanton, deceased. (IT42) Ordered, tlsat 
notice be given in church and chapel that a vestry will meet first Monday in 
March, to place a church convenient to the inhabitants of the upper part of 
' the i»arish, and that workmen oome and agree for building the same. At a 
vestry held in Tenant's old field, a contract was made with .1. Kineaid to build 
a churtih ilfty-eijcht by twenty-four feet. Benjamin Roberts is chosen vestry- 
man In place of Captain William Triplett, removed. Robert Slaughter places 
a dial at the chnrch door. (1748) Vestry contracted with J. Eve for an addi- 
ti«>n to Little Fork Chnrch. (1744) "Ordered, that the Rev. J, Thompson erect, 
fabricate, and l)nild (x>i ) divers additions to the (Tlebe house.'" William Peyton 
is dire<!ted to view the church three time«. (174'i) Captain Abraham Field 
chosen vestryman, in i)laceof F. Rlrtley, removed, and Philip Clayton in place 
of John (/atlett, deceased. (174U) B. Roberts and Coleman Brown are lay readera 
at the two churches, .T -.nies Pendletoti ;it the chapel, and Tlu)maa Dillard at 
the Little Fork (1747i Kohert Slaiifrliter vesn-yman, in i)lace of Major Finla- 
Bon, deceased. Dr. James (iibl>s is paid "for doing his best to cure the witlow 
Oeorge.^^ (1748) At this date Orange was divided, and the eounty of Culpep- 
er (oomprising what is now Madlson, Rappahannock and Culpeper) was formed. 
It was named after one of the i>roprietoi-s of the Northern Neck, Lord Culpep- 
er, from whom it descended to Jxird Fairfax, who married his daujjrhter. The 
original county of Culpeper covoretl all the "debatable land between the 
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Crown of Entrland and Lord Fairfax east of the Blue Ridpe, and was for a long 
time the Huhject of a very curioas controveray, a flynopsis of which will be 
found in the next chapter. 

rULPEPER corxTY. 

1748, ('(ilj)epL»r county he^rins its career on historical ffronntl. Its terri- 
tory originally embracing what is now Culpeper, Madison and Rappahannock, 
was the aabjeet of a protracted oontroveray, involving the title to eevenal milo 
Hon aoret of land. The entire traot of land ''within the heads of the xlvera 
Tappahannock, alias Rai)i)ahannock, and Quirough, or Potomac:, the courses 
of those rivers, and the Bay of Chesapayoak, &c./' was granted at different 
times, by Kings Charies I. and II., to Lord Hopton, the Earl of St. Albans, 
and others, and snbaeqnently by King James to Lord Calpeper, who had pur- 
chased the rights of the other parties. Lord Fairfax, who married the daugh- 
ter of Ijord Culpeper, became the jiroprietor of this princely domain, eouitnon- 
)y known as the Northern Neck. In 1705 Governor Nott, of Virginia, in the 
name of the King,granted 1990 aered of land to Henry Beverly, in the forks of the 
North and Sonth branehee of the Rappahannock River. Robert Carter, oom- 
monly known as King Tarter, who was Fairfax's agent, objected to the grant, 
as being within the limits of Lord Fairfax's j^rant. The question then arose 
whether the South (the Rapidau) or the North branch of the Rappahannock 
was the ehief stream. The Rapidan, named after the English Queen, oontset- 
ed the supremacy of the Indian Rappahannock. The Governor and Coonofl 
of Virginia ayipoirited commissioners to meet those of Fairfax, and survey the 
said rivers. The joint commission reported in 1700 that the streams seemed to 
be ot equal magnitude. In 1733 Lord Fairfax complained to the King that 
patents had been granted, in the name of the Crown, in the disputed tsnrito- 
ry. Mr. Carter himself, the agent of Fairfax, had taken grants from tho 
Crown, to two tracts within the forks of the Rappahannock River. The King 
iu council, ordered the Governor of Virginia to appoint another commission. 
On the part of the Crown he appointed William Byrd, of Westover, John Rob- 
inson, of Piscataway, Essex county, and John Grymes, of Brandon, Middlest x 
county, Virginia. Tlie commissioners of Fairfax wero Charles Carter, William 
Berkley and William Fairfax. Omitting the survey of clie Potomac, as out- 
side of our subject, we coutiue ourselves to the survey of the Rapidan. Mr. 
Graeme, with Mr. Hume as assistent, was commissioned on the part of the 
fJrown, and Mr. Thomas on the part of JLord Fairfax, "to survey and measure 
the South Branch of the Rappahannoek (the Rn])idan,) from the fork to the 
head spring, and return an exact map ot the same, and describe all the runs 
and creeks that run into it.*' Colonel Byrd says:— **While we sta.yed at Fred- 
erieksbnrg we lodged at Colonel Henry Willises, but kept a magnifioent table 
at the ordinary, and entertained all gentlemen who came to visit us, which 
were many. We then went to the fork of the river, and found the North 
branch to be wider by three poles and nine links, though it was objected by 
my Lord^B Commissioners that the South was made narrower by an island 
that runs along the south shore. We carried a mrioin of beef from Colonel 
Carter's, ami picked it as dean as a imck of wolves would those of a wounded 
deer. The same gentleman furnished us witli strong beer, but forgot to bring 
H vessel to drink it from. However, we supplied that want with the shell of a 
poor terrapin, which we destroyed, as Henry VIII. did Cardinal Wolsey, for 
the sake of his house. We then proceeded to Germautown, where Governor 
Spotswood received us very courteously, and lest we should have forgotten 
the battles of Marlborough, he fought them all over again, for the niue-and-

fortieth time. Tlierc w(> took the depositions of Taliaferro, Thornton, and 
KuBsell, as follows:— J *>liu Taliaferro, f^reutleiiian, a^ed forty-uine years, beiuii: 
summoned, saitfa:—** About the year 1707 he eame to live where he now lives, 
above Snow Greek, nine mfles below the falls, and tliere were then but three 
settlements above his honse, on the sotith side of the river. He liad l>een ac- 
quainted with the fork of the river above twenty-four ye:irs, and that one of 
the forks was called Soutli Kiver until Governor Spottswood, about twenty 
years aso, named the south branch Rapidan, and it has ever since been so eal - 
ed." Francis Thornton, of Caroline, ^entleiaan,a|j^ fifty* three yeai-s and up- 
w.'irds.lH'iii'j: sworn. (]eelaT*ed: — ""Aljotit thirty years airoheeame to dwell whert> 
lie now lives, on the lower side of Snow ("reek, and there were bur two settle- 
menrs above bin house, tiie uppermost of wliich was about four miles below 
the Falls. He had been acqnainted with the forks of the river about twenty- 
seven years, and that one was called the Sonth and the other the North 
Braneh." William KuFsel, njred fifty-Kix y( ars. I eii,{r sworn saitli:- "He hr.s 
known the (ireat I-'ovk of the Kaiipahannock KiviT t'iirt> -five year^ as a hun- 
ter, and one of the hranehes was alwtiys called South Kiver tniiil he heard 
Governor Spotswood name South River Rapidan, and the other river has 
been called Rappahannock; that the uppermost settlement thirty years ixfxo 
was Montjoy's tol)acco house, now r'oioriel Carter's tpiarter, on the iiort!i side 
of the river; that he saw s(mie posts of the house on Mott 's land, three or k»ur 
uiiles above the Falls, which was said to have been burned by the Indians near 
thirty years ago.^ 

( )n th6 3d of Aujrust. 1736, the King^s Commissiouers met at Williamsburg. 

Major Mayo attended with an elcjarant map, delineatinj.? clearly tlie branclies 
of the Happahannock up to their sources, and with copies of tlieir lield-iiotes. 
'I'ije «*o;umi.s.sionei*s of the Kin^c in i Je their report. Lord Fairfax took the 
report Of his commissioners to Ensrland with him, and Kot the matter referred 
to tlie^ Lords of Trade, to report all the facts and their opinion to the Lords of 
the (Committee of Council. All the rei)orts and papei-s were laid before the lat- 
ter. The question was ari,'-ued l)y able counsel; and without ^;oin<; into fur- 
ther details, let it sullice tt) say, that it was finally decided in favor of l^ord 
Fairfaie; uiaklhg that branch 6f tbe'Bbpidan, called the Conway, the head- 
stream of the Elappahannoek River, and the southern boundary of the North- 
ern Neck; and thus adding the oriprinal county of Culpeper to the princely plan- 
tation of Lord Fairfax. The Kapidan, named after an Eufjlish Queen, prevai.'- 
ed Over the Indian Rappahannock. Queen Ann's name and rei^in are perpetu- 
ated ih'1taj>idan; North and South Anna, Fluvanna, Rivanna, Germanna, 
Authorities differ as to the orthography of the name of the river in question. 
Many spell it Ka])id Ann; and yet in the proceedings of the eominis.»;ioncrs f(tr 
settling' the boundaries of the Northern Neck, and thron^'hout Hcnninsr's Stat 
iltes at large, it always has the form ItapidUan or Rapidan. The ilccision re- 
felrred to wasi^tifiidd by the formal assent of the General Assembly, and by 
th^ authority of thn hifHiest judicial tribunals. 

I 1749. ' ' William (ireen is chosen vestryman in the place of Capt. Robert 
(ii'cen. (ieccAsed. The county of ( 'ulpeper was now honoreil by the i)resence 
and services of iieor^fe Washinjctou in the humble oflice of County Surveyor. 
The marria^re of his brother Lawrence with Miss Fairfex made him known to 
the proprietor df this Northern Neck, who t>rave him the appointment of Sur- 
veyor. In 1748 he was employed in the valley of the Shenandoah. His com- 
pensation was a d(mbloon i tT "^'^) ;i day. lu tlie foUowint; year he was male a 
iniblic surveyor by the President of William and Mary College; and in the 
County .Court of_Culpeper we find the following i-eeord: ' 
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July 'JdTli. i I HI. ••< icrirtri' Wasliiiiy-t<»ii, ^^cnrlcinjui. [ii' kI '.H cd a i'i>iiiiiii^- 
»iou from tht* Pj-enitlent of William ami Mary ColIej;e, appoiutiMj,' him J^urvi'y- 
or of thi^ eounty, which wa« m^eived; and thereaiion took the usual oaths to 
his Majesty's penion atxl (;overiniuMit: and took and snbscribed the abjuration 
oath nn(i tost, and tluMi took tlio outli <>f «m-v< vDf. accf )r(liii;^ io law." 

Washin;Xt«»M was now in his scv('nt<-«*iit!i > i ar, aiul <'i>iitimi('il in ofTice tltrcf 
years. Ah ii<» om* hail tlu' Majjacity to xee the umlevolupetl ^enii.s t)f jfreainess 
which lay hid In this tinfledKed j'oath. his daily life passed without special oh- 
servation. Had it tieen otherwise, we should in all probability liavo found, Ui 
onrold parisli rriri«it«>r. tlu^ nvord that he was the siii vcyor- who laid oflf oirr 
^It'hes and sites <tt <-hnrclifs. and ran Home of otir i>ari>>h lin<';s. 

17.">u. A "eiuii)td of ease" was ordered at lJu' J,ittle Fork, and the vestry 
agreed to meet at or near the old muKter-field at tlie forks of the road, to 
ehoose the sit)', and contraei with Thomas Brown to undei*take it. 

'I'honi i- Sla U'^'Iiti-r is (dioseii vostrym.iii in jjlaee of llohert S|.'.u;,d)- 
tor, .Jr.. rt'moved hcni the parish; and .lames Pendleton in place of ('apt. H.ali, 
deceased, t iahriel .Jiuie.s is paid -MM) pounds t(»bai-eo for utrorjieyV fees.

Thomas Howison 1000 potinds tol>aeeo for niedloal attendance on the poor, and

Mr. liruwn 
was also ordered to reniove the materials for the intended chapel in the IJttle 
Fork, and to erect a (diureh, instead of a chaiiel, witli tht ui, on a rid^e bC' 
twjMMi Freeman's jTlii-^ I'reenian was the irrandfather of .Mrs. Wall) i- Yatrer. 
ilis father and Major Ka,-lliaui <-ame from (iloueester eourdy, and were anion;; 
the early settlers in what is now ("ulj)eper. Mrs. \'aj;i ! V tather was om* of tlu' 
first menibers of Little F(»rk (^liundi. His father owned a larj^e body of land 
ther«'. He died in tlie OOth year of his ay:^, leavlntr five sons and fotir dau;;ht- 
ers.] Mill Ru!i and the river, in the edire of Freemati's ohi field— the (diiirch to 

be eeiled with plaidv instead of (dfijiboMil-. ami to have wainscot insti'ad of 
plain p«'ws, in the best maimer. .\ new clmich was also ordered ui)on Co'. 
SpotHW(»od s laml, near the cool spring above .J*>hn J^eiivelTs, on or near linck 
Run. The present writer well remembers to have seen, in his boyhood, the 
relics of the bnryinfp-is^ound of this old churtdi. which stood in a prove nfjon 
the hill. a!)ove and across Puck Hun from tlic d welliujC wliere old ('apt. Moore 
then resided, and »'apt. .John Strothei- now lives. 

17.>;{ to I7-"»T. Some <»1 the leaves of the vestry Ijook have been torn out, 

leavinsr a isap in the record from 17(18 to 1767. which Bishop Meade has imssed 
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over. 1 propose to fill that gap from the folio, which is entire, and with inev- 
itabla Inf 01011001 from otfaer known faote. One of these Inf evenoee in, that 
there wm a ohurah at Uonnt Pony. The ground of ttiie infereoee le faet 
that an appropriation had been made for a church at that place in 1753; and 
one of Mr. Thompson's manuscript sermons (still extant) is endoxeed ae having 
been preached at Mount Pouey Church some years after. 

The names of the ftdlofring persons appear hi areeocd before me as havhig 
served hi a^ oampaign against the Frenoh and Indiana about this date, vis.. 
Col. Robert Slaughter, Lieut. -Col. Wm. Russell, Capt. Wm. Brown, Capt. Jno. 
Strother, Lieut. John Field, Lieut. Wm. Slau^'hter, Martin Nalle, Wm. Nalle, 
Charles Yancey, Wm. Lightfoot, Reuben Long, Thomas Slaughter, William 
BoberteoD, Wm. Tager, Henry Ciainee, Henry Stringfellow, and Wm. Roberts. 
All these names have their reprwMitatives still in Oulpeper, and they are re- 
produced as items of interest to their descendants. Robert Slaughter, Robert 
Coleman, Daniel Brown, Philip Rootes, R»uben Lonff. and Wm. Williams, are 
spoken of as being neighbors. Dr. Michael Wallace presented an account to 
the vestry for 800 ponnds of tobaeoo, for onring Elixa Maddox. Daniel Brown, 
James Spillman, and Henry Field, are orsdited with senrioes rendered; and C. 
Hutchens is allowed 100 pounds tobaooo forgmbbinir the ohnrohyard at little 
Fork. 

1757. The vestry met at the vestry-house, and the following gentlemen 
were present>-Itev. Mr. Thompson, minister; Wm. Lightfoot, Robert Green, 
Ooodrieh Ughtfooi, Wm. G«e«i,Ja«. Pendleton, Franois Slaughter, Robert 
Slaughter, Philip Clayton, Benj. Roberts and Henry Field. James Pendleton 
was continued as Clerk (Lay Reader) of Little Fork Church: Nat. Pendleton, 
Clerk of the Lower Church, Richard Young, Clerk of Buck Run Church, and 
Wm. Peyton, Ctetk Of the Vestry. The ohnrehwardens were directed to pro. 
vide two new snrpliees and two prayer-books for the use of the parish. Col. 
Wm. Green and Col. Wm. Russell were made church wardens for the en- 
suing year, and Roliert KuHtham vestryman, in i>lace of Thoman Stul)l>lefleld, 
deceased. JJiverH poor and inHnu pei-sons were exempted from paying parish 
levy, and appropriations were made for the support of all poor and disabled 
people. Last Monday in IVoTember, 17l»7, vestry met at the new ehnnsh on 
Buck Run. H. Field reported that he had paid the quit-rents for the glebe 
and church for 1755-5tf. Thomas Covington was paid for tarring the ehurob, 
grubbing the yard, and making the horse-blook at Buck Run. 

1768. Dee. 1st. Robert Bastham and Robert Green churchwardens for 
the ensuing year. Thoe. Slaughter and Anthony Oamett made veetr3rmen, in 
place of Win. Stiibblefleld, deceased, and Wm. Lightfoot, remove<l out of the 
T>arigh. James Pendleton, Sheriff gave bond and security as oolleetor of par- 
ish levy. 

1700. In February, Act of the General Assembly established the town 
of Fahrfax, 00 a '*high and pleasant situation in theeounty of Gnipeper, where 

the courthouHe now stands;" and set apart thirty a('re« of Robert Coleman*S 
land, to be laid otT into lots and streets by the trust-ees, Thomas Slaughter, 
Wm. (ireeu, Fliilip Clayton, Nat Pendleton, and Wm. Williams. This land 
was held by Benjamin Davis, lessee d Coleman, who was permitted to hold 
his houses, and have one fifth of his rent deducted. Hence Ihe name of Davis 
and Colenmn Streets. Nov. 26th, 1759, payments were made to William Rus- 
sell, K. D. Parks. J M. Tackett, Charles Morgan, and .T. Camager. K. Wright 
and Joseph Newman, for providing for certain poor i)erHon8. Thomas Slaugh- 
ter and Anthony Oamett made chnrohwardens for ensuing year. 

1761. Sept. 1st, an addition to Uttle Fork Chureh, 88 feet long and 88 
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feet wide, was ordered. Thoe. Covington, with Lewis Davis Vanceyas his H«curi- 
ty^gave his txmd to build it for 100 poui^ Nor. 1761«the usual annual appto- 
priatifHM for the poor were made. IBOO pounds tobaoeo were ordered to be sold 

out of the depositum for cash, to pay 100 pounds to Covington for additions to 
Litth^ Fork Church. Goodrich Liprhtfoot and Wm. Williams were chosen 
churchwardens for the ensuinir year, and John Green collector. 

17AS. Sept. 1st, Wm. Pollard was elected elerk of the Lower Churoh. 
An ocder of firomfield Parish belniir ediibited by Ambrose Powell and Martin 
iS'alle. f2rentlemon of the vestry of said parish, to join them in tbc division of 
the two parishop, it it* ordered that the snine lie for tlie furtlier consideration 
of the vestry. From this entry it would seem that although the two parishes 
had been separated for ten yean, the parish lines had not been run. Dee. 
18th,1762,at a vestry at Little Fork Church the usual routine business waf^ erone 
throu<?h, and Henry Field and Benjamin Roberts made ehurchwardens for the 
ensuinir year. 

1763. April 8th, Wm. Ball was chosen vestryman in the room of James 
Pendleton, deoeased, and Henry Field, Jr., in the plaoe of Henry Field, Sr., 
resigned. Philip Olayton was ehosen to sueoeed Henry Field as ehnrehward- 
en. 

Dec. 19th, "Wra. Ball, and Henry Field, Jr., having in the court of Culpwp- 
er taken the oath to his Majesty, and subscribed the test, and in the vestry 
snbseribed to be oonformable to the doctrine and discipline of the Chureh 
of England as by law established, took their places a» vestrymen accordingly.'^ 
The above entry is inm-e circumstantial than usual, but it only describes in de- 
tail what always took place when a new vestryman was qualified. Wm. Ball 
and Henry Field made churohwardens for the ensuing year. 05On lbs. of to- 
bacco were set apart for repairing the Lower Church, and 8000 Ibe. for pajriug 
allowances to the poor. 

1764. Nov. 19th, appropriated to Thos. Covington, in full satisfaction 
for repairing the church, vestry-house, dial-post, stand and six benches, 700 
lbs. of tobaoeo, he having already received 3500 lbs. 

The Rev. Mr. Thoropeon having represented to the veetry that the g1ebe> 
land of this parish is insufficient to furnish timber, fire wood and feiieen, tlie 
vestry do order that a petition be i>re8ented to the General Assembly for an 
act enabling the vestry to sell the glebe and purchase another in lieu 
thereof. Mr. Thompson having asked for leave to build a galleiy in Lower 
Church for the use of his family, the vestry consent, provided the lower part 
of the gallery be a>)ove the windows and not inconvenient to any part of the 
ciiurch, except the back pew, in which the stairs are to be carried up. John 
Green and Robert Green are appointed churchwardens. 

1765. Nov. 80th, the usoal routine business being dispatched, the vestry 
adjourned to meet at Frederick Zimmerman's on the 17th December. 

Deo. 17th. ordered, that the churchwardens agree with wH)rkmento build 
a house at Buck Hun Church, and another at the Fork Church, each 12 feet 
wide and 16 feet long, well framed and covered with shingles free from sap, 
weathei^Marded with feathei^edged plank,underplnned with brick or stone 18 
inches from the surface of the earth, a brick or stone chimney to eacli. Hash 
windowM to each with eight lights of glass 8 by 10 inches, with a plunk floor 
above and below. We give the style of these houses in detail because they are 
specimens of the vestry-houses of that day, and illustrate some other points. 
James Slaughter and James Pendlet<m were elected veHtrynien in the room of 
Francis Slaughter, gentleman, deceased, and Tho8. Slaughter, who had re- 
moved from the parish. Goodrich Lightfoot and William Williams ohuich-

lTr>7. Nov. 24th, James Slaughter and Samuel (Jlaytoii ehnrch wanlenH. 
Samuel Cla- ton. Jr., iu L>ehaU' of the uoa^regation of Buck Hun Church, mov- 
ed that R. Young be removed ftom beinic reader at aaid ehnreh, and aaid 
Yotiiiir is ordered to answer the complaint on the 18th of December. Mr. 
Young soon after came Into the vestry and resfgrned. The eaase of oomplaint 
is not stated. 

ITlki. February 23d, an addition to Buck Run Church, twenty-eight feet 
wide and three feet long, sills, sleepers, posts and braces all of oak, and ander- 
pinned with brick or stone, is ordered: and Captain William Brown being the 
lowest bidder at 11,500 lV)s. of tobacco, it i^s let to him upon his tMitcritig' iuto 
bond with security that it be done in a workman-like uiauner, and liuislied l»y 
October of the ensuing year. 

November 98d, James Pendleton and G. Lif^btfoot ohurehwardens for the 
ensuing year, and Cadwallader Slauifhter appointed vestryman in place uf 
Robert Slaughter, deceased. 

1770. L<»jive is >;iven to Sfunuel Henning to build a gallery in Buck Ilun 
Church at his own expense. Ttie wardens are instructed to advertise the 
grlebe for sale in the Virginia Gazette, and to bay a more convenient site for a 
glebe. The glebe was sold to Samuel Henoing for one hundred and ninety* 
nine pounds current money, (rooilrich LiirbtffK>t and others n»port tliat they 
had viewed several tracts of land, /nui that Francis Slau}j:hter s or ( icf>rLrc ( -at- 
lett's was the most convenient for a glebe. The vestry adjourned to uieet at 
Lawrence Catletfs and decide upon the site. John Green vestryman in the 
room of William Qreeu, deceased. 

NovemVier. tlie vcstr> this day bnu^rlit tliree hundred acres of the tract on 
which Francis Slaughter lives (Fr.incis Slaughter owned a lar^e tract of land, 
including the old glebe tract, near what is now called Brandy Station,) and 
adjoining the land of Reuben Slaughter and Cadwallader Slaughter, gentle- 
men, for 199 pounds in money and 10,000 pounds of tobacco. An overseer's 
house, a quarter, a barn and a corn-house are ordered to be built on the glebe 
immediately. 

1771. At a vestry at Buck Run Church, French Strother, gentleman, 
and John Gray, gentleman, are made vestrymen, in place of Goodrich Light* 
foot and Henry Field, gentlemen, removed from the parish. Philip Pendleton 

is Tuade clerk of the vcsfi v in ])Iace of William Peyton, decea.sed. Mr. Peyton 
had served the vrstr> as rlcfk for forty years cruitinuotisly. An addition is or- 
dered to the south side of Liiile Fork Church, to correspond to tlie t)ther ad- 
dition. These enlargements of the church, new galleries and extra benohes^ 
would seem to show that Mr. Thompson's ministry was attended by large and 
growing congregations. Mr. W;iugh chosen a vestryman in 1772. Colonel 
James Slmi;;hter. <ientleman, agreetl to have rlie glebe-house built for ;{."). 900 
p<)unds of tobacco. The plans and spetdtications u'-e minutely detatieii iti the 
vestry-book. This was the glebe-house so long occupied by the revenmd and 
venerable John Woodyille, and afterwards by Messrs. Glassell and Wager. 
The ori^riual ^'lebe-liouse was burned; perliaps some of the outbuildings may 

be staiidiutx. 

The glebe-house, the i)lan ol whicli is described iu the last chapter, WiiH 
built for the Rev. John Thomp.<«on; but man proposes and God disposes. Be- 
fore this e.<irthly tab;»rn%0le finished, Mr. Thompson was called to "a house 
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not made with handB, eternal in the heavens.'' After a l&borioufl and fruitful 
miDlstiy of more than thirty years, the brave soldier of the cross laid aside his 
armor and put on his orown. . He was buried at the briok house near Stevens- 

bnri: so lonpr teiiantf^d by the Hansbronghs, and now owned and occupied by 
Dr. (Traysoii, Hy his first wife (I>jidy Spotswood) he had two cliiliireri, viz: 
Anne, who in her fifteenth year married Francis Thornton, of Fall Hill, near 
f^rederleksbnrgr. Mr. Thompson also had a son by Mrs. Spootswood, named 
William, who married Hiss Sallie Carter, of Cleve. Amonff their descendants 
were Commodore Thompson of the U. Hl^yy, and many of the Thompsons 
of Kentucky. 

After the death of his Ihrst wife, the Kev. John Thompson married Miss 
Bootes. On» .of their ohlldren was the Hon. Phillip Bootes Thomp« • 
eon, who onee represented the district of Fanquier and Culpeper 

in Congress, and then moved to the county of Kanhawa, where his family 
was the nucleus around which was f?athered the Episcopal Church and Parish 
at the mouth of Coal, one of the tributaries of the Kanhawa River. 

The second wife of the Hon. P. R. Thompson was a dauj^hter of the old 
patriarchal vestryman, Robert Slaufrhter, of Culpeper. Bishop Meade said of 

her, "She was esteemed and loved by all who knew her, as one of the humldest 
and most devoted members of the chnr<'h in Virginia I have alway?^ Hie adds) 
felt my own sense of the Divine power and excellency of religion strengthened 
by every visit to her abode. She exchanged it some years since for a better 
one above.'* * 

After the death of Hr. Thompson, the Rev. Charles Woodmason was em- 
ployed to do some service in the parish. This is all that seems to have been 
known by our historians of this person; but I have found in "Perry's Collec- 
tion,^' a memorial to the Bishop of London signed by him, in which he says, — 
**Throufrh much sickness, brought on by fatif^ue in traversing the back p£^*t 
of Carolina, I had accepted for my health the Parish of Bromfield in Culpeper 
county. Being delayed so long in waiting for a successor. Rromfield was grant- 
ed away, fearing its lapse to the Governor, while I was on uiy way. I might 
have gotten some other parish, had not the Virginians entered into resolves 

KOT TO KLBCT ANY MAN FOR THKIR MINISTER BUT A NATIVK OF AMERICA." 

This explains the whole matter, and shows the patriotic spirit of thfi vestry 
of St. Mark*s, amonfc whom were some persons who soon became conspienons 

in the war of -the Revolution. November, 1772, the vestry proceeded to con- 
sider of a proper person to recommend to the Governor as Tiiinister of the par- 
ish, when the Rev. Edward Jones, of Caroline, was unanimously nominated. 
James Slaufrhter and John Gray were chosen churchwardens. January dth, 
1778, the Rev. Edward Jones produced his induction from the Governor, ap- 
pointing hiiu nu'nister of this parish, agreeable to a presentation of a former 
vestry, aud took liis .seat in vestry accordingly. Ajjril 91st, 1773, the vestry 
met to fix on a site for the mansion on the glebe, and finding no place where 
water was convenient, agreed with Hr. Francis Slauyrhter for 100 acres of land 
adjoining the former purchase, for the sum of 110 llx. current money. Octo- 
>>cr "irtth. 177:^ the church in the Little Fork having been burjiod, the vestry 
met on the ground, and concluded to erect one of wood, sixty feet long and 
forty feet wide, on Robort Freeman's or Peter Bowman^s land. It was also or- 
dered that William Williams, John Oreen, James Slaughter and Cadwallader 
Slaughter have James Pendleton's tobacco-house repaired for Divine worship 
until the church be finished. December, 177;i, the vestry reconsidered their 
former order and resolved lo build a church of brick, eighty feet long aud

' thirty feet wide in the clear, with twenty feet pitch, to be finittied ooaplettfly 
In beat manner by tirat day of NoTomber, 1776. Thirty thoomod powadB Uit 
tobaeeo to be p«id neit rammer, and the balance to be paid in three equal mi- 

nual payments. 

Thlaistheold brick church in the Little Fork which has 8to<*d for one 
hundred years, the mute memorial of other times and other men. The walla 
of tbiaoeDtennialohnrah onoe reaonnded with the voices of wiree; tome of 
whose sons now pass by on the other side, or look coldly at the shrine where 
their fathers worshipped, and speak lightly of the anthems they snng in days 
<rf auld lang syne.

The chun-liwartlens are ordered to let the following buildinfrs on the 
Iflebe-land, viz.: — A kitchen thirty-two by sixteen feet, with un inside brick 
chimney with two fire-places, covered with good shingles, and boardetl 
with feather-edged plank. A qoarter, twenty by 'siiffie^n feet 'oovefed 
with long shingles, and boarded with ' good osilt-boards,, and 
an inside wooden chimney. Also, a dairy and meat-house twelve 
feet square, each to be done in the l>est manner ; a stable twenty 
feet square, of sawed logs, covered with long shingles; also, seven hun- 
dred feet of sawed paling, five feet long, with sawed raite three stiuare. Thi> 
wardens are also ordered to let the building of a gallmry in the*Lower Church. 
John Green and James Pendleton are ordered to agree with Peter Bowman for 
two other acres of his land, for the use of the church. 

17T4. Benjamin Uoberts and John Green are apix>inted churchwardens 
for the ensuing year. . . t 

1775. The ve8t,ry met to iay the parish levy> but the Inspcqtiug law ceas- 
iug, they are in doubt Avhat method will be pursuetl through this colony for 
levying and collecting the. same, and, conclude: to await t^e opinion of the 
iieneral Convention. ... 

177<1. The vestry met and proceeded to lay 4he levy. Robert Raines was 
made clerk of the Lower Church, in plaoeof John Hume. It is ordered that Ftoter 
Howin&n be paid two ix>unds for one and a half acres of land for the use of the 
brick church, and that Echnund Vass be paid five {>ound8 for two plan--^ for the 
brick church. The collector is ordered to pay Sam Ui)l Clayton three pounds 
seven shillings and sixpence for laying off the brick church loir and Hr^ Ball 
and James Pendleton are made churchwardens for the ensuing year. Richard 
Yancey is chosen vestryman in the place of John 0-reen, is CoarTiNVSTAL SKR- 
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VICK. (This ie the <>nl> allusiini to the Revolutionary War in the ve;»try-book. 
The vestry seem to have limited themselves rigidly to their duties, and never 
to have invaded the political sphere, although several of them were offloers of 
the army, and ait sympatbited with the American cause. Culpeper county 
was conspicuous for the sorvicps r)f her sons in the old Revolution, having? cot:- 
tributed eijrht coiny)anies of eiffhty-four men each to the army. Those com- 
panies were raised by the following captains, viz.: John (ireen, John Thorn- 
ton, George Slau^rhter, Gabriel Lon^, Gabriel Jones, John GilUson, Captain 
McClanafauan (a Baptist preacher), and Abraham Buford. In the notes and il- 
lustrations at the end of thi^-- vo!(iin(> will )>e found some interesting details up- 
on this point. We return to the acts of the vestry.) 

1777. Ordered, that the churchwardens advertise the vacancy of thi.s 
parish and the renting of the glebe. As Mr. Jones had not resigned, this looks 
like a broad hint that his resignation would be accepted. 

1778. Thf (ieneral Assembly havini,' sns])pn(le(l the salaries of elerjfv- 
nien, the vestry met to fix on some method of paying the salaries of tlie officers 
of the church, and recommended subscriptions for that purpose. Tiie recom- 
mendation is signed by French Strother, James Slaughter, William Gray, 
Robert Green, Robert Yancey, Benjamin Roberts, Gad. Slaughter and James 
Pendleton. Burkett Davenport is made vestryman in place of Wm. Williams, 
deceased. 

1780. February Slst, the Rev. Edward Jones this day came into the ves- 
try and resigned the charge of this parish. In March the vestry met at Capt. 

Bradley's, and ordered that the Slieriff collect of each tithe in the parisli five 
pounds tobacco, or in money at the rate of twenty five per hundred. Robert 
Pollard and Lawrence Slaughter are appointed vestrymen to fill the vacancie.*-. 
In tiie ensuing April the vestry met at the glebe, and agreed to receive the 
Rev. James Stevenson as minister of their parish, aooording tolaw, and Thom- 
as Stanton was made lay-reader at the Little Fork Church, in the room of 
Philip Pendleton, resigned. The vestry met again in Def ember of this year, 
and ordered certain payments to be made to John .lanicson, clerk of the coun- 
ty, Henry Field, Reuben Long, Robert Latham William TerriJl, and Michael 
Sloane, for the oeneflt of the po^rof the parish. Lawranee Slanarhter and Rob- 
ert Pollard churchwardens for the ensuing year. 

1771. Robert (^oleraan made collector, ajid ordered to collect of 195T- 
tithes seven pounds of tobacco each, for the clothing'', feeding, and providing 
medical attention for the poor distributed among tiie farmers. 

178S. Ordered, that the ohurohwardens inform the poor claimants of 
this parish three months before meeting that they attend the vestry (if able) 
aod let their sitimtion be known. 

178^^. Bowles Aruistead appointed vestryman iu the room of Benjamin 
Roberts, deceased. 

1784. Resolved, That the ohurohwardens provide the goods for the poor 

on the best terms they can and report the result. James -Tctt is appointed 
clerk of the vestry, and Samuel Clayton and Robert Y;incy (diurch wardens. 

This is the last meeting of the vestry recorded in the old register, which 
began in 1760, This gap in the record of the parish can only be filled with a 
general outline of its history, whieh most be gathered from many scattered 
sources. Rev. James Stevenson probably continued to be the minister of St. 
Mark's Parish until he exclianged places with ^ir. Woodville, the former going 
to Frederickslmrg and the latter coming to Culjjeper. 

THE ORGANIZATION OF THE CHURCH IN VIRGINIA. 

1785. The Episcopal Church in V^irginia had its first legislative council. 
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For 173 years it had been in bondajife to the Crown and Parliament of Oreatv 
Slritiun. For political reasons it was not allowod to have a Biphop, nor to 
make a law for itH own {government, or for tho discipline of its ministers and , 
members. One ot its. first acts aftjer becoming free, was to meet in eouveutioa 
andfjameaoonetlti|tionandcode-of diseipline. Mr. Stevenson, Y^ith James 
Pendleton, lay depaty, reprebented St. Markka in the Convention of 1785. One 
of the first acts of the Clmrch, when free, was to divide tlu^ State into districts, 
the ministers in each district fornn"nK a "Presbytery.'' To supply, in souje 
uieasure, the place of a liJishop, a cler^jymau was iippo'nted to visit each disK 
triot and to preside in its presbyter}-. Mr. Stevenson was made visitor'of the 
dletriot eompoeed of the parishes of St. Mark% St. Cieorge% Bromfield, and 
Berkley. In ITHfi St. Mark's was represented only >)y Robert Slaujfhter, lay 
delejjate. Mr. Stevenson was the minister of Berkley Parish, Spotsylvania, 
in the interval between 17(JB, wiien he was licensed tor Virginia, and 17bO, when 
he took charge o/ St.. Mark^S Palish. CpI.Taylqr, of Orange, in -his diary of 
1787, gays:— "I went to James Taylor's to the maniaf^e of Thomas Barbour . 
and Jane Taylor bv the Kev. J amks Stkvkxpon," and in 1788 h^ says:— . 
"Tliomas Harbojir^s son was baptized and nHUit'd ,I;imeH Taylor.'' 

, In Jaiiuary, 17K^, he was eJectediby the unanimous vote of the people as- 
sembled at the market-house in Fredericksburg. It was during his charge of ' 
St. Oeorge'B that those two institutions which have done so much good, the 
male and female charity schools, were instituted. . 

In 1799 Mr. Stevenson preached the annual sennon in Ix^half of these 
schools, wluj.Hc ])upil8 were required to go to church and be catechised by the 
minister, foi* whjch t^e teachers were bound \o, prepare them. In 1803 he . 
preached an appropidate discourse on the anniversary of St. John thjs £yan-'* 
■delist, before the Masons of Fr« deriekslmrir. Soon after ho was (Hinfined by a 
protract< 'l illnfss in Oulpeper, from uhicii he never sufllciently recovered to 
resume his ministry. The following correspondence will explain the occasion 
of his resignation:

doubtful of ybur health's enabling you to perforin tho.se clerical <luti<'s, so 
justly appreciated; though from motives of personal consideration, t!ie trus- 
tees feel a npugnance in the discharge of this duty, yet the welfare of this 
church requiring every attention that can promote it, and well knowing your 
unremitting zeal for i1» interest, we fla'tter ouraelves that you will excuse the 
request we now make, of being inform^ of your intention of coutinoing in 
the oliice of your present appointment.

Your letter of flu- •7')t h'current came to hand ycsterdny: and 1 anj reque.««t- 
ed by n»y husband to make his acknowledgements lor the sentiments therein , 
c<jntained, both in regard to his past services and health. As to the latter, he 
has but little hope of its being established so f;ir as to enable him to ])erf<)rm 
the duties of a parish; })ut he begs you will believe, that the zeal he has hith- 
erto manifested towards your church is still alive, and to hear of its welfare, 
will ever be grateful to h'im. He therefore recommends it to the tiust^es to 
provide a miinster a^'soon as they can, and that he may be- one every way 
suitable is his-«noere wish.' .■ -'^ :

FRANCES STEVENSON. 

Mr. Stevenson married Miss Littlepaf?«». a lady of Hne intellifjrPUft' aiid cul 
ture. The Hon. Andrew Stevenson, who was Speaker of the House of Hepre- 
sentatives and Minister of Bnffland, and the late Carter Stevenson, were his 
eons. The Hon. J. White Stevenson, late Governor, and present Senator in 
Confi^ress from Kentucky, is his grandson. Mr. Stevenson survived his rffsi^r- 
nation of St. George's several years, and departed this life June, 18()!>. The 
following brief item from the Virginia Arucs furnished the only intelligence 
"we have of the event: **Died on Friday in Gulpei>er after a tedious illness, the 
Rev. James Stevenson, a gentleman much and deswvedly esteemed by an ex- 
tensive acqnaintanoe." 

Since the fore^foinfjr pages were written we have received from Dr. Payne, 
of Tennessee, some valuable illustrations of the lives of his grandfather Wood- 
ville and bis great-grandfath«r Stevenson. Of the latter he says he was an in- 
valid in bis last days, having been stricken by paralysis, and was the guest of 
Mr. Wrodville at St. Mark's glebe. Your father, he adds, Capt. V. Slaughter, 
was one of his vcHtryinen, and gave me many interestinfj incidents of hif pri- 
vate life. His last family residence was Hopewell, near Fredericksburg, where 
the Hopewell nursery now is. His library was bought for a mere trifle by a 
gentleman of Fauquier, who designed returning it to the family, but died be- 
fore fulfilling his purpose. The following Is a copy of his letters of ordination 
(now before us,) engrossed on parchment: 

Be it known unto all men by the present-s, tliat we, Richard. V)y Divine 
permission. Bishop of London, iioldinjr by the asnistance of Almighty Uad a 
special ordination <»n Thiirj(day, 20th of Septciiiher. in the year of our fiOrd 17- 
68, being the fea.Ht of St. Micliael tiie An-hauirle, in the chapel of our Palace in 
Fnlhamin Middlesex, did admit our beloved in Christ. James Stevenson, (of 
whose virtuous and pious life aud conversation, and competent knowleilge and 
learning in the Holy Scriptures, we were well assured) into the Holy Order of 
Priests, accordintr to the manner and form prescribed :\nd use I l»y Tin- chtirch 
of England; aud him^he said James Stevenson, did then aud there rightly and 
canonieally ordain a Priest. He having first In our presence and In the form 
of law taken the oatlis ;ip|)'Mtited by law to be taken for and inntead of the 
oath of supremacy, aud he likewise having freely and voluntarily subscribed 
to the 89 articles of relljrioii. and to the three articles.ccmtained in t he 36 canon. 

In testimony wliereof, wc have caused our Kpiscopal seal to he hereunto 
affixed. Dated the day auil the year above written, and in the tifth year of 
our translation.

On the mitred seal appended i.s inscribed the seal of liicharil Terrick. Hish- 
op of London, 1764. 

Among the documents sent by Br. Payne Is an original Thanksgiving ser- 
mon preached by Mr. Stevenson at Mattapony Church, Berkley Parish, SjKits- 
ylvania, on Thursday, i:5th of November, 1777, on the occasion of the surref- 
der of Burgoyne's army. In outward form the sermon is a curious relic of by- 
gone days. It is about four inches long and sixineheii wide. ItoonsistBof 
nineteen pages, with only nine lines on each piM<e. In point of sentiment and 
literary execution it is ex<rellent, ami gives us a pleasing illnstration of the 
piety and patriotism of one of oar old colonial ministers. 

KKV. JOHN WOODVILLE. 

In the progress of our luirrative we have reachetl in Mr. Woodville a link 
between the two centuries, overlapping several generations. There are thoa« 
now .living who remember his antique face aud form. Patriarchs who were 
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onee his pnpils still linf^r on the horizon. Many survive apon whose Im>w8 he 
poared the water of holy baptium; some whom he visited in luCknesfj. and to 
whom he- H(hninistered the holy foiiiTmiuion; and tli^reare liundredH for \\i)(>s(» 
fathei"s and niotliers, jrrandfatherH and ffrandniothei-s. he performed all tiiese 
offices, eon8i|;uinjj: theiu at last to the tomb in the burning words of our Kraud 
old burial'Servioe. His official advisers, those venerable vestrjmien, Robert 
Slaujfliter, of ' The (Traiiffe''; Peter Hans!>r(»u^di. of "Coal Hill"; Champ Car- 
ter, of "Farley": John Jaujewon, (.'lerk of the (Joutity; William Broadus; 8am- 
uel Slaughter, of "Western View''; Jolm Thoiu, of "Berry Hili'\ Isaac and 
Walter Winston, of Auburn, with whom he took counsel and walked to the 
house of God in company, are all gone. The parish register, in which were 
recorded hiw official acts, and which, like the old rej^ister we liave l)een follow-- 
injr, would have been Huch a fniitfnl source ( f information for the illustration 
of the history of the parish and county, cannot be found. We are therefore 
limited to the f<>w facts scattered throufth the, extant journals, and the memo- 
ries of livini? men, for materials to construct a meai^ skeleton of his admin- 
istration. 

Mr. WoixlvilU" h.iviuiLr Ix'cii a teaclier, with a hoardiufj: scliool under his 
ciharg could not always attend the conventions, which were lield in liidi- 
mond, the horse beinft almost the only mode of locomotion in those days. BIr. 
Woodville, who ujarried a dau^'litcr of the Rev. James Stevenson, succeeded 
him as minister of St. Mark's. AJr. W(Kjdville, lik» Mr Stt voiison. was elected 
minister of St. (xeorge's Parish by a vote of the people as.sembled in the mar- • 
ket-house in Fredericksburg. The vote was ninety-six for Mr. Woodville and 
thirty-four for Rev. Thomas Davis, whereupon Mr. Woodville was proclaimed 
by the senior warden. Mr. Day, to be duly elected. In the VilKinia Herald of 
that date we find two l)rief notices of him. In J»nie, 1792, he preached a well- 
adoptod discourse before tlie Masous. In a poem of tlie day, written by a min- 
ister apolof^zinp: for levity of conversation with which he had been roproach- 
ed, occur these lines: 

'^Oeoy him not those aids within his reach; 

But let me lauirh, and modest Woodville preach." 

Mr. Woodville was ProfessOT of the Humanities in the Fredericksbnrpr 

Acaii( in v u licn (filbert Harrow was I*rofessor of Mathematics. These f?entle- 
men were required to be c.vauiine i l>y Hisli()|> "Madison in the classics and in 
the sciences. It is probable that Mr. Woodville spent some years in teachinjc 
before he was chosen as minister of St. George's Parish, as I And in the diary 
of (.'olonel Fratd< Taylor, of ( )ran>fe, under the date of 1789, the following en- 
try; '-Mr. Wootlville pr<'ac!u'd to a larjre con^reffation on Sunday at Oran^re 
(J. H., and he preached to a much larger one ou the Sunday before at IMue 
Stake Church, near Raccoon Ford.'* 

In 17»1 St. Mark's was represented In Convention by Dnvid Jameson as 
lay dclef^ate. in 17!)fi by Mr. Woodvillr and Robert Slaughter; in 17!)7 1)> .1. 
Woodville and John Jameson; in IH'C, by William Hroadus;in IHlibyJ. Wood- 
ville and Kobert Slauj^htor; in 1^14 by William Broadus. The Convention ap- 
pointed Robert Slaughter, Peter Hansbrough and Garland Thompson to col- 
lect funds in Culpeper for resuscitation of the church. In 1815 J. Woodville 
represented St. Mark s I'.uish, and the Rev. William Hawley and Samuel 
Slaughter represented Sf Stephen's Church, which is the Urst appearance of 
the latter upon the record. 

And now a new era begins to dawn on the church in Virginia. The black 
cloud of despair is spanned by the how of hope. The Good providence of God 
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»ent Bishop Aloore to lead the "forlorn hope," and never wat* there h inan bet- 
ter fitted for the special oiisia. Baptized with the Holy Qhoet and with fire, 
his heart was a fctuhingr sprints of emotion, whieh overflowed his eyes, and 

Btreamifis: from his eloquent tonpu" u 1 trembling hands, melted his hearf»ra 
to tears. Ho wept over the riiinp of the old churches and the scattered slieep 
without a shepherd, like the laiuentatiun of Jeremiah over the desolation of 
Zion. 

In St. Mark*B Pariah the first fniit of this new movement wasBt. Stephen^s 

Church at Culpeper C. H., and its first heralds were Rev. Wra. Hawley nnd 
Mr. Samuel Slati'jrhter. all makiii«r their first appearance on the record in IBl"). 
There is uo recor(i that 1 can lind of the buildinf; or conhecratiou of St. Steph- 
en's Chnroh. It oonneete itself with history at this point, bnt when and how 
It came into beingr has eluded all my researches in print and in the memories 
of liv^inp: men. 

Hisliftp Moore reported havinjr NM^ited C'nlpoper during the i>ast year, and 
onfirmed sixty persons: This was the tirnt and the largest eonfinuatiou ever 
held in the parish. In Angrnst of this year Bishop Moore preached in four 
plaees in Outpeper, and confirmed eifirhteen. He also reports having ordained 
Mr. Hawley to the priesthood. Mr. Hawley was elected a delegate to the 
General Convention. He extended his labors to Oranire (\ H., and after a 
ministry of two years he was called to St. John's Church, Washington, where 
he spent the remainder of hfe days, beloved by all men. Of his ministry In 
Cnlpeper and Orange, Bishop Meade said he "preached and labored with 
much efTect.'' And Rev. Mr. Earnest, in his sketch of St. Thomas, Orange, 
says:— When ^fr. Hawley bepan hi.o labors in Orange the Ef))pcopal Clnirch 
had welinigh died out. But three or four communicants remained. Under 
his ministry there began to dawn a brighter day for tlio Ghnreh. Some of 
the eommnnieants added by htm still remain. Dnring Mr. Hawley^ adminis> 
tration Bishop Moore made his first Episcopal visit to Orange, and preached 
with great efTect. and administered the rite of conflrttiation to a goodly nnin- 
ber. It was the first confirmation ever held in St. Thomas's Parish. Among 
the goodly namber was the aged mother at President Madison, who had never 
before had an opportunity of ratifying her baptismal vows. The ministry of 
Rev. Mr. Hawley was evidently blessed in this parish ; but having been called 
to a larger field, he took charge of St. John's Church, Washington, which 
soon became a centre of much infiuence. In the course of Mr. Hawley's min- 
istry there he numbered among his parishioners many Presidents of the Uni- 
ted States, and other pmons of the highest social and poUtleal position, be- 
fore whom he went in and out for more than a quarter of a century, " an Is- 
raelite indeed in whom is no f^uile." He was among the originators and most 
earnest supporters of our Education Society, and of the measures which led to 
the establishment of our Tlieologieal Seminary. Of the tributes to his memo- 
ry by Dr. Tyng and others, one of the most loving was by the Rev. Dr. Lawrle, 
of the Presbyterian Church between whom and Mr. Hawley there |>revailed 
an intimacy like that between Hishop .ToIhih and Dr. Hod-re, of I'rincetoti. and 
betwe»in the EpiHcopal Buchannon and the Presbyterian iilair, of Richmond. 
When the prayers for the lAok were read at the bedside of Mr. Buchannon, he 
siUd, with childlike simplieity, ''Pmy for Blair, too There is an anecdote of 
Mr. Hawley among the traditions current in ('ulpepcr which, whether true or 
nut, is too good to be lost. The story is that Mr, Hawley wore ruffles on his 
shirt-bosom, as was common among gentlemen of that day, and that some la- 
die^ asked him to have them removed, as they were thought not becoming a 
elergyman. To this he gracefully assented. But he wore whiskers also, and 
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was told that these were an offence to the weak brethren. To this lie is said 
to have replied, with a f?leani of inisehievous good-humor playing on his face, 
*'0h no! ladies. I must keep my whiskers to save my ears/' ^ 

In 1817 St. Mark^ft Fkrish was repraeented by the Bev. Mr. WoodvUle and 
Will Broadus, and St. Stephen's Church by Samuel Slaujfhter and Isaao 
Winston. In 1818, the same lay deleg-ates, St. Stephen^ is reported without a 
minipter, notwithstanding; inoHt strenuous efforts to ;;et one. In 1819 St. 
Mark's was represented by Col. John Thorn, who rejKjrted twenty-five bap- 
ttema, f<mr marriaiceB, nine funeralB, and forty«flve oommanlcants, five of 
whom were additions since the last convention. In 1820 the Rev. Herbert 
Marshall came to Culpeper and took eharjre of the school at Capt. Philip 
Slaughter's, of w hich John Robertson, the father of Judge Robertson of Char- 
lottesville, and the Key. Samuel Uoge, father of Dr. Moses Hoge (rf Richmond, 
had been masters. Mr. Marshall was ordained Priest by Bishop Moore at Wal* 
ker's Church in Albemarle, and officiated very acceptably for several years as 
pastor of St. Steph^i's Church. His name only occurs in 1822 in the Journals 
of the convention, with Wm. M. Thompson, father of present Secretary of the 
Navy, as lay delegate. His wife was the sister of the present ven«tible presid- 
ing Bishop. His brief and promising ministry was ont short by ill-health and 
a premature death. He, like Mr. Hawley, officiated at Oran<.' ■ M. 

Mr. Woodville continued his modest ministry as rector of St. Mark's, oilici- 
ating chiefly at the Lower Church and at the Little Fork, and occasionally at 
Stevensburg and the Courthonse; bnt St. Stephen's Chnroh seems to have 
been in a state of suspended animation, until it was revived by the coming of 
the Rev. G. A. Smith in 1H2G. Mr. Smith haviuf? ])een in charge of Christ 
Church, Norfolk, and finding it a too heavy burden for his delicate health, 
came to rusticate and to renew his strength in tliis Piedmont parish. His 
name appears in the eonrention journal as representing, with Samuel Slaught- 
er, St. Stephen's Church, and with Peter Hansbrough as delegate from St. 
•Mark's Parish in 1HJ7. From that time till IX'M) Mr. Smith officiating alternate- 
ly at St. Stcplien's Church and at Orange C. H., with occaiiioiml ministrations 
at Stevensburg and elsewhere. He established & BiUe class, and societies in 
aid of mission and other Gliureh charities. He gave an onward impetus to the 
chun^h, reporting an accession of nine members by confirmations In 1828; and 
Bishop Meado rei)orts eleven confirmations, in when Mr. Smith, from 

physical infirmities, resigned his ciiarge, an event deeply deplored in the re- 
port of the lay delegate, Dr. Winston, to the next convention. 

Mr. Smith is one of those msrsterious instances, so trying to our faith, of a 
man thoroughly furnished for the work of the ministry, and with an eye so 
single to the priory of (rod. and yet, for the want of <)r{rans throujrh wdiieh to 
reveal the light that is in him, ha.s passed much of his life in the shade, com- 
paratively unknown and unsungr. while men of far feebler powers and scantier 
furniture, but with stronger physique and more self-assertion, have worn the 
mitre and yielded the s<!eptre of influence. But helms not lived in v.niu. Ah 
editor of the Episcopal Recorder and of the Southern Churchman, and master 
of the school at Ciareus, he has make liis mark and will leave iiis^impressiou 
upon many minds. He still lives, the patt larch of our alumni, and the fitting 
president of their society. May Providence prolong his years: that though 
his voice \n' hushed, the trraces of his daily life, like angels trumpet-tongned, 
may plead the cause he loved so .well, in this brief trihute I have dt parted 
ft^m a rule laid down by Bishop Meade, and which I have prescribed to my- 
self, not to sound the praises of living men, leaving that to those who may 
come after them and see their end. But as the ease is unique, this single ex- 
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poption inii8t prove the rule; whioh by the way, Bishop Meade did not always 
follow himself. 

In 1881-82, Isaac Winston and P. Slaughter, Jr., represented St. Stephen^s 

Church. Mr. Woodville, though ot present, rot)orted 8t. Mark's Parish as 
fjmdually iinprovimr, thf co'ip^re^^atioiis an visiltl>- iiiiTcasintr, and there beinf? 
in luany i)ers()ii8 a j;reater anxiety to eucournge "puru und uudeliled relijfiOQ." 
In June, 183'^, the Key. A. H. lAmon took charge of St. Stephen's Church in 
joonnection with Madison C. H.; and in 1833 he reported an aooession of eight 
coiunninicants to 8t. tStepheu's, and twenty four at Madison, to the six whom 
he found there, in roferenee to the revival at Madison, Bishop Meade said:— 
*'We had servicoH four times a day for three days. It was a joylul season for 
the churoh at Madison. Fifteen months before, I scarcely knew a place which 
promised less to to the labors of a ministi r of our church. At this visit I con- 
firnu'd t wi-iit y t lircc warm-hearted (ltsci|)l('s of Christ, and saw a new brick ed- 
ilice risiu;^ l< ir I lirir place of worf<hip. liod liad siu'tially blessed t!u'i)reueh- 
ing of luH word by uiinisterb of dillerent denominations, irle liad sent to ojir 
communion an hunble and faithful man, who, going from house to house, in 
HHasou ami out of season, wsiis the instrument of ^ratherin-; an interestinjr lit- 
tle band, with wliom 1 spent some of the ha})piest liays of my ministry. 1 al- 
so admitted their minister Mr. Lamon to Priest's orders.'^ 

In iBB* Mr. Lamon reports the addition of ei^ht persons to the communion 
of St. Stephen's, the establishment of the scholarship in the seminary, and 
mejisures for the purchase of a parsonage, and the pernninent establishment 
of a minister amonj; them. Bishop Meade, in his rejtort of 1884, said:— ''On the 
4th iSeptember, lbiJ4, 1 preached to a large congregation, and conlirmed eight 
persons at the Little Forte in Culpeper. The congregation,^ was then, and had 
been for a long time,under the care of the Rev. Mr. Woodviiie. At this place he 
most eotiscieiitiously and patiently met with his people for many years; liere 
had 1 often met him in my travels duiiiiu the last twenty-two years, and here 
it was that I saw him on tliu occiiHion just •.ueniioued for the last time. Prov- 
idence has removed him from a scene of sincere obedience on earth to one of 
glorious enjoyuKMit in heaven. He has left an afTeotionate family to mourn 
till' lo.ss of a kind hu8l)and anrl tender father, and many friends to cherish, 
with sincere respect, the memory of u conscientious Christian." Such was the 
tribute of the evangelical Wm. Meade to the childlike John Woodville, and it 
does as much honor to the author as it does to the subject of his praise. It is 
too common in these days of cant to disparage these old-time Christians, be- 
eanse their n>li<;ion was not in our style. Sucli censures are as irrational as 
it would be to llnd fault with uu antique statue because it is not arrayeil in 
modern fashionable costume, or to disparage tit. James because he did not 
give the same prominence to the doctrine of justiiication by faith as did St. 
Paul, but j)resciitod cliietly the moral jdiase of the fcosjiel — there being in 
trutli, no more incongruity between the docrfines and the morals of Chriiiti- 
uuity than there is between the root of a tree ami its fruit. 

Mr. Woodville left a son. the Rev. J. Walker Woodi^jlle, who for some 
years followed in the footsteps of his father. He was a good and guileless 
man. Pis ether son, James, w;u* a lawyer in HiJtetourt, and Woodville Par- 
ish perpetuates the name. Of his wile and daughters. Funny and Sarah, 
liishop Meaile .said, 1 do not e.\pect to meet pinvr spirits on .this side of 
heaven." The sainted woi|ien, I learn from their relative. Senator Stevenson, 
of Kentucky, both died in Columbus, ftiississlttpi. l)r. .). W. Payne, a promi- 

ii'Mit cit "/en ot Tennes><<'e. a irraiidson of i{ev. .lolm \\ Ootlville, and a gre.-st- 
gra:i Iso.i of tlie U-.'V. i!»ir. .Stevenson, is probably tlie owner of the family rel- 
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iGB and traditionary mementoM of hia auoeitort of Bt. Hark^i. ICr. Woodvllle 

■was buried at Fredericksburg?, witli the service of the churoh and of his broth- 
er M isons, on the 10th of May, 18:^4. Ho desired, says Dr. MugU Hamilton, to 

be laid near the body of Mr. Littlepaji:.'. 

Dr. Payne has also furnished me with some very pleasant reminiscences 
of hit grandfather WoodviUe. and enables me to Bapply what was wanting in 
the foregoing sketch of Mr. Woodvi lie. Dr. Payne was bom at St. Mark's. 
Iflebe, and educated and fitted for college by his grandfather. In hiH boy- 
hood he used to attend him in his visitations, " carrying the communion ser- 
▼loe in bis saddle-bags," after the death of Mr. Woodville's body-servant, 
^Unele Jim," He speaks plaintively of the old ehnrohes in the Uttle Fork & Big 
Fork(Lower Church. )0f the latter he Rays it was a plain structure of wood. The 
gallery (called Lady Spotswood's gallery) was in ruins. The only thing of 
taste about the church was a marble baptismal font, the gift, he thinks, of 
Mrs. Spotswood, and the monument of Mr. Dowman. He had seen the eom- 
munion administered by Mr. Woodviile to old Robert Slaaghter and old "Un 
de Jim," and perhaps sometimes to one other servant belonging to some 
Episcopal family. On such occasions he sometimes omitted the sermon, but 
never a word of the service. Of the old brick church in the Little Fork, he 
sajrs the long, square,' high-baeked pews, the sounding-board, the pulpit, 
reading desk and derk^s stand, its transverse aisles, its chancel in the east* 
the Lord s Prayer and Ten Commandment.s elegantly painted upon the com- 
munion table, carried you back to a past generation. The congregations here 
were generally large; and there were many Episcopal families in the neighbor- 
hood— Qen. M. Ozeen, the Porters, Pieketts, Farishee, Wiggintons, Freomans, 
Spilmana, With«s» Paynes, &c. But yoo had to see it filled, when the 
Bishops came, to conceive what it was in days of old. " I hope," he adds, "it 
was spared during the war, for I saw at that time in the newspapers that a 
sermon was found beneath the pulpic, preached near fifty yean ago by Mr. 
Woodviile, * whose elassie eleganoe,* Ac., surprised its captors." 

From the same authority we learn that Mr. Woodviile was born at White 
Haven, Cumberland County, Enorland, in 1763, came to America in 1787, lived 
as tutor in the family of lie v. J. Stevenson, who sent him, with commendatory 
credentials, and a letter ftom the Rev. Mr. 8cott,Principal of St. Beno School, 
and testimonials countersigned by the Bishop of Chester, to the Bishop White 
who ordained him Deacon on tlie ir?th, and Priest on the 35th of May, 1788. in 
Christ ('hurch, Philadel]jhia. He tnok cliar^c of the .Academy in Fredericks- 
burg in 1791, and of the church in 17U2, became Hector of St. Mark's in 1794, 
and spent the remainder of his life at the glebe. He was a great sufferer in 
his last years from dropsy of the ehest, but never murmured. He spoke of 
his death with perfect composure, saying that his only reliance for salvation 
was upon the merits and righteousness of Christ; often saying in his last ill- 
ness, I DIB HAPPY. His last words were God bless you all.^^ (dee obituary 
in Episcopal Recorder, January 9S, 1884.) 

On the fly-leaf of his wife^ devotional manual are the following lines: 

His mind was of no common order, and under the immediate and habit- 
ual influence of the strongest religions principles; such was mv dear and ever 
lamented husband. SAiiAU WOODVILLE. 

0LBBit, Mareh 8th, 1884. 

The following is the inscription on his tombstone:—** Underneath, the 
body of John Woodviile, a true believer in the Holy Scriptures, an earnest 
minister of the Protestant Bpiscopal Church, a diligent and faithful teacher

of youth, a meek, eoiiiented sojoarner on earth, a pious probationer and hum* 

ble caiidulato for heaven, In An^lia natus die Martii undeoimo MDGCLXIII; 
Obiit Vir^'itiia uiideciiuo dio Jannani MDOCCXXXIV/' 

His wife, Mrs. S. S. Woodville, died at Huchanan, Va., April 0th, W^. 
cahu in miud and pure in heart, meekly resij^ued to the will of heaven, at 
peace with God, and in oharlty with the world. 

Tlius lived and died the last Rector of St. Mark*H Parish. Other churches 
■with other j)ast()rs, had spnins: lip and flonrislipd witliin his cure. Uo bade 
them all " Hod ^peed" buL we note that in his private diary he called them 
all chapels. 

Amoni; the many early pupils of Mr. Woodville were the Hon. Andrew 

Stevenson and the Rev. Cxcor^'e Hatley Norton, Sr. Of the latter, Mrs. Wood- 
ville was often heard to s ty, " Ha was tlie best boy ever in the aehool.'" He 
wan a VirKiniun, but lived most of his life, and died in Geneva, New York. 
He was the fattier of Dr. Norton, the f^reat church-worker of LouiaviUet Ken- 
tucky, and of Dr. (ieoige M. Norton, the able and efficient Rector of St. PaaPa 
Chorcli Alexandria. 

REV. JOHN COLE. 

Mr. Cole was born in Wilmin^on, Delaware. He conoeived the idea of 
Btudyiny: for the ministry in 1823. and after concludirifj^ hi» course in tlie Then 
lof^ical Seminary of Virj^inla, was ordained by Bisli )p Moore, in Petersl)ur4. 
on the 18tli of May, 1><28. He preached liis lirt;t sermon at the Lower (Jhurch, 
in Surry countyt Virginia, on the 28rd of May of the same year. He spent 
the tirsttwo years of his ministry in mimionary work in Surry and Prince 
George, endeavoring to revive the fires upon the alr;irs of t!ie old ehnrehes, 
>vhich luid nearly gone out. From a diary of his ministry 1 infer tliat he was 
diligent in preaching the (iospel in the pulpit and from house to house, in €$8- 
tablivhiag Sanday aehools, and such like good works. He preached bis last 
sermon in this county, January 16, 1880, at Cabin Point. Soon afterwards he 
took charue of Abiii^'don and Ware Parishes, in the county of Gloucester, 
where he miniHtered usefully until 1836, when, with u view of seeking a more 
bracing climate he resigned his charge. 

The author of this history, being then rector of Christ Church, George- 
town, 1). ('.. \v;is visited by Mr. Cole, and advised him of the vacancy of St. 
Stephens ' hureh, ('ul|»ei)er. 1 being about to go to Culpeper to solemnize 
several marriages, introduced Mr. Cole to the people of St. Stephen s, by 
-whom he was invited to fill the vaoanoy. He accepted the invitation, and 
took charge of St. Stephen's in conjanetion with two charches in Madison 
county. In l!S;W he ni ide liis first rei)ort on his new field of labor, reporting at 
St. Stephen's thirty female and five male communicants, af Madison ('ourt- 
house twelve communicants, and at Trinity twelve. Of the last he says 
quaintly :— This church is significantly called a free church, which, in coun- 
try parlance. nu'ans free to everybody and everything, for wint«r and summer, 
snow and storm, heat and cold."' Ills services, he adds, in these parishes, in- 
cludiog Standardsville, are twelve sermons a month, besides a Hible class, a 
leeture, and prayer meeetlngs weekly. Rev. J. Walker Woodville, in the same 
year, reported seventeen communicants of St. Mark*8 Parish. 

In 184IJ Mr. C'ole resigned the churches in Madi-ion to Rev. Mr. Hrown, and 
took charge of t he new congregition of St. .James, ('Uli)ei>er. In 1^41 the St. 
James congregation applied tor admission into tlie (Jouvention. Tlie Conven- 
tion rept^rted against the application, as not being in conformity with the re- 
qniiiitions of the canon. The report was recommitted to an enlaz^ged corn- 
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mittee, and Dr. Winston and Dr. Hamilton came before them aud t«Btitied 
that " Bt Mark^B for seyeial yean had not been in an onsanlzed etate, hat 
had gone into deeay, and that the canon eonld not be omnpliedvith.** Upon 

this testimony St. James was admitted as a separate congrej?ation. Mr. Cole 
reported thirty communicants at St. 8tophon'8 and eleven at St. James, with 
a neat and comfortable church ready for cousecratiou. lu St. James was 
reported as havhig been eonsecrated by Bishop Meade, who had also conflnn- 
ed twelvo persons. The eommnnion at St. Stephen^s, after riamg to flfty^three 
in 1845, fell to thirty-one in 1847; while at St. James it arose from fifteen in 
1843 to twenty-seven in 1848. In 1849 Rev. Walker Woodville reports St. 
Mark^s with regular services at Little Fork, Flat Run, aud the Germanna 
woolen faetory, which probably were the only Episcopal services at German- 
na for one hundred years. In 1850 Mr. Cole reports the oomirietioD of the 
" Lime Church " (St. Paul's), at a cost of only about flOOO. 

In 1859 Mr. Cole resigned St. James Church, that it might be united with 
a new church in Fauquier. In 1850 the communicants at St. Stephen's had 
risen to fifty-three, and those at St. Panics to twenty-seven. In 1860 B. H. 
Cunningham, lay delegate, represented St. James, and reported a parsonage 
as being in progress there. In July of the name year Mr Mortimer « student 
at the seminary, began lay reading at St. James. S. S. Bradford represented 
St. Stephen's and P. P. iiaWe St. Paul's, which latter applied for admission 
into the Convention as a separate congregation for the third time, as they al- 
lege. Mr. D. Conrad, for the committee questioned the constitutionality of 
establishing separate congregations in one parish, with the power to elect lay 
delefjates, as destroying the equilibrium between the clert,'y nnd laity in Con- 
vention; but having been assured by Mr. C. and the petitiouerrf rhat the con- 
gregation be admitted as a parish, and intended so to make application, the 
committee recommend that the said separate and petitioning eougregation be 
admitted as a parish, to be called St. Paul's Parish, in the county ot Culpep- 
er, according to the boundaries set forth in said petition. This report does 
not seem to have been voted upon, and is not found in the record ; yet in 1861 
Mr. Cole reports St. PanPs Chnroh in St. Paulas Parish. In 1800-4 there 
were no Conventions. In 1804 none of the Colpeper churches were represent- 
ed. In 1865 Mr. Cole reports St. Stephen's and St. Paul's churches in St. 
Marks Parish. [In 1866 St. Paul's is reported ah having been destroyed ; but 
in 1868, the last year of Mr. Cole's life, he again reports St. Paul's Church in 
St. PauIi'b Parish, as having been rebuilt by the generosity of a VirKiniau 
by birth (Mr. John T. Fkirjsh),but residing in New York. The new 8t.P<inPs was 
consecrated by Bishop Whittle Xov. 8th, 183^. It is impossible now to unrav- 
el this tangled skein of facts. In 1869 there is no report, and in 1870 St. Paul's 
Church reappears iu ST. Mark's Parish, and we hear no more of St. Paul's 
Parish. 

But we have anticipated the chronological order of our narrative, and 

must return to 18f51, when Mr. Mortimer reports St. James Church, St. Mark's 
Parish, with twenty-eight communicants and the contribution of #3000 for a 
parsonage. Mr. Cole reports in the sauie year the enlargem&iit of St. Stephen's 
church edifice, with a steeple of fine proportions, aada'^fine-toned bell, at a 
cost of $2800, neariy the whole of which was raised within the congr^catiou. 

And now the war-clouds rolling dun ^' over-shadowed the land. The 
peaceful i>arish became an intrenched canip, and a highway for the march ins; 
and couuter-marching of grand armies. The churches, so lately resonant 
with anthems of praise, are torn down or converted into barracks and hoapi* 
tain and stables, and the roar of artillery and the blast of the bnsrle snperc?<l« 
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the Bongs of the sanctuary. Mr. Cole in his report of 1865-98, tells the tale 

•with bleeding heart and bated breath. He says: " Since my last report of 1861 
cruel war has raided. Pen eannot write or words utter the trials of mind and 
heart, and the privations endured. All the Episcopal churches in this county, 
and every other place of worship within the lines of the Federal army (except 
the Baptist and Epiaoopal churches at the Court-house), were utterly destroy- 
etl by it during; the winter of lS'i:?fU. '['lie whole country is a widespread 
dc'^olation. The people, jieeled and i)Oor, are strui^jclinj; for a livin;jr. nurinti: 
the occupation by the Federal army wo were not permitted to use our ciiurch. 
We worshipped G-od, like the primitive Christians, in private houses, and nev- 
er did the services of Tin' ( liurch seem sweeter or more comforting- I visited 
the sick and woiiiulfd, ;ind l)urie(l tlie dead of both armies alike— the number 
of funerals beiri«; 4'.»i». it is a reconl tor the {^'reat day, and not for the Conven- 
tion. There were twenty churches of deuominationH destroyed within a com- 
paratively small area. Amonj; these in this parish were St. Panrs and St. 
James, and Calvarv Church, ander the care of He\ . P. Slauphtor, at the foot 
of Sl;iur,'liter">! ((^edar) Mountain. The !;i«t named cliiireh was built by Mr. 
Slaughter on his own place wiieu by ill-health he was constrained to retire to 
the country. This church wag consecrated by Bishop Johns in June, 1860, 
and Mr. S. officiated for the benefit of his neighbors and servants, without fee 
or reward, other than that arisin-? from the consciousness of tryini; to do some 
•rood, under the liurden of many infirmities. That only relic of th is (diundi is 
a beautiful srained window, which w:v.s spared at the intercession of a youu;? 
lady, who kept It under her bed till the war was over. The window now lif^rhts a 
chancel in Mr. Slaughter's dwelling, which also contains a desk, tlu' only relic 
of anotlie'- of his old clmrclies which wns burned. The chancel, with its relics 
lias in it the seeds uf an unwritten poem, wliose melody is only heard in the 
liearr. ■ 

Mr. Slan<rhter in his report to the Convention in 1885, says—** Since the 
destruction of my church and the desecration of my home by Federal soldi( rs, 
I have spent n)y time ifi the army and in the hospitals, nnd in editiiif,' the 
' Army and Navy Messeiijj:er,' a relijcious journal tor our soldiers and sailors.** 
The despoiled ohurch at Culpeper lias been restored by the aid of friends ; St. 
Paurs has bean rebuilt by the kindness of Mr. Parish ; St. James has risen 
from the ashes at the bidding of Miss Wheatley and others ; ])ut a few stones 
nnd a little ;rrove of evertrreens of second «rrowth ar(» all that mark the spot 
where once stood a consecrated tane at the foot of Slaufchter s Mountain. The 
wailin;? winds play requiems upon the evergreen harps of pine, and the birds 
f!in«;in«: sweetly amon^ the branches, with responsive echow, are now the on- 
ly choir which chants jinthems, where otu-e yoan!r men and maidens, old men. 
and c'nildn'n, ]»raised tla» name of the Lord. It is oroper to say that Mr. 
Slau^chter has declined contributions for rebuildin«; this church, in favor of 
Other churches where the field promised a better harvest. 

Whether this chun h shall rise a^aiu (rod only knows. His will be done ! 
If a sp irrow cannot fall to the irround without hi-: notice, much less can a 
clnircli p rish by violence. If it rise not, then let the wailing; winds still play 
its requiem, and the pUiintive dove ( hant its funeral dirge. 

After officiating on Christmas day, 1868, Mr. Cole was stricken by paraly- 
sis, and in a few days finisiied his career of forty years' service in the ministry, 
thirty-two of which were spent in St. Mark's l*arish. Dr. Dalrymple, in his 
addre.ss at the Semi-(>entenary of the Seminary, calls special attention to our 
obligations to Mr. Cole for his snoojssfal labors in addln;? to our emolument 
fund, and for his agency in procuring the charter for our Theolo^eal Semi- 
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nary. Ho also records tbe following interesting incident, whicli we luid heard 
from Mr. Cole's own lips: — At a convention many years ago, when the clergy 
and laity were aflBembled aionnd the chancel at the close of the iervioes on 
Sunday night, Bidiop Moore called on Mr. Cole to raieea hymn. He obeyed 
by eoinmenelnf?: 

The voice of free grace 

Cries, escape to the mountain. 

It wajB caught up by Bishop, priest and people, singing jubilant at that sol- 
emn hoar of night. Sneh was the origin of this time-honored custom of the 
Convention of Virginia. 

Rev Mr. Cole married first, April lOth, 1855, Fanny E., daughter of 
John Thompson, of Gulpeper, — children Fanny Meade, John Thompson, 
Thcnnas Willoughby and Carter Stanard : and married, second, Mrs. Conway, 
daughter of Wm. Foashee. His seeond wife soon followed her husband to 
the tomb, dying without issue. 

After what lias been already said, Mr. Cole may be characterized in a few 
words. In all the relations of life he was a true man transparent as Bryden's 
ideal man, whose thoughts were as visible us the figured hours through the 
crystal of a dock. He was not what is called a popular preaohw (a question- 
able ('nmi)liinent, since it too often implies the arts f>f tlie ileiii?i<;f)frue), and he 
had a true English hatred of all shams. He was a faitliful and brave fioldier 
of the Cross, not ashamed of the faith of Cliri^t Crucihed, but manfully fought 
under his banner unto his life's end. A fitting inscription upon his tomb 
would be these words: ** He feared God— *he had no other fear." 

THB SUCCESSOKS OF THE REV. MR. COLE. 

Having now taken leave of the dead past, we stand in the presence of the 
living. We must be wary of our words, not only because (as Br. Hawks said 
of Bishop Moore in his lifetime) we would not "shock the delicacy of living 
worth;" but because it will be the office of those who come after them and see 
after them and see their end, to mark their place in history. Tlie only excep- 
tion to this rale we have already noted, we have no more active fidd-work to 
do. 

The liov. (leorge W. Peterkin. who had been assisting his father at Rich- 
mond, took charge of St. Stephen s Church in June, 18(Jfl. In 1H70 he reported 
an addition of 3U to the communion of 18(i8, which he found there at his com- 
ing. Sunday School more than doubled; sermons and addresses during the 
year 140, and in ])ublic catechisings. The Rev. Clias. Yancey Steptoe, who had 
]>oen recently ordained, and had recently taken charge of Christ and St. Paul's 
churchch, re|H>rted an accession of IH to the cf)nnnunion, with 110 Sunday 
School teachers and scholars. Bishop Johns, in had consecrated (Uirist^s 
Church, *^which (he said) from its position supplied the place of two churches 
destroyed during the war. For this beautiful building we are Indebted to the 
Christian sympathy of Miss E. A. Wheatley, formerly of (Julpeper,now of Brook- 
lyn, New York. She provided the funds and furnished the plan. It stands in 
full view of the railroad, a pleasing memorial of the pious devotion of a lady 
who loved her people and built them a christian synagogue.^' 

In 1871 Mr. Peterkin reported a handsome brick building at a cost of $1. - 
<i(>y. 41), raised oil tlie credit of the Vestry, and the organization of a ehurch 
school lor girls, under the charge of Mr. K. S. 2ielsou. Mr. Steptoe reports an 
addition of 31 to the communion of Christ and St. PauPs churches^ and a con- 
tribution of « 1215.2:1 In 1872 Mr. Peterkin reports an addition of 44 to the 
communion of St. Stephen's, a Sunday School of SOO^ and 8 teachers and 27 
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scholars in oharch Hchool. '^During the past year {he says) the school Ixas huh- 
talned itself, and become a reeognized power in the parish. An important 
part of my work (he adds) daring two years past, has been the restoration of 
an old colonial chiin'b, nhout twelve nules frf)in Culi)eper, in the Little Fork. 
$200 have been spont in necessary repairs, ot which ;jilOO was from tlie Bruce 
Fund. ConKregations large, and 8 communicants at tlie old cbnroh." Mr. 
Bteptoe reports the building of a rectory near Brandy Station for the use of 
(.'hrist and St. PnuTs Chiir('he<5. at a fost of **3]r)0. of wliicfi Obrist's Church 
contrihutcH ^lOOo: St. Paul's, !?4">i); I'ieiliuont Convocation, sl^n; Miss Wheatlcv, 
$4ir), anil Mr. Siiter, of New York, $100. A steeple, bell, and other improve- 
have been added to Christ Church by our Icfnd friend Miss Wheatley. In 1873 
Mr. l^eterkin i cixii ts 137 communicants, a Sunday bcIiooI of JSO, of whom '>o 
are colored children, ;J teachers and ;{SI scdiolars in tlx* churcli school, which, 
ho says, is so established and j^ovcrned as to enabli'd t lie church to extend the 
lilessiuK of ('hristian education amon^ lier people. Mr. Steptoe reports a 
church at Rapidan Station as nearly finished by our own efforts and the aid of 
frieuilly c<»nimnnicaMt8 at Christ and Sr. Paul's churches. 

\^7\. Rev. .laincs (t. Minnetrerodc haviri'T succee<h'd Mr. Petcrkin (who 
liad taken cliar^e of Memorial Cliurch, Baltimore,) reports 14>') communicants 
and a Sunday school of 283. Mr. Stept(H>, for Christ, St. PauPs, and Bmqaan- 
uel ehurcheSt reports 06 communicants and Sunday schools of 88, contribu- 
tions ^loiii.tl, tlie consecration of Kmmanuel Church by Bishoj) Johns on the 
loth of Dcconibcr, Is7;{. " I officiated i he .says) at Kninianuers two Sundays 
in the month, in tlie afternoon, until we were so fortunate as to secure the 
services of the Rev. Dr. Slaughter, as long as his health shall hold out. By 
the aid of Mr. J. Wilmer, Jr., as Lay lieader, he has been able to officiate on 
Sunday morninjrs."' Dr. Slanirhter himself says lie has been much aided by 
the symj>atli> and co-operati«ni of ^fr. Steptoe and ot the Bishop of Louisia- 
na, who 8i»end.s some of the sunnner months here, and i.s always ready to help 
US with good words and works.

The present writ -r ofliciates .at Emm inuel (Jhurcli. Of his work there it 
does not become liiui to speak, except to say, that he deems it a privilege at 
this eleventh hour of his ministry to be permitted to do even a day's work in 
the vineyard. Communicants 88, the number having just trebled since the 

institution of reiriilar servic<'S. 

At the last Convention St. Mark s was again Uivi;led, auJ Ridley Parish 
taken out of its eastern side, by a line beginning at Jameson's Mill, on Mud- 
dy Run, with that Run to Hazel (BaAtham^s) River, thence with that river to 
the Rappahannock river, with Rappahaiuiock to the mouth of the Rapidan, 
tip tlie Kai)idan to the mouth of tlu' Robinson, up the Robinson to Crooked 
Kiui.up tiiat run to WaylanU s Mill, thence to the top of Mount Poney, thence 
to the be^^inniuK- The new parish includes Christy St. PauPs, and Bm> 
inanuel churches, and leaves to the now mutilated St. Mark's only St. Ste- 
j)!ien's Church at Culpeper, and the oKI Centennial Pr)<'k Church in the Little 
Fork, til." only reimsentati ve in this parish of tlie Cbuj'ch of^ngland in the 
Colony and J)ominion " of Virginia. 
We have said in the text that wo had not been able to fix the prpcist* date 
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ofthebuildinflrof St. Stephen^s Chnroh, OatpeparC. H. General Edward 

Stevens (the Revolutionary hero), who lived in the house now occtipiod by 
Mrs. Lijchtfoot in his will, recorded in Anuu'^t, IH'3;). "confirms his proniine to 
give one acre of land in Fairfax" for an Episcopal church, one acre adjoining 
the ytllage for a Presbyterian oharch, and one acre to Free Masons^ Lodge 
of Fairfax adjoinging his family burylng-gronnd for a cemetery. St. Stephen's 
was built between 1820 and 1698. 

ST. THOMAS PARISH, ORANeE COUNTY. 

This parish was eut ofF from St. Mark^s in 1740, carrying James Barbour 
and Benjamin Cave, vestrymen, along with it. Before the separation St. 

Mark's had built a church, since knOAvn as the old Oranf^e church, 
near Ruckersville, and a chapel where iiolxTt Brooken now 
lives. Tiiere was also a chapel ordered at Bradley's or Batley's 
quarter, whose site was to tiave been fixed by Benjamin Cave. After the sep- 
aration, St. Thomas* vestry built the Pine Stake Churoh, near Raccoon Ford, 
on land ori^finally patented by Francis Taliaferro; and a middle church below 
Oran^'c C H.. on land now owned by Erasmuts Taylor. All trace of the Pine 
Stake (Church is gone. The writer remembers in his boyhood to have been at 
a bar}>ecue at the church spring. The middle churoh was of brick, and was 
well preserved as late as 1800. Some years later it shared the fate of many 
oth(>r old churches, which were assumed to be common property, and were 
torn down and carried off piece by piece. The ^ilt .'ilfar-piccc. with otl)er or- 
naments of the chancel, were attached to houselioki 1 urniture. Tiie old com- 
munion service, engraved with the name of the parish, given by the grand- 
mother of President lladison and other good women, has been recovered and 
is now in use. 

Unha]iy)ily the old reccjids of St. Thomas Parish have been lost, so that it 
is no longer possible to reproduce the cliief early actors in it. The Rev. Mun- 
go Marshall was minister in 1768. There was once a tombstone over his 
grave, but that too was appropriated, and was used in a tannery to dress hides 
upon. In 1700 he was succeeded by the Rev. Wm. Giberne. In 1701 the Rev. 
James ifarye followed, and his first ollicial act was the funeral sermon of the 
paternal grandmother of President Madison. In the family record it is said, 
**her funeral sermon was preached by Rev. J. Marye, jr., from Rev. 14 ch. 18 
verse.'^ In 1707-8 the Rev. Thomas Martin succeeded. He wasaltutor of Pres- 
ident Madis<»n.and lived for a time in the family at Montpelier. He was a broth- 
er of (toy. Martin of North (Jarolina, A letter from Mr. Madison to him express- 
ing a great respect and affection for his preceptor, may be seen in ''Reves' Life 
and Times of Madison.** Rev. John Burnett succeeded Martin about 1770,and was 
followed by Rev. John Wingate, the last of the colonial clergy, who being 
st>spe('te<l of want of loyalty to Virginia, soon took his leave. The disloyal 
odor this man left behind him may h:\ve been the reason why the vestry, who 
were very patriotic (James Madison, the vestrynuin, was chairman of the Or- 
ange committee,) did not have another minuter for twenty-three years, con- 
tenting themselves with occasional services by the Rev. Matthew Maury of Al- 
t)emarle. The old churchwarden. Major Moore ' burled the dead with the 
chundi service, and the Rev. Mr. Belmaine, wliile i)ayi!»g his court to .Miss Lu- 
ey Taylor, and on his visits after his marriage, otliciated. The^ev. Henry 
Fry (Methodist) was sometimes called upon to preach, always preceding his 
sermons with the old church service (says Col. Frank Taylor in his diary.) In 
1780 the vestry engaged the blind Presbyterian minister Mr. Waddell (whose 
eloquence has been so gloriAed and transfigured by the genius ol Mr. Wirt) to 
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officiate for them once a month in the Brick (Middle) Church, and gave him 60 
poiinds. Mr. O'Xt^il was the ininistor from 1790 to about 1800. In 1809-11 the 
Rev. llufjh C. Bof^fjK ofTiciated at Oraage C. H. and the Pine Stake Churcli, 
"Which was standing &» late as 1813. 

This brings ns to the time when the minister from Culpeper began services 
in Orange, of which an aeeonnt will be found in the body of this work. The 
church Mt Oran^^e C. H. is modern, havinj? been built in l^^'V-) :U. Tlic history 
of the service.s of the Mei^Hrs. Jouoh, Earnest, Davis, Carson, and Han.sbrough, 
are within the knowledge of those now living?, and need not be reproduced 
here; it not being within the scope of this book to give more than a brief 
sketch of Bromfield and St. Thomas, as having been originally within the 
boundf* of St. Mark's Parish. 

Col. P'rank T%jrMor'8 diary enables one to form a life-like conception on the 
animated social circle of which Oran;re C. H. was the centre from 1780 to 1799. 
The circle embraced Montpelier, Coleman^s Springs, Clark's Honntain, and 
parts of Culf)eper and Maili^on eountie.s. Tlie persons who fij^ured in it were 
Col. Frank Taylor, James Taylor (Clerk of the County.) Or. Ch. Taylor, the 
family physiei.an, and Erasimis, liobort, John, and otlier Taylors, whose name 
is legion. Col, Thomas Barbour and his brother James, James Barbour, Jr., 
Dr. Thomfts Barbour, Richard Barbour— Ambrose, GFabriel, Philip, son of 
Thomas; Philip, son of Ambrose; and another Philip Barbour. Major Moore, 
Robert, John, and William Moore, and many more. Col. .Janic.'* Madison, Sr., 
Col. Jan., Jr., iPrcsiiit'iits. .\inbrf)Hp, William, r.-itlctt, and other Madisons. 
Crump, Charles, Ben and Abner Porter. W^illiani and 11. H. Morton, Andrew 
Shepherd, Sr. & Jr. John and Alexander Shepherd. A whole chime of Bells- 
John, William, Thomas, and Charles. Col. Lawrance, Hay, Frank, andWilliam 
Taliaferro. Capt. Catlett, Frank, ,To)iii Catlett, Jr., and Henry Conway. Col. 
James Penrlleton, Nat.. Henry, .John, Bowie, Philip, and eountle.s.s 
other l*endletous, chiefly from Culpeper. Capt. William and Francis 
Dade. Andrew and John Qlassell, Reuben Smith, James and John 
Walker, Zachary, Robert, and John Burnley, and Isaac and John Wil* 
liams, and Samuel Slaujjhter. Divers Aleoekes. Lees, and Gibsons, 
&c., &e. AmonfJT the younp: Ladies were Lucy, Sally, and Fiinny Barbour; 
.Nancy, Sally, Betsy, Patsy, Lucy, and Polly Taylor; Franky Alexander, Milly 
and Polly Olassell, Hanna Watkins, Lacy Gaines; Mary, Betsy, Sally, and 
8uky Conway; Fanny, Elixabeth. Joanna, and two Katies Pendleton; Sally, 
Betsy, and Judy Burnley; Sally. N«'lly, FJizabrth, and Ftvuiccs Madison; Fan- 
ny and Polly Moore, the Misses Gi!li<M t, Sally Throf^niortoti, the .Misses Chew, 
kc, 6ic. And then there was an almost eontiimous influx of visitors, chiefly 
from Spotsylvania, Caroline, and Culpeper, and a stream of travellers to and 
from Kentucky by way of Culpeper, Winchester, and Red Stone in Mononga- 
lia. 

These ppf)]ile seetn to have had a gay time — dining parties of twenty-live 
to thirty from house to house; quilting parties, winding up with a dance ; balls 
at Sanford^s, Bell's, and Alcocke's hotels in the winter, varied with hare, fox, 
and wolf-hunting, especially when Major Willis and Hay Taliaferro came up 
with twenty hounds. In the sumuier they had flsh fries and barbecues at 
Djiue's Mill, Waugh's Ford. Wood's Spring. Leathers' Spring, and Herndon's 
•Spring. Col. Taylor seems never to have missed an election ; lie always re- 
cords the names of the candidates for office and the number of votes for each. 
He brings before us Mr. Madiaon as candidate for Congress, Assembly and 
Convention, addressing the people in defenee of the Constitution, to whieh 
the ignorant were opposed. He is 8aid to have spoken from the steps of the 
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old Lutheran Church, now in Madinon, with the people etandiug in the snow, 
and the cold so intense that the orator's earw wt'ic frost-bitten. He records 
the votes for General Stevens of Culpeper as Presidential Elector, for French 
Strother for Senator, and for Tom Barbonr and C. Porter for Atsemby. He 
telle us about yentry meetings which elected Tom Barbour and William Mooro 
deputies to the Convention ; of Col. Oliver Towles, Wm. Wirt, Robert Tay- 
lor. &('., pleading at the bar. We see the ladies .shopping at Lee's, and Shep- 
herd's, and Taylor^s, and Wilson's stores, and the men playing at the five bat- 
teries. Weddiu|(B too seem to have been more common than now. Under the 
date of January 1786 he says: Wm. Madison and the ladies have just returned 
from the marriage of Mordecai Barbour and Miss Strode. 27th March, 1787, 
lar^e company at J. Taylor's, at the marriage of Tom Barbour and Mary Tay- 
lor, by Rev. Mr. Stevenson. July Ist, at the marriage of Jo^n Bell and Judy 
Bumley^ and thm he yaries the scene by saying: "Went to chnreh Sd Beo., and 
Mr. Waddell told the people that he had heard that it would be agreeable to 
them for him not to attend here again till March, and he would not." 178H, 
24th March, election for Convention:— James Madison 202 votes, James Gordon 
187, C. Porter 34.

Newman and Lucy Barbour, 179U, Jan. 8th, large company at James Taylor's, 
at the marriage of Thomas Cmtohfleld, and Col. James Barbonr came home 
with me. G. TerriU had petition to Assembly for bridge at BametVs Ford.

BROMFIELD PARISH. 

Brouifield wnH cTit off from St. ISfark's by Aet of Assembly in IT'S. Tlio 
dividinpr line has been marked in the body of tbis work. Its urstt-rn bounda- 
ry starts from John Spotswood's corner on Crooked liun (near Wfiyland's Mill) 
and runs north by east to the juuction of White Oak Run with the Rappahan- 
nock River: thus Ineludfnff what is now Madison and Rappahannock Counties, 
and a small section of Culpeper. Bromfield, after this date, liad its n)inisterB, 
vestries, and refords, of -which there is now scarcely a trace. In the abfjence 
of such registers, I can only reconstruct the history of this parisli with tlie few 
materials frleaned from difTerent and distinct sources. The yerjr name has 
been recently and unconsciously changed into Bloomfield, in whioh form it ap- 
pears on the .Toiirnals of Convention ever since except in 1^:'!) when it was 
represented V)y .Iiio. F. Tornvay, who restored the ri-rlit nan\e. Alter this one 
effort to recover its historical name, it relapsed into Bloomtield, and iias been 
SO called ever since. Even Bishop Meade calls it Old Bloomileld Parish/* 
The word is Saxon, and means Broomfield. Perhaps this is the orifpin of what 
we call in Virfriiiia a broom str.iw or broom sedcre field. However applicable 
tlie term may liave been to the lower part of the parish (the Piney Woodst. 
Bloomfield is more descriptive of the Piedmont portion, which liad not then 
been developed. Let us hope that the lost name may be restored for history's 
sake. 

We know the names of at least two of the old vcHtrymen of Hronifield. 
Martin Nalleaud Ambrose Powell, who in 1754 negotiated with tlie vestry of 
St. Mark's about runninfc the divIdiiiK line between the old and the ' new par- 
ish. Henry Field and Philip Clayton had been ordered in 1753 to attend the 
surveyor in runninfj these lines. Tlie courses threw Teimant's Church" 
and the church in the Fork of DeviPs Run and to Ha/el River into Bromfield 
Parish. Later in the century there was a church at F. T., so called from the 
initials of Frank Thornton being cut on an oak tree near the spring, that be- 
ing a corner in his sorvey. There was also a church not far from the present 
site of WaHbiiitrton. near where Frank Slauj?hter now lives. 

The first minister of Bromfield probably was the Rev. Adam Menzies, wiio 
had been a respectable schoolmaster, for 1 find in the ''Fulham MSS.'' that he 
was licensed for Virgrinia. and his name is set down in 1764-ft as minister of 
Bromiield. There was also a James Herdman (1775), some of whose boolcs are 
now in my possession (Sherlock'h, Seeker's, and Atterbiiry s sermons), which 
were bouKht in iiappahannock as the remnant of an old Kuf^lish parson's 11 
brary. The late Samuel Slaughter, who died about 1867, in his 90th year, said 
that he. in hfa boyhood, went to school to a Rev. Mr. Harrison, minister of 
Bromfield. Thomas, great-grandson of Burr Harrison, of Chippawamsic (who 
was baptized at Westiin'nster in December, KWT, and was tlie fn>t of the family 
in Virjcinia), was tlie father of the Idte Philip Harrison of Richmond, and of 
Mrs. Freeman, mother of Mrs. McCoy, of Oulpeiter. In 1700 there was a min- 
ister named Iredell who olRciated at the South Church, four miles below Mad- 
ison C. H. He was followed by 0'>'eil, an athletic Irishman, who believed in 
what Hudibras calls "Apostolic blows and kninrks" more than in the Apostolic 
succession. He was a disciple of Solomau and never "spoiled the child by 
Sparing the rod." He suspended them upon a stout negro*s back when head- 
ministered the flageUations. He tau^^ht school near the Pine Stake 
Church, in the family of Colonel Taliaferro, and a1»> in Madison 
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The late Judge Barbour and the Hon. Jere and Dr. Geo. Morton were among 
his papilB, and retained a lively reooUeetion of bis diaeipUne. The memory of 

that mother in Israel. Mrs. Sarah Lewis, already referred to "went back to 
O'Neil's time. The Rev. J. Woodville made occasional excursions to these 
churches, when vacant, and the Lutheran minister, Mr. Cai'penter, baptized 
and buried the Episcopalians when without a pastor. 

The leading Episcopal families who adhered to the ehnroh of their fathers 
through evil as well as jfood report, were, the Lewises, Burtons, Vawters» 
Caves, Gibbs, Strotliers, Thorntons, Barbours, Conways. f^ihsons, Pannills, 
Gaines a,nd Beales. The last name reminds me that Renh( n Beale was a Lay 
Delegate to the first Convention in 1789 and 1793. After the revival of the 
ehurehinthe Rev. Mr. Laments time (1834-5), when there were large aeeees- 
Bions to its communion, the niini.sters have l)een theRev. A. H. Luimdm, drcca.s- 
ed, Wm. T. Lea veil, John Cole, deceased, R. T. Brown of Maryland, Joseph 
Earnest deceased, Rev. Dr. Shield, of Louisville, Ky., Wm. H. Pendleton, de- 
ceased, J. Q. Minuegerode, of Culpeper, Rev. Mr. Wroth of Baltimore, with 
oooasional services hy other clergymen. There Is a church at Madison C. H., 
which in 1834, had forty communicants, whose names are n()w before me,a church 
at Woodville, and one at Washington. 1 hese churches have lieen so depleted 
by emigration to the south and west and by infrequent and intermittent ser- 
vices, that they ai-e hardly able to stand alone, and are now (Dec. 1876) like 
sheep scattered on the mountains, without a shepherd.

THR KNIGHTS OF THE GOIiBBN HORSESHOE. 

SIC JUVAT TRAXSCBXDBRB UOXTRS. 

Governor Spotswood's expedition over the great mountains, as be called it, 
is one of the most romantic i^assages in the history of Virginia. Indeed, it has 

been happily chosen as the theme of a romance by Dr. Camthers, entitled "The 
Knights of the Horseshoe." a traditionar)- tale of the cocked hat ^'entry in the 
Old Dominion. The author seems to have used tlue diligence in gatherin>^ the 
fugitive traditions of this adventure which lingered dimly in the minds of his 
generation. The popular idea of this expedition seeios to have been derived 
from the "traditionary tale," as tlH' .Muthor fitly calls it. One is reluetantto 
unmask a ixipular idol by substituting fnvXs for fancies and showin}^ the 1ns- 
torical hasis upon which it stands. Until the publication of John Fontaine s 
journal, the facts known about this expedition were but few. Robert Beverly, 
one of the party, in his Piefaee to the History of Virginia, 1783, merely said, "I 
wns! with tlu' iin sont ( fovernor at the head sprinfj of both of these rivers (York 
and Kappuhannoi'ki, and tiieir tountains are in the hi^'hest rid^^e of moun- 
tains.'* The Rev. llu«h Jones. Chaplain to the House of Burgesses, in his 
Present State of Virginia (1734), says:— ''Governor Spotswood when he under- 
t(»ok the }?reat discovery of a passage overl^the: mountains, attended with a 
siifTicient fxnard of pioneers and j^'enth iiicii, with a supply of provisions, passed 
these mountains and cut his Majesty's name upon a rock upon the liighest of 
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them, naming? it Mt. Georf^e, and in eoiiiplHiHaiiou to liini tlie (rentlemen calltni 
the mountain next to it Mt. Alexander, For this expedition tlipy were ohlifred 
Ut provide a great quautity of Iiorseslioes, thin};8 seldom uned in the eastern 
pairtof Virginia, where there are no stones. Upon which account the (ilor- 
enior« upon his return, presented each of his eompanions with a ipolden horae- 
Bhoe, Home of whicli I have aeen covered with vahiahle stones reaembliufp 
heads of rijiils, witli tIh' itiscripHon on ono si(1<', 'Sic juvat transcendere Mon- 
t©4J.' This he intendetl to encourage gentlemen to venture backward and malve 
ditooveries and settiemeuts; any gentleman being entitled to wear this golden 
■hoe who eoold prove that he had drank his Majesty's health onMt. 
George/' 

It has always been assumed that Gov. Spotswood eomimmieated an ac- 
count of his expedition to the home government, and it tends to confirm this 
assertion that Ohalmers in his ''Annals'* says the British (iovernmeut penuri- 
oosly refused to pay the cost of golden horseshoes. Bat nothing has yet been 
produced from Spotswood on this subject. The present writer has recently 
gone throufxh the Spotswood inruiu^<Tipt8 recovered from England, wliither 
they had been carried by Feather-shaugh, and which are now the property of 
the Historical Society of Virginia. We only discovered one alluidon to the sub- 
ject Jn these papers. In a letter to the Board of Trade^ 1718* Spotswood says: 
— "The chief aim of my expedition over the great mountains in 1716 was to 
satisfy myself whether it was i)raoiioable to cojue at the lakes. Having' found 
an easy passage over tliat great ridge of UKiuntainH liithert<» deemed unpassa- 
ble, I discovered from the relations of Indians which frequent these parts, that 
from the pass where I was it was but three days* march to a great nation of 
Indians, living on a river which discharges itself into Lake Erie; and that firom 
the wefjt side of the Buiall nioimtairi that I saw that lake is A'ery vis- 
ible. The mountains on the other wide of the great ridge being smaller than 
thojie I passed.sbows how easy a matter it is to gain possession of these lakes. 
To account for these crude notions of the geography of the country it must be 
remembered that all west of Gcnuanna was at that time a vast unexplored 
wilderness, covered by a deuce forest, never trodden by the f(K>t of the white 
man, except the flying rangers who hovered ui>on the frontiers of population 
to watch the Indians. 

John Fontaine, son of Rev. James Fontaine (Huguenot), and brother of the 
Bev. Peter Fontaine and of the Rev. James Fontaine, clergymen of the Church 

of England in Virgiola, was an ensign in the British army. Ho came to Vir- 
ginia in 17i:', for the pur[>ose of exploring the country and choosing lands for 
the settlement of the fajuily when they shouhl come over. He made the ac- 
quaintance of Ooy. Spotsirood at Williamsburg, lind under his auspices vhtited 
the new settlement at Germanna, and accompanied Spotswood to his Indian 
eohool at ChrieitannH, on the Meherrin River, and also on his expedition over 
the great mountains. He kept a journal of his daily doin;;^. which furnishes 
the t)nly authentic account we have of this stirring adventure. His plain, un- 
varnished tale dispels the mist which the popular fancy had peopled with hos- 
tile Indians liaunting the march, assassins stealing into camp at dead of night, 
and committing murder, perpetratiii<jr massacres, and doing battle in the 
mountain passes. The recent ])iil)licari()n of tills journal rescues the facts from 
traditionary perversions and restores them to their true historical proportions. 
From him (an eye-witness) we learn that Gov. Spotswood came j^m Wiltiams- 
bargby wayof Chelsea (KiugWUliam) and Robert Beverly^s (Middlesex), 
where the Cxovernor left his cliaise. and bringing Beverly along came on horse- 
back to (>ermanna, where, on the Sttth August, 1716, they were met by other 
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gentlemen, four Meherriii Indians, and two small companies of rangers. The 
names of the gentlemen of the party, deduced in part from the camps whieh 
▼ere ealled after them, were: Got. Spotowood, John Fontaine, Bobert Bewly, 
the historian; Col. Robertson, Dr. Robertion, Taylor Todd. Mason, Captains, 
Clonder, and Smith, and Brooke, the ancestor of the late Judvre Brooke. 
Campbell says;— "The whole company was about fifty persons. They had a 
large number of riding and pack-horses, un abundant supply of provisions, 
and an extraordinary variety of liquors.^' 

There have been divers opinions about the route which this gay company 
of younpr bloods pursued, and the gap at whieh they passed the mountains. 
The starting point ((iermanna) is lixed, and the terminus, we think, by the 
light of Fontaine's Journal, is just as certain. We haye seen that Beverly (of 
the party) says **he was with Qovemor Spotswood at the head-springs of the 
York and Rapp:ih;imio( k Rivers." We shall presently see that Fontaine says 
"we y)a8S('d from tlu' head waters of the Rappahannock to the head- waters of 
the James in a few Ixoura.'' I^fow as 8wift Run Gap is the only "pass" which 
the head-waters of York, James, and Rappahannoek rivers approximate, and 
as Swift Run, a branch of the James, flows down the eastern gcnge of the gap 
from a spring whose present site, description, and relations to another spring 
flowing down the western declivity eorrpsy)()nd with Fontaine's account of them 
we are shut up to the conclusion that iSwift Run Gap is tlie liistorical pass. 
As to the intermediate oonrse between these fixed points nothing is certainly 
known, exoept the first stages, vix. Expedition (Big Rossell) Run, Mine Ron, 
Mountain Run (the last two still retaining tlie names given them by these cav- 
alier^), and Rapidan River at or near Somerville's Ford. So far the 
route seems plain. Our theory is that, encountering Clarke's Mountain at 
this point, they crossed the river, which demonstrably then ran nearer the 
mountain than now, and prooeeding up the flats ontil they had flanked the 
mountain, recrossed to the highlands, and passing through Jones', Holladay's, 
Bresee's, &c., encamped beyond Barnett's Ford, at a jx>int where they had a 
fine view of the Appalachian Mountains, as they called them. Persons may 
weJI differ as to the precise line of travel, and maintain their theories by plan- 
sible argnments. All the points cannot now be settled with absolnte certain- 
ty, and are not material: the main point being the general course of travel be- 
tween Gernmnna and Swift Run Gap. The theory of the map is that they 
continued their jo.urney on the soutli side of the Rapidan tlirough the beauti- 
fal bottoms of the forks of Poplar, HlneandMarah Rans, striking and cross- 
ing the river again where it is very small. That they jretnmed thib way is oon- 
firraed by the fact that when they reached a oertain point on the Rapidan, 
Mr. Beverly was so pleased with tiie land that he said he would take out a ' 
patent for it. Mr. B. JohuHou Barbour's title to his beautiful river-farm goes 
back to Beverly's patent. A map was kindly and gratuitous- 
ly oonstmcted for us by Gapt. Joseph J. Halsey,- a lawyer, versed in the 
lore of old land patents and surveys, and a competent topographer, after a pa- 
tient sttidy of all the muterials we could gather. The sketches of the c<uintry 
about Germanna were ma<ie by Rev. J. C. Willis, of Indiantown, from his own 
surveys, and an outline map of Mr. Brooking of the upper part of the route, 
and upon Capt. Halsey*s own surveys, supplemented by his knowledge of the 
country, and aided by the suggestions of Mr. Stevens of Stannardsville, and 
other persons of tlie vicinage. Messrs. Halsey, Willis and Brooking are all 
practical surveyors, and represent the beginning, middle and end of the route. 

But we mast not detain the reader longer from Fontaine^s Journal, from 
which he can deduce his own conclusions. Those who have never read it will 
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find it a lively picture of the first company of f^eutleiuen whose trumpet flfSt 
waked the eclioes of our hill, and lifted the blue veil which hid from the eyes 
of the white mau the fair face of nature in the Valley of Virginia. 

JOUttlJAL OF MB. FOJiiTAlNE. 

August 27th.— Got oor tents lu order and our hones Bhod. 

29t1i.— In the inorniuff ffot all things in readineBH, and about one we left 
the (ienuiin-town, to net out on our intended journey. At five in the after- 
nouu tiie (ioveruor gave orders to encamp near a small river three miles from 
OermaanA, wbioh we e«U Bxpedltton Bun, and here we lay alt n^(ht. The 
first eneamptuent wai ealled Beverly Camp, In honor of one of the gentlemen 
of our party. We made ffreat fires, and flipped, and drank ko<w1 punch. By 
ten of the clock I had taken all of my ounce of Jesuit's bark, but my head 
was much out of order. 

80th.— In the morning about aereii of the eloekthe trumpet sounded to 
awake all the company, and we got up. One Austin Smith, one of the gentle- 
men with uk, haviu^^ a fever, returned home. We had lain upon the ground 
under cover of our t;^nts, and we found by the painn in otir bi»nes that we had 
not had good beds to lie upou. At nine iu the morning we sent our servants 
and baggage forward, and we remained because two of the Governor's hordes 
had strayed. At half-past two we got the horses, at three we numnted. and 
at half an hour after four we came np with our bag;rage at a small river three 
miles on the way, which we call Mine Uiver, beeauf*e there was an appearance 
of a silver mine by it. We made about three miles more, and came to another 
smali river, which is at the foot of a small mountain, so we encamped here 
and called it Mountain Run, and our camp we called Todd's Camp. We ha<l 
good pasturage ff)r our horwes, and venison in abundance for ourselves, which 
we roasted before the lire ou wooden forks, and so we went to bed iu our teuts. 
We made six miles this day. 

81st.— At eight in the morning we set out from Mountain Run, and after 
going five miles we came upon the upper part of Rappahannock Kiver. One 
of the gentleiuen and I, wo kept out on one side f»f the company about a mile, 
to have the bett<*r hunting. 1 saw a deer and shot him from n»y hoi-se, but 
the horse threw me a terrible fall and ran away, we rau after him, and witii a 
great deal of 'diflleulty got him again ; but we could not find the deer I had 
shot, and we lost ourselves, and it was two hours before we could come upon 
the track of our company. About five miles farther we crossed the same river 
again, and two miles farther we met with a large bear, which one of our (M)in- 
jpauy shot aud 1 got the skin. We killed several deer, and about two miles 
from the place where we killed the bear we encamped, upon the Rappahan* 
nock River, From our encampment we could see the Appalachian Hills very 
plain. We made large fires, pitt'hed our tents, and ctit boughs to lie upon, 
had good lifpior, and at ten we went to sleep. We always kept a sentry at the 
(iiiveruor'h door. We (tailed this i:^niith's Camp. Made this day fourteen 
miles. 

1st.— September.— At eight we monnted our horses and made the first five 

miles of our way through a very pleasant plain, which lies where Kappahan 
nock Uiver forks. 1 saw there the largest timber, the ihiest and deepest 
mould, and the best grass that 1 ever did see. We had some of our bag- 
gage putoutof order and our company dismounted by hornets stinging the 
horses. This was some hindrance and did a little da,mage, but afiForded 
a great deal of diversion. We killed three bearo this day, which exercised the 
horses as well as the men. We saw two foxes, but did not pursue them ; we 
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killed several deer. About five of the clock we came to a run of water at the 
foot of a hill where we pitched our fonts. We called the encampment Dr. 
Robiusuii't^ Camp, and the river ijlind Run. We )iad good pasturage for our 
horses and every one was eook for himself. We made our beds with bashes as 
before. This day we made thirteen mUes. 

2d.— At iiiiio we were all on horseback, and after riding about five miles 
we crossed the Kuppahannock River almost at the licad, where it is very small. 
We had a rugged way ; we passed over a great many small runs ot water, 
some of which were very deep and others very miry. Several of oar company 
were dismounted some were down with their horses, and some thrown off. 
We saw a bear running down a tree, but it being Sunday we did not endeavor 
to kill aiiythiii^. We enoaiiiped at five liy a small river we called White Oak 
River; and called our eamp Taylor's Camp. 

8d. — About eight we were on horseback, and about ten we came to a thick- 
et BO tifi^tly laoed together that we had a great deal of tronble to get throu^'li. 
Our bagga^je was injured, our clothes torn all to raM:s, and the saddles and h'>l 
sters also torn. About five of the clock we encamped almost at the head of 
James River, just below the great mouutain. We called this camx> Col. liob- 
ertson*s camp. We made all this day bat eight miles. 

4th. — We had two of our men sick with the measles and one of our horses 
poisoned with a rattle-snake. We took the heaviest of our baggage, our tired 
horses, and Tlu' .sick men, and made as convenient a lodge fortUenxas we could, 
aud left people to guard them and hunt for them. We had liuished this work 
by twelve, and so we set oat. The sides of the moantains were so full of vines 
and briers that we were forced to clear most of the way before as. We crossed 
one of the small mountains on this side the .Appalachian, and from the top of 
it we hat! a line view of the plaitis Inflow. We were obliged to walk up the 
most of the way, there being abundance of loose stones on the side of the hill. 
I killed a large rattlesnake here, and the other i>eople killed three more. We 
made aboat four miles, and so came to the side of James River where a wan 
may jump over it. and there we pitched our tents. As the people were light- 
ing the tire there came out of a large log of wood a prodigious snake, which 
they killed, so this camp was called Kattlesuake Camp, but otherwise it was 
called Brockets Camp. 

5th.— A fair day. At five we were mounted. We were obligl'd to have axe- 
men to clear the way in some ]ilac(>s. We followed the windings of Jaiues 
River, observing that it cauie from the very top of the mountains. We killed 
two rattlesnakes during uur ascent. In some plains it was very steep, in oth- 
ers it was so that we could ride up. About one of the dock we got to the top 
of the moantains; about four miles ai^ a half and we came to the very head- 
spring of James River, where it runs no bigger than a man's arm from uiuh r 
a big stone. Wp drank Kiu^ (Tef>rge's health and all Tlie royal family's at the 
very top of the Appaltu;hian mountains. About a musket shot from tJje spring 
there is another, which rises and runs down to the other side. It .goes west- 
ward, and we thought we coald go down that way, but we met with such pro- 
digious precipices that we were obliired to return to the top again. We found 
some trees which had hct'ii formerly marked, 1 snpjM>se by the Northern In- 
dians, and following these trffs we foumi a good, sate descent. Several of the 
company were for returning, but the <iovemor persuaded them to continue on. 
About five we were down oo the other side, and continued our way until seven* 
miles further, when we came to a large river, by the side t>f which we encamp- 
ed. We made this day fourteen miles. 1, being souiewliat more curious than 
the rest, went on a high rock on the tt>p of the mountain to see tine prosi>ects. 
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and I lost my gun. We saw v/hen ve were over the moantain the footing of 

elk and buffaloes and their beds. We saw a vine whidi bon> a sort of wild en- 
cumber, and a Hhrub with a frnit like tiiito n eurraiit. We ate very good wild 
grapes. We called this place SpotBwood's Caiup, after our (ioveruor, 

0th.— We crossed the river, whksh we called Euphrates. It is very deep; 
tbe main course of the water Is north; it U fourscore yards wide in the narrow- 
est part. We drank some healths on the other side and returned, after which 
I went Hwimniing in it. We eould not find any fonlaMi' ])la<"e exeept the one 
by which we crossed, and it was deep in several places. 1 j^ot some pranshop- 
pers and fished, and another and I we eatched a dish of fish, some perch and a 
kind of llsh they called chub. The others went arhunting, and killed deer and 
turkesrs. The Governor had {graving irons, but eould not grave anything, the 
stone was so hard. I frraved my name on a tree by the river side, and the Gov- 
ernor buried a bottle with a paper enclosed, on which he writ that he took 
possession of this place in the name and for Kin^ Geor^ce First of England. 
We had a good dinner,and after It we got the men together and loaded all their 
arms, and we drank the King's health in champagne and fired a volley, tfie 
PrinreH-('8 health in T^urgiiiuly and firi'd a vollpy. atnl all the rest ofithe royal 
family in claret and a volley. We drunk the (Toveriutr s health and tired an- 
other volley. Wo had several sorts of liquors, viz., Virginia red wine and white 
wine, Irish usquehaogh, brandy, shrub, two sorts of rum, champagne, canary, 
cherry pMtich, water, cider, &c. I sent two of the ranirers to look for my gun 
which I droppc 1 in the mountain: they found it and brought it to me at night, 
and I gave them a pistol for their trouble. We called the highest mountain 
Mount George, and the one we crossed over Mount Spotswood. 

7th. — At seven In the morning we mounted our horses and parted with the* 
rangers, who were to go farther on. and we returned homewards. We repass- 
ed th<' mountains, and at five in the nfterno()n we came to Hospital Oatnp, 
where we left our sick men and heavy baggage, and we found all things well 
and safe. We encamped here and called it Cajitain Clonder's Camp. 

8th. — At nine we were all on horseback. We saw several bears and deer, 
and killed some wild turkey. W^e (Mu-amped at the side of a run and called 
the place Mason's Cam[> We had good forage for our horses, and we lay as 
usual. Made twenty miles this daiy. 

9th.— We set out at nine of the clock, and before twelve we saw several 
bears, and killed three. One of them attacked one of our men that was riding 
after him and narrowly missed him ; he tore his things that he had behind 
him from off his horse. htiH would have destroj'ed him had he not had imme- 
diate help from the other men and our dogs. Sonic of the doirs suffered severe- 
ly in this engagement. At two we crossed one of the branches of the Rappa- 
hannock River; and at five we encamped on the side of the Rapid Ann, on a 
tract of land that Mr. Beverly hath (h-^ign to take up. We made this day 
twenty-tliree miles, and cillcd this Captain Smith's Camp. W^e ate part of 
one of the l)ear.s. which tasted viM-y well, and would be good and might pass 
for veal if one did not know what it was. We were very merry, and diverted 
onrsefves with our adventures. 

lOtli.— At eight wo were on horseback, and about ten, as we were going up 
asnmli hill, Mr. Beverly and his horse fell down, and they both rolled to the 
bottom; but there were no bones broken on either side. At twelve as we wore 
crossing a run of water, Mr. Clonder fell in, so we called this place Clonder's 
Run. At one we arrived at a large spring, where we dined and drank a bowl 
of punch. We called this Fontaine^s Spring. About two we got on horse- 
back, and at four we reached (iermanna. 
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Sprjtsw ood instituted what he culled tiie Tramontane Order, in i-oiniuem- 
orutioa of the expedition, each ^entleuiau beiiijj entitled to wear the goldeu 
horseshoe who eould prove that he had drank his Hajesty^s health on Mt. 
Georfre. The ^^olden horse-shoen decended as heirlooms in several families. 
Judge Hrooke, in his autobio^iraphy, speaks of one in the possession of Ed- 
mund Brooke, whose ancestor was of the party. This gentleman died iu 
6l-eorfl:etown, D. C, and we had hoped to iiud the relic in his daughter's pos- 
session, hut it had been lost. Campbell speaks of the late Mrs. Bott, of Peters- 
burg, a deseendant of Spotswood, having seen the miniature horseshoe be- 
longing to Spotswood, and that it was small enou'^h to he worn on a watch- 
chain. Spotswood probably had mure than one of them, as we find it said iu 
the Byrd manuscripts that when Spotswood made a treaty with the five na- 
tions of Indians at Albany, in 1738, in which they bound themselves not to 
l)ass the Potoniae or the Blue Ridj,'o, the (Tovernor told the Indians that they 
juust take partictdar notice of thi'ir .speaker, and gave him a ^^nldon horse- 
shoe which he wore at his breast, and bade the interpreter tell him that there 
was an inscription on it which signified that it woald help him to pass the 
mountains, and that when any of their people should (;ome to Virginia they 
must l)rjn^' tliat with thonj. These things are like dreams to us now. "With 
a population whicli has not only transcended the Blue Kidge, ljut the Alle- 
ghany and Rocky Mountains, and reached the Golden Gate of California, it is 
hard to realize that only 180 years ago &ermanna was a frontier post, and the 
great West an unknown world, except to the wild Indian, whose tribes have 
melted away before the palefaces like snow before the sun, and whose barque, 
like that of the crew of the fabled phantom ship, " rides on and on, and an- 
chored nel'er shall be."

The 
number of Germantowus in the United States is curious aiui suggestive. The 
oldest of these Is the one in Pennsylvania, which was the scene of the battle 
of Germantown in the old Revolution, in whii'li so many of the men of St. 
ilark's figured. It was established in V\0, under the au'^pici's nt' Pastorius. to 
IJrovide, as he said, a " pellace or ref uge from the judgements iuii>ending 
over the old world, and to Christianize the naked -going savages. Ue compos- 
ed a noble Latin ode on the occasion, beginnings 

Salve Posteritas ! 
Posteritas Germano-poUtana, 

which Whittier has put beautifully into English verse thus : 

Hail to Posterity ! 
Hail, future men of GermanopolisI 
I^t the young generation, yet to be,

Our (iermannu was settled under the auspices of Governor Spotswo<Hl 
in 1714, on a peninsula of 400 acres of land on the tmnks of the Bapidan. These 
Germans came direetly from Oldensburf?, or were a remnant of a settlement 

planted under the auspices of the Baron de GrafTenried in North Carolina, 
luauy of whom were massacred by the Tuscarorn Indians, as related l)y (iov- 
ernor Spotswood in a letter of October 1711, whicti is published in J^*rrv"s 
Golleotions from the archives of Pnlham and Lambeth. Spotswood, says be 
had demanded the release of De OraflFenried, the Chief of the Palatines and 
Swiss, who had been taken prisoner, and was, he feared, reserved for torture 
by fire. Tliut these (jermans mif;ht have been the survivors of the mcassacre 
in ^orth Carolina is a mere conjecture, sugg^^ti^d by the fact that Do GralTen- 
ried was the leader of both parties. I have |u8t found in the ^^potswopd MSS. 
the following? paraf^raph in a letter of Ciovemor Spotswood to the Commis- 
sionei-s of Trade in England, dated May 1714:—" I continue to settle our trib- 
utary Indians, and in order to supply that part which whs to have been cover- 
ed by the Tuscarora Indians, 1 have placed there a number of Protestant Ger- 
mans, built them a fort, famished It with two pieces of cannon and some am- 
munition, which will awe the strafirfCKn? parties of Northern Indians and be 
a }roo»l barrier to all tliat part of the country. These Germans were invited 
over some years npro by the Haron De (irafTenreid. whn had her Majesty's let- 
ter to the Governor to furnish them with land after their arrival. They are 
Itenerally sneh as have been employed in their own country in mines, and say 
they are satisfied; there are divers kinds of minerals where they are settled, 
and even a good ajipearance of silver ; but it is impossible to know whether 
those mines will turn to account without di'r^'infr some deptii — aliberty I shall 
not give them until 1 hear from your Lordships." 

The Clermans landed, at Tappahannock, and a dispute arose between them 
and the captain of the ship in which they sailed, about the money for their 
passage. The captain refuse<l to deliver their eflfccts until his demand was 
satisfied. Gf)vernor Spotswood beinK IJresent. proj)osed that if the Germans 
would settle on liis land and remain l»>ng enough to instruct some of his young 
men in mechanical trades, he would pay the bill. They consented, and hence 
the settlement at Gerraanna. In 1714. John Fontaine and JohnClayton of Wil- 
liamsburg vi.sited Germanna, and described it as follows: — " We went to the 
German minister's liouse (they say), aud finding nothing to eat lived upon our 
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own provisions and lay upon straw. Our betls not being easy, we got up at 
lireak of cl;iy, and in a hard mill walked about the town, which is palisaded 
with Htakes stuck in the ground cIob© to each other, and of substance to resist 
mosket-Bhot. There are but nine familieSt and nine honses in all in a line; 
and before every house, twenty feet diitant, they have sheds for their hours 
and their hens ; so that lioj^-stys on one side and dwelliiiirR on the other 
make a .strot't. The place paled in is a pcntat;on, rei^ularly laid out ; and in 
the centre is a block-house with five sides, answerinjjj to the live sides of the 
great enelosure. There are loop-holes in it, from which you may see all the 
iniride of the enclosure. This is intended for a retreat in case of their not be- 
inf^- able to defend the palisades froTii the Indians. They use the block-house 
for Divine service. They i^o to prayers once a day and have tw^o services Sun- 
day. We went to hear them perform their services, which is done in their 
own langrnage, which we did not understand, but they seem very devout and 
siiif? the psahns very welL This settlement Is (1714) thirty miles from any in- 
habitant. They live very miserably. For want of [irovisions we were oblijjed 
to go. We gt>t from the minister a bit of smoked beef and cabbage, and gave 
him thirty shillings and took our leave. In less than three hours on our way 
we saw nineteen deer; and we lodged at Mr. Smithes, at the Falls of the Rap- 
pahannock."' 

We must now let tlie (ieniiaiis s])eak for theiuselves. In tlie archives of 
the English society for propagatinjjc the iiospel in foreign parts is tlie follow- 
ing memorial: — The ease of thirty-two Protestant Qerman families settled 
in Vivf^inia humbly shcweth, that twelve Protestant German families, consist- 
in<; of about fifty persons, arrived April lTi4, in Virjcinia, an.l were there set- 
tled near Rappahannock River. That in 1717, twenty Protestant (ienuau 
familes, consist of about four^score persons, came and settled down near their 
countrymen. And many more Germans and Swiss are likely to come. For the 
ministries of religion there will be a necessity for a small church and for a 
minister, who .shall catechiHe and perform Divine offices amon^,' them in the 
(ierman tongue, which is the only language they do yet understand. That 
there came indeed over with the first twelve German families a minister, nam- 
ed Henry Haeger — a very sober, honest man, about seventy-tive years old; but 
he bein<r likely noon to Vie past service, we have empowered Mr J. C. Zollicoff- 
er, of St. (jail, Switzerland, to go to Knrope and obtam subscriptions from 
pious Christians towards building a church, and bringing over with him a 
young Oerinau minister to assist Mr. Haeger, and to suoeeed him when he 
shall die ; to get him ordained in England by the Right Rev. Bishop of Lon- 
don, and to britip: over with him the Liturgy of the Church of Englani], tran*'- 
latetl into High Dutch, which they are desirous to use in public worship. 
But this settlement consisting of only mean (poor) pei'sons, utterly unable to 
build a church and support an assistant minister, they humbly implore the 
countenance, &c., of the Bishop of London and other Bishops, and the vener- 
able society for propagatinj; the (iospel in foreign parts, that tliey would take 
the <^ase under their pious consideration and grant their usual allowance for 
the support of a minister, and If it may he so subscribe something towards 
the building of their church, and they shall ever pray that the Iiord may re- 
ward their beneficence liere and hereafter.** The above petition was sent in 

in the year 1720 Spotsylvania was cut o\\ from Essyx, and the Parish of St. 
Oeoiige,eoterminoaH with the county, was erected in 17:$l. (itovernor Spotswood 
tixed the seat of Justice at Germanna, and the first court, composed of John 
Taliaferro and others, was holdeu 1st August, 1722. An appropriation was 
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made by the General A^tMiibly of £500 for a (church, a priHon, a pillory and 
stocks. The Act of Assembly contains this clause, doubtless for the benefit 
of the GtomuuiB: Beeaxue fore^ Pfotrntaxits may not nndontaiid BngHih 
readily, if ai^ sueh shall entertain a minister of their own, they and their 
tithablos shall be free from taxes for ten years." 

liy the help of Governor Sf)ot8WO(Kl a chnroh was built, and Spotsylvania 
County, named after Spotswood, and St. (ieor^e's Parish began their career 
at Q-ermanna, named from the Gevmane and Queen Anne. Governor Spots- 
wood, soon after made his home at Germanna. The Rev. Kngh Jones, in his 
" Present State of Virginia," published about 1724, thus describes Germauna : 
" Beyond Governor Spotswood's furnace, within view of the vast mountains, 
be has founded a town called Germanna, from the Germans sent over by 
Qaeen Anne, who are now removed np fnrttier. Here Spotswood has servants 
and workmen of most handieraft trades ; and he is building a ohnreh, oonrt 
house, and dwelling-house for himself, and has cleared plantations about it, 
encouraging people to come and hcTTIc in tliat uninhabited part of the coun- 
try, lately erected into a county. Beyond this (continues Jones) is seated the 
colony of the Germans Palatine.** 

These Germans Palatine were probably the founders of Germantown in 
Fauquier. However this may be it is certain that the records of Fauquier de- 
velop the fact that in 1718 Jacob Si)ilnian, John Hoflfman, John and Herman 
Fishback, Peter Uitt, Jacob Uoltzclaw, and William Weaver, not, finding 
room at Germanna, moved to Germantown. Only three of these (HcrfTman, 
FieHback and Weaver) having been naturaUxed,they were sent to enter lands at 
Germantown. The title wan in these three, and they weie to make leases for 
ninety-nine years. The j iiitent was issued in 1724. Copies of tho leases are on 
record. Tillman Weaver, in his last will (1754, Dec. 14th), devises property to 
Tillman W., to Ann, wife of Jno Kemper, and Mary, wife of Herman Hitt, 
Eva, wife of Samnel Porter, Jacob, Elizabeth, Catharine, Ac. Peter Hitt in 
his will, 1771. devises tO John, Jos.. Herman, Peter, and to Mary, wife of Ja- 
cob Rector. TN ter Hitt married Sarah James, and Jos. Hitt married Mary 
Coons. Several of these persons have their representatives in Fauquier, Cul- 
pei>er and Madison counties. 

Colonel Byrd, already quoted, said that in 178S, while on a visit to Colo- 
nel Spotswood, he saw the ruinous tenements which they, the Germans, had 
occupied at Germanna, and adds that they had moved higher up to the forks 
of the Rappannock (the Kapidan) to lands of their own, which must mean 
what is now the County of Madison, which lies within that fork. From the 
testimony of these witnesses the Germans must have mlgfated to Hadlson 
before 1724. Tlie tradition is that they were disgusted with the poverty of the 
soil and the harsh trt atimnit of their overseers in the mines; and resolved to 
seek their fortunes on the banks of the Robin.son River; and from tiiem has 
descended the very thrifty German element in the population of Madison 
County. What was the fate of their petition to London for a minister is not 
known. Had it succeeded we might have had a flourishing German Episco- 
pal (-^hnreli in Virginia. The Chureh of England being subject to the State, 
ami the British Ministry being generally governed in their policy to the 
Ctiurch by considerations of political expediency, may not have acted in the 
premises. However that may have been, the tradition is that our German 
friends proeqred subscriptions in Europe for building a Lutheran church, 
which was erected about 1T40, near the jnnctioti of White Oak Run and 
and the iiobinson River, and still stands in goocl condition. It is in the form 
of a Maltese cross. Money was also raised in £urope to buy a pipe-organ of 
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good size, which I believe in still in uae.8atMeriptIoti9 wei^ taken in Sweden too, 
perhaps for a communion service and other ptirposto, and the Kin z of Swei* 

en was said to have been one of the subscribers. General B.inks of Madison, 
we are told, had seen one of those subspription papers. The ehrircli was en- 
dowed, held a glebe, and has money at interest. By the kindness of (iovernor 
Kemper I have a copy of the deed from William Carpenter to Michael Cook 
and Michael Smith, wardens and trustees of the Ger unn cliurch, and people 
inhabitinjr the fork of Rappahannock river, in St. Mark s Parish and Coun- 
ty of Spotsylvania, and their successoi"8. for a m'lobe for the use of the minister 
of the said (ierman people and ids successors, a tract of land in the first fork 
of the Rapidan River, eontnininfr one hundred and ninety-three aeres, more or 
leas, &c. The deed is dated 17^53. and signed, sealed and delivered by Wflllam 
Carpenter in the presence of Jno, Waller, Robert Turner. Kd. 7^rouj?hton, .Tas. 
King and William lienderaon. This Michael Cook was no doubt the same 
who, with Creorge Woots, was appointed by the vestry in 1729 to oount all the 
tobaoeo plants from the month of the Robinson River up to the Great Monu-' 
tains, includini> Mark J(mes*8 plantation. The services in this church were 
originally in (Terman, then once a month in English, and subsequently entire-' 
ly in the English tongue. 

Our interest in the history of this church is enhanced by the fnterehangre 
of oonrtesiet* between tihe Lutherans and Episcopalians. The late Samuel 
Slaujfhter of this county remembered to have seen these T/Tttherans, when 
they liad no minister of tlieir own, came to Buck Run Episcopal church in 
Culpeper to receive the holy communion; and the late venerable Mrs. Sarah 
Lewis, the great-fcrandmother of Mrs. Dr Robert Lewis, of Culpeper, remem- 
bered when the Lutheran minister, Mr. Carpenter, used to baptize and per- 
form other ministerial offices for the Epi.scopalians of Madison when they had 
no minister. Many of the tirst fjrist-niills on the Rol)inson River and its tribu- 
taries were built by German mechanics. The first German settlers are said to 
have suffered occasionally from the incursions of the Indians. There is a tra- 
dition that the last person killed by the Indiana In tills region was murdered 
near what is now New Hope Church. There are 80me larpre Old German Bi- 
bles extant whicli have descended as heirlooms from the i)rimitive GenuunK. 
We are Indebted to the venerable John Spotswood of OrauKe Grove, and to 
Dr. Andrew Grinnan of Madison^ for some of the traditions referred to in the 
above chapter. 



EXTRACT FROM THE DIARY OF CAPTAIJf PHILIP SLAUGHTER^ 
BEaisjxjyQ IN 1775 Ajxj} coirrnruRD to 1840. 

l)ecemlx»r 4th, 1849. — L am this day 91 years old. I wa- bom m ^T.^VS at my 
Kfrandfather's, Major Philip Clayton's, who lived .at Cataii^i, wlien- the Hon," 
,1. 8. Barbour now lives. My father. Col. James Slaughter, then lived on the 
Rappahannock River where Jones Green now lives. I went to school to 
John Wigginton, a first-rate' English teacher in the Little Fork. My father 
sold this farm to Gavin Lawsoii. and bought another of his brother, (ol. Fran- 
cis Slaughter, near Culpeijer 0. H., where Samuel Rixey now lives. When we 
moved to the latter place, 1 went to write in the clerk's office with my f<rand- 
father. Major Clayton, who did the duties of that office for Roger Dixon, the 
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clerk, whope lionie was in the lower country. After Dixon's death, John 
Jameson, who had served a re^jular approiitifeshij) in tho ficrk's olllee. was 
made elerk of the county. After neveral years' Hervice in tlie olliee with Clay- 
ton and Jameeon, my father withdrew me and sent me to a **6rammar SehooP* 
of which Adam Good let (a Seotohman) was master, and which was the first 
])nhlip school in which Latin and Greek were tauirlit in r'nl]H>i)er County. 
[ Adam Goodlet afterwards tautrht school in the Taylor Settlement in ()r- 
&tn^e. Col. F. Taylor often speaks of him in his diary, and mentions James 
Madison, Jr., (the fnture President) ezaminini? Goodlet's scholars.] 

After jfoinpr to school to Goodlet 18 months, the American Revolution be- 
jran, ;m(I I. not vet IT years (»ld, entered in Capt. John .Jameson's coinpfiny of 
minute-men. Cuipt per, Fauquier, and Orange having agreed to raise a regi- 
ment, with Lawrence Taliaferro of Orange as Colonel, Edward Stevens of Cul- 
peper as Lieutenant-CTolonel, and Thomas ICarshall of Fanqnier as Major, the 
regiment met in Major Clayton s old field, newCnlpeper C. H., to drill, in 
strong brown linen hunting-shirts, dyed with leaves, and the words "Tiihcrty 
or Death" workeil in large white letters on the breast, bucktails in each hat, 
and a leather belt about the shoulders with tomahawk and seal ping-knife. In 
a few days an eipress came from Patrick Henry, commander of the First Vir- 
f^inia Continental Begiment, sayinur that Dunmore had attempted to carry the 
military stores from the magazine at Williamsburg to the ships, &c AV'e 
njurelied iniuiediately, and in a few days were in Williamsburg. The p<'ople 
liearing that we came from the backwoods, and seeing our savage-looking 
equipments, seemed as much afraid of us as if we had been Indians. We took 
pride in demeaning ourselves as patriots and gentlemen, and the people soon 
treated us with respect and great kindness. Most of us had only fowling-piec- 
es and squirrel guns. Dunmore having gone on board of a British man-of-war, 
lialf of the minute-men were discharged. 

My father. Col. James Blannrhter, with Col. Marshall and others, had the 
honor of being in the first battle (the Great Bridge) fought in Virginia. I was 
sent home to school. In the spring of 177<n again left school and entered in 
Col. .John Jameson s troop of cavalry for three years. But before we marched 
I was appointed by the Committee of Safety of Culpeper a Ueutenant in Capt. 
(Gabriel Lonir^s company of riflemen, and we marched to join the army under 
Wtvshington in New York. In 1777 we were attached to the 11th Continental 
Regiment, commanded by Daniel Morgan. 

Lt. Slaughter was |)romoted to a captaincy in 1778, antl served during the 
war, being in the battles of Brandy wine, Qermantown, &c. He was one of the 
snlTerers at Valley Foripe. His messmates were the two Porterflelds, Johnson, 
and lit. .John (Chief Justice) Marshall. They were reduced sometimes to a 
siiiL^Ii' sliirt, having to wrap themselves in a blanket wlu-n tluit was washed; 
not one soldier in five liad a blanket. The snow was knee deep all the winter, 
and stained with the blood from the naked feet of the soldiers. From the 
body of their shirts the officers had collars and wrist-bands made to appear on 
parade. 

Capt. Slaughter kept a diary of his campaigns, which was lost in the 
wreck of so many line librarieB in the late war. Among the many anecdotes 
with which it abounded was the following concerning the late Chief Justice 
Marshall, at a camp on a night or two before the battle of Brandjrwlne: — "At 
ten in the night w© were aroused from sleep. Lt. Marshall had raked up some 
leaves to sleep on; he had pulled off one of his stockings in the night (the on- 
ly pair of silk stockings in the regiment), and not being able to find it in 
the dark, he set Are to the leares, and before he saw it a large hole had been 
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burnt in it. He pulled it on bo, and away we went," &c, 

Capt. Slaughter's diary after the ReToIatiou is preaerred to 1840, when he 
died and was bnried in Biehmond. 

I LEWIS LITTLEPAGE. 

Ae.wiis said In the text of this history, the Rev. J. Stevenson married Fan- 
ny, the sister of Lewis Littlepaf?e. This gentleman Avas born in Hanover 
county, Va., on 19th December, 17(52, ami died in Frederieksburp, July 19tlf» 
1802. His career was brief, brilliant and unique; and yet there are but few 
who seem to have beard of the battles, siegrefl, fortones he had passed, the 
many accidents by flood and field, his hair-breadth 'scapes, &:c. His name has 
nearly lapsed from history, or rather he never had a niche in our tetiiple of 
fame; lor Europe and not America, was flic theatre on which he played his 
part. 1 am indebted to Dr. Payne, the Kfeat-j^raudson of Mr. Stevenson, for 
an original letter, in whieh he narrates to his family the story of his life from 
1785 to 1798. From the Memoirs of Elkanah Watson I am able to supply some 
incidents of bis life up to the tinie when the narrative in his own letter bejriiiH. 

Mr. Watson says: — "'During? my residence at Nantes I became intimately 
acquainted with Lewis LittleimKe, one of the most remarkable eharaeters of 
the age. He arrived in Nantes during the winter of 1779-80 on his way to Ma- 
drid, under the patronage of Mr. Jay, onr stem and able minister to the court 
of Spain. He was then a mere youth, of line manly fi(?ure, with a dark, pene- 
trating black eye, and a physioy;uomy peculiar and striking. At that early pe- 
riod he was regarded as a i)rodi^'y of genius and acquirements. When I again 
heard of him he had separated from Mr. Jay's family, arid entered as a volun- 
teer aide to the Duke de Cuillon at the sifLre ot MinorcM. At the attack of (ri- 
braltar he was on one of the floatin^r batteries, and was blown up, but savetl. 
He participated in a conspicuous manner in the thrillin;; incidents of that 
memorable siege. After his eatastophe in the floating battery he got a sitna> 
tion on the Spanish Admiral's ship, and in one of the enj?ay:ements lie stood 
upon the quarter-deck during; the l)attle and sketched the various pontoons of 
the lleet. On the return of the Spanish Ueet to Cadiz he Avas si^nt with an of- 
ftoer to Madrid with dispatches, and exhibited to the minister a curious and 
soientifte view of the battle, and was received with great applause and distinct 
tion at the ('ourt of Madrid. In the April following the clowe of the war I din- 
ed with hiju at I>r Franklin's, in I'assy, and saw the sk«'te}i. .\t Paris and 
A'ersailles he moved in the first circles and attracted marked attention, lu 
June he made a visit to my bachelor hall in Berkeley Square. London. I 
never saw him again. He made the tour of Kurope and established himself at 
Warsaw, and l)e(^ame in effect. Prime Minister, went to St. Peterslmrg as am- 
bas.Ma<lor fnjui l*(»land, atHiuitted himself witii distinguislied ability, and be 
came one of the favorites of the Emi>ress ( "atlierine, " J^c. 

The following letter of Lewis Littlepageto Lewis HoUiday takes up the 
story of his life wheri> Watsorrs narrative ends, and completes the account of 
his eventful career iu Eurotie.

1>KAU Sir, - 

1 have this day receive<l your letter of tlie 22nd August, 1800 . . . SiJMH> 
my exitftence is called in iquestion, I give you, for the satisfaction of my fandly 

and friends, a short Mccount of all that has h;ii)] M Hi (} to uh' in P^urope since 
17^"). On the -,'11(1 March llsii, 1 wassworn into the Iviug of Poland's (cabinet as 
hjsjirst confidential secretary, with the rank of Chamberlain In February, 
17»7, 1 was sent to nejrotiate'a treaty w itli the Empress of Russia at Kiovia. 
which 1 effecteii. The same vear 1 wjis sent as secret and special envov to the 
court of France to assist in the negotiations for the grand Quadruple ADiaiice, 
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•which failed. In 1788 I whs recalled, and sent to Prince Potemkin's army in 
tlie Tarkklx war, where I commanded a divisiou, acting at the same time m a 
politieal character. In 1789 I was eoiupelled to leave Poland and travel to It- 
aly. Shortly after I rer-f^ived orders td repair to Madrid upon a high politieal 
mission, in which i completel\ suci-eeded. In 17^0 1 was recalled from iSpaiu 
and ordered to wait altimate instriietions at Paris. I afterwards received or- 
ders to repair by tlie way of Berlin To Warsaw for the revolution of the '<ki 
May 1791. lu 17!i2, 120,1)00 Huy-sians invaded Poland. 1 was nominated Aide- 
de-camp-{?eneral to the King, with the rank of Major (xeneral. He sit;ned the 
confederation of Fargowitz, and in April, 1703, sent me once more as hi^ spec- 
ial envojr to Petersburg to prevent the division of Poland. I was stopped by 
the Russian Governiuent on the road, and the division took place. In 17y'4 
Kosciusko and Madalinski began another revolution in Poland. On 17th 
April the garrison and inhabitants of Warsaw rose in arms against the Rus- 
sians; to save the life of my unfortunate friend and king I was obliged to take 

Sart with Poland, and that dreadful battle ended in the slaughter of 10,000 
;iU8ian8. The Empress Catherine II. never forgave me my conduct upon that 
occasion. She was more irritated against me by hearing that I had consented 
to accept as commander-in-chief under the revolutionary governineiit, al- 
thou;.rh I WHS destined to aot a<cainst Russia. My having tussi.sted in repelling 
the Kutwiau armies in their attempt to storm Willna, gave also offence. In 
Bhort, I had gone bo far in the revolution that I should have gone much far- 
ther had I not V)een defeatcil with my friend Prince Joseph Poniatoski, the 
King's nephew, by the late King of Russia on the 20th August, 17U4. That 
event lost me alt uiy popularity. It was very near getting me hanged, for I 
was regarded as the actmg jierson, although upon my lioiior, Prince Poniatos- 
ki acted that day against my advice. The King of itussia attacked us with 
about three times our force, both in men and artillery, and Kosciusko afford- 
ed us no support until we were beaten beyond redemption, although neither 
his left or centre were engaged the whole any otherwise than in cannonading. 

Alter the battle of 2f»th .\utruHt 1 took no further part in military Jiffairs 
nntil the storming of Prague, which cost the lives of 23.000 Polanders. On the 
7th January, 171M!, the King of Poland was taken from Warsaw by the Russians 
to be conveyed to Grodno. I was sej)arated from him by express orders of the 
Empress, and it was hinted to be that nothing less tlian my former services in 
the Turkish war could have .saved me from sharing the fate of the other chiefs 
of the revolution of 17SH. After the departure of the King I set out for Vienna, 
hnt was immediately ordered to leave that metropolis, which produced a pub- 
lie altercation l)etween me and the Austrian ministrv, but wliich ended to my 
satisfaction, as Russia came forward au(^ did me justice. The King of i^russia, 
Frederick Wiltiain II., afterwards allowed rae to return to Warsaw, then un- 
der his dominion, where T remained until the death of the Empress r'.itlierine 
II. I was then invited to go to Peterslnirg with the King of Poland. l)ut re- 
fused unless reparation wa* made to me for the treatment I had recently ex- 
perienced. The Kmi)prorsaid that "all tliat regarded his mother; as he bad 
given no offence, he should make no reparation."' I perhaps might liave gone 
at last to Russia, but was prevented by the siulden death of my friend, my 
master, my more than father. Stanislaus Augustus, King of Poland, who ex- 
pired at Petersburg 12th Feb'y., 17!)8. After that melancholy event a long 
correspondence took ])l;ice lietwcen the Knijieror of Russia and myself, which 
ended in his paying me in a very noble manner the sum assigned me by the 
King of Poland as a reward of my long and dangerous services. 

I arrived in Hamburg in October last. My intention was to go either to 
Prance .or England, but T found myself strangely embroiled with both these 
govemmenta. 1 have settled matters in France, but not jretin England. The 
ministers there persist in believirjg me to be sent upon a secret envoy from the 
Kmperior of Russia, who is now at variance with England. God knows I am 
sick of iMiropean politics. I intended to have sjjent the winter in Himiburg. 
but was driven from that sink of iniquity by a most atrocious plot against my 
life and fortune. The latter is in safety, and slionid I perish even here under 
tlic hospitable government of Denmark, I sluiH leave nine or ten thousand 
]K tunds sterling so «lispose<l (»f that my ap.sassins cannot })revent its coming tO 
Tuy family. That sum is all I have saved from the wreck of my fortunes in 
I'oland. In the sprinic T shall proceed to America, either by the way of Frunce 
or directly from hence, provided I escape the daggers and poison with which I 
am threatened here. 
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My duty and affection to my mother, and kindest remembrance to all re- 
lations andfriendB.

In the centre in a con vex biJver plate, ou which, formed 
of small raby sets, are the initials S. A. B., Stanislaus Augustus Rex; sur- 
rounding this, wrought with gold thread, is the motto, IxciTAT ProbmiastdO. 
Aronnd this in a brilliant green border with gilt leaves. The rays of the star 
are silver spangles. 



A very curious article might be written on the literature of tobacco, in- 
volving its relation to the church and the State, and its influence on tlie indi- 
vidual mind and body, on manners and habits, and tlie general wealth and 
happiness of the world. Such an article might be illustrated by the authority 
of statesmen, lawyers, medical men, merchants, farmers and political econo- 
mists, and adorned with gems of wisdom and of wit from nearly all the En- 
glish scholai-s and poets, from King James' '-(^onnterblast" to Charles Lamb's 
' Farewell to Tobacco,'' in which praises and curses alternate with amusing 
felicity. It is interwoven with tlie history of Virginia at every stage of its 
progress. In colonial times many Acts of Assembly were passed regulating its 
culture, and one office of the early vestries Avas to appoint reputable freehold- 
ers to count toliacco plants in each jmri^ih. Thus, a.s early as 17'»s, (ioodrich 
Lightfootaud liobert Slaughter counted the plants from the mouth «>t Mcini- 
tainRun(in what is now Culi>eper) up to Joseph Howe's Plantation, and 
across to the mouth of the Robinson River; Robert Gtreen and Francis Kirtley 
on the other side of Mountain Run to tlie North River; Oeorge Woots and 
Michael Cook from the moutti of tlie Kobinson River up to the Oreat M oun- 
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THE TOBACCO PLANT. 
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tains. The salaries of mioisteTS and civil ofBoers were paid in tobaceo, and it, 
or notes representing it in tho warehouge, wore the currency of the country. 
Some of these notes are now before us. Parisln's t(M»\vere known as ''Orinoeo*' 
and "Sweet-m-ented ■ parishes, aeconlinK to tlie kind of tobaccogrown in them. 
The salary of a minister was 1(),000 lbs. of tobacco, the value of wbieh varied 
from £40 to £80 in money. A sweet-scented parish was worth much more than 
an Orinoco parish. There was a deduction of 6 per cent, for cash, and tobae- 
OO "was POHietitnes as low as ni\ sliilliuirs current money. A ministers tobacco 
was worth lessthan other like bulks of tobacco, bet^ause it was »o mixed. Many 
fluurishing towns, as Dumfries and Falmoath, &c., where Scotch merchants 
Rrew rich in this trade, spmnigr up iu Viririnia. In Olasfrow there is now a 
"Virginia Street," and that city received a ^;reat impulse from becoming the 
entrepot whenr(> t lie farmers-ii^neral of France derived their supplies of to- 
bacco from Vir^^inia. 

Thk Pixk Trkk Axi) ns I'ih its— Salabiks paid IX Tar. 

These twr) were subjects of leprislation. Tar was once in pn*eat deinaud for 
tarrinjr the roofs of ])ubh'c and jirivate bnildinprs. Special instructions were 
fjiven by the tieneral .Assembly of \'ir;i:inia for preparing pine-trees by strip- 
pinfr the bark from the trunk of the trees, ei|i;ht feet from the root, leaving a 
small slip to keep the tree aliye, when in a short time, it was said, the son 
would draw the turpentine to the surface, and the whole trunk would become 
lijrht- wood. 

It may not generally be known that towards the Morth ('aroliiiu hue, 
where little or no tobacco was iin'own, the minister was paid in tar, pitch and 
pork; so says the Rev. Hr. Bagg in his report (1734) to the Bishop of London. 



GENEALOGIES 

OP SOME OP THE OLD VESTRYMEN AND COMMUNICANTS OP ST. 

MARK'S PARISH. 



Many of these family-trees had their roots in Oreat Britain aires ago; but 
it would take too much space to trace them there. As a general rule, we limit 
ourselves to the branches which were transplanted iu Vir;^■iuia. If our nf)tices 
of some of the families ( uiore e\teude<l tluni those of others, it is because 
the former were better kn<fwn to us. Our design iu printing these genealogies 
is to gratify a natural desire, which most persons feel, to know something of 
their forefathers, and to show how family-trees in a few generations interlock 
their branches. It is more creditable to transmit an hon<U'able name to one's 
cliildnMi than it is ro derive it froui one's ancestors, and tf* be descended from 
rioinl and true men than from a long line of unwortiiy forelalhers, even though 
itbe a line of kings and queens. But it seems to be unnatural and irrational 
to attach more value to the pedigrees of iiorses and herds than to the pedi- 
grees of men and women. One cud of history is to reproduce the past for the 
gratification and instruction of the present; and it is surely (at least) an inno* 
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cent onrioslty to look tiaok at those who in the past century cleared the land 
-which we now tUl« and who laid the foundation of the institutions under 

which wo live.

THE BARBOUR FAMILY. 

This family is of 8cotoli origin. There was a Joliii Barbour ^vho was 
Archdeacon of Old Aberdeen as early as 1857. He was the author of the his- 
torical poem of the life and AcUoiu of King Robert Bruce. Whether be was 

the root in Scotland of the brancliosof the fiiinily in Virginia, the writer does 
not know. Our relations are Avith Jainen Barbour, the first of the name in 
■what is now Culpeper.iie was one of the first vestry men of St.Mark's Parish at 
its organization at Germanna in 1781, and served in thatolBee until the di- 
vision of the parish in 1740. which threw him into the new parish of St. Thom- 
as in Orange County where he lived. If the old register of St. Thomas Parish 
had l)oen preservt-d, we should doubtlfHH have found hiB name as vestryman 
there. Among his children were 1st James, who represented Culpeper in the 
House of Burgesses in 1764. He was the father of Mordecai Barbour, who 
married a daughter of John Strode of Fleetwood in Culpeper, and of Thomas, 
Richartl and (tabriel, of whom the last three migrated to Kentucky. The 
Hon. John liarbonr, M. C, brilliant at the bur and in the legislative halls, 
was the son of Mordecai aud Miss Strode. He married Miss lieirne of Pett^ns- 
burg, and thebr children are, 1st John 8. Barbour, President of the Virginia 
Midland Railroad, who married a daughter of Henry Dangerfield of Alexan- 
dria; 3d. .Tames, member of Assembly and Convention, who married Miss Beck- 
ham; :M. ah r(>d, (lecea^d; 4th. Dr. Edwin Barbour; 5th. Sally; 6tb, Eliza (Mrs. 
George Thompson.) 

Thomas, son of James Ist, represented Orange in the Assembly in 1776, and 
St. Thomas Parish in the Convention in 1765-86-80. He married Isabella 
Thomas, daughter of Philip Pendleton. There children were, Iwt. Dr. Richard, 
and 2d. ThouiHs. who died in their youth; Hd. Hon. Philip P. Barbour, Speak- 
er of Congress, and of the Convention of lb2l*-ii(), and J ustice of the iSupreme 
Oourt U. S. He married Frances Todd, daughter of Benjamin Johnson of 
Orange. His children were: Ist. Philippa, who married Judge Field of Culpep- 
er; 3d. Kli/.abetii, who married John J. Ambler of Jacquelin Hall, Madison 
(.'ounty: :id. Tliomas, M. JJ., who married Catherhie Strother of Kappahan- 
nouk County; he died in St. Louis of cholera in 184U; 4th. Edmund Pendleton 
who married Harriet, daughter of Gol. John Stuart of King (^rge, and died 
in 1851; 5th. Quintus. who married Mary, daughter of James Somerville of 
Culpeper; 6th. Sextus, died in St. Louis; 7th. Septimus, died in infancy. The 
Hon. P. P. Barlxmr (lied in Washington, attending the Supreme Court. Feb- 
ruary, l»4l His widow died April, 1872, aged 85. 

4th. James, son of Thomas and grandson of James 1st, was bom June 10th, 
1775. He was Governor of Virginia, Senator of U. S., Minister to 'England, 
.Secretary of War, &c. Besides their other qualities, the two brothers had a 
w(mdrous faculty of speec h in convereation and in the forum. James nmrried, 
October 2i)th, 1<U2, Lucy, daughter of Benjamin Johnson. Their childreu 
were: -1st. Benjamin Johnson Barbour, who died in 1820 in the flOth year of 
his age; 2d. James, who died November 7th, 1857: 8d. Benjamin Johnson Bar- 
bour, born June 14th, 1821. and nmrried November 17th, Caroline Homoe-' 
seU daughter of the late emment Dr. (ieorge Watson of Richmond. Mr. Bar- 
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boar inherits the f^enius of his father, informed by rare culture, but he follows 

the example of liis <rrefit-trniii(l father, ntul is content to he warden of the 
church. He was electetl to Coii{j;reKi!i in lyii"); but the representatives of Vir- 
frlnia of that year were not admitted to their seats. 4th. Lacy, daughter of 
Ctovemor Barboar, married (1822) John Seymour Taliaferro, who was unhap- 
pily drowned in 1830; nth. Frances Cornelia Barbour married William Handy 
Collins, a distin<^nished lawyer of BaUhnore.

C. Ed- 
monia Nalle married William Major, Esq., of Culpeper: Fanny Nail*- married 
John C. Hansbrough (lawyer); Martinette Xalle married Blucher liaiisl)roMgh 
of Culpeper; l^ucetta JS'alle married Creorge Bootou of Madison; Jane 2salle 
married George Clark of Washiugton, D. C; Thos.

On the farm of Col. Garrett Scott in (3range is a granite tombstone just as 
old as St. Mark's Parish. The inscription is as follows: Here lyeth the Ixxly 
of Jane, wife f)f John Scotr, wlio was born ye l2Hth Dec, Kiuy, and departed 
this life ye .28th April, iTyi. This farm is in (hreet lineal descent to the pres- 
ent owner from a grant known as the "Todd Orant,^^ from the Crown of En* 
gland.

THE OARTini FAMIJA'. 

The tirst of this name in Virginia was Jno. Carter of Corotoman, who died 
in 10^. A chart of his descendants would fill this book. I limit this notice to 
those known to the writer in St. Mark^s Parish. Robert, called King Carter, 

was the son of John Ist, by his wife Sarah Ludlowe. Robert m. (1088) Judith 
Armstead, and among their children was .lohii, who (17~';J)m. Kli/.a Hill of 
Shirley, and their third son Edward of Blenheim m. Sarah Chani)>e 
and their dau. Eliza, m. William Stanard of Roxbary, .sj)i)ts-. 
ylvania, who was the grandfather of Virginia Stanard, who m. 
Samuel Slaughter, the old churchwarden of St. Mark's, and was the mother of 
Mrs. William Creen of Kichniond. of i\Irs. Tb*. Daniel (firen, of Sally ('.. wife 
of Kev. Williaui Lockwood of Md., of Marcia (Mrs. Jt^lm B. Stanard). Elizabeth 
Stanard m. Jno. Thompson, father of Fanny, wife of Rev. John Cole, of Miss 
Eliza Thompson, and of Mrs. Bullington. Jane, daughter of Edward of Blen- 
heim m. Major Bradford of the British army, father of Samuel K. Bradford of 
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the Revolation, whose son, Samuel K. Bfadf<nrd. vestryman of Bt, MKik'n m, 
Emily, dauffhter of Samiiel Slaughter (ohnrohwarden of St. Hark^s), and was 

the father of S. S. Bradford, present churchwarden; of Mrs. Gen. Wright, U. 
S. array ; of Mrs. Professor Nairne of Columbia Collepre, New York; Dr. 
Kobert B. Bradford, and of Mrn. Van Schaik of New York City. William 
Champe Carter of Farley, Gulpeper County, sixth son of Edward of fitenfaeim, 
m. Maria Farley, and their daughter Eliza Hill m. Col. Samuel Storrow, the 
father of Mrs. Judge Bell, of Mrs. Br. Wm. T hompson, of Mrs, Weston, of Mrs. 
GFreen. of Samuel and Farley. Charles Carter of Cl<»ve. son of Kin^ Carter by 
his second wife Mary Laudou, had a daughter Sarah who m. William a bou ot 
Rev. John Thompson of St. Mark^s, who was the father of Conunodore Char- 
les Carter Byrd Thompson, U. S. navy, of Gilliss and of William Thompson. 

THE CAVE FAMILY. 

Among the members of the first vestry of St. Mark^ in 1781 was Benjamin 

Cave. 1 have in my possession the original patent for 1000 acres Of land on 
the Uappidan (sic) River, to Abraham Bledsoe and Benjamin Cave, "to \ye 
held in free and connnon soeag^e, and not in capite or knight service, by pay- 
ing yearly the free rent of one shillinj? for every titty acres, on the feast of St. 
Miehael the Archangel**; signed by William Oooeh, Lieut.*^vemor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Colony and Dominion of Virfjinia. Done at Williams- 
burg, under the seal of the Colony, 28th September, 1728. 

Benjamin (^ave wfis vestryman of St. Mark's until 1740, when St. Thomas 
Parish was cut off from St. Mark's; and he and David Cave, who was Lay 
Reader at tne old Orange Chureh'near Ruekersville, beeame members of the 
new parish (St. Thomas) in Orange County, where they lived The records of 
St. riKtinns bein<? lost, their relation to it cannot be traeed. It is known, how- 
ever, that the family adhered to the Church of their fathers; and one of the 
old ministers, about 1740, lived with Benjamin Cave, Sr., whose residence was 
within reach of the first chapel (near Brooking's) and the old Orange Ohureb. 

I liave in my posseswion some orijjrinal poems in MS., entitled "Spiritual 
Songs," written by a sister of Benjaniiii Cave. Sr., endorned 1707. It is very 
pleasant to find one of thene old-time church people, who some modern people 
think iiad no religion, giving utterance to her pious emotions in Hongs which 
are evidently the outpourings of a truly devotional spirit. It is said that Ben- 
jamin Gave used to repeat the church service from memory, chanting the 
psalitiH. 

The lirst Benjamin Cave lived for a time at what is now known a.s Rhodes in 
Orange, and then moved to land on the Upper Kapidan near Cave's Ford, 
which derives its name from hlfti. 

l^enjamin Cave represented Orange in the House of Burgesses in 175G. He 
m. Hannah, dau. of Win and sister of Abraham Bledsoe; ch. David, John, 
Wm., Kichard (who moved to Kentucky), Aim (to North Carolina); Sally ni. a 
Strother, Hannah m. Capt. Mallory; ch. Elizabeth m. Oliver Welch. Another 
daughter m. Capt. Robert TerrlU, the father of Mrs. Robert LovelL Another 
daughter m Oliver Terrill, the father of Dr. Uriel Terrill, Delegate from 
Orange Another daughter m. Welch. William Mallory m. Miss (iibson, and 
was the father of Rohert Mallory, late M. C. from Kentucky. Uriel Mallory 
was the father of Mrs. John Taliaferro. Phil. Mallory lived near Raccoon 
Ford. Elizabeth, dau. of Benjamin Cave m. Col. Wm. Johnson; ch. 1. Valen- 
tine m.

of Dr. John Belfield of Richmond County; ch. Belfield, m. Miss Christy; ch. 
Belfield, Clerii of Madison County, ra. Miss Jones, and was the tatlier of Mrs. 
CTOvernor Kemper, thinly ni. Cave: Sally m. Shackelford; Hudson was 
Professor at Ciiapel Hill, X. C; Benjamin lu. Miss Glasseil (father of Mrs. John 
Gray; Jr., of Teaveller^s Rest.) Benjamin, son of Benjamin and Elizabettu m. 
Miss White; ch. William, Belfield, Jolin and Margaret, all settled in Kentucky. 
Sarah, dau. of I^enjuiniii, ni. Win. (^assine; ch. Mary, whom. Mr. Taliaferro. 
William, son of i^enjaniin and Elizabeth Cave, m. Mins Smith: ch. Joiin, Wm. 
and Hudson, settled in Kentucky. Elizaheth m. John Bell, father of Nelson 
H. Bell of Baltimore, who m. Hannah Cave. Another dan. m. Mr. Irrine. 
Richard Cave m. Miss Porter; ch. Thomas, Capt. William (father ot Mrs. 
Cornelia Thompson), Felix. Elizabeth, Mary, Cornelia. Anne, and Hannah. 
I am indebted to Mrs. Thompson for contributions to the above notice. 

THE CLAYTONS. 

The first person of this name who appears in the history of Yiiglnia was 
the Ber. John Clayton, who had been Rector of Crofton in Yorkshire. In 16- 

88 he addressed to the Royal Society in England, at their request, several let- 
ters j^ivinf? an account of what he calls "Several Observables" in Virginia. 
These letters discuss the soil, climate, natural history and agriculture of the 
colony of that day. They display t^eat aoutenesH of obeeryation, fallneos of 
leaminfp, and pnietioal suggestions. He seems to have been the first to point 
out the value of marl and muck as fertilizers, and suggest to the planters the 
advantage of tiraining the tidewater swamps. And when his opinion was 
laughed at and rejected by the overseers, he went to work and put them to 
shame by laying dry a pond of water, bringing to the light of the ran inez* 
hanstible soil. 

The next man of mark of this name was the Rev, David Clayton, minister 
of Blissland Parish, New Kent Co., Virginia, from 1704 to 1724. In his paroch- 
ial reports to the Bishop of ix>ndon he says (1724) that his parish was sixty 
miles long, that he had under his charge 186 families and shoat seventy com* 
mnnieants. 

There is John Clayton at Williamsburg, Attorney General, and a fHend of 
8potswood, who accompanied Mr. Fontaine in the first trip to Genuahna in 
1714. There was also a Clayton a vestryman and justice in Essex Co. The 
family tradition is that Major Philip Clayton came to Culpeper from New 
Kent through Essex. What was his precise relation to the foregoing olergy- 
men is not certainly known. His name first appears in our church records in the 
year 1741, when he was chosen vestrynmn of Ht Mark's, and a patent for land 
from Lord Fairfax to John Brown (now before uh) i.s endoi-sed as having been 
surveyed by Phillip Clayton, 1749. He was the deputy, doing all the duties of 
the office for Itoger Dixon, Clerk of Culpeper, who lived in the lower country. 
He married Ann, sister of Robert Coleman, on wTiosc land the courthouse was 
built. He had one won, Samuel (his successor in the vestry), who married his 
cousin Ann Coleman, and among their children were Major Philip Clayton the 
second, an offieer of the Revolution, whose daughter Sarah Ann married Dr. 
James B. Wallace. 

Nancy, sister of the last Philip, and daughter of SaTuuel, married .Teremi- 
ah Strother, and was the grandmother of the Rev. J . Hansbrough, and Mi-s. 
Judge Williams of Orange C. H., Colonel Woodson Hansbrougii, and Mn». 
Waldridge. 
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Lucy, dau. of the first Philip, married William Williams (vestryman), 
and their children were Major John, General James, both offloen in the Bev- 
olution, PhiUp of Woodetook, William Clayton of Richmond, Mm. Stevens and 
Mrs. Ghreen. (See Williauis genealogsr.) 

Susan, another daughter of the first Philip, mftrried Colonel James Slaugh- 
ter, father of Captain Philip Slaughter. (See Slauf^ht^r ^'cnealo^y ). 

Another daughter married Nathaniel Pendleton, l)i()tlier of Judge Edmund 
Pendleton, President of the Court of Appeals (see Pendleton genealogy). An- 
other daughter married a Crittenden, and was the mother (I beilere) of Sena- 
tor Crittenden of Kentueky. 

Major Philip Clayton the elder lived at Catalpa, so named from a Catalpa 
tree he transplanted from Essex, the first of its kind in the county. 

Philip Clayton vreM from Virginia to Georgia, where he died, and was 
buried at Sand Hills, iwav the city of Augusta. His children were first, (ieorge 
Koots uf Milledgeville, easluer of State Bank and treasurer of the State, high- 
ly honored and esteemed. 3. Augustine Smith Clayton, of Athens, graduated 
at P^-anklin College, distinguished at the bar. Judge of the Western Ciranit, 
and member of Congress, whore he won a national repntatioti. He was an 
able f^tatesman, jurist and man of letters, and left his impress upon the policy 
and literature of the State. He died a Christian, on 1st of June, 1839, in the 
66th year of his age, leaving ulnb children, viz. Geoiwe Roots, Augustine 
Smith, Wm. Wirt, Cashier Merchants Bank, Atlanta; Philip, consul at Callao, - 
and churchwarden, St. Paul's, Greensboro, died 1877; Almyra; Dallas: Edward 
P., cotton factor and commission merchant of Augusta, and churchwarden of • 
St. Paul's; Julia; Claudia, and Augusta. f 

THEOOLEMAXS. 

Robert Coleman, 1st of the name in Culpepcr, m. Sarah Ann Saunders. 
The town of Fairfax {/.'ulpeper) was fonnded on fifty acres of his land in 1759. 

He had one son. Robert, who BTiiigrated to Kentucky and m. Mrs. Thomp- 
son, a sister of Major Philip Lightfoot. 

Gilly, dau. of the 1st Robert and Miss Saundei-s, m. General I'idward Stev- 
ens, the Revolutionary hero and elector, vrho east the vote of the district for 
Washington, and whiofso son John m. Polly, dau. of the first William Williama 

Ann, 2d dau. of 1st. Robert, m. Samuel Clayton, (See Clayton genealogy.) 

Rosa, 3d dau., m. Foster of Tennessee, one of whose oh. was the Senator in 

Congress from that State. 

Another dau. of Ist Robert m. Col. John Slaughter, sou of the 1st Francis 
of that name. 

Another dau. m. Francis Slaughter, brother to the foregoing John. (See 
Slaughter genealogy.) 

Another dau. ni a Yancey. 

Lucy, another dau., m. French Strother, so long representative of Culpep- 
er in the General Assembly and in the Convention of 1775-0, and whose oldest 
daughter. P. French was first wife of Capt. P. Slaughter. (See Slaughter gen- 
ealogy. ) 

The Hth dau. of Ist. Robert m. a Crutcher, and one of their daughters m. 

a Foushee. 

Robert Colemau in his will (1703) recorded in Culpeper, leaves legacies to 
his'daughtets Ann Cl.iyton, Sarah Slaughter, Lucy Strotheri fna^eB Crutch- 
er Susanna Yancey. Philip Clayton was his executor.

THE CONWAY FAMILY.

ThiH fatuily has been identified with the Episcopal Church from the earli- 
est times. You may trace the name through the vestry-books from the first 
settlements in the Korthern Neck to the present time. I have in my posses- 
sion the will of Edwin Conway, dated 19th of March. 1698. In the graveyard 
of Whitechapel, Lancaster County, there is a tombstone of Mary Ball, daugh- 
ter of Edwin Conway, and one of James Ball, her husband, who was a near 
relative of Gen. Washington's grandfather, who was the son of Col. Wm. Ball, 
the first of the name who eame flrom Bngland in 1660 and settled at the month 
of Corotornan River. I transfer from the will the following clauses:— "First 
and mixciPALLY, I bequeath my soul to the God that gave it, in certain 
hope, uutwithHtauding my unworthiness, to receive pardon of all my sins, 
through the blessed merits of my dear Redeemer; and by no other way or 
means do I hope for pardon. My body I commit to be buried in my burying- 
ground at Laneaster, by the left side of my dear wife Sarah, in certain hope, 
thro' the merits aforesaid, that soul and body will Imve a joyful meeting at 
the resurrection of the just.'* He gives to his son Francis and to his heirs law- 
fully begotten 706 acres of land in Emex; to the child or children **whereof my 
wife now goeth withal" the crop of sweet-scented tobacco on the lower planta- 
tation. To his son Edwin all the lands in I^aiieaster given him by deed, with 
his mathematical books and instruments, and all "the cloth and stuS sent for 
to England." He appoints his friend Andrew Jackson, Reuben Conway and 
H. Thacker to be otersekrs of bis will, desiring them to carefully advise and 
instruct his children in their persons and estates and to be assistants to his 
dear wife. 

The aforesaid E. Conway married Elizabeth Thompson. Their son Fran- 
cis, near Port Royal, Caroline^ married Rebecca, daughter of John Catlett and 
Elizabeth Grimes. (This John Catiett waa son of the John Catlett killed by 

the Indians while defending the fort at Port Royal.) Nelly, daughter of Fran- 
cis and granddaujjliter of Edwin Conway, married .Tames Madison. Sr., and 
was the mother of President Madison, who was born at Port Conway, opposite 
to Port Royal, where his mother was visiting, at 18 o*olock at night between 
the 5th and (ith of March, ITol, and was baptized theSlstof March by the 
Rev. Wm. Davis, and had for godfathers John Moore and Jonathan Uibson, 
and for godmothers Mrs. Rebecxui Moore and Misses Judith and Elizabeth Cat- 
lett. 

The author of this will was the great-grandfather of old Capt. Catlett Con- 
way, of Hawfield, in Orange (now owned by Wm. Crensliaw, Esq.,) who was 

the father of the late Francis, Catlett, John and Henry Conway, of Orange 
and Madison; of ^Mrs. Hay Taliaferro, of Hose Hill, Orange County, and of Mrs. 
Fitzhugh, of Bedford, King (jeorge. Dr. Charles Conway (vestryman) is a di- 
rect descendant of the old vestryman, the first Edwin (Tonway of I^easter. 

THE FIELDS. 

The first pers<m pf the name in the parish register is Henry Field, Sr., a 
member of the first vestry chosen by the freeholders and housekeepers of St. 
Mark's Pariah, at Gernianna. in January ITJJl. The next is Abraham Field, 
elected vestryman at the (xreat Fork Church in 1744, and served till his death 
in 1774, a term of thirty years. He had a sou John, who represented Culpep- 
«r in the House of Burgesses in 1765. He was probably the Col. John Field 
who had served in Braddock's War, and who fell, fighting gallantly at the head 
of Jaia regiment, at the battle of Point Pleasant. One of his daughters married 
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Lawrence Slanghter, an oflScer of the Revolution, and who was the father of 
John Field Slaughter, who married MisB Alexander, of Prince William. An- 
otber of CoL John Fleld*s datijrhtens married Col. George Slanirbter, who rait- 
ed one of the lint oompanieB of minnte-men in Gulpeper; and after the war 
moved to Kentucky with Georj^e Rogers Clarke, commanded a fort at the Falls 
of the Ohio, and was one of the founders of the city of Louisville, which was 
then in the State of Virginia. 

Henry Ffold* Sr^ the TMtryman of 17S1, senred in that oflloeand as ehnreh- 
warden tfll 1762, a term of thirty-one years. He executed many eommfosioiis 
for the vestry, such as proing to Williamsbur{r on horsehaek several times on 
their behalf, and payiiif? quit-rents for the churches and Rlebes. He and 
Francis Slaughter and Robert (ireen chose a site for a chapel between Shaw's 
Moontain, the BeTil's Run and Hazel Biver. He was sueeeeded In the Teetry 
by Henry Field, Jr^who served til! his removal from the parish of St. Mark'R 
into Bromfield Parish, whose records are lost or we should probaly have found 
his name on the vestry-books there. He represented Culpeper in the Conven- 
tion at WiHiameburg in 1774 to consider the state of the country, in the House 
of Burgesses in 1775, and with Freneh Strother in the Convention of 1779 
whieh asserted the principle of reliffious liberty, declared American independ- 
ence, and adopted the first Constitution. Henry Field, Jr., died in ITHa, leav- 
ing six sons — Daniel, Henry. Georjre, Joseph, Thomas and John, who were the 
ancestors of the famiUes of that name. The late judge of this court, iiicliard 
H. Field, and his brothers Yancey and Stanton, were tlie sons of Daniel Field 
of what is now Madison. He (the Judge) married first Matilda, daughter of 
Robert Slauprhter of the. Grange, and second Philippa, daughter of the Hon. 
Philiii P. Barbour. His three sons were killed in battle during the late war, 
and his daughter (Mrs. Norvell) is the only surviving child. Gen. Jame» Field 
of the Cul()eper bar, who lost a limb at the battle of BIaughter*s Mountain, is 
a son of Yancey Field. He married Miss Cowherd of Orange. 

TBB FRY FAMILY. 

The ancestor of the Frys who once so abounded in Culpe()er,wa8 Col. Josh- 
ua Fry, an Enfirllshman educated at Oxford. He lived some time in Essex, was 
Professsorof Mathematics at William and Mary College, a member of the 

HouHO of Burgf^ses. commissioner to run one of the lines betwepii Virginia and 
North Carolina, and negotiator of the treaty of Logstown. He. with Peter 
Jetterson, made a map of Virginia in 1749. He commanded a regiment against 
the French and Indians, of which Washinprton was lientenant'ColoDel. I am 
indebted to his lineal descendant Frances Fry, of Charlottesville, for a oopy of 
bis commission, from the original in Mr. Fr> s i>ossession:— 

"To Jos Hi: A KliVK 

''His Majesty, by his royal instructiont*, commanded me to send a proner 
number of fonu's to erect and maintain a fort at the .Monon^jahela and Ohio 
Rivers; and having a good opinion of your loyalty, conduct and ability, 1 do 
hereby institute, appoint and commission you to be Colonel and Commander^ 
in chipf of the forces now raising, to be called the Virginia Regiment, with 
which and the cannon, arms and ammunition, necessary {^rovisious and stores, 
you are with all possible dispatch to proceed to said fork of Monongahela, and 
there act according to your instructions.^* 

Col. Joshua Fry married Mrs. Hill, the daughter of Paul Micon, a French 
Huguenot physician. Ho was the father of the Rev. Henry Pry, who lived in 
the fork of Orooked Run and the Robinson Ri\ im , and tx*«asionally preached 
in the Episcopal church near Orange C. H., when they had no minister, always 
prefacing bis sermons with the old church service, says Col. Frank Taylor, a 
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vestryman of that church. He wan one of those good and {guileless men whom 
all Christians respected and loved. His son Reuben m. Ann dau. of Col. Jhh. 
Slaughter, and their eh. were Judge Joseph Fry, of Wheeling, Henry, Senator 
of Kanawha, and Philip 8., late clerk of Orange and father of Philip, present 
clerk, William, Thomas and Luthor. Thomas W., son of Rev. H. Fry, m. Ist 
Mrs. Slaughter, whose maiden name was Bourn, and '2d Ann dau. of Col. Abmra 
Maury of Madison. He with three ch. moved to Kentucky (1818). Joshua in. 
Miss Walker, and Mrs. Willis dau. of William Twyman. Hugh and Joshua 
Fry, ct Bichmond, were his sons. Henry m. Mildred dan. of Bev. Hat. Manry. 
Frank Ffjt Sr., of Charlottesville, is their son. John m. Miss Heywood, of 
Culpeper, and lived at thv Wnnn Sy>ring8. Mrs. Dr. Archer Strother wrp his 
dau. Wesley m. Ist Miss Walker, and 2nd a French lady, Miss Leflet, and had 
thirteen children. Thornton m.a dau. of Hon. Philip R. Thompson, and their 
ch. were Oen. Bnrkitt Fry, C. 8. A., Dr. Frank and Mrs. Jno. L. Bacon, of 
Bichmond. Marf?aret dau. of Rev. Henry m. Philip Lightfoot and moved to 
Kentucky, Martha m. (Toodrich Lightfoot and had ten ch., of whom Edward 
Lightfoot, of Madison, is the only survivor. Maria m. Hugh Walker and went 
to Kentucky, and had many children. 

Col. Joshua Fry, the head of this family In Virfcinia, patented 1000 acres of 
land on the Robinson River in 1726, and 400 acres "in the fork of the Robinson" 
in 1739. Charles Meriwetlier Fry, of the Bank of New York, who m. Miss 
Lei(?h. is the son of Belville, who was the son of Joshua, who was the son of 
lie v. Henry Fry. 

THE GARNETT FAMILY. 

The chief seat of this family in Virginia was the county of Essex, where 
many of this name occupied a high social position and fliled many places of 
publtc trart. The Hon. James M. Gamett was a member of Congress trom 
1805 to 1800. The Hon. Bobert 8. Gamett was in Gongrees from 1817 to 1827. 
The Hon. Muscoe Garnett was also a member of Congress and of the State 
Convention of 1850. Dr. A. Y. P. Garnett who married the daughter of Gover- 
nor Wise, has been for many years a leading medical man of Washington City. 
There was a Genenl Gamett of the Go«fed«snte army who fell In battle, whose 
sister married Professor Williamson of the Virginia MUitary Institute; and 
there is now a Professor Garnett in the College at Annapolis, Md. 

I have been disappointed in receiving: the information which would have 
enabled me to show the connecting links between these several members of 
the family in Virginia. The first of the name in Culpeper was Anthony Gar- 
nett, who came from Essex, and from the namee James, Husooe and Benben, 
which are common tO both families, they probably sprang from the same stock. 
Anthony Garnett was a vestryman, churchwarden and hty reader of St. Mark's 
Parish from 17o>J. He lived at the Horse Shoe, where Joseph Wilmer, Jr., 
now resides, and when there was no minister of the parish, was in the habit of 
burying the dead with the church service. He married Mrs. Bowler (Hiss 
Jones), and his children were Robin, who moved to Kentucky and died in his 
ninety-eighth year. Hi.s daughter married Stokely Towles of Madison, and 
their daughter married James L. Waggener of Russelville, Ky., father of Prof. 
Waggener of Bethel College, Ky. James, son of Anthony, was minister of 
Crooked Ban Church. He married Miss Rowe, and was the father of Edmund, 
who was the father of the late Rev. James Gamett, whose SOUS, Joel, Absalom 
and Franklin, and daughter Tabitha. still survive. James, Sr.. waH the fath- 
er of the present Jauies, whose children are Muscoe and others, John, son of 
Anthony, moved to Kentucky. Thomas married Miss Hawkins. Reuben, son 
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of Anthony, inarnVd MiM Twyman, and was the father of the venerable Miss 
Tabitha (THrin'Tt. who, like her namesake in the Bible, is kind to the poor. 
Lucy married a Tiusley. Sally married a Stepp, and Betsy married Williaiu 
Willis of Culpeper, the father of the late Isaae WillUi, who has many descend- 
ants, among whom is the Rev. J'ohn C. Willis of Indian Town, Orange Connty. 

THEeiiASSELL FAMILY. 

' The Glassell (originslly Glassele) family went from Poletiers, France, with 

Mary Queen of Scots on her return to her native country. John Glassell of 
Runkan, Scotland, ni. Mary Coalter, a warm Covenanter, and their son Robert 
m. Mary Kelton and their son Andrew Glassell was born at Gal way, I)um- 
friesshire, Scotland, near Torthorwald, "CaBtie<^ the Douglass/' Oet. 8th, 1788, 
and emigrated to Madison Connty, Virginia, in 1736. He imported meebanles 
from Scotland, and built a largo brick rcsidonce on hinfine estate on the ujjper 
Kobinson River, known as Tortliorwald. He uj. (1770) Elizabeth dau. of Eras- 
mu6 Taylor of Orange County, and died July 4th, 1837, aged 89. Their chil- 
dren were—

John Glassell, brother of Andrew, came to Fredericksburg long before the 
Revolution. He was a men^hiint of lar^e trniisaetions, having branch estab- 
lishmentK in Culpeper and Fauquier, and beciuue very rich, lie returned to 
Scotland before the Revolntion. He married Helen Buehan, of the family of 
the Earl of Buehaii. One of her sisters married an Brskine, and another Dal- 
housif and Lord Ernkine and the Earl of Dalhousie whtv her nej)he\v.s. .lohn 
(xlas.seirs only dauuliter, Jolianna, married Lord (Jampbell who became 
Duke of Argyle, and the present Duke of Argyle is her soiu 
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ROBERT (iKEEN, son of Willi.-un rrreen, an Englishman, wniifjrated from 
^ Ireland with his uncle, William DutT, a (Quaker, to V^irKiuia, and settled ia 
Kin^ Qwrtce ooanty about the year^ 17t0. He was born in the year, 1009. He 
soon left his uncle and settled in what is now Culpeper coanty, near Bmndy 
Station on the Southern Railway. He bnilt hie hoTne near a lar^e spring-, 
which is on the road leadinyr from Brandy Station to Rixeyville, and took up 
large tracts of land in what was, in 1712 Essex, in 17^1 Spotsylvania, in 17^5 
Orang«), and in 1749 Culpeper. His father was an offloer in the body guard of 
William, Prince of Orange. He died in 1748, his Mrill and inventory ot his es- 
tate beinj? recorded in the Oranpre county Clerk's OflBce. Ho was member of 
the X'ircriniH Houhc ol liurgesseH in 17;Jfi, and was one of the tinst vestrymen of 
St. -Mark s Parish. When a young man, lie married Eleanor Dunn, ot Scotland, 
and had seven sous, as foUows. [29^ote : The names in parenthesis or brackets 
signify the line of descent. Thus Joseph Green, [Francis, Wm.,Wm., Robt.] 
means that Joseph Green was the son of Francis, the grand son of William. the 
K'reat trrandsou of the first William and the great great grandson of the first 
Robert.]

COLONEL JOHN GREEN. 

CoiiONKL Janx Orrrx (4th. son of the first Robert), was bom in Culpeper 

county about 1 7i50. Hem. Susainia Blackwell: was chosen collector of St. 
Mark's Parish ITfil; nuide churclnvunlen with his brother Robert in 17(54. In 
liili Richard Vancey was chosen vestryman ' in place of Johu Cireen, in Con- 
tinental service." Colonel Green entca<ed the military service nf Virginia as 
Captain 1st. Va. Bat., Sept. 4, 1773. When his command was mustered into 
the Continental Line, he was re-elected Capt., Jan. 20, 1776, at which time he 
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•was under the command of (fen. Andrew Lowis at Williamsburg. In the fall 
of tfciat year be served under Washington in New York; was engaged with his 
troops at Mamaroneck in the attack on Major Roberts of the British Army, 
Oct., 21, 1770, when he was wounded in the shoulder. 

detachment of our men under Col. Haylet surprised ICajor Rogers and 
his regiment at Mfirinack hu?t night. * * * We have two men killed and 
twelve w^ounded, among them Major Greene, of the Ist. Va. Reg't., an officer 
of great merit.'' (Force.) Ool. Tench Tilghman, in his report of the action, 
wayBt *^en. Washington detaehed Major Oreen, of Va., with ISO men of the 
Ist. and drd. Va. Reg'ta.. and Colonel Hadet, of Del., with 600 men to support 
them. » * * We had 12 wounded, among them Major fTreen, in the shoul- 
der. " (Force.) In 1777 (Carrington says) "a portion of Greene's Vn. Ueg't. 
joined the garrison at Fort Mijpin,'' and took part in the gallant defence of 
that post. Col. Green was promoted by Conferees. Jan. 86, 1778, to be oolonel 
of the 6th. Va. Reg't., with which command he acted with conspicuous brave- 
ry at Brand ywhio ami Monmouth. At Gilford C. H., he covered the retreat of 
Gen. Greene, but to his own personal dissatisfaction. When Gen. Greene de- 
cided that his safety lay in withdrawing his troops from action, ' Col. Greene 
of ¥a., was ordered to withdraw his regiment from the line, and to take a po- 
sition at some distance in the rear, for the purpose of attlMdin^' a rallying point 
to the fugitives, and of covering the retreat of the two regiments which con- 
tinued in the field." (Marshall, IV. 4:^1.) Gen. Lee, in his memoirs, describing 
the battle, says: "Colonel Green, one of the bravest of brave soldiers, with his 
regiment of Virginians, was driven off without having tasted of battle, and or- 
dered to a given point in the rear for the security of this movement (the re- 
treat), which was performed deliberately under cover of Col. Green." 

Col. Green was much dissatisfied with the GeueralV Kelection of his regi- 
ment for this service thoufrh esteemed among the most honorable— so anxious 
was the veteran officer to be led at once into keen conflict. When it was an- 
nouneed upon the first of the retreat that the British were dose advaneing he 
became better humored, but soon the pursuit was discontinued, and his sour- 
ness returned. His friends would often console him by stating his selection as 
an evidence of th(^ confidence reposed in him as a soldier. This would not sat- 
isfy the Colonel, who never iaiied to reply that he did not like such sort of dis- 
tinction; and he hoped the Qea, would upon the next occasion attach to some 
other regiment the honor of covering his retreat. Getting to the OeneraPs ears 
he took the first opportunity of telling the Colonel, whom he much esteemed 
and respected, that he had heard he did not relish the part assigned to his 
regiment the other day. "No, that I did not,'" replied the old Colonel. "Well," 
rejoined Greene, **be patient you shall have the first show the next time." 
This delighted him,and he always reckoned upon the promised boon with pleas- 
ure.— [The publishers are in(h'bted to Rev. Horace Edwin Hayden's "Virp-inia 
Genealogies ' for the above iuformatJon relative to Col. Green's service in the 
war of the Revolution.]

There has been a continuous succession of vestrymen in this family, from 
Robert of 1781, wlio was a member of the House of Hurgesscs, to Major J. W. 
Green, late a leading member of the Calpeper bar. 
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THE LIGHTFOOTS. 

The LiKht foots were atnoiij? the early eolouists in Virginia. They seem 
to have settled originally in Gloucester and James City when the latter em- 
braced what U now Charles City Connty. Colonel Philip Ufifhtfoot was a ves- 
tryman of Petsworth Piu ish as early as 1(583. By his last will he devised his 
lands to his eldest son FraTicis. remainder to his son Philip. FraiieiH devised 
his lands- to his dau^'liter Elizabeth, who married Peter Randolph of Henrioo ; 
remainder to his brother Philip Lightfoot. The entail was docked hy the 
House of Borgesses In 1740, and by ai^inent between the imities these lande 
were Tested in Philip Linrhtfoot. 

The present writer remeui>)ors to Imveseen at SaiKly Point in Charles City 
when it was owned and oeoupied by Col. Robt. B, Boiling, divers portraits of 
the old Lightfoots. There were tiiree William Lightfoots in succession at 
Sandy Point, and their tombs are still there. The ilTst died in 1727, the eeo- 
ond in 1S09, and the third in 1810. We have in our possession now a copy of 
Baylos' folio dictionary, in ten volumes, with the name and coat-of-arms of 
■William IJghtfoot Tedington on each volume. Tedington was one of the 
four farms which composed the splendid estate of Sandy Point, between the 
Jamee and Chiekahominy Rivers. Three of these farms were inherited t>y 
Miss Minge(!ifrs. R(»bert B. Rolling), and the fourth was added by Mr. Boiling. 

There is a family of Li^rhtfoots at Port Royal, Ciirolinc, represented by the 
late Philip Lightfoot and his sons, Lewis Ij^'htfoot and iiis brother John. 

In ma we liud the name of Aiajor (io<)drich Lightfoot as a member of the 
vestry of St 6^eot||^*s Parish, Siiotsylvauia, when that parish and connty em- 
braced what was afterwards the parish of St. Mark's and county of Culpeper. 
He WJis one of the lay readei-s at the ( fcnuanna Chureh, and he and Robert 
Slaughter were appointed to eount all rhe tobacco plant^ fnnii the month of 
the Hapidan to the moutli ol Mountain Hun,and up Mountain Run and across 
to the month of the Robinson River, in obedience to an Act of the Assembly 
limiting the number of plants to be cultivated by eaeh planter, 

At the organisation of St. Mark^s Pftrish, atGlennanna In 17H1, he was oho- 

sen a member of tlie first vestry by the freeholders and housekeeiiers of St. 
Mark's, his home being within the limits of the new parish. He served as ves- 
tryman and churchwarden till his death in lU'da, and was succeeded by Cap- 
tain Goodrich Lightfoot in 1741, who served till his removal from the parish 
in 1771. William Lightfoot was also a vestryman from 1752 to 1738, when he 
moved out of its l»ounds to the parish of Bromtiehl, which had been out otT 
from St. Mark s in 1752. William, we think, was the father of Goodrich, who 
married tbedanghter of the Rev. Henry Fry, who lived in the fork of Crooked 
Run and the Robinson River, Ooodrieh Lightfoot lived opposite to the pres* 
ent home of George CJlark, Esq., on the Robinson River. He was the brother 
of the late Major I'iiilifi Liyhtfoot of the Culpeper bar. and of Walker Light- 
foot (clerk), and he was the father of Frank Lightfoot, clerk 
of Cnlpeper, who married Miss Fielder (father of CoL Charles 
UghtfoorK and of Edward, of Madison, who married Miss Con- 
ner, and is the father of Virginia: and .folm, w lio married Miss. Turner, the 
granddaughter of Major J^>hn Roberts of tlie Revolutitm, whose wife wau the 
daughterof the old vestryman CaptAin Robert Pollard. 

From the names of Philip, John, and William, whieh were common to 
these several brancheK of the Lightfoots, the presumption is that they sprang 
from the same stock.

Of these, 
Dr. Erasmus Kose, if living, is a resident of Memphis. 

James Madison, Sr., the zealous old vestryman, had a habit of making 
short sketches of sermons he heard. CoL John Willis had some of them. His 
great son. the President, left aiiioiifr his papers eoninients on the Gospels and 
the Aeth of the Apostles. Amonj; these are the foUowinj?:— ''Christ's Divinity 
appears in St. John, eh. xx. v. 28." On the words of Christ to St. Paul, "Arise 

. and 1^ into the eity, and it shall be toldtnee what thou shalt do," his oom- 
ment is, "It is not the talkinf?,but the walkiny: and working person that is the 

■true Christian." It was he that furiiislied a list of theological authors for the

The account of the 
Winston family in our ]>osseHHi()n was written for the satisfaction of her own 
family by my t;randmother, wliose ntaiden name was Lucy Coles, a grand- 
daughter of I buae Winston the emigrant; and she married her cousin Isaac 
Winston, a grandson of the same emigrant. I will compile a genealogy of the 
family from my grandmother's record, and from information of a later date 
derived from f'tlier sources. T have (-(unpared her recrord with the Old wiUs, 
also in our possession, and 1 find it correct for two generation-. 

Isaac Winston, the most remot« ancestor of that name that I can trace 
back to, was bom in Yoriishire England, in 1020. A grandson of his pursued 
his fortunes in Wales, where he had a large family. Three of his sons emi- 
grated to America, and settled near Richmond, Virginia, in 1704. Their names 
were William, Isaae and James. It is the genealogy of the descendants of 
Isaac, the second of these brothers, that my grandmother has written.

Thompson, has been 
a Preacher in the Presbyterinn way at Newton, on the Eastern Shore of this 
Province; but was, by the distractions of the ministers and people of that per- 
suasion, put upon considering the terms of communion in the Chareh of En- 
gland; and I do verily believe, upon full oonvicfcion, has embraced it. He ap- 
pears to l>e a person of great candor and sincerity. He has been intimate witli 
the leading clergymen for some years, and your Lordship will perceive what a 
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eharaoter tbey ffive him In their testimonials. When I was in the North of 
'Ireland, I had a very good ehararter given him from many people of difTerent 

persuasions. He is desirous of Holy Ordorf, and has a nomination from the 
Rev. Mr. Williamson to be his assiataut.and I recommend him for Holy Orders 
an a persou not only very deserving, but one that I sincerely believe will be an 
ornament to our Cbareh.**

THE STBOTHBB FAMILY. 

Some think this family of Sooteh origin, and that it had then the prefix of 
Mae. Others insist that it to Saxon. Gen. Diek Taylcur, son of the Priesident, 

whose mother was a Strother, says, as we learn from Judge Strother of (riles, 
that he had visited the old burial-ground of the family in the Isle of Th^inet, 
County of Kent, England, and seen the name in its various transitions from its 
original form Straathor to its present orthography. However this may be, it 
has long had its present form in BniKland, for Chaueer has a faoetious tale of 
two Strothers, the orthography being the same then as now. The earliest 
date to which we have traced the name in Virginia is 1734, Avhen Anthony 
Strother patented a tract of laud under the doubletop mountain in what was 
then St. Mark's Parish, and to now Bromfleld in Madison. The family ahound- 
ed in the oonnty of Stafford. John Madison, el«rk of Augusta, father of Btoh- 
op Madison, John Lewis, who so long represented the same cotinty, and (ia^ 
briel Jones, "the Valley I>iiwyer,'' all married Misses 8trother of Stafford. 
Jeremiah, who may have been the father or brother of Anthony, died in what 
was then Orange County, (Culpeper not being yet formed) in 1741, leaving hto 
property to hto wife Eleanor, and appointing hto sons, James and William, ex- 
ecutors. The will was attested by Francis Slaughter, (t. Lightfoot and Cat- 
lett. Hin cliildren were James. Wm., Francis, Lawrence, ( Christopher. Robert 
and several daughters. Francis married Miss Dabney and died 1752. He was 
the ancestor of Gen. Gaines, John 8. Pendleton, Gen. D. Strother (Porte Gray- 
on), Gen. Duff Green, and Gapt. Freneh Strother of Bappahannook. William 
married Mrs. Pannill and was the grandfather of Gen. Z. Taylor. 

James, the eldest son, married Margaret, daughter of Daniel French of 
King (ieorge, wlioee son Daniel died in 1771. He gave property by deed to Jan. 
8trother*s children, who were Freneh, James, and Mary (Mrs. Gray). James 
died in 1761 and left property to hto son French. French Strother, the vestry- 
man of St. Mark's, married Lucy, daughter of Robert Coleman. He lived 
where (Joleman Beckham now lives. He became a vestryman^ in 1772, and 
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(•liurclnvardon in 1780. lie made himself v<»ry popular by relensinj": a Baptist 
luinister who had been iiupriaoiied by a J ustiee of the Peace, by Bubstituting^ 
his man Tom in bis place and letting him out at nij^ht. That fact is stated on 
the anthority of Capt. P. Slaughter, who married his daufphter. He represent- 
ed the eouiit y for nearly 30 years In the General Assembly; was a member in 
1770, and of the Convention of 178^-0, and voted a^Hinst the Constitution and 
for the famous Kesoiutionh of 17S}8-9i). ile was solicited to oppose Mr. Madison 
for Congi'ess (see Rives^ Madison), but Monroe became the candidate and was 
badly beaten. Monroe had only 9 votes in Orange, Madison 816; Culpeper, 
Monroe 103, Madison 256. Col. Prank Taylor in his diary says, "Col. Pendle- 
ton of Cul|>epor came to my hont^e from meetin^^ of Slin iffs in Charlottesville, 
and he says Madi^juu has 3;JU majority in the district.' In the State papers 
published by Dr. Palmer there is a GOTrecq;K>ndenoe between him and JeflTeraon 
in 1776 which would seem to show tliat he had some looal oonunand, perhaps 
City Lieutenant. He died on his way from the Senate in Uichniond, at Fred- 
ericksburg, and was buried there. His oxoeutoFs were Capt. P. Slauf^hter and. 
his sou Daniel French. His chihlren were Daniel French, who went to Ken- 
tucky and m. Miss Thompson, a descendant of Rev. John Thompson of St.

Wigfirintou Thompson, |ihe present Secretary of the Navy. ]^ajor William 
BroadQS married meond UIbs Riohardeon and left several ehildzent . among 
whom is Miss Sarah A. Broadus of Charlestown, W. Va.

THE PBNDLBTON FAMILY. 

[Revised and corrected by Mrs. Mary Dunnica Mioou.] 

The first of the name of Pendleton who came to the Colony of VirJcinia to 
make their home (in 1074) were two younff men, Philip Pendleton, a teaoher, 

and Nathaniel, his brother, a clerfryman. The latter died very soon, unmar- 
ried: he evidently held no clerical charjre in the ('olony, as his name ha.s never 
been ^iven among the lists of the clergy of that time. Philip returned to Eng- 
land about 1880; tradition says he married a lady of high social podtion, but 
she died, and he returned to the Colony, and in 1682 married Isabella Hurt (or 
Hert or Hart,^ and from this marriafj:e are descended all the Pendletons of Vir- 
ginia. Philip was l)orn in Norwich, Fngland, in IBoO, son of Henry Pendle- 
ton, 3rd sou of Henry Pendleton, son and heir of George Pendleton, dentle- 
man, who married Elizabeth Pettingall dan. of John Pettingall, <ientleman of 
Norwich, Eng. George Pendleton moved from Manchester to Norwich in 1(513. 

His son and heir. Henry, probably married Husan because in Vol. 4H of 

the New England Hist, and Gen. Register, is found a copy of the will of Sir 
John Pettns, Knight, of Norwich, Jan. 1618, which says : •'Apfioint my cou- 
sin, Henry Pendleton, 8ui)ravisor of my estate." Also Thonuis Pettus, of 
Caistree, 8t. Kdmond's Norfolk, Oct. ir.lH. "To niy Cousins. Henry Pendle- 
ton aud Susan, his wife, annuity out of my houses «S:c. in Norwich. ' This fam- 
ily of Pettus is the same as the one in Va. The Pendletons were originally 
from Manchester, where theliame was well known, some of them beinf? in 
public life as early as the reign of Henry VIII. The Coat of Arms used by 
the Pendletons of Niirwicli and by the enn'grant, Philip, indicate by the pres- 
ence of Escallop shells and by the (.'ardinal's chapeau, in the Crest, a connec- 
tion with Crusader traditions. The New England Pendletons, descendants of 
Hrian IVndleton, came from I^ancaster, and show a different Ooat of Arms. 
Philip Pendleton is said to li;n <' •^I'ftlcil in New Kent Co., but there is no re- 
cord of the family on the Ke;,'ister of 8t. Peter s Parish; lie proliubly lived jil- 
ways in the portion called afterwards Caroline county, the records of which 
were burnt during the war of '61-65. Most of his descendants settled in coun- 
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ties to the north of New Kent. He died in 1721, the mine year his oldest Bm 
Henry died, and the same year his ^ndson, the eminent Judge Bdmund "Pem- 

dleton, wjvH born. He liad throt' sons and four daugliterw, two of hin family 
niarrietl into thefanuly of James Taylor, of Carlisle, Kn^., and by other inter- 
marria^^eK, a r'loso connection with the Taylor family has been preserved. 
Some of his descendants were amon;^: the founders of St Mark's Parish.

His two daujihters nuirried lirothers, James and William Henry Gaines. His 
yonrif^cvs't son, Kdniund. tliouf^h without a father's care, niade for liiniself a 
name which will be known and remeuibered us long as Virginia's sons read her 
history.

"I'Miiiiind PeiKlleton, stutcsiuan, waa born in Caroline emmty, Va. 9th 
f<»M>t.. 1721. His ffrand lilt luT. Philip, descended from Pendleton, of Muiifhes- 
ter, Lancaster eouuty, England, caiue from Norwich, Enjf., to tbig country in 
1874. Edmand began his career in the Clerk^s office of Caroline county. He 
was licensed to practice law in 1744; became Connty Justice in 1761, and the fol- 
lowing;: year was elected to the House of Burgesses. In 1764 wa< one of the 
Conunittee to memorialize the King-. Durinf? the session of ITfiO, he ^ave the 
opinion 'that the stamp act was void, for want of Constitutional autliority in 
Parliament to pass it,' and voted in the affirmative on the resolution that the 
*act did not bind the inhabitants of Tirfdnia.* He was one of the Committee 
of correspondence in 17(>3: County Lieutenant of Caroline in 1774. A member 
of the colonijil convention, of the latter year, that was conset^iieiit on the Bos- 
ton Port Hill, and was chosen by that body to the first Contiiieiital Confess. 
Accordingly, in company with George Washington, Peyton Randolph. Patrick 
Henry, Benjamin HaiVison, and Richard Henry Lee, he attended in PhiladeU 
|)hi;i ill 1771. As President of Virginia Convention, he \v:is . it tlit lu ad of tlie 
^ovcrijiiient of the CoIfMiy from 1775 until the creation ot tlie X iruiuiii e<»nsii- 
tution in 177<», and was ap(>ointed President of the Committee of Safety in that 
year. In May, 1776, he presided again over the convention, and drew np the 
celebrated resolutions, by which the delegate from Virginia were in8tructe<i 
to propose a (leelarution of itulependence in Conprress. usiti^ tlie words that 
were alterwards incorporated almost verbatim with the Lcclararion. As the 
leader of the Cavalier or Planter class, he was the opponent of Patricia Henry, 
and as leader of the Committee of Public Safety, he was active in the control 
of the military and naval operations, and of the foreign eorrdbpondenc^ of Vir- 
ginia. On th<' orLTaiiization of the State (Tovernment, he was chosen Speaker 
of the House, and appointed, with (Chancellor (;eoi<^e Wythe and Thomas 
.Jefferson, to revise the Colonial laws. In 1777, he was crippled for life by a fall 
from his horse; but the same year he was re-elected Speaker uf the House of 
Bur}i:c.«ses, and President of the Court of (Jhancery. In 177!), he l>ecame Pres- 
ident of the Court or Appeals, holdint; the ntllce until his death. He presided 
over the State Convention, which ratified the (Jonstitution of the United St ites 
ill 178B. His masterly advocacy of the diKuiinent ^fained him the encomium 
fromJeflfersonthat^takeuallinall, he wasthe ablest man in debate that I 
ever met with. He received very large grants of land from the State^ and 
having no children, was ever {generous to his uie<*es and nephews, whose tle- 
.•^cendants still hold his memory in tender veneration. He married twice—

Tins land was survey t^d by M ajor Philip Clayton, and it adjoins the land 
of Ttioiuas Howison and Win. Hn»wn. It n]»ppars in the veHtn.'-lMK)k that 
Daniel Brown was sheriif and collector of the parisli levy. Coleman Brown 
was clerk and lay reader in the chnreh. Thomas Brown was undertaker of a 
ehapel in the Little Fork ; and Capt. Wm. Brown was the contractor for an 
addition to Buck Run Chnrch. The^e are the ancestors of the late Arm- 
istead and Daniel Brown and their families. 



The vestries having charge of the poor, boarded them among the planters, 
and furnished them witb medical attention. The first physidan employed by 
the veetries, as early as 1784, was Dr. Andrew Craig, then Dr. Thomas Howi- 
son, then Dr. Jam»^s Gibbs, and in 1755 Dr. Michael Wallace, ancestor of the 
Winstons now living in (.'ulpeper, and of the Wallaces of Fredericksburg and 
StalTord County. Dr. Michael Wallace was >K}rn in Scotland, and apprenticed 
in his yoitth at Olaseow to Br. Onstavns Brown, of Port Tobaoeo, Maryland, 
to learn medicine. The indenture is now in the possession of ono of his de- 
scendants in Kentticky. That seems to have boen the way (before medical 
schools) to make a doctor.

Lawyers who served as counsel to the vestries of St. Mark's were : 1st. 
Zaohary Levis 1781 to 1700. 2d. John M«raer 1752, 8d. John Lewis 1754, and 
lastly, Gabriel Jones, the eminent "Valley Lawyer.," who married Miss Strother 

of StaflFord County, sister of Mrs Madison, the mother of Bishop Madison. The 
present Strother .Tones of Frederick is the fjrreat-prrandson of (iabriel Jones the 
lawyer. Mercer was the author of Mercer's Abridgmelit of the Laws of Vir- 
ginia, fle was the father of Judge Jamee Heroer, of Ch. Fenton Mercer, and 
oi John F. Mercer, CK>Temor of Maryland. 

TOWNS IN CULPEPER. 

Tlie first town, by Aet of Assembly, was Fairfax in 17.59. The name has 
unhappily been changed to Culpeper. A<'ter the Kevolution there was a fu- 
rore for towns, under the impression that they would draw mechanics and 
increase trade. 

STBTKNSBURO. 

Was established ill ITHt?. on 50 ;icn>s of hind where William Bradley then 
lived. French tStrother. H. Davenporr, Robert Slaiisrhter, Robert Pollard, and 
Hichard W^augh were the tirst Trustees, all vestrymen but one. In 1799 the 
Academy was established by Act of Assembly, and its first Tirnstees were 
Robert Slaughter, Charles Ciirter, David Jameson, R. Zinimennan, Wm. Gray, 
Gabriel Gray, PhiUp Latham and William C. Williams. 

CLKRKSBURG, not CLARKSBrRG. 

In 1708, 25 acres of .Tames Baysy's land vested in Thomas Spilman, Henry 
Pendleton. Jr., Bywaters and Reid. 

jKKKKRrtOX. 

On 25 acres of Joseph Coons' laud, vested in John Fishback, Thomas Spil- 
man, John Spilman, Thomas and Robert Freeman, P. Latham, F. Payne, F. 
F. Fergnrson and John Dillard. 

Sprixgfirld. 

On 95 acres of John Spihnan's land, vested in John and Thomos Spilman, 
and Messrs. Matthews. Fletcher and Tapp. Clerksbiirg, JefFcrson and Spring- 
field are in the Little Fork. They yet survive, but have not realised the antici- 
pations of their founders, whose names we have reproduced above. 

Jamrstown. 

It will be news to some that we have a Jamestown in Culpeper. S5 acres 
of laoa were set apart by the General Assembly to be called Jamestown, and 

Gabriel Green, A. Haynie, and Messrs. Grant, Corbin and Howe were Trustees 
to lay it off into coiiveniont lots and Streets. Who will recofcuize in James- 
town our modest James City ? 

BRICK M.\KIN(I IN VIRCUNIA. 

The prevailing opinion that our colonial churtihes were built of imported 
brick is an error. As to those in the interior of the country, the transporta- 
tion of the brick was an insuperable obstacle. It is possible that a few of the 
churches on tidewater may have been made of imported brick, but as to many 

of these there are unquestionable traces of Ijrick-kilns very near them, in some 
cases within the churchyard. The following bill show that bricks w^ere made 
even at Williamsburg as early as 1708 :

The names of the old veHtryiuen will all be found in order in the text. The 
foHowinK is an imperfect enumeration of the successors :— The last veatry un- 
der the old regime (1785) was oompofled of the followingr persons, yiz.

The author has failed to received the full list, for which he 
asked repeatedly. 

An analysis of the families of the old ministers and vestrymen of 8t. Mark's 
yields some curious results. Among their descendants were two Presidents of 
the United States, viz. Madison and Taylor; a Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, viz. P. P. Barbour; several Governors of States, as Bar^ 
bonr of Virginia, and Slaughter, Iforehead and Stevenson, of Kentucky; sever- 
al United States Senators, as Barbour of Virginia, Morehead and Stevenson, of* 
Kentucky; members of (Jongress, P. K. Tliompson, Geo. F. Strother, .John S. 
Barbour, John S. Pendleton, Rt. A. Thompson, Job. F. Strother, B. Johnson 
Barbour, and Pendletons of Ohio; legislators and judges of circuits in great 
numbers, among whom Judges Pendleton, of South Carolina, of New York and 
Ohio, .Judge Green, of the Court of Appeals of Virginia, and Judges Field, 
Shackleford, Williams, &c. Tht se are but a few of the f xaniples of this truth, 
it is also a curious fact that every Episcopal minister within the bounds of the 
original St. Mark's at this date, viz. Scott of Gordonsville, Hansbrongh, of 
Orange, Slaughter, Minnegerode and Steptoe, of Culi>eper, is a lineal descend- 
ant of the ante-revolution vestrymen, or he married one of their lineal descend* 
auts. 
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ADDENDA TO ST. MARK'S. • ■ 

PARISH HIBTUHV CONTIMJED. 

[Rev. F. (i. Kibble, the present rector of at. Mark's (Jan. lUOO), has furniahecl 
thefoUowliigroontliraation of St. Mark's History.— B. T. (f.] 

1878, January 1 : Rev. J. G. Hinnegerode resigned the rectors)) ip of St. 
Mark^s Parish, and took charge of Cavalry Church, Louisville, Diocese of 
Kentucky. At thin writinj^, lie is beginning the twenty -second year of liis 
rectorship of that large and important work. He is a member of the Standing 
Ck>niinitte of the Diocese, and was a delegate to the General CioiiTention in 
1878 1882. 

May 1 : Rev. E. Wall accepted tlie rectorship of the parish, cxjminfr from 
the Dioueee of Huron, Canada, in 1880, the Church school, founded by tliH 
Rev Mr. Peterkin, was abandoned, and the btillding rented for a private 
school. 

Rev. Mr. Wall resigned his rfctorsliip .Jnnn.iry 1, 1882, going to Baltimore as 
assistant to the Rev. Dr. Campbell Fuir. He was sometime rector of St. Mat- 
thew's Parish, Diocese of Washington. At present he has charge of Grace 
Chnreh, Berryville, Diooese of Virginia. In 1881 he reported for St. Bf ark^s 
Parisji 111 communicants, 5 Sunday nchool teachers and fifty scholars. 

1882 1S84, Soi)tc'i!iber 1 : Rev. U. D. Patje V)ecaiiie rector of the parish. He 
came as a deacon, having graduated at the Virginia Seminary the June before. 
He resigned March 18, 1884, to go to Japan as a missioDary. After fourteen 
years of faithful service in that field, he returned, and is at present rector of 
Durham Parish, Diocese of Washington. In 1884 he reported for St. Mark's 
Parish 123 communicants, and (K) Sunday school teaclierH and scholars. Du- 
i^ng his rectorship the exterior of the church was painted and repaired. 

1884-1888. August 1 : Rev. W. T. Boberts accepted the call of the vestry aa. 
rector of the parish. Under the date of March 1, 1887, the following resolu- 
tion was spread upon the minute book of the Vestry. "Whereas, the Rector, 
VV. T. Roberts, having presented to the Vestry, in the name of Miss Savilla 
Denton, a cominanion service of solid silver, in memory of her sister, Miss 
Mai^ret Denton, therefore be it resolved: (I) That the Vestry hereby ex- 
press their appreciation of this generous and appropriate gift, and hereby re- 
cord tlie same in the vestry book of this Church. (2)Tliat the Registrar be 
requested to furnish a copy of these resolutions to Miss Denton." 

March 1, 1888 : The Vestry passed a resolution to remove the galleries from 
the Church. This work was done, the interior of the Church being much im- 
proved thereby. -Vbout tlie same tiine a new pii)e organ was placed iu the 
Church, at the right of the chancel. On September 15, 1888, Rev. W. T. Roberts 
resigned his rectorship, and took charge of a parish in Essex county.* After 
serving tliero for some time, he took charge of Emmanuel Church, Harrison- 
burg, Va. Resigning this work, he then took charge of Hrnton Parish, Wil- 
liamsburg, Diocese of Southern Vii'ginia, of which he is still rector. 

In 188^, he reiK)rts for St. Mark's Parish 100 communicants, and 5S Sunday 
school teachers and scholara. 

At a meeting of the Vestry, held September 25, 1888, Mr. S. Russell Smith sub- 
mitted to the Vestry a piati of iiiii>rovenientK for the chancel and vestry rootn. 
to bo a memorial to his decea.sed wife. The beautiful chancel window and the 
large and comfortable vestry room were hjs generous gifts to the church. 
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1889^iaik5. From September 15, t886, to Sept ir,, 1889, the parigh had do ree- 
tor. During this period, Mr. Eppa Kixey faithfully served the oongregation 

as lay reader. The Vestry, with the help of the Ltadies' Aid Society, painted 
the exterior of the churcli building, and put some rejmirn on the rectnry and 
lecture room. Rev. S. P. Wattera, of Morgautou, li. C, took charge of the 
I>ariri] September 15, 1889. Under date of Mareh 5, 1600, a motion waa made 
and e.arried ''that Mr. Eppa Rixey be appointed a oommittee of one to oonfer 
with Col. Bradford and make a report at the next meeting of the vestry on the 
present status of tlie war claim of this Churuh, said claim beiug lor occupancy 
of the Charoh aa a hospital durinur the war by the Federal Army/^ At a call- 
ed meeting of the Ventry, held June 12, 1890, the foUowlnir preamble and reHolu- 
t ions, relative to the death of Dr. Hhilip Slaughter, won» passed and ordein^d 
to be Hpread upon the minutes of the Vestry. *'ln the death of the Kev, 
Philip Slaughter, D. D., Historiographer of the Church, in the Diocese of Vir- 
ginia, the Chnroh has been called to mourn the Ion of an eminent eon, a faith- 
ful presbyter, a learned historian, whose varied talents Avere adorned by a long 
life of devotion to the Church t(f CliriHt, and by IUh humble Christian life, led 
in imitation of the Master, full of years and full of honors, having been (uiUed 
from Mb earthly to his heavenly home.

Alcocko; the rectory painted and repaired; tlie school room put in thoroufjh 
repair, interior and exterior, and furnished for use aa a lecture room— the work 
of tlie Young Ladies' Guild. 

October. 1894, Ker. 8. P. Watters resigned the reet^nrghip of St. Mark*s Par< 
iah, and accepted a parish in Florida. At t^resent he is rector of St. Matthew's 
Church, Hillsboro. Diocese of North CiirolitiH. In 1!^1)4, he reports tor St. Mark'8 
Parisli 98 communicants, and 36 Sunday sciiool teacliers and scholars. 

1803-1897. April 1895 : Ber. S. L. Ooodwin took diantfeof thetiarlBh. Dur* 
ing the following year St. Mark*8 Chapel was built at lE^ze3ryille, and oonse* 
crated l)y Bishop Newton Anirnst 2:?, 169^^. St Andrew's Ciiapel, Inlet, was 
built in the spring of 1897, chiefly by the efforts of St. Murk s Chapter of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew. In 1807 the lines between St. Mark s and Rid- 
ley Paiislies were altered, and were fixed by the action of the Conneil as fol- 
lows; Befdnning at the corner of Slau(2:hter Parish, on the Orange and Cul- 
peper road, thence by the Haid road to Fairyiew school house, thence by the 
old Buck Run road to its intersection with the old Fredericksburg road, about 
two miles south of the O. H., thence by the old Fredericksburg road to the 
croes-roads near the western base of Mt. Pony, and thence'by an airline to the 
railroad cro3sin<j: at Inlet station, thence northerly by a new country road to 
its intersection with the Chesnut Fork and Braudv road, thence by an air line 
to the bridge on the Warreuton road, over Muddy Run, thence with Muddy 
Run to the Hazel River, to the Rappahannock River. 

October, 1807 : Rev. B. L. Goodwin resigned the rectorship of the parishi 
and accepted the position as assistant to the rector of Grace Chnrch, Cliarles- 
ton, South Carolina. On the death of the rector in the summer of 1898, he 
sncceededi 'io the rectorship, which position he still holds. In 1897 he reported 
for St. Hark^s Parish 168 communicants, and 146 Sunday school teachers and 
scholars.

NOTES ON DR. SLAUGHTER'S ST. MARK'S PARISH. 
[Hy Dr. Andrew GlaHsoll (Irinnan, of Madison.] 

The account of the route of the HorscKhor Kxpodition of Gov. S|>ot8wood 
is in some respects erroneous. The expedition crossed from Orange county 
into what is now Madison, at the old liherman Ford, across the Rapidan, about 
Imlf a mile above its Junetion with the Robertson river. It is still called the 
German Ford. , The Germans used this ford when they moved from Germanna 
to the head waters of the Robertson. It is at the lower end of the tract of 
land, bought by Dr. A. G. Grinnan in 1859, from Mr. Charles Bankhead; traces 
of the old road oonld be seen then. The expedition evidently passed by the 
present Woodbury Forest house. From this point is a clear view of the Swift 
Run Gap in the Blno Ridge, which the expedition ascended. The route was 
on the north side of the Rapidan river, to the Forks, turned west into Greene 
county, crossed Turkey Ridge, along the side of Saddle Back Mountain, to 
Summit of Swift Rnn Gap. 

St. Mark's, page 57— Conway Family— Francis Conway, of Port Conway, 
opposite Port Royal, Va., m. Rebecca, daughter of Elizabeth Gaines (not 
Grymes), and Col. John Catlett, Jr. She was daughter of Col. Daniel Gaines, 
of Essex. After Francis Conway^s death, she m. John Moore, of Caroline. Sbs 
had six Conway children, one of whom was Nelly Conway, the mother of 
President Madis on. She had two Moore children, one of whom, Jane Moore, 
m. Erasnnis Taylor, of Orange. 

St. Mark's, p. 74— The Taylor Family— This is a very large family, and can- 
not be noted at length for lack of space. The Ist settler, James Taylor, of 
Carlisle, Eng., did not settle' on Chesapeake Bay. The Virginia Land offi«e 
records show that he lived on the Mattaponi River, in the lower part of what 
is now (Caroline county. He was su(»ce<'<lHd in the ownership of this place by • 
his oldest son in 179!), Col. James Taylor, who m. Martha Thompson (see Bev- 
erley^B Hist, of Va.) Col. James Taylor, of the Horseshoe Expedition, entered 
large bodies of land'xabout 15,000 aores->in what is now Orange, about the year 
1720—22. He removed to Orange and lived and died there. His widow lontf 
survived him. Dr. Charles Taylor was not a son of .James (2) Taylor; he wats 
liid grandson, sou o/ the well known Col. George Taylor, of Orange, who lived 
about two iniles east of Orange C. H., which house is still standing. Here also 
lived Col. Frank Taylor, the diarist; he was another son of Col. George Taylor. 
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He never married, aud died In 1799. His will, oti record, 8how8 that lu* left 
moBt of bis property to his nephews, who lived in Kentucky. The (iiary is in 
pooaewiofi of Di. Andrew 0. Grinnaii. He wae Lt.-CoIonel of the Convention 
Qaards, who had charge of the Burt^oyne prisonem near Chariottesville. 

St. Mark's, p. 75— Winston Family— Anthony Winston m. Alice Taylor, 
dau. of Jauies (3) Taylor, of Orange, who was Hon of Col. James (2) Taylor and 
Martha Thompson. The account of Alice and her supposed husband iu Camp- 
beire History of Va. is erroneons. 

St. Mark's, p. 60— Children of Helen Buchan Glassell and Daniel Grinnan, 
of FredericksburK: Robert Alexander, b. 1817, d. 1884; Eliza Richards, b. 1819, 
d. 1846; Cornelia, b. 1H21. d. 18(34; Helen Mary, h. 1H23; Daniel, b. 1825, d. 1886; 
Daniel Glassell, b. 1827; Daniella M., b. 1830, d. 1«B8. 

St. Market, p. 85— Blanghter Family— The first Robert Slanghter of Ool- 
peper m* Mary Smith, daughter of Augustine Smith, of Culpeper, an early 
land surveyor, who lived on the Rappahannock river. HIk will iu on record 
in the iirtst Vol. of Will recordH of Orange county. A«j?u8tine Smith wsls of 
the Horseshoe Expedition of Gov. Spotowood, as was also another surveyor, 
Col. James Taylor. AuKustine Smith was the son of Ool. Lawrence Smith, of 
Gloucester county, and York Town. Col. Smith for years was commandant of 
the fort at Falmouth, Va. The Houhc of Burgesses also gave him civil juris- 
diction over a section around the fort, an unusual mark of (confidence, and 
donated to him a tract of land on the Rappahannock, three and a half miles 
wide by five miles lonff. He was onee defeated in battle by Baoon, his troops 
deserting him. Altogether tie wn^oneof the most distinguished Viiglnlans 
of bin day. He laid out York Town. 

in St. Mark's, page 4R. it is stated that the tradition is that the organ in 
the Lutheran church in Madison county was paid for by subscriptions taken 
np in Germany and Sweden. This may be emmeoos, for several years ago, an 
article api>eared in a Horthem newspaper, probably in the New York Evening 
Post, giving an account of John Thornburg, a Geriiian. who lived at Listy, 
PennKvlvania, who built an organ for the liUtlieran Cliurch of Madison in 
1700, for $300.00. which he delivered to the agent of the Madison church in 
Philadelphia, who hauled tt to Madison, Va.. in a wagon. He also built one 
for the Lutheran Chureh in Wlnston'Salero, N. C.

At a meetinjsr of the fieeholdere and other inhabitante of the County nf 
Culpeper, in Virjfinia, assembled, on due notice, at the Court House of the 
eaid oounty, on Thursday, the 7th of July, 1774, to couatder of the mo«t oflfect- 
ual methodR to preaerre the rights and Jibertlet of America, the following reto- 
Intfons were adopted. 

Hbitry Pbstdlbton, Esq.* ICodbbator. 

Resolved: That we will, whenever we are called nprni for that parposo 
maintain and defend hi» Majesty's rierht and title to the Crown of (ireat Brit- 
ain, and all <yther of hfe IKkniinions thereunto belon^infr, to whose royal per- 
son and Government we profess all due obedience and fidelity. 

Resolved : That the n'u'lit to impose taxes or duties, to be paid by the In- 
habitants of this country, for any purpose whatsoever, is [)ecnliar and essen- 
tial to the General Asseuibly, iu wboin the LeKislatlve authority is vested.

Resolved: Tliat every oounty In thh oolony oa?1itto appoint deputies to 
meet upon the first day of August, in the city of Williiinisburg, then and there 
to consult upoti the most proper means for carrying these or any other resolu- 
tions, which shall be judged more expedient for obtaining peaoe and tranquil* 
ity in America, into execution.

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CULPEPER COUNTY HISTORY. 

INTBODUCTORT GHAFTEB. 
CulpBper, named ia honor of Thomas LoM Culpeper, Rovernor of Virginia 

1080 — 1683 (for sketch of whom see Hardesty's Encyclopaedia of Hfoin*aphy), was 
formed in 1748 from Orange county (Oraiifje wat^ taken from 8potsylvania, 
which county had been cut off from Ehhcxj. Itu territory, embracing originally 
wiiat is uow Ciilp«p6r, Hadiflonand Rappahannoek eotiiitieis was tho sabjeot of 
a protracted controversy, involving the title to several million acres of l.ind. 
The entire territory "w^ithin the bends of the rivers Tappahannock, alias Rap- 
pahannock, and Quiriougb, or Potomac, the courses of those rivers, and the 
Bay of Chesapayork, &c.,'" was granted at different times, by King Cliarles I. 
and II., to Lord Hopton, the Earl of St. Albans, and others, and subsequently 
by King James to Lord Culpeper, who had purchased the rights of the other 
grantees. Thomas, fifth Lord Fairfax, who married Catharine, daughter of 
Lord Culpeper, became the proprietor of this princely domain, commonly 
known as the Northern Neek. From him, It deeeended to his son Thomas, sixth 
Lord Fairfax, and comprised the counties of Lancaster, Northumberland, 
Richmond, Westmoreland, Stafford, King George, Prince William, Fairfax, 
Loudoun, Fauquier, Culpeper, Madison, Page, Shenandoah, Hardy, Hamp- 
shire, Morgan, Berkeley, Jefferson and Frederick. In 1705 Edward Nott, gov- 
ernor of Virginia, in the name of the king, granted 1,990 acres of land to Henry 
Beverley, in the forks of the north and noiith bniiicheH of tlie Rappahannock. 
Robert Carter, commonly known from his larj^e landed possessions as "King" 
Carter, who was the agent of Fairfax, objected to the grant as being within 
the limits of the North<»m Neek grant. The question then arose whether the 
south (the Rapid Anne) or the north branch of the Rappahannock was the 
chief stream. To nettle the controversy, Thomas Fairfax, the sixth Lord, and 
Baron Cameron, petitioned the king in 1788, to order a commission to ascer- 
tain the bounds of his patent. In oonsequenoe, oommissionars were appointed 
severally in behalf of the crown and of Lord Fairfax These weie William 
Byrdof "Westover"; John Robinson of "Piscataway," Essex county, an(i John 
(irymesof "Brandon," Middlesex county, on behalf of the crown; and William 
Beverly, WiUiam Fairfax and Charles Carter, on behalf of Fairfax. They made 
Uieir reiKMrt on December 14, 1730, to the oouneO for idantation affairs, which 
body, on the 6th day of April, 1745, confirmed the report, which was in turn 
confirmed by the king, who ordered the appointment of commissioners, to run 
and mark the dividing line. This was done in 1746. The decision was in favor 
of Iiord Fairfax, and made that branoh of the Rapid Anne called the Oonway, 
the head -stream of the Rappahannock river, and the southern boundary of the 
Northern Neck; and thus confirming to Lord Culpeper the original county of 
Culpeper. The original journal of the expedition kept by Major Thomas Lew- 
is, is now in the poss^ion of Ills descendant, Hon. John F. Lewis, ex-lient. 
governor of Virginia. The oonflletlng rights of the NorthMn Neok pttlent, 
with those dalmed by Joist Hite and others, have been the eause of imkumer- 
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able law suits, w hich crowded the records of the Stato courts to a period ad- 
vanced into the U)th century. There was an attempt made by tho State of 
Maryland as late as 1832 to extend her boundary by an infraction of the Fair- . 
fox line, as above, eetabliehed in 1740. ' 

The nAme of Govranor Alexander Spotswood, one of the ablest exeeutiTes 
of Colonial Virginia, is prominently associated with Culpeper county, as the ; 
larprest landed proprietor of that portion of Spotsylvania county (nained in 
his honor), which subsequently formeil the county of Culpeper, uud as the , 
founder in 1714 of the town of 

GKRMAXXA, 

On a peninsular of 400 acres of land on the Ijauks of the Rapid Anne, which 
was settled by about four-score Germans, whom he brought thither to conduct 
his iron inanafs4Storles; and 1^ town was, nntO the division of Spotsylvania 
oounty, its Aonntyseat. It is thus described by Hugh Jones, in Ills ^^Pieaent 
Condition of Virginia," published in 1724: ■ 
"Beyond ('(»loiiel Spotswood's furnace, above the falls of Kappahannock j 
river, within view of the vast mountains, he (iSpotHWood) has founded a town i 
called Germanna, from some Germans sent over by Queen Anne, who are now i 
removed up further [into what is now Madison county]. Here he has servants | 
and workmen of most handicraft trades; and he is building a church, court 
house, and dwelling-house for himself, and with his servants and negroes, he [ 
has cleared plantations about it, proposing great encouragement for people to 
oome and settle in that uninhabited part of the world, lately divided into a 
county. 

"Beyond this is seated the colony of rtennans or Palatines, with allowance 
of good quantity of rich lands, who thrive very well and live happily, and eD- 
tertain gen«K>usly. These are encouraged to make wine, which by the expe- 
rienoe (partfonlarly) of tiie late Robert Beverly, who wrote the History of Vir- 
ginia, was done easily, and in large quantities in those parts; not only from 
the cultivation of the wild grapes, which grow ])lentifully and naturally in all 
the lands thereabouts, and iu the other parts of the country; but also from the | 
Spanish, French, Italian and Gtorman wines/^ 

TKK PRBSRNT LIMITS OF TKK COUKTT 

Comprise an average length of twenty miles, with a breadth of about eighteen 
miles. It is drained by the Rappahannock and Rapid A luie rivers and their 
tributaries, the former river running along its northeast and the latter U(>uu 
itv southeast and southwest boundaries. According to the census of 1890, the 
population was 18,888. Number <^ aeres <rir land 988,64$. Itisagood fk-uit ooan< 
ty, including grapes, and is self-sustaining in all of its farm products. The 
grazing is excellent, including clover, timothy, orchard, Randall, Herds and 
blue grasses. The county is traversed by the great Southern Railway. The 
health of the county is excellent. Highland 7 ) per cent^; bottoms 25 per cent 
About two-fifths of the oounty is in timber, consisting of walnut, ash, hickory* 
the oaks, locust, pine, cedar, chestnut, maple, etc. Minerals: Magneticaod 
hematic iron ores and gold, a mine of the latter being worked. 

CULPEPKR IN THE RRVOLUTION. 

Culpet)er was distinguished in the Revolutionary war by the important service 
of her gallant Minute men, who, as the brilliant John Randolph of Roanoke 

said in the United States Senate, "were raised in a minute, armed in a minute, 
mandied in a minute, fought in a minute and vanquished in a nn'nute." Im- 
mediately on the breaking out of the war in ITTri, Patri(tk Henry, then com- 
mander of the Virginia troops, sent to this section of the colony for assistance. 
Upon his summons, l.'iO men from Culpeper, 100 from Orange, antl 100 fi-om 
Fauquier, rendezvoused here, and encamped in a field the property of the late 
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Hon. Jolin S. Hnrboiir. half a uiilo W(>st of llu' villaj^«» of Fairfax. An old oak 

marked the upot. Tliesc were tlu' first Miiiut<' Mimi raised in Vir^fiiiia. Tlun- 
formed themselves into a reKiuJ«Ji»t, chooHiiiK i^-awnau-e Taliaferro of Uranjife, 
colonel; Edward SteveoB of Culpeper, lientenant colonel; and Thomas Mar- 

'shall of Fauciuior— father of Chief Justice John Manhall— major. Tlie fla^ 
nscd l>y the ("ulpoper men bore in its eenter the lifjiire of a rattlesnake coili'd 
und in tlie a<;t of striking — above which was inscribed "The Culpeper Aiinute 
Hen«** on either side "Liberty or Death/* and beneath ^Dont Tread on He 
The corps were dreeaed in f?reen hnntinj^ shirto with the words **Iiiberty or 
l^eath" iii lar^e letters orj their basoTn^. A was seeing this, remark<»d it 
was too severe for him: but that he was williax to enlist if the words were al- 
tered to "Liberty or Be Crippled * 

•They wore^i^ their hats buok-taiie, and in their belts tomahawks and sealp- 
ing knives. «Thbir' Bava^, war-like appearance excited the terror of the in- 
lial)itants as they niarehed through the country to Williamsburg Shortly 
after their arrival at that place, about 15U ol tlieui— those armed with rilles— 
marched into Norfolk eottuty, and were engaged in the battle of the (J-reat 

- Bridge. Among them were Chief Jnsticie Marshall, then a lieutenant, and Gen- 
eral Kdward Stephens. In the eourse of the war, eight companies of eighty- 

' four men ea<di were formed in Culpeper lor the Continental service. They 

-were raised by the following captains: John Green (subsequently promoted to 
colonel, and wounded in the shoulder and crippled for life while storming a 

•breast work. He was grandfather of Judge John Williams Green, of the court 
f)f aj)peals of Virginia, and great-grandfather of several distinguished jurists—the 
learned brothers, the late William (ireen, LL. D., of Itiuhmond, the late Major 

*Jaine&'W. Gredh of Cul{>« per. and the late Thomas C. Qreen; judge of the en- 

'preine^courtofthe Stateof We^t Virginia, being among them): John Thorn- 
ton. GeorLT'' Slauirhter. Gabri!'! L^ng (firomoted major i. .Tiio. Gillison, ( who while 
gallantly leailing his men to attack the enemy nt iirandywine to prevent them 
making prisoner of the comj>any of (>aptain I.iong, was struck in the foreheatl 
bya raiuket ball; the surgeon examined the wound, and then, lifting up his

May 39, 178(), at the Wax- 
haiuM, ue.ir the bonlei-s of North (Jaroliua). John .Jameson who was clerk of 
Culpjpor county at the beginning of the llavolution, promptly joined the cause 
of his fellow oDlonista, and commanded a company that marched to Williams- 
burg. He was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel. John Paulding, David Wil- 
liams and Isaac van Wart, the three immortal ]).itriots who captured Andre, 
were in the command ot hieut. Col. Jameson, who, in turn, informed Geuerul 

• Washington of the cai)ture. 

AmoDfC other heroes of the Revolution from Culpeper, may be named Cap- 
tain Philip Slaughter, who entered the (.'nlpejier Minute Men at the age of sev- 
enteen as a private, and marched with them to Willianisl)urg shortly after the 
seizure of the powder in March, 177o, l)y Dunmore. Having received a com- 
mission of lientenant he marched to the North in the fall of with the 
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Eleventh Virginia Continental Regiment. Daniel Morgan then commanded 
this corps, and also a volunteer rifle regiment. There Slaughter remained un- 
til the commencement of the year 1780, and wab in the battles of Brandywine, 
Ctomantown, Honmoatti and at the stonninir of Stooy Fbint. He ipent the 
winter of 1777-8 at Valley Forge. His messmates were Lieutenant Robert (af- 
terwards General) Porterfield, Captain Charles Porterfleld, Captain Jameson 
and Lieutenant (afterwards Chief Justice) Marshall. There they .were all re- 
dnoed to gnat priTation In the want of food and olothing. They bore tbelr 
■afferings withont murmur, heiag fortified by an undaunted patriotism. Most 
of the ofBcers gave to their almost naked soldierp nearly the whole of their 
clothing, reserving only what they themselves had on. Slaughter was reduced 
to a single shirt. While this was being washed he wrapped HimaAif in a blan- 
ket. From the breaet of his only ihirt he had wriitbanda and a collar made to 
complete his uniform for parade. Many of his brother of&cers were still worse 
off, having" no undergarments at all; and not one soldier in five had a blanket. 
They all lived in rude huts, and the snow was knee deep the whole winter. 
Waahlngton daily invited the olBeen in lotation to dhie with him at hie pci- 
vate table, bat for want of deoent olothing few were enabled to attend. Slaagh- 
ter beinf? so Tuuch better provided, frequently went in the place of the others, 
that, as he said, ^'his regiment might be represented.^' While in this starving 
condition, the country people brought food to camp. Often the Dutch women 
wece eeen riding in, titting on bags on their horses* baofc, holding two or three 
bushels each of apple pies, baked sufficiently hard to be thrown across the 
room without breaking. These were i3urcha8ed eagerly, eaten with avidity, 
and considered a great luxury. Slaughter performed the duties of paymaster 
an4elothierinadditioatothoseof aeaptainof theline. He was promoted to 
a captaincy in 1778, he being then not twenty years of age. Captain Slaughter 
held various civil offices, among which was that of high sheriff of Culpeper 
oounty. He married twice, first a daughter of Colonel French Strother, and 
secondly a daughter of Colonel Thomas Towles, having issue by the two mar- 
riages nineteen children who intermarried with the Ifaeoniokiet Oonroyf Dade, 
Smith, Madison, Chapman, Bradford, Thompson and Semmea families, and 
their descendants now include many additional honored names. He died in 
1H49 at the advanced age of ninety-one. His ninth child the venerable and 
widely beloved Rev. Philip Slaofl^ter, D. D., historiographer ci the Episoopal 
Diooese of Virginia, an doquent pulpit orator and a glowing and prolific writ- 
er, whose delightsome pen was tireless, before his death celebrated at his home 
near Mltchell^s, two touching anniversaries, the semi-centennial of his ordi- 
nation as a minister and his golden wedding. He had in hii possssaion a brief 
journal of his honcwed father giving an aoeoant of the movanents of the troops 
during the time the latter was in service, tof^ether with certifieatos of the faith- 
ful service of Captain Slaughter, ^^iven by Chief Jostioe Marshall, (General 
Robert Porterfield and Colonel Jameson. 

To the list of Gnlpeper worthies should be added the names of Colon^ 
Gillison, Colonel Gabriel Jones, Colonel William Green, Colonel John Thcwn- 
ton. Colonel JarneH Slauprhter, Colonel John Slaughter, Colonel John Jameson, 
Major John Roberts, Colonel David Jameson and Colonel Philip Clay ton (sub- 
seqnratly State Judge and member ot oongress ftrom Georgia) of the Revo- 
lution; Cohmel John Fidd, who was in the battle of Point Pleasant, Oetober 
lOth, 1774; Colonel French Strother, member of Virginia assembly in 1776; his 
son George French Strother, member of congress, 1817-20; Philip Rootes 
Thompson, member of congress, 1806; John Strother Pendleton, member of 
congress and United States minister to Beunos Ayrcs; Colonel James Pendle- 
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ton, Colonel Nathaniel Pendleton (who was the second of Alexander Hamilton 
in hip lamentable duel with Aaron Burr); John Strode Barbour, nr., member 
of Congress; Hon. Richard W. Thompson, member of congress and secretary 
of the navy; Major General fidmand Pendleton GaineB. United States army, 
and Rev. John A. Broadus, D. D., of the Baptist Choroh, pulpit OratOTvantb or 
and educator. The diHtin<,Miiphed William Wirt, the author of the "British 
Spy," was once a resident of Culpeper, having conuneneed the practice of law 
here in 1792, when only twenty yeare of age. 

In his family buryiug-ground (which is now tlie Masonic Cemetery) half a 
mile north of Culpeper, the eonntyseat, is the tomb of a revolutlofiary hero 
with the followinir iniedption:

. . ^ At his seat in Culpeper, in his 76th year of age. 

This fCft)l»nt offleer and upright man had served hiseonntry with reputation in 

the fi,eld and Senate of his native State. He took an active part and had 
a principal share in the war of the Revolution, and acquired great dis- 
* • tinctioh at the battles of Great Bridge, "Brandywine, Qermantown, Cam- 
den, Guilford Court House and the siege of York: and although zealous in 
the cause of American Freedom, his conduct was not marked with the 
least tief;:ree of malevolence or party spirit. Those who honestly differed 
with him in opinion he always treated with singular tenderness. In strict 
integrity, honest patriotism an^ immovable courage, he was sui-passed by 
none and 'had few equals.'' 

Th0re may be added of General Stevens the following detail of services : 
At the commencement of the Revolutioii he commanded with distinction a 
battalion of riflemen at the battle of Great Bridge, near .Norfolk, Virginia; was 
soon after made eolonel of the lOth Virflffnia Beglment with whieh he Jcdned 
Washington ; and at the battle of Brandywine (September 1 ith, 1777,) by his 
gallant* exertion saved a part of the army from capture, clnM^ked the enemy 
'and Hecured the retreat. He also diHtin^juished himself at (iermantown, and 
being made a brigadier-general of Virginia militia, fought at Camden, also at 
Gnilford Ck>urt Honse, •#here his sklllfnl dispositions were extremely servtoea- 
ble to the army, and where, though severely wounded in the thigh, he brought 
off his troops in good order. General Greene bestowed on him marked com- 
mendation. At Yorktown he performed important duties, and throughout the 
revolution possessed a large share of the respect and confidence of General 
Washinjiton. He was a member of the senate of Virgfaiia from the adoption of 
the State eonstttntlon until the year 1790. 

OBORaB WASHINGTOir, 8URTBTOR. 

In one of the books in the eleik^s office of Culpeper is the annexed entry: 

20th July, 1749 (O. S.)-GEORaE WASHINGTON Gkxt., pro- 
duced a commission from the Pre.^ident and Master of Wil- 
liam & Mary College, appointing him to be surveyor of this county, 
. Whieh was read, add thereupon he took the usual oaths to his maj^ 
listy^s person «(nd ^Vemment, and took and subscribed the abjura- 
tion oath and test, and thereupon took the oath of sunreyor, aeoor- 
ding to law. 

THK CULPKPKR COMMITTKK OF SAFETY OF 1775. 

Upon these C|9famittees were devolved the appointment of ofQcers and other 
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local executive functione. They were elected by the freeholders. In 1775, the 
committee was composed of John Jamesoiu, Uenry Pendleton, Jaiues Slaugh- 
ter, John Slaughter, and othera, not oertainly known to the writer. Thejr 

probably were Hoiiie of the following jtlsticeH of the peace of that day, to-wit: 
Henry Field, Win. F?all, Win. Green, Ben. Roberts, JoHeph Wood, Jno. Stroth 
er, Sam. Uluyton ami James Pendleton. Col. James Barbour and Henry Field 
represented the county in 1705, dec— Henry Field and French Strother in '74- 
75-76| fte. 

"CATA1#PA." 

This name has become historieal from having been the scene of the lint 
encampment of the Minute Men and by bein^ applied to a cUstHct in the OOliil* 
ty. It may be well, therefore, to record its origin. 

The place now owned by Mr. J. C. Bell was the seat of Major Philip Clay- 
ton, in colonial timee, and was named from a eataipa tree (the first in the eonn- 
ty), traasplainted by him from Essex* He married the sister of Robert Cole- 
man, on whose land (^ulpeper was established in 17o9, and called Fairfax, 
which was its legal title before the Civil war. The first trustees of the town 
were Nat. Pendleton, Wm. Oreen, Wm. Williams, Thomas Slaughter and Philip 
Clayton. Ben Davis had leased the land from Coleman and hiMkoeitfienaniftti 
DaviH and Coleman streets. One of the daughters of P. Claytoilk' miirried Nat. 
Pendleton, whose son Nat. was a Minut*^ Man of Culpepef, after^ardn aid to 
Gen. Greene, and was the second of Alexander Hamilton in his duel with Aaron 
BniT. He was the ancestor of Geo. H. Pendleton, who was minister-to Berlin. 
His brother Henry was an eminent jurist in South Carolina, after whom the 
Pendleton District was called. Another daughter of Clayton married Wni. 
Williams, the father of Gen. James, Maj. John, Philip and Wm. Clayton Wil- 
liams, from whom a numerous progeny has descended. Another daughter 
married Col. James Slaughter, the father of Captain P. ^laughter, who was 
bom at CataliMt, Dee. 1788. He was living with his grandfother and going to 
school here to Adam Goodlet, miister of the first classical school ever in Cul- 
peper to that date, when the Minute Men met in Clayton's old field (Catalpa) 
in 1775. Hence he had the best opportunity of knowing the facts recorded iu 
his journal. The Minute Man, Gen. Stevens, who cast the electoral vote of 
this distrlet for Washington, also married the daughter of Robert Coleman. 

Hon. Thos. L. Thompson, who was once elected to Congress from Califor- 
nia, is a lineal descendant of Philip Claj'ton and Pliilip Slaughter. The first 
colonel of the Minute Men of Culpeper, Laurence Taliaferro, hits descendauts 
here in the ehildren of the late Dr. Alfred Taliaferro and Mrs. Alcocke. 

FAIRFAX LODGE, NO, 43, A. F, & A. M. 
The publishers are mueh indebted to Mr. George Dabney Gray, of the Cul- 
peper bar, for the following extracts of an address which he delivered before 

the members of Fairfax Ixnlge on the occasion of their Centennial Anniversary, 
which wan the 27th. day of December, 1894. The address was published in 
pamphlet form, at the request of the Lodge: 

**At the request of Fairfax Lodge, which eame to me with the foroe of an 
order, it was my pleasure to obey. I am here to speak to you on this Centen- 
nial Anniversary of onr Ix)dge, which we meet to celebrate to-night. Wo meet 
as a band of brothers to retrim our altar tires and renew our devotion to the 
sacred principles of our order. 

"The day itself is a inond Masonic Jubilee, hallowed by aasoelattonB of the 
past and by traditions of the most thrilling interest to every Mason. For 
many hundred yean^ our order has celebrated the 94th of June, and the 27th. 
of December, in honor of St. John the Baptist and St. John the Evangelist,

two eminent church PatroiiH in Masonry. But this 27th of December, 1884, is 
of especial interest to the luumberH of this Lodge. 

*'One hnndrad yean ago to to-day Fairfax Lodge, No. 43, was orKanixed at 
this place, under a eh.u-ter from the Grand Lodf^e of Viiginla, which was lign- 
ed by Chief JuBtice John Marshall, then Grand Master, 

"The Grand T^od^jt" of Virg^inia whh ()rgaiiized 1778, with John Hlair, Mhh- 
ter and with only five lK>dKeH Increa8e<l rapidly so that in 1 794, 16 years af- 
terwards Whan this Lodge waa organized there weie 4S Lodges in Virgiiiia In 
1888, them were 133 Lodges 

James Mercer won Secoiid Grand Master. 

Ed. liandolph, Third Grand MaHter. 

Alex. Montgomery, Fourth Grand Master. 

Thomas Matbews, Fifth Grand Master. 

John Mavriiall, Sixth Grand Muster 
"The present number of Lodges in Vir^jinia is over 800. On the 9th of De- 
reiul)er, 1794, a chart-er was issued by the Grand Lodge of Virginia for the for- 
mation of Fairfax Lodge Ho. 43, at this place, then known as Fairfax. It was 
signed by Ohief Jnstiee of the U. S., John Uafshall, and named the follow- 
ing as officers of the new Lodge: Philip R<><)t <'s Thompson, Master; Birket Dar 
venport, S. W. and Philij) Li^'htfoot, Jr., Warden, and at the same time a com- 
mittee of three memben of the Grand Lodge were appointed to install the 
said officers. 

"On the 97th day of Deoember, 1794, at the house of Benjamin Bhaekelford, 
in the town of Fhirfaz, the said officers were duly installed and the Urst meet- 
ing of the new Lodge was held and the f()llf)wing additional officers were elect- 
etl and installed : Thomas Knox, Treas., John Shackelford, Secty., Thomas 
Jameson, S. U., Ed. Pendleton, J. D., John Hawkins, Tyler. The new Lodge 
and the members repaired in proeesdon to the Court House where a sermon 
was preached by Rev John WoodvUle, Chaplain. He was the Reotor of the 
Epis<M)j)al church at that time. 

"There were twenty members at the first meeting. The little town of Fair- 
fax was then in its infancy, having been laid out in 17^4; indeed the liepublic 
was then in its infancy. It had only been 18 years slnee the battle of Tork- 
town, whieh seeured the independence of the Ameriean Colonies, 7 years ^m 
the adoption of the Constitution of the United States, and five years from the 
election of the first President, George Washington, and he was still President 
. in 17»4, having been elected for the second term in 17il2. George 111 was still 
on the throne <tf England. 

**Phi1ip Bootes Thompson was the son of Ber. John Thompson, who was 
Rector of St. Mark's Parish, and in 1801-7 represented this district in Coiif^ress. 
Birket Davenport was the great grandfather of P, L, .lameson. Major P. 
Lightfoot is well known to many of you: an old bachelor whose white cravat 
and linen bosom were always spotless— the only man ever known who conld 
walk from his resldenoe to the eourt honse without getting a stain on his 
shining shoes. Benj. Shackelford kept the house known as the old Bell Tav- 
ern which wasa large frame building situated on the corner of the lot on which 
B. U. Macoy now lives. He was the father of John Shackelford, our old attorney 
for the Commonwesltii and grand-father of the late Judge Henry Bhaekelford. 
This hotel was afterwards kept by Jerre Strother and it was burned down in 
the year 1845. Thomas Knox was the father of the old merchant, Thos. F. 

Kuox, of Fredericksburg. Thomas Jameson was a nephew of Col. John Jame- 
son an officer of the Revolution. John Jameson is the nand-father of Phillip 
Jameson and was Clerk of the County from 1778 to 1810. Ed. Pendleton was 
the son of Col. James Pendleton. 
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"Among the Mends of tlili Infknt Lodge there was a dietfniruiBhed General 

of the Revolutionary army. He had gained groat diatlnction at the battle of 
Great Bridge and Brandywine, rfennantown, Camden, Guilford C. H. and 
Yorktown. He had been severely wounded at Guilford. He lived in the house 
afterwards owned by F. T. Lightfoot (burned down). Soon after the Lodge 
was formed he donated to them a lot of ground for the erection of a hnildins: 
to be used aa a Lodge room, and the Lodge by private subscription pooh raisptl 
money enough to erect a building for their ineetinj^s. Gen. Stevens also de- 
vised by his will one acre of land near his own family burying ground to be 
need at a eemetery for the members of the Lodge and their familiee. He died 
in 1890. 

"The new Lodge continued to hold its meetings at the houBe of Benj. 
Shackelford until they moved into their own Hall built upon the lot donated 
to them by Gen. Ed. Stevens. The Uist meeting held at the house of Benjamin 
Shackelford was June Srd. 1797. TheHrst meeting held in their new Hail waa 
on July 7th. 1797. The dedication was Aug. let. 1797, with appropriate cere- 
monies. At their March meeting in 1798, a committee was appointed to wait 
on 0enl. Stevens and express the thanks of the Lodgd for his great liberality. 
At the meeting Dee. 87th. 1799, the following resolution was panned: BesolTed, 
that this Lodge show a testimony of their deep regret at the decease of our 
late and worthy brother, Genl. George Washington, Grand Master of America, 
by wearing crape for the day and that the Treasurer procure the same." 
Washington died December 14th. 1799. 

"Among the members of the old Lodge ttom MM, 1888, were the following: 
Judge R. H. Field, distinguished Judge of the Circuit Court. Robt. G. Ward, 
Clerk of Circuit Court till 1851. John C. Williams, known Capt. Jack. .Ter- 
emiali 8trother, grand-father of Rev. John Haixsbrough and great grand-father 
of Mrs. Maeoy; at one time kept old Bell Tavern. Wm. IC. Thompson, father 
of Hoij. R. W. Tiiompson, member of Congress from Ind., and Sect, of Navy 
under President Hays. Jonathan C. Gibstjn, father of Col. J. C. Gibson, and a 
great lawyer. Wm. Foushee, father of Mrs. Fayette Latham, and the late Mrs. 
Oola John Strother, cousin of Jeremiah Strother and law partner of Fayette 
Mansy. Andrew Qlnssoll, grand-father of Dr. A. O. Orinnan. Wm. Bmison, 
long Commissioner of Court, &c. J. W. Denton, father of Mrs. Robert Williams. 
Isham B. Mason, father of Mrs. Jessie L. Burrows (built old ( ■ H. and St. Ste- 
phens church.) Rev. Herbert Marshall, father of the late George E. Marshall. 
Samel A. Stanow, OoL in U. 8. Army, father of Hrs. Judge Bell and Urs. Dr. 
Thompson. Hon. John S. Pendleton, member of Congrsssand Minister to Chili. 
Major Philij) Williams, father of George M. Williams. Jeremiah Latham. St. 
Pierre Shackelford. Wm. G. Allan, father of J. M. and A. M. Allan. Richard 
Jeffries, grand-father of W. L and J. L. JefTrie^. Martin Slaughter who built 
briek house (now jail). James B. Clayton. Thomas Bell. Thomas light- 
foot. Clerk from 1816 to 1831, father of Frank Lightfoot. Col. David Jameson, 
father of David and Washiiis^on Jameson. Col. John Thorn, of Berry Hill. 
Kobt. N. I^orris, father of Miss Bell Norris. Thos. Knox, father of the old mer- 
ehant Thomas F. Knox, of Frederieksbuzg. Wm. Clayton Williams, father of 
Lewis B. Williams of Orange; was an eminent lawyer. Thos. Hall, old mer- 
.ohant, lived at old Hall farn\. Robt. Greon, son of Col. .John Green, of the 
Revolution and brother of Genl. Moses Green. Reuben Fry, son of Rev. Hen- 
ry Fry, built the house where Ed. Lightfoot died, was father of J udge Fry of 
West Virginia and Philip 8. Fry, Clerk of Orange. Maj. John Roberts oHl- 
cer of Revolution and grand-father of John Strother and Dr. Johnson Strother, 
Past Master of this Lodge. Wm. Broadus, Clerk from 1811 to 1810. Zephaniah 
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Turner, a«d John Turner. Robert Lovell, Wm. Hurt, Jones Oreen, Geo. Fiek> 
)en, Win. Conner, Nimrod Poiiham, ThOA. Porter, Wm. Ward and Moses Samuel. 

"A ball was given in this f.odt^e room and by the Lod^e to the Tklarquis De 
La Fayette, upon his visit to this country in 1822. La Fayette was a great Ma- 
son as well as a distinguished Geneial and was the hosom friend €»f €^rge 
Washln^jfton. 

"Culpeper was as famou?^ then, as Hhe has alway.s been, for her bpautiful 
women, atui La Fayette is said to have remarked on that occasion tliat he had 
never seen prettier women. 

"The Lodge eontinued to work under this charter of 1791 tUl the year 1847. 
But we have no record of their meetin!?^ after January, 1801* Their building 
was burned in the year IHi'] or "47. In 1855, the Lodge was reorganized under a 
new charter but with the same name and number and met in the Verandah 
Building. The offieers were F. ICauxy, Master, Br. P. O. Slaughter, Sr. War^ 
den, Ji L. Burrows, Jr. Warden. In the year 1853 the present buUding was 
erected by the subscriptions of the members of the Lodge with such aid as 
oould be obtahied from other Masons. 

"During the war between the States the work of the Lodge was suspentiutl 
from 1851 to 1865. During the occupation of the toWn by the Federal army in 
the summer of 1862, under Gen. Pope, the Lodge room was broken open and the 
Hall was greatly damaged, the farnitiiro all dostroycd and the charter, rt'^alia, 
jewels and books of the Lodge carried away. These books contained all the 
minutes and proceedings of the Lodge from its organization down to the year 
1881. Only one of these books has* been recovered and fortunately that is the 
one containing the minutes from the organization down to 1801, together with 
a copy of the charter iHsued by (irand Master John Marshall. This old book 
was sent by one Wm. J. Jeuks, in 1884, just ten years ago to the Ciraud Lodge of 
Pennsylvania, and by that Lodge ordered to be sent to the Grand Lodge of 
Virginia, which was done and that Lodge sent it to this Lodge. No morb in- 
excusable act of vandalism was pr^rpetrated during the war. The damages 
were assi;:*sed in August, 1835, at $1,169.05 and certified to by the Federal offi- 
cer then in command of what was then termed the *^nb Distoiot of Culpeper." 
It is hoped that the time will come when these • damages will be paid by the 
U. S. fToverniuont as well as all other damages done to other Masonic property 
and to churches. 

' On the aoth of August, 1805, the Lodge held its first meeting after the war 
under dispensation from the Grand Lodge dated 84th. of Aug. 1865. The nieet- 

ing was held in the office of Dr. 11. S. L?wis over Aleoeke'fl store. The offieers 
then were G. D. (xray. W. M., who had been Master since 1858, C. T. Crittenden, 
8. W., R. S. Lewis, J. W., L. C Turner, Secty., Wm. M. Thompion, a. D., F. 
D. Johnson, J. D., J. L. Burrows, Tyler. The Lodge met in their Hall the 
86th. of January, 1866, and O. D. dray was requested to visit Baltimore and 
other places to solicit aid to purchase car{)3t, jewels, &c.; un li^r this rcsohition 
lie visited Haltliuore and obtained money suffieiont for these purposes and the 
Lodge passed resolutions of thanks to these Lodges on the 23rd. of Feb. 1800. 
The Hall had then been papered and carpeted Ac. 

"Fayette Mauzy, CU-rk of this County i'n.iu 1838-78, 83 years, was a man Of 
rare intelligence and geniality of nature; h« h.nl a memory unsurpassed in ten- 
acity and accuracy and enjoyed the unwavering c(nilidence of the people and 
of the bar and bench. He was greatly beloved by his brethren of the Lodge, 
and indeed by the whole community. He was ready at all times to give infor- 
mation and advice to those who needed it. His mu.-«t striking. characteristic 
perhaps was his wonderful equanimity of temper. Diogenes hardly excelled 
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**Wheii Alexander the Great wasat the city of Corinth doling the Persian 
war he was visited by many statesmen and i>hiloH()j)her8 who came to do him 
honor and he hoped that Diogenes would have come with them, but as he did 
not, Alexander went to see him and he found him lying in the ton and taking 
little notioe of the great General. Alexander asked him how he ooold serve 
him. 'Only stand a little out of my sunshine' said Diogenes. Alexander was 
struck with surprise at finding himself so little regarded and saw something so 
great in that carelessness that while his courtiers were ridiculing the Philoso- 
pher he'aaid: *if I were not Alexander I would wish to be Diosenes.* Fayette 
Hanxy would have received a visit from Alexander or Napoleon or from a 
fi(Teaterman than either, Robt. E. Lee, with the same eorapoflure bnt with 
more politeness than was shown by Diogenes to Alexander. He was always 
polite and courteous to every one and ready to serve them. 

^*Dr. Philip C. BlauKrhter was a man of great sa^aeity and capital sense and 
though somewhat reserved and peculiar he wielded great influence in the 
county. He was truly a zealous Mason and rarely failed to attend the meet- 
ings of the Lodge, and although for UL-iny years S. W., he was like the 
Bphraimites who wanted to pass over the Jordan but eould not 0ve the true 
Shibboleth. He could never ^ive the true response of his office. His death on 
the 19th. of Jun(\ ISfSB, occurred at the Loil^'o room in this place; he was then 
S. W. protem and we were giving the Master's degree to J. 2S. (jlrinnan. 

**What fthdU we say of our faltiif nl and zealous Chaplain, John Oole^ one 
of nature*s noblemen, and one of God^s highest and best gifts to man, for his 
life was devoted to all that was noble and good and true. No thouj^ht of wrong 
ever entered his mind or disturbed his high purposes. He had a virtue which 
no power could tempt and a courage no danger could shake, and although his 
faee and bearingr to smne might seem austere^ his big heart was ae tender and 
gentle and soft as a wonoanVi. 

"Dr. Wm. M. Thompson, so long J. W., full of humor and fun and of great 
kindness of heart, full of sympathy for the distressed. He was a man of sing- 
ularly pure and upright charaefcer, honored and respeeted by all who knew 
him. Perfeotly devoted to his family and always in a good humor. His home 
was the place where he was most loved and by wife and efiildren he was con- 
sidered witljout fault. He ha<l a way, long to be reinembi ri'd, of asking assent 
to every proposition or opinion advanced by himself with the question ''Don't 
you thinlE so." 

"Jesse L. Burrows, the faithful Tyler of the Lodge for more than 50 years. 
The sacred oracles at Delphi were not guarded with more fidelity than did 
this faithful sentinel guard the entrance of his Lodge. He loved bis Lodge and 
his heart was full of etuaAty and love for all his brethren, and he was ready to 
enve them at all times with alacrity and pleasure. 

"Cliarles Ed, T.itrhtfoot, fitted by nature to command, was one of the best 
Masters that ever presided over tlie Lodge, and was as true and Knightly a 
Cavalier as ever drew sword in defeuse of his country. In his dealings with 
hie fellow men, no one possessed a higher sense of honor. 

**0f the ante- war Masons there are not more than liatf a dosen left. The 
memory of those brethren and their deeils is gradually fading away. How for- 
cibly these memories impress upon us the solemn lessons taught us so beauti- 
fully in the Master's Degree. *Man that is born of a woman is of few days and 
full of trouble. He cometb forth as a flower and is out down. He fleeth as a 
shadow and continueth not."' 'Hur life is as a vapor that a|)peareth for a lit- 
tle while and then vanisheth away.' The hearts of the strongest of us are but 
as muffied drums beating funeral dirges to the grave.'' 
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THE CULPEPER OP TO-DAY. 

To-day CuIiH'iH'r, the old town of Fairfax, is a thrifty place of some 9000 
people. Tlio towji cotitains a nuinbor of hjiiul80int> roMideiioes, with hir^e p^reen 
lawns and beautiful shade trees, the delight of the Southern people. It is sup- 
plied with fivBt class briek sidewalks, and a system of water works that is of 
fceat advautaK^ the natural pressure being entirely sufficient for all purposes,

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CHAPTER II. 

"THE CULPEPER MINUTE MEN." 

The followinpr i.s an adilrt'ss which was delivered })y the late Rev. Philip 
Slau^'htcr. D. D., on I hr . iccaHion of the pi"eseut.Htioii on the f>th. of Sei)teniher, 
1887, ot a tlag to the Culpoper Minute Men. The reply of the lato J ud{j;e Johu 
W. Bell, who reeeived the flag on behalf of the company, ia also given. 

^'As the son of one of the original Minute Men of 1775, I naturally feel ao 
interest in their history. And aw I happen to have the only conteinporar)' 
record of their iitut formation, I have thou^'lit it niif^ht have some interest for 
you. The late Captain (Slaughter, of Slaugliter's Mountain, left a journal of 
hift daily life from the year 1775 (when, at the age of sixteen yean, he joined 
Capt. John Jaiueson^s company of Minute Men, to the year of his death), cov- 
erinjr a period of 75 years. In this journal he recorded the lirst formation of 
the Minute Men of OMlpe[>er, their first luarch to Williamshurg, and his daily 
marcheu throughout tlie lievolutioaary War, including a minute detuil of the 
battles of Brandy wine and Oermantown; of the dreadful winter at Valley 
Forge, near Philadelphia, where some offlcers were reduced to a sinj^le sliirt. 
and had to wrap themselves in a blanket while that shirt was washeil. and liad 
to cut up the iKxiy of the shirt to make collars when they appearetl on parade, 
until the yoke and sleeves were all that remained; and the soldiers left the 
print of their naked feet upon the cold snow. Some oflBoers were better off, 
and he tells an anecdote of his mess mate, Lieut. John Marshall (the embryo 
Chief Justice) who had the only ])air of silk stockinfrs in the ret;iment. Just 
before the battle of Hrandywine, Marshall wore his stockings to an eveniun 
party in the country, and slept that night in camp upon a bed of leaves. At 
midnight alarm guns were fired, and Marshall not being able to find his stoek- 
ingS in the dark, set fire to the leaves, which burned a hole in his stockings, 
into which lie thrust his feet, and away he went in that comical co.'^tume. 

"Cai)t. uSlau^'liter s war journal was taken by the Federals when my Iiouk' 
was pillaged during the Civil War. There was, however, a duplicate of the 
first twelve pages in the author's autograph, and it so happened thai %heB» 
pajjres contain the account of the lime, placs^ and circumstances of the organi- 
zation of the Minute Men of (Jiilpi^par. B.jf{)re I read som-:* extracts from the 
journal it may be well to remind you of the political situation that led up to 
these events. 

**The year 1775 was the transition era from a monarchy to a republie. 
When Lord Dunmore, fearing the resentment of the people for his removal of I 

the gun-powder from the magazine at Williamsburg, had tuki ii refuge on h | 
num-of-war, British rule had practically ceased in wliat nstnl to be called hi;* 
Majesty's "Ancient Colony and Dominion of Virginia, but tlic republie had 
not been formally inaugurated. In this emergency it became necessary to 
take measures of self defence. The people mot in convention July 17th., 1775. 
The convention appointed a general committee of safety for the colony and di- 
rected committees of safety to be chosen by the freeholders in each county- 
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.UlX)n tlim' coiiniiittiH'S wiis devolved the sui)r('m(' cxcrMitivc authority. The 
militury coii«i8tud ot two rut^iuieiitu of regulaiu, commuaded by Patrick Heury 
and William Woodford— and of the militia. The county lieutenant and com- 
mander in chief of the militia of Culpeper was James Barbour, the great-giand- 
fathor of the Hon. John S. Barboorand James Barboor, who was once a rep- 
reBentative froia this county. 

"The convention also divided the oolony into 16 districts, in each of which 
a battalion oi 500 men was to be ratoed and diselplined to march at a moment^s 
waminip. This district was composed of the oountles of Fauquier, Culpeper 
and Orange, and the committee of safety commissioned Lawrence Taliaferro, 
of Oranp^e, to be the colonel; Edward Stevens, of (^ulpejter. to l)e the lieuten- 
ant colonel; and Thos. Marshall, of Fauquier, the father of (jhief J usticc Mar- 
shall, the major of this battalion. They also commissioned tea captains for 
the companies into which the battalion was distril)uted. 

"Captain Slaughter only ^-ives the name of the captain of the company to 
which ho belonged, to-wit: John Jameson, the grandfather of your townsman, 
Mr. Philip Jameson, who was then clerk of the county. One of them probably 
was Capt. Nat. Pendleton, who was the ancestor of George H. Pendleton, once 
Minister at Berlin. Others may have been captain afterwards. General .James 
Williams, who has so many descendants in the county, and Major Jolui Wil- 
liams, the ancestor of the Pattons, who were so prominent in the late war, and 
Captain James Pendleton, the ancestor of the Hon. Joii^i S, Pendleton, Capt. 
Philip. Clayton and Col. James Slaughter, who were.with the Minute Ilea in 
in the first battle in Virginia. The camp of the Minute Men was in Mf^or 
Clayton's old field (Catalpa), and the precise spot was marked within my mem- 
ory by a grand old oak, which, with all its hf)nors, the woodman 'would not 
spare. ^ The author of the jonrnal thus describes the meeting of the Minute 
Men: 

'We encamped in Clayton's old field. Bome had tents, and others huts of 
plank, &c. The wliole regiment appeared according to orders in hunting 
shirts made of strong, brown linen, dyed the color of the leaves of the trees, 
and on the breast of each hunting shirt was worked in large white letters the 
words, ^Liberty or Death* 1 . and all that could procure for lore or money 
bucks' tails, wore them in their hats. Each man had a leather belt around his 
Khoulders, with a tomahawk and scalping-knife. The flag had in the center a 
rattlesnake coiltHl in the act to strike. Below it were the words, 'Don't tread 
on me 1' At the sides, 'Liberty or Death' I and at the top, 'The Culpeper 
Minute Men.* 

*During our encampment an express arrived from Patrick Henry, com- 
mandant of the First Virginia Continental Regiment, by order of the commit- 
t.ee of safety, then sitting in the city of Williamsburg, requesting the Minute 
Men to march immediately to that city, as Qovemor Dunmore had conveyed 
powder and military stores from the magazine to a British man-of ^war, eta,, 
etc. The Minute Men immediately made ready and marched with all possible 
dispatch, and in a few days reached the city of Williamsburg. Many people 
hearing that we were from the backwoods, near the Indians, and seeing our 
dress, were as much afraid of us for a few days as if we had been Indians; but 
findiofir thAt we were orderly and attentive in guarding the city, they treated 
OS wil^ great respect. We took great pride in demeaning ourselves as patriots 
and gentlemen. The Minute Men were chiefly armed with fowling-pieeen and 
squirrel-guns, and Dunmore having retired to the man-of-war, one-luUf of the 
men returned home. My father remained, but insisted that I should go back 
to school, I not being quite seventeen years old. .This^ by the advice of f riends. 
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I agreed to do. Those Miuute Men who remained under the command of CoL 
Edward Btevens, of Galpeper, and Major Tom M axohall, of Fauquier, had the 

honor of being at the batHe of the Great Bridge, that being the first battle 
fonght in Virginia. They were also at Norfolk when that city was burned. 

'In the spring of '76 I again left school and enlLsted as a soldier in Captain 
John JameeiMk^ troop of eaTalry, hut before the company was ready to mareh 
I was appointed by the oommittee of safety a Uentenant in Gapt. Gnbriel 
Long's fompany of riflemen. We raised the company and marched to join the 
army under (ien. Wa.sliinf>:tou, in Ni w York. In the spring of '77 we joined 
the 11th. Va. Continental Regiment, in JS'ew Jersey, which was commanded by 
Daniel Morgan.* 

"This is all in t1i<- journal which ooncerns the Minute Men of Colpepor. 

"So many of the Culppper companies having been in the course of the war 
absorbed into the Continental regiments that, by Act of Assembly October, 
1770, they were dissolved and merged in the militia. Thas, though the men 
were fighting on every field, the name no longer survived. When the name 
had been 1)iiri('d nearly a century and the blast of the buiLflo was a*jrain hoard 
in tiie land, the sires rose in the persons of their sons, unfurled the old flag, 
disclosing its emblem ready to strike, and rattling the warning, 'Don't tread 
on me.* The Minute Men were reorganized, with Tasewell Pfttton, a graduate 
of the Virginia Military Institute, for their captain. In 1860 a flag was pre- 
sented to them by that unique orator, John S. Pendleton, who stirred their 
hearts with his burning words. Captain Patton rapidly rose to be colonel of 
the 7th. Virginia Infantry, and after braving the battle and the breese on ma- 
ny a hard-fought field, fell in that dreadful charge of Pickett's Division on the 
Heitrhts of Gettysburg in 1863. His body, after lying embalmed m a vnult at 
Baltimore, was re-interred in the Stonewall cemetery at Winchester, at dead of 
night, in the same grave with tliat of his brother (ieorge, colonel of the 22nd. 
Virginia Infantry, who, while oommanding a brigade in the battle of Winches- 
ter, was mortally wounded by a shell in 1864. And these two f^allant, lovingf 
brothers embraced each other in the dust of one grave. Three streams of 
Revolutionary blood met in their veins — that of the Minute Men of Culpeper, 
Major John Williams and Oapt. P. Slaughter, and that of G^n. Mercer, the he- 
ro of Princeton. 

"And this reminds me of an incident in (Ioti. Mi^rcfr's life, pertinent to the 
present occasion. When a captain under Washington, in the war against the 
Indians and French in 1775, his right arm being shattered by a ball, he became 
separated from his company, and with the Indians whooping in hot pursuit, 
he only escaped by hiding in a hollow tree, upon which they sat without dis- 
covering him. Having a wilderness of 103 miles to traverse he was only saved 
from starvation by killing a rattlesnake, upon which, and some roots, he sub- 
sisted until he reached Fort Cumberland. It was fitting that the son of a sire 
who had fed up;>n a rattlesnake should command a company whose flag was 
emblazoned with a picture of that animal, and which was aftr nimile of the flag 
under which his ancestor marched through the wilderness to Willamsburg in 
1776. There appeared in the London Morning Chronicle, of Feb. 25, 1776, a re- 
markaUe artide in these words: *The Americans have a flag with a snake 
with \'\ rattle.** on it, in the attitude to strike, and with the motto, 'Don't tread 
on me.' It is a rule in heraldry that the worthy i)roperties of an animal on a 
crest should alone be considered. The rattlesnake is an emblem of America, 
being found in no other part of the world. The eye eioels in brightness. It 
has no eye-lids, and is therefore an emblem of vigilance. She never begins an 
attack, and ueyet surrenders, and is therefore an emblem of magnanimity. 
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She never wounds until she has given vaming. Her weapons am not display- 
ed until drawn for defence. Her power of fascination resembles America— 

those who look steadily <in her ar«' in' oUintariiy drawn towards, and having 
once approached, never leave her. She is beautiful in youth, and her beauty 
increases with age. Her tongue is forked as lightning. 

"Captain Patton was suooeeded by his lieutenant, Capt. Crittenden, who 
soon rose to the oommand of a regiment, whose flag he followed in many a 
bloody battle, and is with us to-day, a battle-scarred veteran, still owning the 
flag, all tattered and torn, presented by Pendleton to Patton in ItidO. The 
Minute Men of Cnlpeper were again reorganised in 1879 by Capt. Wm. Nalle, a 
graduate of the Virginia Military Institute. His lot has fallen in times of 
peace, but if ever the occasion comes to "flash his maiden sword," he will 
doubtless bear himsell as becomes a Minute Man of Culpeper. And this brings 
me to your present gallant captain (Burrows), who, though not himself de- 
rived from the Minute men of ^76, his better half is; and what is better stOl, he 
has won his laurels on the field, having shed his blood at Manassas, and been 
captured in Picket's historic chur-re at Gettysburg. To him I now present 
this flag in memory of the men who fought our battles in council and in the 
field. Perhaps it may enlianoe your interest in it to know that it was painted 
for me by a maiden who is a lineal descendant of a Minute Man of '75. And 
now let me say to the young men who have not been promoted to the holy es- 
tate of matrimony, that when the aforesaid Minute Man was made captain in 
the field he wrote the n^me of. his, sweetheart upon his commission, vowing 
that it would never be dlsgraeid. Having heard that a powerful rival was be- 
si^ng the heart of his betrothed in his absence, and not being able to get a 
furlough, he sent a sertjeant 500 mile* to Culpeper, to make a reconnoisance of 
the situation, who reported that the enemy had retreated. After the war they 
were married. Perhaps you would like to know her name— it was Margaret 
French, the same as that of Col. Patton's mother, who was her grand-daugh- 
ter. She was the daughter of Freindi Htrother, who represented Culpeper for 
thirty ('SO) years, and who was Senator when he died. He was a member of 
the Assembly of ^70, which gave us our constitution, bill of rights, and aet of 
religious foeedom. His own son, Geo. Freneh, was a member of Coogress ftrom 
Culpeper, as was also his grandson, James l*Vench, whose son. Captain John 
Strother, has Herved in coun(ril and in the field. He is represented here to-diiy 
in the person of Dr. Johnson iStrother, who also, with Mr. George Williams and 
his son, represent Gen. James Williams, of the Revolution. And I may add 
that a grandson of this romantic marriage is here this morning, a member of 
the present company of Minute Men, as are also two descendants of James Har- 
bour— the county lieutenant of 1775, whose grandson and great-grandson have 
represented us in Congress, and another of the same name in the 6teneral As- 
sembly and the convention."

**DR. SLAUQHTKR : 

Rev. Sir.— It give.s me the profoundest pleasure to meet and to greet you 
hero to-day. I rejoice from the inmost depths of my heart to look ui>ou your 
faoe again, and to see in it plainly the ftiding lineaments of your distinguished 
sire who, one hundred and eleven years ago, stood near the wide-spreading and 
historic oak on yonder hill, and helped form and command the lirst 'Culpi jt- 
er Minute Men' of 1775, and who threw to the breeze their ever memorable Hag 
with the defiant motto, *Don*t tread on me.* 

"They shed lustre on tlieiuyelves in the Revolution of '78, and ha\ i' roiiif 
down to posterity with imperishable honor 1 Glory and honor, and riches and

fame to the illustfionB old PMlip Slaughter of Calpcpor. 

**Boni and commiBaioned for an exalted destiny, the old Minute Men of 

Culi>ei>er boldly declared, 'no taxation without representation,' and cour- 
apToonsly adhered to the threat prerof?atives of Ma<jna Charta, 'lifo, liberty, and 
the purauit of hai>pines8.' They will live in history and in tiie hearte of the 
peo|rfe, as lonpr m the love of American libertiee sarvives. 

"The second company of tiie Culpeper Minute Men was formed in April or 
May, isr>9, just eiphty-throe years thereafter. Impelled by the like gallant 
spirit that aroused their fathers of ^70, they marched out, fought aud bled in 
defense of their personal and property ri^^hts, of their cmistitational and poUt- 
ioal liberty: a oaiise than whieh, none more saerad ever enlisted the feelings 
and patriotism of men, or employed the stronf^rarm and couraKe of soldiers. 

"(iloriouH, valorous Miinitt> Mt'ii of 1800! They, like their illustrious pred- 
ecessors of '70, 'lormed iu a minute, marched in a miuute, and fought iu a 
minute/ 

**Tnmed over to tbe Confederate States they were ^terward merpred in 

the distinprnished and chivalrous 13th. Virginia, once commanded by the dis- 
tinf^uished and pallant Hill, afterwards Lieutenant General of the Confederat<* 
forces, and the courageous and "bloody 49tli.," thou comiuanded by the gal- 
lant and intrepid Smith, afterwards the War Qoveraor of Vincinia. They will 
live in the brilliant history of the Southern Confederacy of States, as thoee of 
*7C do in that of the united colonies of North America. 

"And now, soldiers, can a richer com]>lini(>nt be paid to the 'Minute Men' 
of 1879, than to receive this beautiful and lovely llag, this day presented to you 
by this disttnfpxtshed and eloquent son of the yet more distingaished old Cnp- 
tain Philip Slaughter of Culpeper. 

"As I behold yo»i standing before me, I rccAll an incident which, if my 
memory does not fail me, I rejul in the hintory of tho campaigns of Fi-cderick 
the (rreat. At night-fall, after one of those sauguiuury, but victorious on- 
gagomenta, whioh crowned him as the mightiyest captain of bis age, the sbat- 
tereii and bleeding remnant of one oS his legions was ordered up for the roll- 
call. As the ii.'iTuc of each absentoo was c4\liod, a shotit like the sound Of a 
trumpet rent the Jtir with the answer, 'dead on the held of honor'! 

"tioldiers and man, if the roll-call of the 'Minutts Men' of a century ago was 
now calledt how those brave, grand words would reverberate down the lupso 
of years. 

"You bear on your flag the fleroo motto under which tisey marched to 

death — you hf\ir their name, and though no st^rn alarms moav dispel the peace- 
ful quiet of your Iiv(»s, the strict p(M-formanco of nulit^wry duty tlie soldierly 11- 
delity of comrade to comrade, the sleepless vigilance by the bivouac and by 
the camp-fires are yours to peri'orm. 

"Bone of their bone, and flesh of their flesh, may you, soldiers, prove woiv 

thy of your illu.striouR predecessors; boar aloft thoir flag untarnished atMl Utt- 
soiled, and emulate their example in war and their virtues in peace. 

"I atjcept this flag. Dr. Slaughter in the name of the 'Culpeper Minute 
Men* with the profoundest gratitute and pri»le."

KNGACiEMKNTS IN CTLPEPEU COTNTY. 
On June 20, lWti2, tieiuTal John Pope was appointed to the command of tiu' 
Federal "Army of Virginia. ' One of his lirst olHcial ac.ts was to i-ssue a mani- 
festo to the soldiers and officers of this army, direetf ng a series of depredatious 
upon the peaceful, noncombatant residents of the country they had invaded, 
authorizing arbitrary arrestH, orderiiif^ sucli as should refu.se to take the oath 
of oliegianoe to be ''driven from their homes, considered spies, and subjectai 
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to the extreme ri-jfor of military law." This plaoins; of the helpless people of 
an invaded country at the mercy of an unbridloU and unscrupulous soldiery 
"was keenly felt in Onlpeper county where Banks, commanding Pope*8 eeoond 
e^rpe, had at this time a Rtronfr advance guard stationed South of Cnlpeper G. 
H., and near GordonnvlIIe, Oranpre county. 

Pope's ol^jeet was to obtain possession of Clordonsville, whore the Virj^itiia 
Central and Orange & Albemarle railroads intersect, and destroy communica- 
. Hon between the Confederate capital and the Shenandoah Valley. To elfeet 
this. Banks ordered a brigade of Infantry to Cnlpeper C, H., July 14th, while 
this cavalry, under General Hatch, advanced to seize Gordonsville. But Gen- 
eral Lee's superior strategy had enabled him to comprehend the purpose of the 
advance through Culi>eper, and althougii the whole army of the Potomac 
menaced him before Richmond, he had not hesitated to dispatch to Gordons- 
ville, on the IStb, his most trusted lieutenant. "StonevralP* Jackson, at the 
bead of his own and EwelPs divisions 

Hatch fell bjvck only too quickly from (iordonsville on finding an army of 
15,000 men where he hiui looked to overawe nou-iighting citizens. Until re-in- 
foroed, the Federals in Cnlpeper largely ontnnmbeilng his force, Jackson held 
Gordonsville, warily watc-hiug the gatht'riii>; of the enemy l>efore him. July 
26th A. P. Hill's division joined him, and he determined to offer battle. "Hav- 
inf? reeieved information,'' says Jnckson's olfleial report "that only a part of 
Pope's army was at CJulpeper C. H.,'' [Its numerical force outnumbering his 
force even then] **and hoping, through the blessing of Providence, to be able 
to defeat ft before reinforcements should arrive there, EwelPs, Hiirs and Jack- 
son's divisions were moved on th<- Gtli in the direction of the enemy from tlieir 
reHj)eetive encampments near (iordonsville. ♦ * * ()ti the nth, as we arrived 
within about eight miles of Cnlpeper C. H., we found the enemy on our front, 
near Cedar Run, a short distance west and north of Slaughter [Cedar] moun- 
tiun.'* 

BATTLE OF CEDAR RUN. 

Jackson was not the general to hesitate in the face of overwhelming odds, 
and he promptly offered battle. Ewell's division was otdered forward on his 
right, Timble's and Hay's brigade on the northern slope of Cedar mountain, 
Early^s brigade on the Cnlpeper road; Jackson*s division commanded by Gen- 
eral Winder, was on the left; Campbell's brigade connnanded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel (iarnet, the brigade of General W. B. Taliaferro, and the famous 
"Stonewall" brigade in reserve. Hill's division was in reserve. The Federals 
were drawn up in strong position on a plateau just beyond Cedar Run, the ar- 
tOlery in front of the Infantry, the cavalry on the Hanks. Crawford*s brigade 
of Williams' division (Federal) wa.s the extreme right of Banks' line of battle, 
Geary's, J'rinoe's and Greene's Hrigade of Aii^rnr's and Hayard's divisions con- 
fronting Ewell's division, and (iordon's brigade formed the Federal reserve. 

The artillery opened the battle about noon, and until 3 p. m. kept up a con- 
stant fire. General Winder was killed about 8:80 p. m., while directing the 
fire of some batteries. AtSp m. Banks ordered forward his whole line. The 
First Virginia Battalion was struck at great disadvantage, and the Forty-Sec- 
ond, ordered to change fn)ntaud meet a flank attack, lost its commanding of- 
ficer, Major Layne. The Confederate forces met the attack with heroic obsti- 
nacy; Colonel Oamet was wounded, Lieutenant-Colonel Cunningham, of the 
Twenty First Virginia was killed; the 12th Georgia held their ground, though 
attacked in front and rear. Jackson tlien ordered up the brigades of Brancli, 
Archer and Pemler — Hill's division. Tlie i^Ynlerals fell back across a wheat 
Held and endeavored to form another line of battle, and Banks ordered Gordon's 
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roBerve into action. The fresh Confide rato lirij^ades flnnpr themselves into ac- 
tion wit li uii order against which tlie deiuomlized PVdemiB could make uo 
stand, and in another hour they were driven from the fielil, leaving the natfOW 
▼alley where the infantry fought covered with their dead. 'One MajMaehuaetta 
rej?inient (Second Infantry) had thirty-five percent, of the men ensa^ed killed. 

The battle had been short, sliarp and sanpruinary. JacksoiTs ofTicial re- 
port shows: 223 killed, l,(t(i(t wounded, iil niissiuK. Ho captured 400 prisoners, 
three stand of colors, and 0,302 small arms. The Federal loss was 1,661 killed 
and wounded, 728 missing; total 3,893. After a day spent in burying the dead, 
Jackson fell buck toward Gordonsville, satislled there would be no further ef* 
fort to nia8R troo]»s in tliat direction. He had wo'i what th«' iiortliern news- 
papers were ple:ised to term "a tactical victory, ' and it was not the tii"st "tac- 
ticar' defeat Banks bad met at bis hands. This battle of Cedar Bun U atoo 
variously ealled: Cedar Mountain, Slaughter Mountain, Southwest Mountain, 
and Mitchell's Station 

Auprust 10th LonfTf^treet, with his division and two brip:ade8 under (reneral 
Hood, Stuart s cavalry, and the brijjade from the James under H. H Anderson, 
were ordered to (iordonsville, which force, combined with Jackson^s, Lee in- 
tended should give battle to Pope^s *'Anny of Virginia," now in force beyond 
the Kapidan For once, comprehendinif the Confederate purpose. Pope hasti- 
ly retreated aeross the liappahannock, and Culpeper oounty waa relieved of 
the preseiKJe of his hated troops 

In the early months of 1«0'J, General Lee initiated the movements prepara- 
tory to the invasion of Pennsylvania, and the troops for the oampaign were 
marshalled on the Culpeper plain. Stuart, his war horse literally covered 
"with lloral olTerinj^s from the ladies who gathered to witness the display, re- 
viewed tlie cavalry of th(» Army t)f Northern Virginia at Hraudy Station. 

THb: BATTLE OF BRANDY STATION 
Was an attack, June 0. Wi'i, on his cavalry by a portion of Pleasant s cavalry. 
General Hooker, the "lif^htinK Joe Hooker ' of the Northern press, wiis now in 
the command of the "Army of the Potomac," and Pleasanton was bis recently 
appointed cavalry leader. The Federals. crossed the Rappahannock at Bev- 
erlys and Kellys fords, nine thousand nu ii and six batteries, at daybre.ak June 
JUh. Major McClclian, Stuart's adjufiint -^'eneral, puts Stewart's force at nine 
thousand three hundred and thirty live men and twenty but sta<«'s tint 

three thousand men were absent at the time of the battle, m iking: Stuart's ac- 
tual fighting force one tliird less than Pleasant^s. The latter formed his plan 
of attack on the mistaken supposition that Stuart was at Cali)eper <". H., and 
ordered his troops to rendezvous at Brandy Station. Unfortunately for bis 
plans, Stuart's troops were concentrated at his place of rendezvous. 

General Huford, commanding Pleasanton's first division, came up from Bev- 
erly Ford, met Stuart's whole force at St. James church, fought some hours, 
was attacked in the rear, and finally compelled to li^flit his way out and back 
to the ford. Colonel (ire<;tr. with Pleasanton's thinl division, came uj) from 
Kellys Ford, and in turn received the attention of Stuart's men, now well 
warmed up for the work. Pleasanton's second division, commanded by Col- 
onel Duffle, did not reach the battle field untlljlate in the day, just as Pleasan* 
ton, informed that Confederate infantry was approachintr, ordered a retreat. 
The Federal olTicial report <.f tlie battle places the loss at five hundred, and 
Stuart's loss at seven hundred. As Stuart captured four hnndnHl i)risoners. it 
is safe to presume that this ollicial statement is far from accurate— by no 
means an uncommon occurence.

CHAPTER IV. 

[The publisher is indebted to Rev. E. W. Winfrey, pastor, and to Mr. H. 
C. Burrows, of the Culpepeir Baptist Chnvcb, tor all the infonoation oontaln- 

ed in this chapter.] 

Within the territory which originally formed the County of Culpeper, now 
embmcing tbecMranteofCulpeper, Madlton and Kappataaniioek, theve ai« 
at the date of this writing, (October, 1809) thirty eharehes or oonffregatioiis, of 

white BaptistH, with an aggregate membership of more than three thousand 
and seven hundred (;^,70(), ) and we may say that nearly all of the colored peo- 
ple of this territory, who are members of any churcli, are Baptists. Wiien the 
orlgliial Culpeper eonnty was formed (174B) thnre was probably not a Baptist 
within its borders. In the year 1763 Allen Wyley, ^'a man of respectable stand- 
ing in the county/' living near Flint Hill, now Rappahannock county, having 
been ''turned to Uod," but not knowing of any preacher whose teaching fully 
aeoorded with views which he had formed, **haid sometiuies gathered h sneigh- 
bon, read the scriptures, and exhorted them to repentance; but, being inform- 
ed of the labors of Kev. David Thomas in Fauquier county,he with some of his 
friends traveled thitlier to hear him." The immediate result of this visit was 
that Mr. Wyley was baptised, and prevailed upon Mr. Thomas to go home 
with him and preach at his house. This man, David Thomas, *Hhe flrst Rap- 
tiHt preacher tl at ever proclaimed the gospeP' in the county, was born at Lon- 
don 'J'ract, Pennsylvania, Aug. l(5th. 17Ht», and educated at Hopewell, N. J. 
The degree of A. M. was conferred uxx>n him by Rhode Island College, (Brown 
University.) He was in Virs^nia, a nohle champion of rriiglous liberty, and 
suffered severe persecutions. Thomas Jefferson and Patrick Henry held him 
In high esteem, and be highly valued them as friends of liberty. He will be 
long remembered as the author pf a stirring poem on 'Freedom.^ (Beale's 
Semple, p. 21.) Eleven yean after this flrst visit to the county, that is, in 1 774, 
Mr. Thomas organised tiie Mt. Pony ehoreh, ** the members coming from a 
church In Orange County, called Mountain Kun, constituted in 1708, and dis- 
Bolved in 1772." The fir«t pastor of Mt. Poney church was Jfathauiel Saund- 
ers, who professed religion under the preaching of Mr. Thomas. The name 
of this ehnroh was taken from the small, well-known mountain at the base 
of which stood the flrst house of worship, some two miles from the town of 
Culi>er)er, on the road to Steveusburg, but was changed to *' Culi)eper " April 
2Uth, IHIX In IbSa this church removed with sixty white members to the 
town of Culpeper.^ At that time Waller R. Asber and his wife, were the only 
white Baptists living in the town. " In \BU a house of worship was built at a 
cost of 200 on a lot purchased of Dr. Buck near Hell's Ford on Mountain 
Run, a part of which building still remains and constitutes the rear portion of 
the present residence of Mr. C. F. Chelf. 
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' ' For vali&blelntorinadon oonoerning eaeh of the ehnrohefl of this d^^m- 

i nation in the territory in question the reader Is referred to the ''Historical 
Sketch of the Shi If )!i AHsociation,," published with " the Minutes of the One 
Hundredth Session/' lb04. (See Specimen " Sketches below). And for much 
profitable reading aa to the lives and eharaoten of the leading men who a 
eentury and more ago pvodadmed the dootrlBce, phtnted the churches, and 
suffered in the service of thin sect, "Weiefer to Seinple'n History of the RiHe and 
Projfress of the Baptists in Virffinia, ( Revised and Extended by Dr. (i. 
Bealein 1894), and to Dr. Jaiues B. Taylor's " Virtfinia Baptist Miuitfters.** 

No one thinke to-day with Other feellngi than thoae c>f ahakae and sorrow 
and severest disapprobation of the iniH(?uided zeal of those who blindly and 
vainly souj^ht to suppress this people when they began to arise and assert 
4 themselyes upon our soil. Nor can any fair minded person for a moment 
think to hold any individiial, ehnreh, party, or seot of the praaent responaible 
for the crimes or mistakes of a generation long sinee departed. At the saDie 
time, the true historian cannot fail to note and all generations need to know 
such heroism, such devotion, such self-sacrifice as was exhibited by tiie pion- 
eers of the Baptist faith in this part of Virginia. John Picket, one of these 
pioneera, was for aboot 8 months, (possibly in 1700), oonflned la the Fanqaier 
prison for the ** crime " (?) of preaching the gospel. Elijah Craig, who was 
spoken of as " a man of considerable talent,'' was upon one ticcasion arrested 
" at his plow," and taken before three magistrates of Culpeper who, with- 
out hearing argnoMllts, ordered him to jail. At ooort, he, with othms, was 
arraigned." In spite of sound a^nments on the part of their lawyer they 
were imprisoned for one m^nth and " fed on rye bread and water, to the in- 
jur>' of their health." James lreland,of whom Henry Howe in his " Virginia, 
Its History and Antiquities ** speaks as ^ a worthy dergyman of the Baptist 
persuasion," was bom in the city of Bdinbnrgh, in 174& While still a young 
man he eaiue to America and took charge of a school in the northern part of 
Virginia. His was an active and versatile mind, tliough, his education an ac- 
count of the roving disposition of his youth, was defective. He is described as 
being " a man of oommon stature, a handsome faee, pieroing 'eye, and pleas- 
ant countenance. In his youth he was spare, but he became by degrees quite 
corpulent, so that not long after his second marriage he wanted but nine- 
teen pounds of weighing three hundred.'^ 

In 1709 or 1770^ at a meeting in Pittsylvania County, Mr. Irdand was bap> 
tised by the Rer'd Samuel Harris, immediately returned to his home with cre- 
dentials signed by eleven ministers, "and in the spirit and power of his Mas- 
ter devoted himself to the great work of preaching the gospel.*' But, his 
growing popularity and s neco s s eaelted the indignati<m of tiiose who were in 
authority and brought down upon his head fleree petseeuHon.** Being rough- 
ly seized by order of luafcist rates, be was thrust into the Culpeper jail because 
he had dared toprea<!h without the authority or sanction of the bishop." He 
was accompanied to prison amid the abuses of his persecutors, and while in- 
earematedin hisoellnot only suireredbytheindemmey Of the weather, but 
by the personal maltreatment of his foes. They attempted to blow him up 
with gunpowder, to suffocate him by burning brimstone, etc., at the door and 
window of liis prison, and even to jxiison him. He states ttiat he might speak 
of a hundred instanees of eruelty whieh were praotieed.** When, subsequent- 
ly, Mr. Ireland went down to Willamsburg with a petition to the gomxannt. 
Lord Botetourt, for a permit to have a meeting house built in Culpeper coun- 
ty, he found the governor altogether kindly and affable in manner, but the 
clergy of the city, to whom by direction of the governor he applied for exami- 
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nation, were " of quite n different character:" " they appeared/* he sayfl," oh- 
stin.iti'ly (l('tt'riiiin«^<l not to y:ivenie tlie requisite oxuniiufition; every one nliif- 
ted it upon anytJier, till ut hist I, obtained it from .a country parson Uvinj; 8 
iu!lm from the eapitAl, aad presented it to the ^vernor and council^ who 
granted nie a license for those tliiny:^ iietitioned." 

The j^rowtli aii'i siiecfss «>f this di'iioiuiiiation in this, as in other seetiouB, 
of the 8tute in in no .small measure due humanly speaking, to this unwise iJer- 
secutkiD : The rage of these misKuided ecclosiasttcs vfa» the ezoees of folly: 
They defeated their own aims: They contributed to the power and inereaae of 
tjhoHe whom they estecnuMl I'neinies tothe eause of truth and reliLrinn. We do 
not queBtion the sineerity of theii- lUDtivet*, but their error of judgment waa, 
from every point of view, uoiosttal and inoxcu.sable. 

It would be pleasant if we could here put on record suitable mention of 
nil those zealous, noble men who built so wisely and sueeessfuUy upon the 
foniKhition laid by them That suffered and toiled throu;rh the initial stacre of 
the history of tliisi denomination in this .section. Tliere woi'e Nathaniel Sauu- 
deni, Wm. Ma«on, John Churchill Gordon, J. Koontst, James Garnett, Geo. 
Eve, .Joliii Picket, n. (toss, L<'wis fJonner, W. Fristoe, Oliver Welch, A. Mof 
fett, K. <T. Ship. Robert Jones, .John H ickcrson, Thomas Ilolt/.nian, Daniel 
J»mH.s, J(>hu (iarnett, Thornton Strin^fellow, Harnett (Trimsley, A. M. Poiu- 
d^^xter, J'oshna Leather, L. L. Fox, J. ^. Fox, James Fife, Champ C. Conner, 
ThaddeuRHemdon, Riehard Herndon, A. H. Spillman, James *6arnett Jr.,* 
Wm. F. Hroadus, ('und)erland (ieorf^e, T. K. Miller, P. M. Carpenter. Sil.oa 
Bruce, H. 0. Bn^,'-s, J. A. Manslield. W.H. Roan. Wm. A.Hill, Wm. A. 
Whittscarver, L. R. fcvteeie, J. W. Brown, H. E. Bateijer. Jiio. C. W illi8,A. H. 
Bennett, B. R Dulin, W. S. Brlggs, A. U. Grimsley, Milton Robert Grimsley, 
and others amont^ deceased ministers, not to mention those who are still zeal- 
ously en^fa^ed in the saiue work, nor the many stronj? ami influential " lay- 
meu,'Mivuii( and departed, who perhaps huv.e been not less faithful nor less 
eiBeient in their lees oonspicuous spheres. 

We cheerfully attest that the Baptists of this re^fion are amonji; the most, 
poiice.-iljlc. I.iw ;ibidinfj, enterprising;, industriou.s, frujral, and everyway vii\n- 
able as well as the most numerous of our citizens. N(jt a few of them are proiii- 
inentand influential in business, in social life, and in the various professions. 
It is an honor to the County, as well as to the denomination of which we now 
■write, that so devout and seholaily,preemiueutly useful, a man as Dr. Jno. A. 
Broadu.s, who died but a few years afjo while occnpyin;; the position of Pre,:i- 
dent of the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, was a sou of this old 
County. If space allowed, we niight name others who have gone forth from 
among us and In various ( allin;j:s and walks of life have tidorued the name of 
their native comity and tlie traditions of their relijjious denomination. 

The peculiarities of this peoph* are not numerous, but are esteemed by 
them AS of vitsil uuportfince:— They have al waysjaid ffreat emphasis upon the 
doctrineof individual responsibility, and eontei^le4 tiifkt i^ is the right and 
the duty of every ni:in to study the Scripture-* for him^)elf and to worship God 
nccordin;; U) the ilictates of his own eon.seienee: They insist upon a credible 
profession of faith in Jesus Christ as the prerequisitt; to buptitm,— upon iiu- 
merslon as essential to baptism,— upon the inJependefiee...of .the churches— 
(holding that each church is responsible only to Christ as^her.Hcfad and Law- 
{fiver, though any number of churches nuiy combine and co-operate, in be- 
nevpl^'u^ and religious enterprises,)— ami, upon the absolute (Hpiality of the 
piini^trV; the majority of them hiold that none are entitled to the priyilege of 
goming to'.the Lord's table, or portioipating in the ol>servauoe of the Lord^s 
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Supper, who are not ronsistent members of a olnirch of ref?enerate and im- 
merued believers. They are ag^i'^sive in educational and benevolent and 
missionary enterprtoes, and readily co-operate with all other Chrtotiami in all 
good works when they can do so without Bocrifiuing their eardinal principles. 

We append, from the " Historical Sketch " above referred to, a few ex- 
tracts, or individual sketches, which contain matter of interest to many of our 
eitixens* It will be observed that the churches named are those within the 
present liinitt of Cnlpeper County. 

" .lefTersonton, at the village of that name, in the county of Culpeper, 
about Hi juiles N. E. of the court houHc, formerly Hedpreman'a River, wrh or- 
ganized iu 177;J, the constituent members comin}? from Carter's Run in Fau- 
quier. John Pielcet was pastor till ITOi). His saoeessora have been John Hlck- 
erson till 1809. Daniel James till 1811, Thoifnton Stringfellow till 1818, Daniel 
James ajraiu 1H18 1S22, E. ft. Ship one year. Cunnberland fteorge 1823-1863, 
Burnett (irimsley 18ti;)-1881, L. R. Steele 1881-1884, and M. K. (irimsley who 
still serves in that oapacity. Her membership, since 1876 has grown from 184 
to m." 

Since this Avas written the membership of the JefFersonton churcli has in- 
creased to 204, but the pastor last named. Mr. Milton Kobert (iriiusley, loved, 
honored, and now lamented by many hundreds of our people, has entered into 
the everlasting rest. He is fitly spoken of as "Grimsley, the loving and belov- 
ed.'* A strong and useful man, jast a little past 45 years of ago when on June 
the 0th, 1809, he ceased from the joys and labors of earth. The present pa.stor 
of this church is Rev. L. R. Thornhill, D. D., who has but recently come to re- 
side within our borders. 

"CuLPKPKR (of which your committee have the honor to be members) sit- 
uated since 1834 in the town of Cul|)eper, was constituted in 1774 by Elder 
David Thomas, *the first Baptist preacher that ever proclaimed the gospel in 
Orange and Culpeper,' the constituent membere coming from a church in Or* 
ange county, organized in 1768, and known as Mountain Run.' Until April 
20th, 1873. the Culpeper church was known as the Mt. Poxky cnimcH. 'In 
1T!>1 slie sent off her first colony to ftourdvine, and in 1803 her second — (72 
members) to Bethel; In 1833 she dismissed a tliird to Stevensburg and removed 
with the remaining sixty white members to the town of Cnlpeper. At that 
time Waller R. Asher and his wife were the only white Baptists living in the 
town.' The pastors htive been Nathaniel Saunders (as supply 1774-1777,) John 
Leland, W^u. Mason, Nathaniel Saunders, Wm. Mason again, John 
<3hurchiU Clordon, (1883-1847,) Cumberland George, (1847-1868,) J. N. Fox and 
R. H. Stone until Sept. 24th, 1866, James B. Taylor, (1806-1875,) A. C. Barran, 
(1875-1883,) O. F. James, (1883-1889,) and E. W. Winfrey who came into the 
service of this church in December, 1889. The house of worship erected in 1858, 
at a cost of about $10,000.00, 'on the spot where stood the old jail in which 
James Ireland* and others were 'imprisoned for preaching the gospel* as Bap^ 
tists, was destroyed by fire on the night of October 6th, 1892. The new build- 
in^: which takes its place, on the same historic spot, will cost about $15,000.00. 
This church has enjoyed fi-equeut revivals and, at various times, large addi- 
tions to her membership; But, by reason mainly df deaths and removals, the 
net increase in members has not been considerable for a number of years. In 
1876 there wore !!»■) tucnibers, now tliere are 2(15. Kldcrs M. D. .TelTries and S. 
W. Cole were members of this church. The lamented Frank C. Johnson who 
had just Mktered the ministry and his brother Thomas A., now a promftiing 
young Baptist preacher, were both members of this church in their early boy- 
hood." 
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The Rev. Jno. F. Harris, since deceased, waa a son of this chur(!h and in 
Jiis purposef uluees and fervent zeal waa laboring as the pastor of churches in 
another ootmty when fatal 8iekii€M laid its hand upon him. It is proper to say 
also that the membership of this ehoreh has grown to be 312, and that the 
beautiful and Kuhstantial new honpo of worship uieUktiOIied in the aboVO 
sketch was dedicatod on the Ittth day of June, 1805. 

"Crookkd liux, in Culpeper county, about 10 miles S. W. of the court 
house, is a daughter of Blue Run.* She began her eareer in 1T77. Her paB- 
tors have been Elijah Craig 'for about two years,' James Garuett Sr. for more 
than fifty five years, his fyrandson James Gamett Jr. for about forty-six years, 
J. W. McCown for more than fourteen years, J. W. Bishop one year, Jol n C. 
WiUia (as a supply) forabont 10 montiis, and J. E. 0watkin whose term of ser- 
vice began February, 1898. The membership in 1878 was 74; it is now 78. The 
eloquent Elder Champ C. Conner, who sabsequentiy removed to Tennessee, 
was a son of this church.'' 

Rev. E. L. Grace is now the pastor of Crooked Run. and the membership 
Is 80. The annual reports of eontr ibnti<m8 of this church are uext to the larg- 
est of all the chiirohes of the Bhiloh Association. 

"GOURDVIXK, in Culpeper county, 13 miles North of the (umrt honse, was 
constituted March 11th, 1791— (see ClILPKPER)— with Wni. Mason as iMistor. 
He served in that capacity until Oct., 1833, and was foUowed by Jiis. Garnett 
— 18Sd-1868— Bamett Grimsley— 1863-1881— T. P. Brown— (Orst as assistant to 
B. Grimsley and thai as sole psstor 1881-1888,) and F. P. Berkley who assumed 
pastoral care of the church in February, 1890. The membership of this church 
in 1870 was 182: This year she rei)()rts 121 — (see Amissvillk.) Elders A.M. 
Grimsley and John Roberts Moffatt were ministerial suns of this church. A 
brief account of Bro. Orimsley^s life and labors and death will appear in your 
Minutes of this session. Bro. Moffatt, a great nephew of Elder Anderson Mof- 
fatt, already mentioned in this paper, had devoted himself with characteris- 
tic sincerity and enthusiasm to the cause ot Temperance and become a leader 
of the Prohibition party iu the State. In Novmnber 1802, while on his way to 
the opening— (night)— session of the Baptist Oeneml Association in Danville, 
he was met and killed by a political enemy. At that time he was the much 
beloved pastor of the Baptist chuicli in North Danvilh*, as well tis Editor of 
the Prohibition paper — Anti- Liquor. He was a man of no small abilities, de- 
cided convictions, earnest piety, consuming zeal and unfaultering courage, 
and though only 84 years old had been largely usefuL** 

The x)reseTit pastor of the Gourdvine cliuroh is Rev. 8. W. Cole, who also 
serves the Isew iSalem church mentioned below. 

"Bkthkl, in Culpeper county, about 9^ miles West of the court house, 
was constituted in 1803 — (see Culpeper.) Her pastors have been Wm. Mason— 
(1808-1881)— Daniel James, as supply-^August 188S-Mareh 188S— Ja& (dhurnett— 
(1823-1874)— A. H. Spilman— (Sept. 1874— March 1875)—, and Thomas F. 
Grimsley since July 1875. Durinar the past IS years her membership has in- 
creased from 167 to 285. From this church have gone into the ministry T. P, 
Brown, John H. Boldridge, Barnes B. Brown, and Wade Brown." 

Rev. T. F. Qiimsley is still pastor at Bethel, and the membership has come 

to be 310. 

"Cedar Run, in Culpeper county, some 0 or 7 miles South West of the court 
house, was organised iu April, 1830. The first house of worship was built on 
an island in the stream, Cedar Run, just below the point at which the rail- 
road now crosses the same. The second, erected a few years before the war. 
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and torn down by Federal solcliern, stood about a lialf mile E;ist of Mirdi i ll's 
Station. Another by tlie almost nnaiiled liberality of the nastor, llidcr .l nnt's 
Garnett, was erected on the same spot after the war between the btuus, but 
was torn down in 1878, and rebuilt on the present site. Two years ago, the 
church determined to erect a new house of worship; this is now nearly eom- 
j)l«'t<'<l. ami will i)r:)b ibly cost aboiit !>l. l;iO. Mer pastors have l)een James 
Garnett— ild;W-iy74)— Dr. Wni. A. Hill— (.isn-lSSlJ)— W. Or. Roan— (188 1-I8tt3)— 
J. A. GhambJias— (Jnn« 1888— Feb. 1884)— and I. N. May, who has been servinfr • 
in that capacity si !iee t SSI. The parents of Elders J. S., M. B. atid II. M. 
Whartrm were active and honored m-'iubers of this «-hnr(rh, and Klder J. S. 
Wharton was by Iter licensed to preach, ii^eventeeu years ago lier membership 
was 88; this year she reports 73." 

Since tlie above was written, the nxemberahip of Cedar Ran has inereased to 
108, the Rev. (Jabriel dray has serv<vl for a ntiniVx'r of years 00 pastor, and the 
Rev. Huirh (ioodwiii has l>ur reeeutiy taken cliarurc 

'•New Salem, in (;ulpej)er county, a!>r>ut T miles North of the court house, 
on the Sperryville and Culpeper Turnpike, was eonstitnted in January, 1884, 
by Wm. F. Broaddns and B. Orimsley. Her first pastor. Champ C. Conner, 

served from March 1*^ 51, to Mareli, IS')."), and was followed by R. Grimsley — 
(Oct. ls:r,-()et. 1N|!I}-,J. W. Hrown— iFeb'y l.S'»i»— Oct. lS-»!))— , Jno. \V. 
Geor^^'— ;June, "r»;J-Feb'y T)!)— Silas Bruce— ClS"ii-lb<Jl)— A. il. Grimsley— (18G5 
nntil his death in April, 1804.) During the terrible period of the civil war, the 
chnndi liad no pastor. Since 1878 her membership has ui-'twii from s i- o 116 
in I'^'rH. Chas. W. ("oilier ln'came p.iKtor in Au^rust, 1sl»1. Klders.Jno. A. 
Broadus and J. M. Farrar went into tlie ministry wliiie members of 
this church. Elder A. H. Lewis, now in Missouri, wa<i for a number of years a 
member here. Elder II. II. Stone ou -e held meinbersliip in this body. And, 
this was th" rhurcli of H Innuid l?roadns. f ithcr of I'ldi-r John A. Bro.idus, 
^lul for m ujy years a very prominent and inlluyntial member of this Associa- 
tion." 

As noted above. Rev. Mr. Cole is now pastor at New Salem, the Rev. C. W. 

Collier having previously served in tliat capacity for a year or two. 

"Stevensb'.ir^. at the villajje of that name in Culix-piT cituiity, 7 miles 
from the court house, Wiis orj^anized in ISJa— (see Culpeper.j Thornton Strinj?- 
feliow was her pastor from October, 18'}8 to October, 1848. Cumberland Oeorge 
serve ! in that <• ip x-ity one year. Then tollowed .Jno. W. (^eorge — (1851-18G1.) 
In 1<S !* tlie ni 'I'Tiu'.; honse was burned, and the meinlipr^liip became scattered, 
and .seems to have iiad no regular meetings for live or six years, in July ]8(J8 
they began to gather for worship in a small house at or near Lijirnum. Elder 
H. B. i^atcher preached for the little band several timcii) in 1867 and 1888. El- 
der \. H. Beniu'tt was pastor 1S'!:»-1S7I. Tn October l"^?! the churfh was reor- 
gani/.i'd in t!ie Methodist house of worshi|i at Sievensl>urg by lOlder Jjimes B. 
Taylor. From that time until bin death in April iy7.">, Eider A. H. Spilmau 
served as pastor. J. W. MeCown was his successor— (1875-1831)— and he was 
Buaeeeded— (IHsn— by the present pastor, Klder T. P. Brown. IneiHrhteea 
years lier membership has inereased from T!» to '.)7. For some years, during the 
sixties sind seventies, thi.s church api^ears on your Minutes under tlie name of 
Grennanna." 

Rev. Mr. Brown is still pastor at Stevensbnrg, and the membership is now 

108. 

"Alum Spring, in (Julpeper county, 0 miles Nortli of the court iiouse, be- 
came a church ^November 10th, 1855. From that date until his death, AugvaA 
86th, 1883, Cumberland Qeorge was her pastor. Her other pastors have been 
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John N. Fox— (Juno I860— May 1878)— John H. Boldridp:o— (December 1878- 
Augiuit 1881)— and T. P. Brown from September 1881 until now. This church 
wasoneof the fruits of a prayer meeftinflr hi'ld in the woods daring the Sam* 
mer of 1854. Seven of the twelve original oonatituent memberB are still in the 
flesh. Hermembership oij^hteen years afCO was 44; this year she reports 130. 
Elders B. W. X. and A. M. SitnniH, now preoehingin Texas, went into the min- 
istry while uiembeis of Alum Spring/' 

This ehuieh, still under the pastoral oare of Rev. Ur. Brown, reports this 
year a membership of U7, 

"Lael, four or five miles S. E, of the villjiyrc of Stevonsburfc, in Culi>eper 
county, was orpfanized In May 1874 by P'lders J. B. Taylor Jr. and li. H. Stoiio. 
with nine male and twelve female members who came from Stevensburg and 
Flat Bud, a majority from the former. Her pastors have been R. H. Stone— 
(1874-1884)— and F. H. James since March 1885. Her present house of wonhip, 
a beautiful building, was erected in 1890. The 81 members with which she 
befjan 20 years a^o have now >)eco)ne 188. In the bef^hniin;?, she paid her pas- 
tor 00 a year for "once a month'' preaching; The pastor now occupies her 
I)ulpit on two Sundays each month, and receives a salary of $350.00 p» an- 
num. In somethinf? like this ratio she has increased her contributions to mis- 
sions and other benovolent enterprises. Mr. A O. Wilhis, one of her best be- 
loved and most hi<^M)ly honored members, has contributed much to theattain- 
meut of this prosperity and progress." 

Lael, with Rev. F. H. James still serving as her pastor, reports a membn^ 
ship of a05. 

"Brandy, at the railway villa^^e of that name in Culpep?r county, was 
constituted in 1887. by Khlere T. P. IJrown, F. H. James. F. P. RolxM tpon, and 
C.F.James. The twelve constituent members came from Stevensburtr, Jef- 
fersonton and Clood Hope churches. Elders C. W. Brooks served as pulpit 
supply for one year. For 14 months F. P. Berkely was pastor. J. E. Ciwatkin, 
who now serves in that capacity, took charge in 1801. Her membership thii 
year is 53. Tliis church, bt-.;iti!ii!i^' in a school bon.se and afterwards occupy- 
ing for a time the house of wi>rsbiij kindly tendered by the MethodiHts of tbe 
place, has manifested a most praiseworthy zeal and perseverance in the eres- 
tion of her own handsome building, now almost completed.^^ 

The church at Brandy Station now has a membership of 63, some of these 
l)ehij^' amoHK the most "well-to-do" and influential people of the (bounty, aiitl 
has the pastoral services of lie v. L. H. Shuck, 1). D. During the past year 
this church has been much alBieted in the death of Mrs. Sallie Striugfeilow to 
whose energy and zeal the origin and progress of the church are largely due.

CHAPTER V. 

From the early will books of Culpeper county, beginninpr July 20, 1749, and 
extf'ndiii^^ tf) March 19, 1 821, the publisher has taken the following: notes. In 
doinii: 8o we were guided by no set rule, buttock notes of wills from which it 
was possible to derive any frenealoKicalinformatfoii, excepting some few, which 
he deemed not of BuiBoient importance to justify the printiofr ol notes tliere- 
from. Following the notes from wills we give the complete marriage record 
of Culi)eper from the year, 1781 to January 1, 1825. Prior to 1780 thp mar- 
riage record was kept by the Church authorities; an effort was made to pro- 
oure the whole or ft part of this reeord, but It eotUd not be found. 

The marriage record which follows immediately after the notes from wills 
*>t('., can be used in this way. Take the will of Spencer Butler, by which it 
appears, that he had a daughter, Dorcas, wlio married a Duncan. Now^, look 
in the marria«2e reeord, where it can be, seen that in 1797 James Dnnoan mar- 
ried Dorcas Batler. 

Roger Dixon was the first clerk of the county. He was sueceeded in 177S 
by John Jameson. The first will recorded whs that of 

£lmure George, dated Sept. 1st, 1748, which was witnessed by Wm. Nash, 
Christopher Threllceld and Jno. Wethentll. He spealis of his wife, Martha, of 
his sons, William and Thomas; also of his brother, William George. 

The remainder of tho notes we give in alphabetical order.Note the follow- 
ing explanations. First is given the testator's name, then the date the will 
was written; tlieu his wife^s name, where it is possible to obtain it; lastly the 
names of his. ehildren, and other genealoiKieal Information ttiat mlirht be at 
hand: The date last given is the probate of the will. Book "Q," from April 1. 
1818. to June 17, 1817, is missing, the supposition being it was lost during the 
war between the State.'^.

THB DESCENDANTS OF PAUL MICOU. 
1700 to 1698. 

Paul Micott, b. 16S8, d. 1786, a Hofirnenot, left his home at Nantes soon af- 
ter the revocation of the Edict of Nantes ( IU85.) 

After some yearn of t'xik', j)r(>l)ubly it) Kiij^land. be finally settled on the 
Rappabannt)ek Kiver. in EHHev ('o.. before lf}9o. His wife (maiden name sup- 
posed, but without evidence, to be Margaret Roy or LeRoy) and his childrea 
aeoomf^anied him. Aceounts vary as to his profession; judging from this 
clause in his will: *'I give my friend, Dr. Mungo Roy, all my pbysick books and 
a gold riii^r.'" bo was a pbysician. On the Dther liHiui, the fact ihnt he was a 
Justice of the Peac« as early as 1700. seems to point to his having; some knowl- 
edge of law. The author of ''The iiuguenot Emigration to Yirginia,'' iu the 
Ya. Hist. ColIeetioiM) states that he was educated to the Bar. He serred as 
Justice of the Peace in Essex countyt from 1700 to 1720; his son, Paul, from 1740 
to 17(50; and his grandson, Paul, from 1780 to 17!»n. He judiciously invested in 
land and slaves, owing at the time of his death, in addition to the Port Mieou 
estate, large tracts of laud in King Ueorge Co., in Pewmansand, and 800 acres 
in Spotsylvania Connty. 

Bishop Meade, in his **01d Churches, Ministers and Families of Virginia,''^ 
mentions Rev. Wni. (Tiberrio. who beonjne Tiiinister (^f Lnnenburg Parish, 
Richmond coiiuty, in 1702, and adds "he married ii il:iu^,'hter- of Moore Faunt 
LeRoy and Margaret Micou. Her father was Paul Micou, a Huguenot who 
fled from Nantes before 1700." *'At the old Port Micira estate on the Rappa- 
hannock, may still l>e seen the large, heayy ironstone or black marble head- 
stone of this Paul Micou, the first of the name who came into this country. By 
reason of its weight and the lightness of the soil, it sinks every few years 
aomewhat beneath the earth but is raised up again. ' Rev. P. Slaughter, m 
his **MemoIrs of Col. Joshua Fry," says **0ol. Fry married the widow of Crol. 
Hill« a large landed pi'oprietor on the Rappahannock River. Her maiden 
name was Mary Micou, and she whs a daughter of Paul Micou, physician and 
surgeon, a Huiruenot exile frrnii France. Another of his (laujjrliters Tuurried 
Lunsford Jjoniax, the grandfather of Judge John F. Lomax of Fredericksburg, 
Va. Another daughter married Moore Fannt LeRoy, a man of mark in his 
day, and the ancestor of the family of that name in Virginia.^* Paul Micov^s 
children were as follows:

Yan- 
cey, a jcreat great grandson. Lewis Davis lived and wiiH buried on the estate 
of the latter. "Arliiijrton." From the "('rawford Hook" we have, "John Yan- 
cey came from Wales about the middle of the 17th century;" then there must 
have beelD another brother.

THE THOM FAMILY. 

The first member of the Thom family, of whom can trnce nny ilclinite 
record was Alexander '^'hom, a native of Scotland, and of the Clan ol Cauerou 
in iDvernesshire. 

He was bom abont 17S0, and died in Westmoreland eonnty, Va., 1788. 

He wa.s an officer of rank and served under the ill starred banner of the 
the Uoyal Prince, Chas. Edward Stuart, at the fatal field of CoUoden moore, 

April lUth, 1746. 

After that dreadful disaster to the cause he was a refugee and came, as so 
many others, to America, where he settled in Westmoreland Co., Va., where 
he afterwards married Miss Annie Triplett about 1708; to them were bom nine 
sons: John, Reuben, Weo., Allen and others. 

John Thorn was born about 1770 in the county of Westmoreland; he re- 
moved to Culpeper county, where he resided till his death. 

He wasCol. of arsglmeut <^Culpeper troops and commanded it during 
the second war of Inde^ndeuoe 1813—1815. He served the State two or more 
terms in the General Assembly. He died li^H-i (?) in the quiet of his home at 
Berry Hill, at the ripe age of 85. He left a large estate which was devised by 
will mostly t^ his children. 

Col. John Thom was twice married; first, to Mfas Lacy Lewis, of Essex Co., 
Va.; to them were bom John Catesby, who m. Miss Ada Dormman, and issue 
two sons: John (who died younjif), and WiMiam Taylor Thom. 

Lucy, the dautrhterof (Jol. .John Thom and his wife Miss Lucy T^wIh, mar- 
ried Mr. Wm. Taylor, of Point Conpa Parinh, LouiHiana, wtiere they lived and 
died childless in 186-. 

The second wife of Col. John Thom was Miss Abigail DeHart Mayo; third 
daughter of Col, William Mayo, of Powhatan seat, Henrico county, and \\'\a 
his wife Elizal)eth Poythress. By this marriage he had: Elizabeth Mayo, who 
m. Mr. Wm. Buckner Rosd, of Bel Pre, Culpeper; they had five children, J)r. 
George Ross, of Richmond, Col. John 0eHart, of Lexington, Lieut. Wm. Alex* 
ander, who was killed in the fnmt of battle, leading a charge in 1864, Judge 
Erskitie Mayo now a U. H. Circuit Judge in the State of California, and Mary 
Cameron ni. and lives in Kichmond. 

Janet Marion Thom, born 1818, married Mr. Bartholomew Labuxan, of Mo- 
bile, Ala.; issue; Charles, Catesby, Pembroke, Anna and Blizabeth^ they all re- 
side in the far South. 

Wm. Alexaniler Thom, born 1820, graduated in 1841 from the Medical Col- 
lege of Virginia. He was surgeon to the 3Hth Va. Infantry in 18(il, and later 
was on the staff of the Jackson Hospital, in Kichmond, during the war. Ue 
married Miss Annie Parker, of Northampton Co.; and liadl. Wm., who married 
and died in 1894 leaving a widow and three children; 8. Al- 
fred, who m. and has a son^ Alfred Jr., 8. Marion E. 
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Cameron Erskhie, born 1825, married three times: first Miss Beaoh, Becond 
Miss Henrietta Hathvvell, third, her sister Miss Belle Hath well. He moved to 
California early ia life, where be served that State in her legislature and other 
eipaoities. Of hia'ehiidrea little is known in the East* 

Joseph Pembroke Thorn, born 1898, irradnated in Medicine from the Uni- 
v?r8ity of Vii^nla. He served in the Mexican war, 1840, under General Wing- 
lield Scott; lie wa« afterwards surgeon in the U. S. Navy. At the outbreak of 
hostilitieH in he volunteered his sei'vices to his native 8tate. While in 
temporary command of Wheat^s baiallion at the battle of Kemstown he was 
straek over the left breast hy a minie ball, but as he was carrying a small tes> 
tament in his side pocket, the force was received on it, which saved his life. 

For many years he has been a resident of Baltimore, where be has been one 
of the Aldermen, also in the State Legislature, where he was Si>eaker in 1884. 
He mafxled 1. Mim Ella Wright, second Mrs. Gatlierine Reynolds, and had sev- 
eral children. Abby Mayo Tliom, the youngest t)t the famUy of Col. John and 
Abigail DeHart (Mayo), was born December 23d, 1830. at Berry Hill, Culpeper. 

On Jnne 13th. 1849, she married Mr. Georp:e Warren Fitzhuf?h, of Fauquier, 
She died Nov. 21, 1859.

His lite 
was so long, his honors so many, his ability ho great, his person so haniisonie, 
and his manners BO winning, that, oven in a genealogical history like this, he 
demands more than a mere passing notice. 

Bom in Culpeper county, Va., June 9th, 180{),he recciwd the visual education, 
in the schools of that early day. When about twenty years old, he made a trip 
to Kentucky, to look after some lands located in the Soutlu rn portion of the 
state, in which the Ball heirs, one of whom was the second wife of his father, 
had an ititerest. Having attended to this, he went to irouisville, where he ob- 
tained a situation as (derk in a dry gcKxls store, which he retained a little more 
than a year, when he gave it up and left for Bedford, Ind., where he secured a 
similar jjosition, and borrowing some books from a friend, commenced reading 
law at night and daring such leisure moments in the day as he could 
snatch from bis reirular vocation. 

The 
same your, and the f(»l lowing one he was elected to the lower l)raneli of the In- 
diana Lejf islature. In Ibiao lie was elected to the State Senate. In the excitiujr 
Lopr Cabin and Hard Cider eainpaign of 1840, he was a Preeidential elector on 
the Whip ticket, and Tiiade a number of speeches in support of Hanriwm and 
Tyler, in which he disidayed no little oratorical ability. The same year he was 
elected to Conpress, and re-elected in 1847, deolininp the nomination In IS.'O. 
He also declined the Uiti«iou to Austria tendered him by President Taylor the 
foUowiniir year. When Mr. Fillmore, by the death of Ctoneral Tayicvt became 
President, Col. Thompson was ofTered the position of Conunissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Ofliee, which he also declined. 

In 1877 he was tendere(i the position of Secretary of the Navy by President 
Hayes, which he accepted, and continued to discbarge the duties of the office 
for nearly four yearn, when he resigned to aeeept the poaitfon of Vice- President 
of the Panama Canal Company, receiving for his services the liand.«?ome salary 
of *'?."», 000 per aTinnni. This place he held nearly eipht yeais. Col. Thompson 
also held otiier jiositions o< trnst and profit, amonp tbem that of (Jircuit Judpe, 
the duties of which office he disclutiKed for a number of years. Besides the 
public positions held and declined by Col. Thompson, and his attractiveness 
and eloquence as a public speaker, he was also a forceful and peaceful writer, 
having during- his life written and published a nnmV)er of works; of the list, one 
.against Catholicism, another on the tariff, and still another containing his 
reoollectious of the Presidents and other publie men, one of the most attractive 
and readable books issued from the press for years. 

In politics as already intimated. Col. ThompBcm was originally an "Old Line 
Whifi:/' and in addition to his canvass in sui)port of Harrison, in is jo, took an 
aclive and proniinent part in th«at of the "(ireat Commoner" in lb44. 
. Upon the disbandment of the Whig party, Col. Thompson united with the 
Republicans, with whom he continued to act as long as he lived, attending 
their conventions, framing many of their platforms and supporting their noro* 
inoes in speeches of great force and eIo«|uenee. At the regular meetings of the 
party every four years to nominate a candidate for President, few men attract* 
ed more attention than Col. ThcmpM>n ; his snow-white head, his brilliant, 
black eye, his easy and graceful carriage, united with a bright and sunny smile, 
never failing to make him one of the mt n of mark In those great assemblies. 

In private life, Col. Tliom])Son's character was as i)nre an;l spotless as hif 
public life was distinguished and honorable. An ailectionatc husband, a kind 
and indulgent father, a tiue and constant friend, a libfial and public spirited 
citizen, he commanded the respect and esteem of all classes and conditions of 
peo|)le. 

If one wishes to knov who a man is, read the newspapers. If one desires to 
ascertain what he is, atk those with w horn he is thrown from day to day— bis 
friends and neighbors. It does not always follow that a man's reputation from 
home and his character at home go hand in ban d. This, however, was litenlljr 
true of ('ol. Thompson. Popular as he was with strangers, he Mas no less hon- 
ored and esteemed liy his own people— the peojjle of Terre Hante, where he had 
SO long lived, and where he so recently died at the advanced age of ninety, 

crowned with years and honors, and presenting the anomaly of having known 
. and conversed with more I'l esidetjts tlian any one living, and of having out- 
lived all his colleagues in t lu- Coiigress of lb41.

THB JONES FAMILY. 

[By Judge John W. Jones— June, 1900.] 

It is no easy task to write the genealogical history of any family with any 

deyrree of aceuraey. To write thjit of the Smiths or Joneses, if earried any 
distance into the past, is an inii)()ssibility. Thcrp are so many difTercnt fami- 
lies of these names, in no way related to each other, that a person who at- 
tempts a sketch of any special one, will meet with the same difBenlty encoun- 
tered V)y a traveller in a strange section when coming to a number of roads 
]<• i(liii!_r ill rlic srinu* direction, yet none of thetn containing a flnger-l)oard to 
inform him which particular one he should take, in order to reach his point 
of destination. 

When tlie particular Jones family with which this sketch has to deal first 

came to the United States, wiiere it located, and what was its origin, whether 
En;;li8h or Welsh, is not certainly known. It is believed, liowever, that it is 
of English extraction, and settled in Essex county, X ir^inia, somewhere near 
the beginning of the 18th. century, if not earlier; some of its members moving 
thence to (^uipeper about the time of the organization of that county in 1748, 
At any rate, the reeonis of r'ulpeper show that Gabriel .Jones comniande<l one 
of the eight companies, furnished by the county for the war of the Kevolution; 
that previous to its commencement, he had twice married, first Ann Waller, 
who bore him one child, a daughter named Ann, who married William Scott, 
and moved to byncbbnrg, Virginia. They had four children : (iabriel, Robert, 
Waller and Hugh. The records also show that Capt. Jones' second wife wau 
Martha Slaughter, daughter of Robert Slaughter, the elder, the first Gbnreh 
Warden of St. Marks* Parish, by whom he had four children : Robert, Francis, 
Gabriel and Mary. 

Robert and Francis emigrated to Kentucky, about the year 1820, the for- 
mer locating in Adair county, and the latter in Wtirren county, near Bowling 
Qreeu.

Hy profession he ih a lawyer, 
and a partner of his father-in-law, Judge A. E. Kichards, having married his 
daughter, Jessie, several years ago. Albert G. and Jessie Ronald have two 
ehildren : George and Mary T. 

Mary M., the ninth child of George W, and Emily Ronald, married twice. 
First : Thomas B. Dent, by whom she had One child : Thomas B. Dent, Jr. 
Her present Imsband is Edwin Talbutt, a man of quiet and unobtrusive habits, 
but of good intellect and extensive reauing. They have no children. Thomas 

B. Dent, Jr., married lAnra Smith. They have four children: William, 
Lucien, Paul and Percy. 

Seth 8., the tenth child of (leorge W. and Emily Ronald, married twice. 
First : Lizzie Herbert; secondly : Amelia Forsyth. His first wife bore him 
seven children : George, Herbert, Laura, Mollie, Florence S., Lavinia, and 
Frank. George, Herbert, Laura and Lavinii. are dead. MoIUe married Joeeph 

C. Barclay, and has one child : Florence. Florence 8. married William F. 
Owsley, a ffrandson of one of the Governors of Kentucky. William F. and 
Florence S. Owsley had five children . Erasmus B., Herbert li., Elizabeth B., 
William B., and Frank. Herbert R. is the only one living. Lavinia, third 
child of S. S» and Elisabeth Ronald, died iingle. Frank, their yonngest child, 
has never married. Amelia, the fieoond wife of Seth 8. Ronald, left one child, 
who died in infancy. 

Harriet M., the eleventh child of George W. and Emily Ronald, married 
Alexander C. Stevenson, and has two children : Emily and William. Emily 
married Thomas Berger, and has no children. William married Ophelia Ellis, 
and has five children : Frank L., J. H., Lena P., Eula B., and H. Ronald. 

John N. the twelfth child of George W. and Emily Ronald, married Eliza- 
beth Still. They have an only child : Jaiues. 

Balsora J., the tlilrteenth child of George W. and Emily R. Ronald, 
married Thomas Rockwell, and has six children : Eula, Herberfc, Ronald, Ida, 
Thomas and Laura D.. Ronald married Ida Campbell. They have five chil- 
dren: Herbert, Ronald, Ruby 1).. William, and Thomas. Ida married Charles 
K. Oiisley, and has no children. Laura married Judson h. Price, and is 
childless. 

William Wigginton Jones, the second child of Oabriel Jones and Jane 
Wigginton, was born August 20, ITM, married Elizabeth Farish October 31, 
1H22. and died March 11. 18: 5. leaving seven children. In 1«12, when the war 
between the United States and Great Britain commenced. Mr. Jones enlisted 
as a soldier, and his widow drew a pension up to the time of her death, No- 
vember 10, 1H82. His children were as follows: John William. Robert Henry, 
Thomas Wigginton, James Farish, Strother Seth, Gabriel Scott, and Mildred 
Jane. 
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John Williaiii, the first ehiki of Williiuu W. and Eliza1)oth Jont«. left 
Culpeper county for Louisville, Kentucky, when only fifteen years of a^je, and 
for tbree yeatB served as clerk tn the hardware store of his unole, John Wig^ 
ffinton Jones. He then returut d to Virginia and attended school for several 
years. Retnrninp: to Louisvillo. he liefjraii the study of law. graduating in 
1801 at the law school of that city. '1 he foUowinj; year he commenced the 
practice of liis profension at Rockville, Indiana, where he remained for two 
years, when he removed to Terre Haute, of which city and the oonnty of Vigo, 
he wa« elected Connnon Pleas Judffe in 1856. For the last twenty years he has 
resided at Bowl injr Green, Kentucky, wlicn* he has been eikgaged in news- 
paper work hi the capacity of (nlitorial writer. 

llohert Henry, the 8econ4 William Wiggrinton and Elizabeth Jones, 

was a private in the Confederate army, and was killed in Missouri in 186S. 

Thomas Wi^rjrinton, thlnl son of Wilh'ani Wi^'printon and Eliiabeth Jones, 
is a fanner and has also served as ConuMissioner of the Revenue. October 1>>. 
1851, he married Mildred I). Hansl)roush, by whom he liad the followiup: chil- 
dren : William WiKginton, John Wesley, Mnry Lonff, Thomas Benjamin, 
Emma Stevens, William Wij^nton* Hervey Slaughter, and Annie Howard. 
William W., John AV., Mary L., and Annie Howard are dead. H( rvoy 8. 
married Bessie Irvine. They have one child: John Irvine. Thomas B., £mnia 
S., and William W. are all unmarried. 

James Farish, the fourth son of William Wigi^inton and Elizabeth Joues, 
was by profession a ph3rfcician, grailuatin^ at the old medical school in Lonis- 
ville in IS-').'). When the war between the States commenced, he volunteered 
as a private in the Brandy Rifles. Tn lH(i:nie w/is captured aiid sent to P«>iiit 
Lookout, where he remained until he was exchanged as a nick priwouer. At 
the time of his exchange his health was so poor that he could get no further 
than R!ohm<md, where he died April 86, 1864. 

Strothor S., the fifth son of William W^fginton and Elizabeth Jones, has 
at different periods of his life been a fanner. sebo;)l teacher, Commissioner of 
the Revenue, and soldier. When the war commenced he enlisted as a private 
in the Black Horse company, and was present at the first and Ifust battles of 
that long and bloody strugirle. ■ He married Lu<^ Stewart, and has three ohil- 
children : Betty, Susan, and Mary. Betty married Arthur Hart, and has five 
children: ^feta R., Alexander, Bessie, Susan, and Strother H. Susan married 
James Matthews, and has two children : Beth and Stewart. Mary is un- 
married. 

Gabriel Scott, th« sixth son of William Wlgglnton and Elizabeth Jones, 
was, by profession, a lawyer, graduating at the Louisville Law School in 1854. 

He commenced the practice in Roekville, Indiana, niovinf? thence to Terre 
liaute, and thence to Dubuque, Iowa, where he was residinf:: when the war 
began. Coming to Culpeper he joined the Brandy Rifles a« a private in the 
ranks, and continued 'in service until the surrenderl In 1866 he resumed the 
practice of his profession, locatibg at Rodney, Mississippi, where hli remained 
a few yea rs, removing thence to Texas, and died at Beaumont, in that State, 
March 2a, is;»ii. 

Mildred Jane, the seventh cliUd and only dauKliter of William Wip^intcn 
^ and Elizabeth Jones, resided wiili her mother until the death of the latter, 
f which occurred at Culpeper Court House November 16, 1888. 

Of the seven children of William Wlgglnton and Elizabeth Jones, only 

two, Thomas and Strother, ever married. 

Eli/ui Ann, the third child of Uabrlel and Jane Jonefi» died unmarried in 
Warren county, Kentucky, in 1847. 
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Beth Blaaghtei*, the fourth ohAd of CJabriel and Jane Jonee, moved from 
Calpeper eoanty, Vii^rinia, to Warren, ooonty, Kentueky, about 1886, and 

settled on a farm near Bowl in Green. He was a man of much amiability of 
character and popular with all elapses of people. Ho married Elizabeth BrlK^f, 
and. had two children : William Heury and Mary M. William Henry began 
hie business life as a clerk in a store in BowUngr Green. He also seirved as olerk 
of tlie common oonneil of that city for a number of years. In 1885, when 
Churlfs H. Thomas was appointed United Stiitcs Circuit ,Tu(l<,'c of Sotith 
Dakota, he received the appointment of clerk of that court, and removed to 
Deadwood in that territory, returning to Bowling Crreen at the expiration of 
Judge Thomas* term of oflBoe. In 1807 he was elected elerk of the Circuit 
Court of Warren county for six years, the duties of which office he is now dis- 
«;har{?in^. He married Mattie Robinson and has two children: Elsie and 
William Henry. Mary married John Turpin, and has three children: Uedford 
T., Williuiii 11., and Tcrrin Shiuf;hter. 

(iabriel Scott, the tifth child of Gabriel and Jane Jones, soon after reach- 
inic his majority, moTed from Culi>eper county, Virginia, to Louisville, Ken- 
tueky, where he oontlnued to reside until his death. During the greater part 

of his life, he held some office under the city, generally that of constable or 
collector of taxes. He married Hetty Camj). They had four children : Wil- 
liam Edward, Gabriel Ambrose, Robert C, and Eliza. 

William £dward, the first child of Gabriel Scott and Hetty Jones, was a 
Lieutenant in the Mexican War, and a Captain in the Confederate army. In 
WK^ while leading his company in a charge through the streets of Glasgow, 

Kentucky, he was killed. He married Kate Franklin, of Louisville, and left 

several children, whose nainen are unknown. 

Gabriel Ambrose, the second (rliild <»f (labriel Scott and Hetty Jones, com- 
menced the discharge of the active duties of life as a constable. He afterwards 
engaged in the livery business in which he was engaged at the time of his death 
in 1808. He married Lottie Ellis, who bore him five ehildren: Frank, Hugh, 

Ellis, Norton and Mary Lee, all of whom are living?, except Ellis. 

Robert Camp .Jones, the third child of (iabriel Scott and Hetty Jones, was 
for a number of years, and at the time of his death, an excellent and popular 
teacher in the public schools of the city of Louisville. He was twice married. 
The name of his first wife was Anna Barrel. The name of. his second, Anna 
Kirby. Each had one child. The name of theoihildof the first wife is May 
Esther That of the second wife. Hertic. 

Eliza, the fourth child of (rabriel Scott and Hetty Jones, married William 
Ellis, and had three children: JcHHie, William T., and Fay. 

John Wiggiiiton, the sixth child of Gabriel and Jane Jones, before arriving 
of age, left Culpeper county and located at Louisville, Kentucky, where he 
obtained a situation in a dry goods store. In 1888 he purchased a stock of 
hardware and commenced business for himself, whicli he conducted for a few 
years, when he returned to Virginia, and married Mary Eliza Valentine, a 
most estimable lady, the daughter of iildward Valentine, of Staunton, Vic- 
glaia, an^ his only child. The frutt of this marriage was six children : Busan 
Archer, Sally Anderson, Edward Valentine, Ella Jane, Mary Eliia, and Anna 
Rosa. Edward Valentine is an Episcopal minister and has charge of two 
churches, one in Albemarle county, the other in the county of Ix>tiisa. He 
married Mary Smith Ruffin, and luvs four children: Bdward Valentine, Ed- 
mund Ruffln, Mary Ruffin, and Susan. Ella Jane married Richard B. Rich- 
ardson, and has no children. None of the other daughters have married. 
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HiB ftrat wife having died, John Wigginton Jones married Marion Btnart 

Alexander, who bore him Ave children : Jnlia M anderville, John Stuart, Mar- 
tha Slaup:hter, Gustavus Alexander, and Ashton Blair. Of the ehikirpn two 
are married : Julia Manderville and Alexander Augustus*, the former having 
married Charles Stuart Mayo, who died without issue, and the latter Mary E. 
Scott, W2!0 has two children : Elvira Soott and Gniitayos Alexander. 

Martha Slaughter, the seventh and youngest child of Gabriel and Jane 
Jones, married Weeley H. Perkine, who died from cholera in 1>^. They had 
no children. 

Mary, the only daughter of the Kevolutionary soldier* Captain Gabriel 
Jonee, and his wife, Martha Slaughter, was a woman of many ezeelleut quali- 
ties, both of mind and heart. Marrying, early in life, Richard Young Wiegin- 

ton, a man of consiilfrable fortuiu', who died childless soon after tboir mar- 
riage, having no children of her own, she was enabled to become a mother to 
the children of others. How well she discharged this self imposed duty is well 
attested by the care and attention she bestowed upon a number of her balf 
neices and neplipws, grandchildren of her mother, Martha Jones, and her second 
husband, William Kro.idtis, two of whom, Williiun H. Ward, anil Miirtha F. 
Thompson, slip adopted and educated, tlie former living with her as lon^ us 
she lived, and tlie latter until her marriage, which took place at her 
home. Besides these two, there were several others, whose mothers bore the 
name of Broaddus, among them the late R. W. Thompson, who, after the 
death of their mothers, always found a home at this kind hearted old lady^s 
residence, and received Hnl)Stantial legacies from her at her death. 

Stern and exacting, where principle was involved, this excellent old woman, 
in what she regarded as the non-essentials, was yielding and indulgent. Not 
only was she kind ami generous to her relations, but a good and true friend to 
the poor, and one who sym])athix,ed with them in their trials and misfortunes, 
and at all times stood ready, with willing hand and open purse, to minister to 
their comforts, and relieve their wants, iears ago she went to her eternal re- 
ward, and her body is interred in the old family graveyard, near the homestead 
where she so long and so well performe<I her deeds of thoughtful and unpre- 
tentious 'generosity and kindness. The old house too, which was once the 
scene of the performance of so many go;) 1 di cds, is also gone, and another and 
more modern one occupies its place, but the fragrance of the memory of its 
inmate and owner, is still fresh in the minds of the few who are left to recall 
and relate the story of her many virtues and excellencies. The old Wigginton 
place is now owned and occupied by Mr. S. W. Thompson. 

AMBROSE POWELL HILL, 
LIRUTBNANT— aSKBRAL, COKFKDERATR STATES ARMY. 

Ambrose Powell Hill, a lineal descendant of Captain Ambrose Powell, a 
vestryman of Bromfield parish in 17S2, and the son of Maj. Thomas Hill, waa 

lK)rn in Oulpejier county November9, 1825. He entered West Point Academy 
July 1, 1842. and graduated thenee July 1, 1H47, the fifteenth in UM^rit in a 
class of thirty-six, among whom were Generals John 8. Masou, O. B.^ Wilcox, 
U. G. Gibson, A. E. Burnside, John Gibbon, R. B. Ayers, Charles' OrifDn^ 
Thomas H. NeilT, W. W. Barnes, B. L. Viele, and L. C. Hunt, of the United 
States Army, and General Harry Heth, of the Confederate Army. Entering 
the First Artillery as Hrevet Second Lieutenant, Hill became First Lieutenant 
September 4, 1851. He waj» engaged during the Mexican war at Uuamautla 
the 9th of October, and at Atlixas the ISth of October, 1847, and in Florida 
against the Seminole Indians in 1849—50, and from 1859 to 1855. He was an 
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assistant on the coast survey from November, 1855, until March 1, 1861, when 
be reeigned his oommisaion. Upon tbe breaking out of bostilities between the 
North and Souths be was eboeen Colonel of the Thirteenth Virginia Regiment, 

which, at the fir8t battle of ManaBsatfi, with the remainder of the command of 
General Josei)h E. Johnston, arrived on the Held just in time to Becurc and 
complete the victory of that memorable day. Colonel Hill was promoted Feb- 
mary 26, 1862, to tbe rank of Brigadier-€leneral, and by his signal gallantry at 
tbe battle of Williamebnrg, in May, drew tbe eyes of the public nponbim. 
lie <rreatly distinguished himself in the sanguinary seven days battles around 
Rieluiiond, (•omtnencing' on the 2()th of Jinie, in command of one of the largrent 
divinionH of the Army of Richmond, and wl»ich was composed of the brigades 
of Anderson, Branch, Pender, (ire^iff. Field and Archer. At Meadow Bridge, 
witb only a portion of his eommand, be made the first attack upon McClellan, 
and in a terrible conflict encouraged his troops by a fearless intrepidity which 
consiantly oxpos^nl liini to the fiercest tire of the enemy. Successful at this 
point, Guuerul Hill waB placed first in the line of advance and bore the brunt 
of the action at Frazier's Farm, where, witb his own division and one brigade 
of that of Longstreet, be fouglit and overcame a largely superior force whieh 
broke the spirit of the enemy and achieved final victory. 

In this series of battles the division of Hill lost '■'•HlO men killed and wounded 
Immediately alter this battle General Hill wiui promoted, July 14, ltiC2, to the 
rank of Major-General. In the cami)aigu of Northern Virginia tbe division of 
A, P. Hill was sent to reinforce Stonewall Jaekson, wbo bad been dispatched to 
check the advance of Pope. At the battle of Cedar Run, Hill jxallantly bus- 
tained tlie prestige he had won. He also bore a conspicnotis part in subse- 
quent operations, marching with Jackson in his ilank movement towards the 
Rappahannock and MauaBsaa. At the second battle of Manassas be repeated 
a similar exhibition of valor to that of Frasier*8 Farm, and with dauntless 
abandon met and repulsed at the point of the bayonet six distinet and separ- 
ate assaults of the enemy, a majority of the men a jiortion of tlie time being 
without cartridges. The next day (August 30, 1862), his division was again 
engaged, and late in the evening drove theen^y before th^m, capturing two 
batteries, many prisoners, and resting at night on Bull Run. At Sbarpsbuqc 
the accomplishment of A. P. Hill was in brilliancy not surpassed by any other 
recorded during the war. Witli three brij^ades, numbering scarce 2,000 men, 
he drove back Burnsidc s Corps, 15,000 strong. 

After the battle of Sbari)sburg, when General Lee determined to with- 
draw from Maryland', Hill was directed with his division to cover the retreat 
of the army, and in the performance of this duty at Botlers Ford, on the 'JOth 
of September. 1862, was enacted one of tlie most terrible ej)iso(li'S of tlw war. 
Lee^s ariyy was well across the Potomac when it was found that some brigades 
of the enemy had ventured to cross during tbe preceeding night and were 
making preparations to bold their position. General Jaekson at once ordered 
A. P. Hill to drive the enemy back. After some i)reliminary moveiiiciits a 
simult/ineous clmrge was made bj* Hill, and the eueujy forced in a confused 
mass into the river. "Then writes General Hill, describing the action witli 
graphic borror, "commenced the most terrible slaughter this war has yet 
witnesaed. The broad surface of the Potomac was blur with the float- 
IXG CORTSKS OK oi'ii KOK. Hilt fcw escaped to tell the tide. Hy their own 
account they lost :i,()il<t men Ivilh'd and drowned from one brigade alone. In this 
battle Hiii did not use a piece of artillery ; but lelying ui>on the musket and 

bayonet, he punished the enemy beyond jirecetlent. At the battle of Freder- 

it ksbiir^,', H ill's Division formed the right of Jackson's force, at Chancellors- 
ville the center, and participated in the llauk movement that crushed Hooker. 
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The death of the HI nstrious Jackson devolved the command upon Hill, and 
he was soon after wounded. Upon the reorganization of Tree's arnij* he was 
made, May 24, 1868, a Lieuteuaut-Crener^l, and placed iu command of the third 
of the three oorps into which it mm diTided. His was th« first oorps ia aetion 
at (it'ttysburg:. In Lee^ flank tnoTemeut of the same to get between Uesde 
and WuHhin^rton City, A. P. Hill sustained the only reverse of his career. 
Havinj; fallen upon a superior force of the enemy at Bristoe Station, conceal- 
ed by a railroad embankment, in a vain effort to dislodge it he lost several 
hundred In killed and wounded, and five pieces of artillsiy. In the momen- 
tons campaign of 1864 General Hill was again oonspienons, his corps, with that 
of E\vt>!I. openinf? tlio action in the Wilderness. A few days thereafter his fee- 
ble health so gave away that he was unable to remain on duty, when Juhal A. 
Early was awBigned to the command of his corps. After the scenes of Spot- 
sylvania Court House, General Hill repoi-ted for duty, resumed command of 
his corps, and fouffht with it to the last day in front of Petersburg' August 
35, 1804, at Reanies Station, he attacked the enemy in his entrpnchTnentH and 
carried his entire lines, capturing seven stand of colors, 2,000 prisoners and 
nine pieces of artillery. 

Atthe final attack on the Southside Railroad and the defense of Peters- 
burg, he was restlessly active in his exertions to repel the Federal attack. On 
the monn'nf? of April 2, 18r»5, desirinsa: to obtain a nearer view of a portion of 
the line of the oneniy, he left his staff behind him in a jilace of safety, rode 
forward accompanied by a single orderly, and soon came upon a squad of 
Federals who had advanced along a ravine far bejrond their lines. He immed- 
iately ordered them to su) render, which they were on the point of doing, un- 
der the supposition that a fohjinn of troops was just behind hiui. Hut soon 
discoveriuf.^ that he was slif^'htly fittended. they fin'd npon him. and he fell, 
pierced through tiie heart by a rifle ball.. The lollowing night his body wai> 
iiastily buried in the cemetery at Petersburg, but was subsequently reinterred 
in Hollywood Cemetery, Richmond, where his remains are marked by the 
words, "Lt-Geii. A. P. Hill," out into the granite curbing in front of the grave. 
The trust reposed in A. P. Hill l)y the illustrious chieftains, Lee and .Iacks(in. 
found solemnly impressive exempliflcatiou in the dying ejaculations of eaeli. 
which, too, are remarkable for their semblance. "Tell A. P. Hill to prepare 
for action,** were amongst the words of Stonewall Jackson. "Tell Hill he 
mustcomeup," were the last words of the peerless Lee. What more honora^ 
ble tribute?

IN THB WAR BBTWBBN THE STATES. 
CHAPTER VII.

[T>ani<'l Anion Grimsloy, son of Rev. Barnett Grimsley and Ruth U. Grims- 
ley, w;is horn Ajiril Hrd, 1840, in Culpepor, now Rappahannock county, near 
Wasbiiigtoii. Wlieu about twenty years old Jud^e Grimfiley enlisted as a pri- 
vate in the Rappahannock eavaliry, which was first commanded- by Captain 
John Shackelford Green, and was appointed orderly sergeant soon after the 
company went into active service. Was elected first lieutenant upon the re- 
brganization of the company iu the spriug of 1863, and within a few days 
theieafter became captain npon the promotion of Oapt. Green, and afterwards 
mf^or and lieutenant colonel of the sixth Virginia cavalry, to which the Rap> 
pahannock cx^mpany belonjjed. He served through the entire war frcnn Aj)ril, 
1861, to the surrender at Appomattox. Major Grimsley. although he had 
several horses shot under him, was never wounded, sick, or on furlough for 
more than a day or two at a time, and was in command of his regiment a 
greater portion of the time during the latter years of the war. Major Grims- 
ley has an accurate memory, which, togethtr with hiw thorough knowledge of 
military affairs, virtiially renders him an oracle, and ho is always sought out 
by those in search of information alonir these lines. 

After the Mw,r, Judge Grimsley studied law under a private tutor, Mr. H. 
G. MofTett, in Ra])paliannock, and upon ohtaininfr hiH licenne, began the prac- 
ticH of his profession at (.^ulpeper in 1867. He was elected to the btate ^euate 
in 1889, of which body he remained a member nntil 1679. In 1890 he was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Holliday judge of the sixth judicial circuit to fill a vaoanoy 
canped by the death of Judge Henry Shackelford. The readjuster party ob- 
taining control of the State in 1872, he was defeated in the election for that 
office. In 1885 he was elected to the House of Delegates to represent Culpeper 
oonnty, and in 1886 he was elected judge of the sixth judicial dienit, which 
• position he still occupies. 

In 1866, Jud^'f (Trimsley married Bettie N., daughter of William L. Brown- 
ing, and has six living children, who are : Margaret, married George Drewey, 
Virginia, Thomas Edwin, married Mary Edelln, Mary B.« married John Strode 
Barbour, Fanny G., and Elizabeth Barnett. Their younger dhild, BUiel, died 
a few years since of typhoid fever. — R. T. G.] 

Brandy Station was the great battle ground between the cavalry of the 
armies of Northern Virginia, and of the Potomac, during the war between the 
States. It was the scene of quite a half doxen pitched battles, in which thou- 
sands of horsemen met in the rude shock of eonflict. 
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Hrandy Station was dim tly on tlic lin^ ot advance and retreat of the 
armiuM, between Wa«liinjfton and Uicliniond. A station on the Souttaem nul- 
way (then the Orannre and Alexandria), which either army, oconpyiDg Cnlpeper, 
used for the purpose of supply. It wa8 a point from which the road Bouth 
diverged eastward to Fredorickshnr^f, to the Wilderness and the lower Rapidan. 
and weHtward to Madison and Or.ini^'e: f^oina: north, they diver^jed westward 
towards Warrentou and upper Fuutpiier, and eastward towards Kellyvilieand 
{he lower Potomac. So it was an objective point in the movements of either 
army, in either direction.' The country around about the Btatiun wnB admira- 
bly a(1ai)t('{l to cavalry nK)veiiientM. It was a broad, open, undulating plain. j 
without forest or other serious obstruction to the uioveiuents of large bodies j 
of troops, but sufficiently rolling to furnish select positions for the use of artil- 
lery. 

In the early part of the war the country was well fenced, occaBionally by 
a hed^re and ditch, wliicli offered serious obstruction to the inovenieuts of 
cavalry, and was not unfrecpu'ntly, both in charge and retreat, the occasion 
of serious mishap to the bold cavalier, being especially disastrous in retrait. 
However, the fences soon disappeared, and the hedge rows were leveled to the 
earth* and it became an ideal locality for cavalry. 

It was occny)ie(l for a time by Gen. Stuart in the spring of 1802, on the 
retreat of the ( 'onfederate Army from Manassas, and some little skirinisbiug 
then took place, between the videttes and pickets along the banks of the 
Bappahannock. Ko serions engagement, however, oceorrad until the 20th of 
.August. 1H03, when Lee advanced on Pope, then occupying Cnlpeper. Just 

previous to the second battle of Manassas. 

After the <lefeat of M<^( 'lellan. before llichmond, it will be reuiembered, 
General Lee quietly transferred his army to Orange county, and massed it 
behind darkens Mountain, from which point he designed to hurl his veteran 
battalions on the flank and rear of Pope, in Julpepcr. J.ieut-Colonel Hender- 
son, of the Envrlish Army, who is at present [Jan. Wm.] a stalT officer of Lord i 
Roberts in the South Africivn war, in his life of Jackson, gives the following | 
beautiful description of the landscape, as seen from ClarlceHi Mountain, where 
Jackson bad established a signal station. 

"The view from the summit embraced an extended landsqape. The rav- 
ages of war had not yet effaced its tranquil beauty, nor had the names of it.s 
briglit rivers and thrivinij villages becoms household words. It was stikl 
unknown to history; a peaceful and pastoral district, remote from beatea 
tracks of trade, and inhabited by a quiet and Industrldus people. To day, 
few regions can boast of sterner or more heroic memories. To the right, n)ll- 
ing away in light and shadow, for a score of miles, is the great forest of ^vnU- 
sylvania, within whose gloomy depths lie the fields of Chanoellorsville, where 
the breastworim of the Wilderness can still be traced, and on the eastern 
verge of which stand the grass grown batteries of Fredericksburg. North* 
•ward, and beyond the woods which hide the Rapidan, the eye ranges over the 
wide and fertile t>lains of f^nli)ei)er. with the green crest of Slaughter's Moun- 
tain overlooking Cedar Run, and the dim levels of Brandy Station, the sceue 
of the great cavalry battle, just visible beyond. Far away to the northeast, 
the faint outline of a range of hills marks the source of Bull Rnn and the 
Manassas plateau, and to the west, the long ramparts of the Blue Ridge, 

softened by the distance, stand high above the Virginia plains." 

This movement was designed to be beguri on the ISthday of August, but 
V)y reason of the delay of the cavalry, in reaching Orange fr<mi tbo Peninsnln, 
it was not begun until about 3 o'clock on the morning of the 2Uth. (Teneral 
Pope, having in the meantime, learned of Lee^s meditated attack, l>egan bis 
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ntoeat on the morninjp of the lMh« and had reaohed the sooth bank of the 

Rappahannock before Gen. Lee loft Orange. The Oottfederate Army crowed 
the Rapidan at RHccoon and Morton's Fords, and moved towards the towns 
of Culpeper and Brandy station, preceded by Robertson's brigade of cavalry, 
eonBlstfaijBrof theeecond, giztb,8eventh« eleventh and twelfth VirKinfa Regi- 
ments, White's battalion, and Fitz Lee's brigade, consisting at that time of 
thf iRt. MHT vbuifl. :]rd, 4th and 5th re^^inicnts. (reu. Fitz Lee took the road by 
Madden s towards Kellysville, and (ien. Robertson the road by Stevensburg 
to Brandy Station, Gen. Stnart moving in person with Robert6on*B lai- 
gade. Gen. Bayard, of the Federal Army, was direoted with his brigade, then 
at Brandy Station, and consistiiiir of tlio Int. Pa., 1st. X. Y., Ist. R. L, 1st. 
MasH., and '2nd. N. Y., to protect the tiank and rear of the retreatinf? army in 
the direction of Stevensburg. At that time, if the writer remembers rightly, 
for some distance oat of Brandy Station, on the Stevensbnrg road, there were 
woods on both sides of the road, and on the east side they extended beyond 
the point where the Culpep?r road now turns off from the Stevensburg road, 
and in tho-se woods, the Federal cavalry, their reargu'ird having been driven 
back from Stevensburg, made their first determined stand against the advance 
of the Confederate cavalry. Hy dismounting a portion of his force, armed 
witfi c'lrbirios, and judicimislN pos<c<l in tlicso woods, Gon Bayard was en- 
abled to hold in check the a<lvance of the Confederates for some time. After 
the contest hme had bem waged for qoite a while* Gen. Robertson moved 
some portion d his command, aroand by the Wise honse in the direction of 
the Barbour liill, and thus turning the flank and rcachinir fortho rear of the 
Federal comniander, forced him from his po.sition in the woods in front of 
Brandy. Falling back from this position, he made a stand on Fleetwood 
Heights in solid colnraas of squadron , with mounted skirmishers in front and 
flank. The Confederates moved up rapidly, and attacked the Federals in this 
new position with great dash and spirit. Oen. Stuart, in his report of this 
engagement at this point, says : " Robertson's regiments were hurled in 
rapid succession, in columns of four, upon the main body of the enemy's cav- 
alry, and before the clash of the sabres they took fright and fled, taking re- 
fii^j' t-Iose to the river, under prnteetion of their h;itteries on the other side." 
He always paid a high complimont to this command, which, he says : "had 
been brought to the stability of veterans by the discipline, organization and 
drill of the brigade commander." Gen. Bayard, in his report, says : '*that 
the sudden charge and yells of the enemy seemed to strike terror to his men, 
and they soon began running;" that they were rallied, however, ;m<l retreated 
quietly to the Rappahannock Fitz Lee, on this same occasion, liad a spirited 
engagement with the Federal cavalry on the road from Madden's to Kelley*8 
Ford. 

Fleetwood Heights is a beautiful location. Being an elevated ridge, which 
extends eastward at right angles to the elevation extending south from Wel- 
ford^s, and jutting out into the plains, it commands the country and roads 
leading north and south from Brandy Station. On this occasion it revived 
its baptism of fire, and thereafter, there was no movement of troops across 
the borders of Culpeper that artillery did not blaze from itH summits, and 
charging squadrons, on its slopes and around its base, did not contend for 
supremacy. 

The day after this engagement the cavalry, followed by the whole army, 

moved westward along the south banks of the Kappahaunock into the Little 
Fork and Anally swinging aroand throuirfa Thoroughfare Gap, debouched on 

the plains of Manassas, to win, for a second time, a victory on the same field. 
The writer has a most pleasant recollection of the kindness on this occasion of 
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one of the most worthy And rM]Seet6d oitlzeiu of %he town €t Onlpeper. He 

(the writer) was on picket duty the nipht beforo, at Rapidan Station, -with a 
squadron of cavalr>', and was ordered to join his rep:inient the next day at 
Braudy. This put his linu of luarch through the town of Culpeper, and iie en- 
tered it on the heels of the retreating enemy. When he had arrived 
on Main street, at a point opposite the store of Dr. Gorrell, he found 
that that pentlenian, in anticipation of tlie cominf^ of the Confederates, hiu\ 
prepared a huge tub of lemonade to refresh the tired soldiers. Just think 
of Itl loe eold lemonade, with plenty of lemon In it to make it sonr, and 
plenty of sugar to make it sweet* and ice to make it (told, to a tired, weary, 
dirty, dusty Confederate soldier, on a hot day in Aiif^ust. I think of it now, 
and, although it is winter time, I thirst for that lemonade to-day, and would 
enjoy so mneh & dmni^t of it from a clean, shining tin onp. We' thank him 
for it still. Hay he live long and prosper. 

KELLETVILLE. 

Perhaps we might have h^etofore referred to the first incursions of Fed- 
eral troops in the county and villa^^e of Cnlnejier on the morninjjr of the 5th of 
Maj', 18")2. Sfajor I). Porter Stowell, oointnandiut; the Ist Mass. Cavalry, 
crossed the Rappahannock river at Beverly's Ford on tlie night of the4tli, 
Mkd aiter refreshing men and animals on the farm and at the house of 
Mr. Ricliard Cunningham, came on to the villaf?e the following morning. It 
seems to have the irony of fnte, that the soil of Culpeper should have 

been first invaded by the sons of Is'ew England. Nearly a hundred years pre- 
vious, wheu Massachusetts was threatened with invasion and oppression from 
the mother country, among the first t<> take up arms in defense of her cause, 
as well as the common cause of the eolonief, were the gallant "Minute Men" 
of Culpeper. Now, the iirst to appear, as armed invaders of her soil, were the 
sons of those, with whom they had stood shoulder to shoulder a hundred yescrs 
hefore, and this in the sacred names of union, liberty and fieedom. Well may 
we say with Madame Roland: "Oh liberty! What crimes have been oommitted 
_iu thy name." 

The officer in command of the expedition says he found on the farm of Mr. 
Cunningham abundant forage for his horses, and that the overseer, a Mr. 
Wiltshire, was very kind to him, furnishing forage and opening the mansion 
liouse for oecupaney l»y his command. He siieaks of it as an elegant old man- 
sion, handsomely furnished, and says that he and his soldiers enjoyed their 
repose on sofas, eouehes, beds, lounges and on the parlor flobis. He was evi- 
dently a gentleman, and understood, even in war, the laws of property rights, 
for he says, notwithstanding it had been the headquarters of the Confederate 
generals, and the absence of the owner, yet nothing in the house, or about the 
premises, was taken or injured by his men. Leaving Cunningham^s, he fol- 
lowed the ridge road, passing the brick house ot Dr. Huntington (Dr. Dan^l. 
Green's), and eame out by the Barlioiir house to Brandy Station. He gives, in 
his rejjort. a very interesting aeeoiuit of liis trip, of the route pursued, of the 
beauty and fertility of the country, and the temper of the people with whom 
he met. He speaks of the country as lovely in its appearance, well cultivated, 
and filled witli siii)plieH of all sorts, for man and V)ea.st. That most of the 
farmers had lett their homes in.charge of their overseers, but that their fiirm- 
iog work was going on as usual. 

At this time there were no Confederate troops north of Gordonsville, save 
twocompanies of cavalry of the 2nd. Va. Reg., encamped on the Greenwood e«- 
tate, and engaged in picketing the roads north of ruijH'ppr. The oflieer report- 
ed that he encountered the I confederate pickets some three miles north of Cul- 
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peper, who retired upon his approach, and that he sent forward an advance 
squadron, which pursued them rapidly into the villaKe. He furtlier Ha\ p, that 
Just before he reached town, he met a youutf man, by the name of "Bedshum,'' 
who said "be lived five or Biz milee north of the Tillage; that he was in town 
wlion the news of their approacti was received, and that it produced great 
fri{<r;t and couHtemation anionfj the citizens as well as the soldiers encamped 
near. That he was a good Union man, and tliat when the Confederates passed 
through, they wanted him and his father to go with them, bat tliey woald not 
do it, and that their horses were much better than the Confederates.'' This 
must have been Beverlv Beckham. Was he not "soft solderin;,'" the eoni- 
uandiug officer, and did lie not take it in beautifully ? They remained but a 
short time in the village, and took back with them, as they reported, eight 
prisoners: Thomas Lewis, of the Piedmont Hotel, Col. Ned Freeman, Judge 
Henrj' Shackelford, and David P. Stallard, were four of them. VVlio were the 
otiiers? Were they citizens or soldiers ? Do any of our people remember ? 
Upon the approach of the Confederate cavalry, a few shots were exchanged, 
and the. Federals retired. 

A few days thereafter, the writer, who was at that time eaptain of Co. B 

(Rappahannock Cavalry,) 9&t Reg., was sent from the valley, with his com • 

pany, to reinforce the cavalry, stationed near Culpeper. He also encamped on 
the Greenwood estate, and picketed the road leadinj? n >rth of Oulpeper. We 
remained in ttiis neighborhood until the morning of the 21st of May, when 
orders were received to join Jackson in the valley, in his advance on Banks at 
Winchester. As we moved tiirough the town of Culpeper on that morning, 
we halted for a short wliil*^ in the streets^, and the men dismounted. Mr. John 
Turner, a highly intelligent old gentleman, a former resident of Rappahan- 
nock, but then residing in Culpeper, came to the oommand, mingled freely with 
the boys, and greeted them all warmly, for he either knew them personally, 
or knew their fathers. When the command to m:Mint wap iriven he said good 
bye to many, and took his position on the side walk, and as we moved off, we 
left him standing there gazing, tenderly and earnestly, at the column as it 
moved along, with the tears rolling down his farrowed cheeks. He was 
a very quiet, passive, undemonstrative man, and the writer was deeply im- 
pressed with the feeling and emotion which he exhibited on that occasion. 
All of Culpeper might have joined the old man in his feelings on that occ^i- 
sion, and could they have lifted the veil of the future, and seen but a few days 
In advance, they would have unquestionably done so, for there marched in 
the ranks of that company, three of Culpeper's noblest yonn-j: men, who, a few 
days thereafter, laid down their lives for their country, and for their country's 
cause. We refer to Sergeant Frank Duncan, William Field and Phillip Field, 
eons of Judge Richard H. Field. The first was asoldier of a year's experience, 
a model one submissive and o!)edient to oncers liiiii«c]f. !)'• exacted obedience 
of others. He was bold and fearless in danger, and was actuated, at all times, 
by a high sense of duty to his country. The last two had but recently joined 
the cavalry service. At the outbreak of the war they were students at the 
University of Virginia, but they laid aside their books, and joined the ••Cul- 
peper Minute Men," :Jrd. Va. infantry, in which tliey served till discharged in 
the spring of ia(i2. The elder, William, was a young man of some twenty-two 
or twenty-three years of age, tall and well developed, with a bright and 
cheery disp:).sition, and altogether, one of the hatidsomest young men wo 
ever knew. The younger, Philip, was a tall, slender boy (jf some eighteen 
years, with a face as delicate, as gentle, and as retined as a woman's, but with 
a shade of sadness which but added to the attraetiveness of his expression. 
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Two day* theraaftor, Danean and Philip Field were killed, and a few daye 

following, Willinni wjis also slain on tljo battlefield. Their bodies were sent to 
their hoinps, and buried in the fuinily buryin<? (fround. where they istleep with 
their ancestors of loany ^(MuTHt ions. There names are worthy to be remem- 
bered and ebeiiabed by the |)eople of Culpeper amonK tbeir heroic dead. The 
death of his two promising ione broke the heart ot the father. Judge Field, 
who soon sank into a premature grnxe. 

The Confederate army went into quarters for the winter of 1862-3 on the 
south side of the Rappahannock river, from the Wilderness to Port Royal, 
with the cavalry brigade of Fits Lee on its left, in Orange and Golpeper conn- 
ties, j^nardingr the Rappahannock. The Federal arinv occupied the cotnitiea 
of Kinj^ (Teorfj:e. Stafford, and lower Fauquier on the north bank of tlie Ha[)i>a- 
hannock, with its cavalry on its rii;bt. In the early spring of 186:i, Gen. Stone- 
man, then in command of the cavalry corpn of the Federal army, ordered Qwa. 
Averill, of the 3nd. cavalry division/to take a force of about three thonsand, 
Avith six pieces- of artillery, a<!rf)KH the Rappahannock river at or near Kelley- 
ville, and to rout and destrtiy the Confederate cavalry brigade of Fit* Lee, 
then occupying Ouli>eper, and encamped in the neigbbood of Brandy Station 
and Stevensburi;. Gen. Lee^B brigade at that time consisted of the Ist., 2nd., 
3rd., 4tl). and 5th. Va. rc^'inifnts, and one battery of horse artillery, coin- 
manded l)y one of the n»o»t i;*illant and promisinjr artillery officers in the 
service, Major John Pelbam, of Alabama. Lee^s brij^ade numbered perhaps 
1800 in all. Averiire command was about 8100, after making details for scouts, 
pickets and couriers. It seems from the records that Gen. R. E. Lee first 
learned of this reconnoisance by the Federal cavalry, and as early as 11 A. M. 
on the 16th, notitied Fitz Lee of the movement. But it was unknown what 
point the enemy would select for nroeslng the river. Early on the morning of 
the 17th, the Federal cavalry appearedatKelley's Ford, at which iKjint the 
Confederates had a stronjr i)icket force, eommanded by Captain White, and 
by its resistance, and the obstruction wliioh had previously been placed about 
the ford, the crossing of the Federals was delayed for an hour or more After 
a spirited picket fight at the river, resulting in some loss on both sides, the 
FcderalH eflfeeted a crossiufr, and, so soon as their purpose to cross at that 
l>oint, with their entire force, wjis made api>areut, Lee tiurried his whole coni- 
maud in that direction, and at once the battle was joined with great spirit, 
dash and courage on both sides. The Federals first took a position half a 
mile or more south of the ford, and south of th*' point where the Steveus- 
bnrj; road tiwns to the left. The 4th., Hrd. and Kith. Penn., the Ist. and Hth. 
U. S., tlie 4th. J., and 2nd. Ohio constituted the line of battle, with Bak- 
er*s brigade in reserve near the mill. The poeition of the Federalfi was a strong 
one, protected by woods and and a stone fence in front. It was, however, 
repeatedly char^'ed by tlie Southern cavHiry, the 3rd. Virginia leading in 
the advance, but they were unable to dislodge the Federals from the position 
which they occupied. After repeated efforts in thfe direction, the Confeder- 
ates slowly retired to a position a mile or two in the rear, where the battle 
ratted with frreat fury. "From the time the battle was flrst joined." says Fitz 
Lee, in his report, "it was a series of gallant charges by tha diflferant re^im nits, 
and once by the wh(de brigade in line. My men, some times unable to cross 
the feness or ditohes in their front, behind which the Federals were protected, 
wheeled about, deli verin^j: their fire in the very faces of the onemy,and reformed 
again under a heavy lire from their artillery ami small arms/' Lieut. Holtz- 

man, of Co. D., 4th. N ir^'inia cavalry, who kepta diary of all the movements 
of his command, tells me that he has it recorded, that on more than one oc?e,iv- 
siou, when tlie charging squadrons of Ck>ufederate cavalry would encounter 
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fendes, they wonlcl deliberately halt, diemount, and, under fire of the Federal 
batterries with Krape and oannitfter, aa well as email ame, poll aside the 

fences at the corners, to enable them to paas throup:h. The battle contlnaed 
until late in the evening, when the Fccleralp, unable to accomplish the pnr- 
poee, for which they had crossed the river, retired. The Confederates were 
perfectly willing that they ehould go, and were unable to inflict any serious 
low upon them in their retreat. 

Considerinf? the superiority in numbeins, the result was a splendid achieve- 
ment for the ConfederatoH, and became the subject of congratulatory orders 
on the part of Gen. Lee to hiki brigade. But it was not without serious loss in 
both men and animate; about 170 hotMe were killed, and an equal number of 
men killed and wounded. A peonliarity of the wounds in this engaffNnent, 
was that they were nearly all made with the saber, showing that the battle 
was fought at clo!<e quarters, and with groat obstinacy. The Culpeper com- 
pany, (Capt. Uill) of the 4th. rejjrimeat, was in the thickest of the fight, from 
morning till the eiMmy retired. The Confederate loss waitmueh greater than 
that of the Federals, espeeiaUy in officers, among the latter were the gallant 
Maj. Puller, of the 5th. cavalry, and Lieut. Harris, of the 4th., and the splendid 
and much beloved Pelham, of the rlor«e Artillery. The record of this latter 
officer had been bright and si^otless. and he had endeared himself to the whole 
army. Be was a modest, gentle, unassuming boy, scarcely twenty-one years 
old, and yet he had the coolness of a yeteran on the field, and gave great prom- 
ise of future achievements; a genius for war that was brilliant and attractive. 
He was struck on the head with a fragment of a shell, and his skull crushed, 
but before life was extinct, lie was brought to the house of Judge Shackleford, 
in the town <^ Culpeper, where he expired amidst weeping friends and oom- 
radee. His death cast a gloom over the entire corps, and the nsoal badge of 
military mourning was worn for him for thirty days.* 

Again on April HOth,, Krandy Station and Culpeper were the scenes of 
another cavalry eugagemeut, though not of as mucli consequence as some 
others. Just preceding the movement of the Union army for Chauoellors- 
ville, Stoneman, with liis cavalrv corps, crossed the river at Kellyville, for a raid 
on the Central Railroad, about l.iOuisa 0. H., the James river, Kanawha 
Canal, and otlier points in rear of the Confec'.erate army. After crossing the 
river, Averill, with his division, was sent iu the direction of lirandy iStation 
and Culpeper, with instructions to destroy the cavalry force that he might 
encounter, while Stoneman, with the residue of his command, moved lower 
down, and crossing the river at Raccoon Ford, proceeded towards Louisa H. 
Averill encountered William H. F. Lee about Brandy Station, and they had 
some pretty lively skirmisliing between tliat point and the liapidan, towards 
which Oen Lee slowly retreated, keeping Averill well in check. Averill had 
consumed so much time in pressing back William H. F. Lee^s command, that 
he was unable to join the raid, and, from Rapidan, was recalle J to the army at 
Ely's Ford, and, soon thereafter, removed from Ids command, because of his 
failure to break up and destroy William H. F. I^ee. 

LRF/S CAVALRY REVIEW. 

Hut it was on the 8th. of June, 1803, that a most interesting cavalry dis- 
play took plaee near Brandy StaUon. It was Intevesting, attractive and bril- 
liant, to be followed, however, on the next day, by one more attractive and 

inspiring, ana which occupied a much mare prominent plaee in the history of 
the times. We refer to the great cavalry review of the 8th. of June, 1808, when 

Stuart's wiioie command passed iu review before the commanding general, 

Robert E. Lee. 
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Tbe army, at this time, was on the move for Gettyeburg. Borne portions 
of Longstreet^s oorpe was abont CuIpeperG. H. Stuart^B eavalry was, at tbie 
time, perhaps, more efficient in nnin>)pr, drill, rlisf ijiliup, and equipment, than 
at any otber period of tlie war. He had called together lii8 whole command, 
save, perhaps, the brigade of Jenkins, then in the valley of Virginia. The corps 
consisted of Fits Lee^ft brifcade of five reiriments, Hampton*8 brigade of six 
regiments. William H. F. Lee's brigade of five regiments, William D. Jones' 
brigade of four regiments, and Robertson'8 brigade of two regiments; twenty- 
two in all, aggregating, perhapt*, 8000 men. 

The review took place on what is known as the ** Anbum*^ estate. A for* 
row was made with a plow, l)egiiiiiiug at a point not far from the dividing line 
between the "Auburn"' estate and the Hall estate, and about three hundred 
yards west of the railroad, on the laud now owned by Mr. Sehlosser, and ex- 
tendin^r, in a line parallel with the railroad, along by tho bfoadhq;»readinfC elm 
tree that stood in the flat in rear of the grave yard, on tbe Ross estate, quite 
to the run. Along this long straight furrow the twenty two regiments of cav- 
alry were formed in two ranks, facing the railroad, extending nearly or quite its 
whole length* The horse artillery, of four batteries (sixteen guns), Captains 
Breathit, Chew, MeCh^gor and Ifoorman, the whole commanded by Major 
Beckham, was formed in batteries along the ridge in the rear of, and on the 
west side of the branch. It was a splendid military parade; Stuart's eyes 
gleamed with peculiar brightness as he glanced along this line of cavalry in 
battle array, with men and horses groomed at their beet, and the command 
arrayed with military precision, with ciilors flying, bngles sounding, bands 
l)iaying, and with rctrinicTital niid bri>^ade ofttcei's in proper positions. Gen. 
Lee occupied a little hillock, immediately on the west side of the railroad, 
and some three or fonr hundred yards north the station at Inlet. Tbe review 
bnmght together a large number of citizens, ladies and gratlemen, yoang and 
old, from Cidpeper, and tli<> a(] joining counties; tnany were the sly glances cAst 
by the soldier boys at the country lassies, as they passed along their front in 
the columns of review. An engine brought down a train of flat cars from Cul- 
peper, filled with soldiers and civilians, to witness the review. Oen Lee, with 
his staff, first rode rapidly along the front of the line, around the left flank, 
then along the rear, around the right (lank to his position ..n the hill in the 
front. At the sound of the bugle, taken up and repeated along the line, the 
corps of horsemen broke by right wheel intooolamns of squadron, and moving 
south for a short distance, the head of the cohnun was turned to the k ft, and 
Ufrain to the left, moving in this new direction, whence it passed immediately 
in front of the commanding general. It was a splendid military pageant, aud 
an inspiring scene, such as this continent never before witnessed, as this kmg 
line of horsemen, in eoluiuns of squadron, with nearly ten thousand sabres 
flashing in thesnn li^dit, with«salvos of artillcrv oi! the hills beyond, passed in 
I'eview before the greatest soldier of modern tiuics Who, that wa« i>resent, 
will ever forget the swelling of the soul, which he experienced, as he passed 
the position occupied by the reviewing oflBoers, and knew that the eyes of the 
great IioV)crt K. I^ee were upon him. The column moved at a walk until it 
c.'iiue within some fifty or one hundred paces of the position occupied by the 
reviewiiiu j^i neral, when squadron by scpiadnm would take up first the trot, 
then the gallop, until they had passed some distance beyond, when again tliey 
would pull down to the walk. After passing in review^ the several brigades 
were brought again to the position which they oemipied in the line, whence 
they were dismis.sed. one hy one, to their respective camps, to he rudely 
awakencii early the ne.\t morning by the Federal cavalry, who crossed the 
liiippahaiuiock, tleteriuined, for the first time, to measure SWOrds with the 
jSouthernerH, beyond the protection of their infantry. 
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BRA^"]>Y STATION. JUNE i), 18G3. 

After tlie preat review, llampton■^^ britjrade went into camp on the south 
of Brandy Station, picketiag the lower ford of the liappahanuock, liobertson'a 
IT. G. brigade to the rigbt of the station, Jones' brigade near St. James' 
church, picketinf? the river from Rai)j)ahaiino( k bridj^e to the confluence of 
tlio Hazel jitm] Rappahannock rivers, while Wni. H. F. T.ee's aiifl Fit/ Tiee's 
brigades were tlnown further forward, in the neighborliood of Oak Sliade, 
guarding the river to Waterloo, and scouting the country beyond, to protect 
the flank of the Ck>nfederate army, en route to OettyBbuKg, by -way of Qourd- 
vine, Gainefi X Cross, Winchester, and so on. 

This was, snbstantially, the position of the Southern cavalry when the 
Federals, nnder Gen. Pleasanton, crossed the river on the niorninfr of the 9th 
of June, to drive back the Southerners, and ascertain the object and purpose 
of the movement of the army under Lee. The Federal cavalry eroesed the 
river in two columns, one at Beverly's Ford. coiiHistintr of the Ist diviHion* and 
Merritt/s brigade of rej^tilar cavalry, and a l^ri^'ade of infantry under the com- 
man<l of fTen. Ames, the whole under the eouimand of Gen. Buford. This 
column numbered 3,918 cavalry, 1,500 iufautry and two batteries of U. S. artil- 
lery (eight guns). The other column erossed the river at Kelleyville, and con- 
sistod of the 2nd and iJnl divisions of cavalry (8,978 strong), and 1,500 infantry 
under (ion. llus.sell, aiul a battery of six guns, the whole under the command 
of Gen. Ciregg. Beverly'^ Ford was immediately in front of Jones' camp, Co. 
A. (Oapt. Gibson), being tlie jjicket guard at that point, and Co. B. (Capt. 
Qriuisley), of the 8th Va. cavalry, at the railroad bridge, The Federals charged 
the ford at Beverly's about day-break, driving the picket guard before them, 
and pressed with great vigor their advauc' aloii^r the road toward^ th«' church. 
ITowev^er, their progress was resisted with equal x>luck, courage, and tenacity, 
by the reserve picket force, and their advance delayed until some portion of 
Jones' command could be gotten in position for battle. When the alarm was 
given of the advance of the Federals, the horses of the cavalry, and of the 
horse artillery, were grazing in the fields lu^ar the church, and at On*' time 
they were in great danger of >)eing captured. The 6th and 7th regiments were 
the tirtit to secure their horses, and move to the relief of the reserve picket. 
They were hurried forward, the one on the right, and the other on the left of 
the road leading from the churcli t ) the river, and along which the Federals 
were advancing, to assist in holding the attacking party's columns in check. 
As these two regiments rushed forward, they met the enemy's columns in the 
woods, beyond the church, and a hand to hand conflict ensued. The advance 
brigade of the Federals, consisting of the 8th N. T., 8th 111., and 8rd Ind. regi- 
ments, were held in ( hc( k by the charge of the Virginia regiments, and its 
commander. Col. Davis, of the 8th N. Y., killed in an heroic effort to hold his 
command ready to resist the onset of the Confederates. Maj. Be(d<h;im. of the 
horee artillery, a Culpeper boy, a gallant soldier and a brilliant oflicer, had, in 
the mean time, succeeded in having his horses harnessed and hitched, and one 
or more pieces in position on the elevated knoll near the church. Bat before 
this, while some of his n«en were securing the horses, tlie others were serving 
the guns with all the efficacy that an unfavorable jjosition could attain. The 
remaining regiments of Jones' brigade, the 11th and 12th, and also Hampton's 
brigrade, were soon mounted, and ready for action, the latter joining on to the 
right of Jouee and Wm. H.F. Lee, coming in on tlieir left, near to and in front 
of tlu' Thompson and J)r. Crreen houses. The Federals put their infantry in 
po.sition, in the woods, on both sides of the road to the river, with 
their cavalry extending to the right and left, opposite the positions occupied 
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by Hampton and Lee. The battle wae fought here for acme hoim "with great 
fury. The diBmounted men on the Ckmf ederate side enga^ufirthe infantry 

on ihv rnion side, and charge and counter charge was made, time and again, 
along the wliole line, with mounted and dismounted men. The line of battle 
Mwayed back and forth from the woodu, hi front, towarda the church, now 
advanefnir. wm reoedlng. The Federals ooeopled the large body of -woods, 
from which the ConfederateH were unable to drive them, and from which they 
were unable to ad vanee. In the meantime, the eohimn that had crossed at 
KelJoyville first pressed up iu the direction of Brandy by the route leading 
by Blkwood, and Robertson, with his N. G. brigade, was wemt down on that 
road to arrest its progress. This body of the Federals engaged Robertson in 
a sharp skirnn'sli for a time, b\it, sn sodh as the route to Brandy, by tbe Tliom 
place, was uncovered, the Feiierul eoniniander eluded RobertKon, and moving 
by liisleft flank, pressed on rapidly in the direction of Brandy. The second 
division of cavalry was first across the river at Kelleyville, and, so soon as the 
route was opened, pressed on to SteveuBburg, via Carrico's mill. A squad- 
ron of this division, which had been hurried forward in the direction of Ste- 
vensbure, reached that point in advance of the Confederate troops sent by 
Gen. Stuart. 

Gen. Stuart, having learned early in the morning, through Gen. Bobert- 

Ron, as well as by information given l)y the captain of the picket guard at 
Riippahannoek, that some portion of the forces that had crossed at Kelleyville. 
was moving in the direction of iitevensburg, detached the 3ud C;. reKiment, 
under Col. Butler, to that point, with instructions to picket the roads from 
Brandy to Carrico's mill, and to Stevensburg. Later in the day, he Bent the 
4th Va. regiment, under Col. Wickham, to that [)oint to support Col. Butler. 
A section of artillery was also sent with this regiment. The 4th regnuent, 
after crossing Mountain Ran, moved across the field to the left of the village, 
and joined a portion of the S. O. regiment, nnder Lt. Col. Hampton, at or near 
the Doggett house, beyond Stevensburg. By the time a line of skirmiBhers 
deployed, extending round toward the Hansbrough house, the Fedemls were 
in their front in force, and rapidly hurled the advance regiments (the Ist 
Mass., 1st R. I., and 6th O.) on Butler and Wickham, and drove them back in 
great confusion. The Union cavalry followed np their advantage, charging 
into and beyond the village, to the Barbour house, in pursuit of the fugitives. 
The gallant Col. Hampton, son of Cren. Hampton, was mortally wounded in 
the fights near the village, and quite a number of others wounded or taken 
prisoners. After awhile. Cols. Wickham and Butler succeeded in rallying the 
most of their commands, and reformed on the north side of Mountain Run, on 
the Beckham farm. The section of artillery was put in position, and the 
Federals moved down towards the mill, on both sides of the Brandy road. 
The Federals also put their artillery in position, and a lively artillery duel 
wixM in progress, when the Federals were ordered to retire from Stevensburg 
by the sanie route that they advanced by, and join the main body at Brandy. 
Why this was done must ever remain a mystery. Why this column, when 
within three miles of Brandy, and almost immediately in rear of the Confed- 
erate position should have been wfthdrawn by a route twi(;e as long, consum- 
ing twice the time, must ever remain a riddle iu military affairs; but so it was. 
We doubt not but tliat the life of the Confederac-y was gre.-itly prolonged by 
the iQistakes of its enemies. Gen. Butler lost his leg in this artillery fight at 
Norman's Mill, and Capt. Farley, of South Carolinia, a volunteer on General 
Stuart's staff, lost hi< life by the same shell that to >k off Gen. Butler's leg. 
Capt Farley was a noble, gallant, chivalrous man. His body waii buried in 
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the Citizens^ Cemetery at Calpeper, Mid hit relatives and friends, of South 
Carol ilia, have recently ereeted a suitabe shaft to mark the spot and oommem- 

orute liis Tiicuiory. 

It \vuH now, jHTluips, luid-day. The 3rd. division of cavalry had, by this 
time, driven In the pickets on the Garrioo road leading from Brandy, and was 
rapidly approaching the station. Ool. Percy Wyndbain, a gallant, dahtliing 
Eij^^lislnnan, who -waf making? war for the love of it, and who, but a little time 
before, had lieoii ciiptiired by Ashby's coninumd. and exehan;^ed, was in coni- 
niuud of the udvHuee brijjade, consisting of the Itjt. Maryland, 1st. N. Y., Ist. 
Penn., dashed into the station, and dispersed a small Confederate force that 
w an found there. He made some oaptnres of waf^ons and anibalancen. and 
then turned his conmiand towards Fleetwood Heifjhts, which had been Gen. 
St Hart's Jieadqnarters: but all his papers, and everythin*; else pertainiuu to 
hi.s quarters, tuid been removed, save a single tent. A piece of artillery was 
stationed there, and some few orderlies, lonuRers and camp followers were 
also liDKering about the hill. Gen. Kllpatriek, commanding the second bri- 
gade, eonnisting of the Harris Light Horne, the 10th. N. Y., and 1st. Maine, 
turned to the rifjht. before reaching the station, and moved dia^on.illy ncross 
the fields towards Fleetwood, to the assistance of Col. Wyndhani, wlio, hav- 
ing mo%'ed down the road from Brandy, had chariired the heights and taken 
them. Kilpatriek badhnrried up his artillery, .and i)ut it in position, on the east 
of the railroad, so as to command Fleetwood hill. Col. Wyndhani's vict')ry was 
short lived; he liail li u-ill\- ;;aiiieil j lo-tscs^ion of the hill, before he was met by 
iiampton, at the liead of the Cubbs Legion, 1st. S. (/., au<l 6th Va.. which had 
been hurriedly withdrawn from the field at St. James church, upon the appear- 
ance of the Federals at Hrandy. Gen. Stuart also accompanied this column, 
and as it approached Fleetwood, seeing the hill in possession of the enemy, h« 
put the ct)mman<l at a gallop, and wh<'n it was in striking distance, called out , 
in that clear ringing voi(!e that could bo heard above tlie uproar of battle, 
'^give them the sabre, boys." Then nearly a thousand sabres leaped from 
their scabbards, and witli one wild shout, the Confederates ruslied in furious 
onset against the Federal cavalry occniiying the hill, and hurled it back in 
confusion a ml disorder. Hut Kilpatriek came, with liis stpiadrons, to the re- 
lief of \V yndham, and succeeded in regaining a portion of the elevated groun<l 
on the west of the railroad, but tbe Jeff Davis Legion and Ist. N. C was by 
this time on the ground, and placed on the east of tlie railroad, while the 
11th. and It^th. Ya. regiments, and White s l)attery. a'so withdrawn from St. 
.Jauies, in a gallant charge ncross the hill, drove back the Feder.als, who were 
struggling to I'egaiu it after their first reverse. The nund)ers at this point, 
were now about the same, some six or seven regiments on either side, but we 
presume the Federal regiments were numerically stronger than the Confed- 
erates; and then, for an hf)ur or more, there was a fierce struggle for the hill, 
which seenevl to h ive been regarded a.^ the key to the situation. This p )int 
was taken, and retaken onct, and perhaps several times; each side would be in 
possession for a time, and plant its batteries there, when by a sucoessfal charge 
it would pass into the possession of the other side, aii<l so it continued until 
victory liually dwelt with the Confe lcratf's, and the l-\'derals seem to re alize 
their inal)ility to hold it. They slowly and sulle!d>- n'tired, leaving sever.al 
guns in the possession of the Confederates, with a number of prisoners, and 
their dead and wounded In the hands of their enemy. 

The second ami third divisions of Union cavalry that were in front of 
Brandy, after their defeat on Fleetwood hill, swung round to their right, and 
juoving just in ftront of the Btringfellow house, joined ou to Buford, who as 
soon as tbe pressure from his front was relieved, advanced cautiously in the 
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direction of Brandy Station. The ConfederateH re-arranged<tbeir line of battle, 
after getting rid of Gregg at Fleetwood. It will be remembered, in that 
struggle, the Oonfederatee were facing south and tiie Federals north. Ai 
Gregg swnng around to Buford, the direction of hisline was changed, facing 
south, and the Confederates made the corref^pondirif^ change, Hampton's bri- 
gade was placed on the right of the railroad, looking north, supported by 
Robertson*s brigade. The greater portlmi of the Gmifederate artillery was 
placed on Fleetwood Heights, supported by Jones* brigade, whilst a strong 
line of dismounted men find infantry skirmishers from the 13th, Va, regiment^ 
were tlirown forward a little in advance of the crown of the hill, extendintr 
westward nearly to the road leading to Dr. Welford's. The fighting in the 
evening was principally between the artillery and dismoant<ed men and infan- 
try in the woods, which, according to our recollection, at that time extended 
from the Brandy road nearly to the snnimit of the ridge, Lato in the even- 
ing the Federal cavalry macie a last ^^fTort to break and force back the Con- 
federate lines. This occurred on the extreme left of the Confederate line, on the 
summit of the hill near the road to Br. Welford's. A column of cavalry pressed 
on up the road referred to and at this point made a gallant and dashing charge 
on the Otl). and lOth. Va. reghnents of Wm. H. F. Lee's brigade, supported 
by one of Jones' regiments. This charge was met with great spirit and conr- 
age, and the result wavered long iu the balance. Gen. H. E. Lee looked on 
this struggle fro^n the cupalo of the Barbour house, and is said to have ex- 
pressed great admiration of the grit and courage manifested by the soldiers on 
l)otli Bides. Finally, the Federals gave away, and victory oiu^e more favored 
tlie Confederates. In this charge, ai){)arently by cotisent, both sides used the 
pistol and the lines approached within a few feet, and the men emptied their 
pistols in each others* faces. To those of us who were not actually engaged, 
but who witnessed the combat at a distuiee, and heard the fusilade of pistols, 
it seemed impos.sibe almost, that any should have escaped iTijui v, and that 
the loss of life could be so small, but after it was all over, and results inqin'reil 
into, and the dead and wounded looked after, it was found that little dan)ai;t> 
had been done. Never after this, if it ooutd be avoided, did the Confederate 
officers allow a charge to be made or resisted with the pistol, but always order- 
ed the saV)re to be used as much more effective. After this attack on the left, 
the Federals slowly retreated and and recTOSsed the rivcr that evening at 
Beverley's, and at the railroad bridge. 

Qen. Wm. H. F. Iiee was seriously wounded early in the action, and the 
command of his brigade devolved on Col. Davis, of the 10th regiment. Neith- 
er Fitz Lee's or Robertson's brigades participated very actively in the fijjht. 
The former was withdrawn from the Little Fork section, and the '2nd. n iri 
ment was slightly engaged on the left, while the 4th. had been detached aud 
sent to Stevensburg. The loss of the Federal slue was over 900 killed, wound- 
ed and missing; on the Confederate side 485. The Confederates captured three 
pieces of artillery, more than a hundred horses, and quite a large number of 
small arms, such as pistols and carbines etc. And thus ended the first great 
cavalry battle of tlie war. The Confederates pushed on into Fauquier, ou 
the right flank of our advancing army, with full confidence in their abihty to 
meet and vanquish their enemy on anything like equal terms. Upon the 
whole, tli(> hnttli. ;it Brandy Station was a great victory for the Confederates. 
It ought to have been won by the Federals. Tlioy were greatly snperior in 
numbei's in their cavalry force, besides being strongly supported by infantry. 
There was no fault in the plan of battle, as conceived by the Federal com- 
mander, and if it had been strictly pursued, it would have resulted in a great 
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victory for bim, but tbere seemed to be a want of promptness, enterprise and 
epirlt In the moTement of the two eolnmns. Boford^ forces at 8t. James* 
ohureh, was greatly superior in numbers to the CSonfederates who opposed 
him, and yet he luade but little headway against them, consiHtiiip: of parts of 
three brigades. GrreKg bad outgeneraled Robertson on the KeileyvUie road, 
eluding hltn and raaohing Brandy in his rear. Stuart played t^e tame trfok 
on Buford at St. James. For when Gtregg appeared at Ikandy, Stnart with- 
drew the preater part of his force in front of Buford, and hurled it upon GJreprgt 
and drove liim from Fleetwood. If, when Stuart witiidrew from Buford's front 
at St James, Buford had pressed immediately on liis heels, be would have 
oanght Stnart at Vleetwood, between him and Bregg^ and he, Stnart, would 
have been rou^lily liandled. As it wa8,Buford moved slow]y,and allowed Gregg 
to be defeated by the same trfwps that had been holding him at bay. We 
presume that i3uford found iiis infantry both a help and a drawback. A help 
in enabling him to hold his poeltlon In front of St. James, for without it, he 
would have been driven back across the the river before (jregg reached Bran- 
dy ; but a drawb;u*k to liim when he sliould liave followed Hampton rapidly, 
as he was unwilling to leave it in his rear unprotected. He moved towards 
Brandy at the same time his infantry moved, and allowed Oregg to be beaten 
befcnre he got there, and Robertson, with his North Garolina troops, who liad 
been cut off on the Kelleyville road, to return by Elkwood, between the con- 
verging coin mns of Huford and (jrregg, almost within a stone's throw of each 
other. Bub while the victory was with the Confederates, the moral effect of the 
battle was of great value to the Federal cavalry. TJp to that point of the war 
the Union cavalry had been of but little serviee. The Federal generalH did 
not begin to know how to organize or use their cavalry, or to appreciate its 
value. The CoufederateH, on the other band, had from the very .beginning of 
the war, used their cavalry to the greatest advantage. This branoh of the 
service seemed to buit the genius and spirit of our people, and it was brought 
to a state of efflcieiicy with wonderful rapidity. The victories which crowned 
the Confederate arniH for the lirst years of the war, were due, in a great meas- 
ure, t^ the skillful manner in which the Confederate generals, Stuart and 
Ashby, maneuvered their cavalry, and eoneealed the movements of the Con- 
federate army, thus bringing abont a condition which made those great victo- 
ries possible. 

The Federals had been for »ome time organizing a select body of men for 
cavalry service. Hy promotion from the infantry, for speelal merit and other* 

wise, and by organization, drill, and discipline, they were bringing that body 
np to a high state of efficiency. The ( 'onfederaten had always held them- 
selves as greatly superior to the Federals in this branch of the service, and 
this seemed to have been conceded by them. At Brandy, for the first time, 
in an open field, with fair fights with anything like equality of numbers, had 
they been able to maintain themselves against the superior dash and hoi-se- 
mansliij) of the Southrons. But, when a few days thereafter, they met 
iigain at Aldie, Middleburg, and Uppervilie, it was apparent to the Confeder- 
ates that the Federals had gained in moral, as well as- in numbers and disci- 
pline. 

CULPEPBB, FROM AV&. 1st. TO OCT. l8T. 1868. 

The Confederate army returned sullenly and slowly from the disastrous 

campaign of Gettysburg to its old eiiciuiipments in Cnlpeper; beaten and 
bleeding at every pore, but not dispirited, and w ith its contidence in its im- 
mortal leader still unshaken. Now and then, in it» slow retreat, it would turn 
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on ito antagonist, like an animal driven to bay, and exhibit a spirit and wil- 
lingneas to suffer anoibilation, rather than acknowledge defeat. 

About th0 Uut of July, 1869, Iiongvtx«et*a oorp« wm envampeA in tiie rear 

of Mf. Pony hills, aboat the villa^je of riilppi>er. Ewell, who had made a 
detour further soutli in liis retreat from the valley, crossing the mountains at 
Milan's (iap, was encamped in Madison and Orange counties. Jones' brigatie 
of cavahy was in the neighborhood of Rizeyyllle, Hampton's about Brandy 
StatioQ, Wm. H. F. Lee s toward Rappahannock, while Fitz Lee's was on the 
right, in the vicinity of Fretlerickeburp;. On the second of August the Federal 
commander, General Meade, tiien ocoapying the north bank of the Kappa- 
hannoek river, directed General Bnford, commanding the Ist. division of eaV' 
airy, to make a reconnoissance to the town of Culpeper, and ascertain, if possi- 
ble, the location of the Confederate army. He aeconlin^^ly eroHsed the riverat 
Beverly's Ford, and at the railroad bridge enoountereti Hampton's brigade, re- 
inforced in a short time by a portion of Jones', and they joined battle on the 
same ground over which they had fought on the ninth of June. The Federals 
were greatly superior in numbers to Hampton, havinj? a division to a brigade, 
and Krudiially pressed him l)a(?k to about where Inlet Station now is. The 
greater portion of Jones' brigade Wiis on the Hixeyville road and had not, to 
this time, been much engaged; but leaving this road at Chestnut Fork, it 
moved across the Rixey and the Bradford farms, and was joined on to 
Hampton's left in this position, just in advance of the Bell farm. At this 
point, a division of infantry from Hill's corps also came on the field and ihe 
Federals begun to retire. General Staart was present, and perscmally 
conducted the movements of his troops, and when he saw the enemy was 
in retreat, he pressed him with great vigor, and soufj-ht to convert his retreat 
into a route by hurling his squadrons, with great force and impetuosity, 
upon his rear, but, however, with no very great success. The Federal general 
conducted his retreat with great skill, protecting his rear with a strong line of 
mounted skirmishers, which effectually warded off the blows aimed at his 
main column. The area between the Auburn house and the railroad was one 
vast corn tleld, in which the corn was then fully gro^n. This was filled with 
the dismounted men of the Federals and held by them with great tenacity, 
notwithstanding it was swept by the Confederate artillery, and penetrated by 
a strong line of dismounted men. In i)assi!»;j: throuvrli tlii.s field afterwards, it 
did not appear that a single stalk of corn had escaped the destructive missiles. 
The Federals had rebuilt the railroad bridge at Rappahannock, whMe Bnford 
halted on the south bank, and held a tete de pont cm the south side, extending 
his right flank to Welford's Ford on the west, and his left to Kelleyville on 
the east, protected bv a line of videttes e.vtendiu}; around in this semi circle 
and located about a hundred yards apart. Immediately in front of Fleetwo<.»d, 
this line of videttes extended across the country from about the Strlugfellow 
house to St. James church. 

On the evening of the fourth of Angu^^t, Oponra! Htuart, anxious to ascer- 
tain what the Federals were doing at Rappahannock, and why it was that 
they seemed anxious to hold this small area on the south of the riyer, with 
Hampton^s brigade, and a portion of some other commands, attacked the 
Federals near what is now the station of Klkwood, and drove them back some 
distance towards the river so as to uncover the forces on the south side, and 
develop the objects of the Federal commander. It was a very sharp hand 
to hand fight for a time between Buford and Hampton, and was conducted 
with a rush on the part of the Confederates. On the day followinj? (the 5th of 
August), a reconnoisaance was sent out by General Gregg, commanding the 
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Becoud cavalry division, encamped at Waterloo, towards Rixeyville^ whieh 
resulted in a sharp skirmish between the 11th Va. regiment, Jones' command, 
and this scouting party, ia the vicinity of Rixeyville and Muddy Run. Tlie 
Federal oolamnoroased the river at Uiirs mill, and then turned to Rixeyville, 
and from thenee moyed towards Maddjr Ran, sendtniir out teoat- 
ing parties towards Alum Spring eharsh. Colonel Taylor, of the first 
Pennsylvania cavalry, was in comminrl of the scont'J. and says in his report, 
that findiii^' himself being Uauked at the run by the skirmishers of the llth 
Va. cavalry, ooneluded it waspmdent to retire. A«(ain, on the and Mh 
of Aofiriut, the Federals advanoed and drove back the Confederate pickets in 
front of Brandy, and there was a rijfht smart skirmish for an hour or two. 
The writer recalls an incident, illustrative of the acf^nrate information which 
the (Joufederates had ot the Federal movements and he supposes the Federals 
had information equally as aeoarate. The reserve picket force of the Confed* 
erates was held at a spring at the foot of Fleetwood hill, 
on the road to Elkwood, and the linos of pickets stretch- 
ed across the country a sh'>rt dintance in front. Gen. Stuart rode down 
to the picket reserves one evening, and addressing the captain of the guard, 
said: **Captaln, what hi going on with those folks over there,'' pointing to the 
Yankee picket line. *'Nothin«rr> replied the captain. '*Well,'* said he, 'iook 
out, they will be on you In the mornint; about daylight." True enough, next 
morning as the first grey streaks of dawn bo-jan to light up the horizon, we 
could see a commotion among them and they called out: ''I<ook out Johnnies, 
we are coming," and begun to fire and advance. 

Scouting parties from the cavalry constantly harassed the right flank of 
the Federals, resting in the Little Fork, with their picket line extending from 
HiU'H mil! back toward'^ A<tuissville. Captain McDonald, of the llth cavalry, 
crossed the river at liixey's Ford on the night of the 2nd of September, and 
captared the picket force at Waterford, consisting of an officer and fifteen 
men. After the first of September the Federal army remained comparatively 
quiet, resting till the 13th of the month, when their whole army moved south 
of the Rappahannock and oeciipied Culppper. The Federals advanced in 
three columns. Buford, with his 1st division, directly towards iirandy; Kil- 
patrick, with the third division, crossed at Ketleyviile, while ttregg crossed the 
Hasel river at Sfcark*s Ford. Bnford, who was immediately in front of 
Brandy, made a demonstration early in the mirninj:, an i tlicn seem vl to 
turn his columns to the right, as thousrh he wjra going on tUe Rixeyville 
road, along which the principal advance would be made. We presume 
now it was bat to protect Qregx in crossing the fords of the HaseL At 
any rate, it caused the withdrawal of all the Confederate cavalry from 
Brandy to the Rixeyville road, excepting two rcfjlments, the 5th and 6th Va. 
Two or three hours were consumed in maneuverin'j:,find about 10.80 a. ni,, Bn- 
ford, with the whole of his and Kilpatrick's diviHions, appeared on the plains 
of Brandy in front of these two regiments, supported by a sectlon of artillery. 
In a contest so nneqnal, there was nothing to do but retreat, and while it was 
a rapid one, it was not disorderly. The rotroatins: Confeflcnitcs kept a strong 
line of mounted skirmishers in their rear, and withdrew by re*?iments, always 
keeping one regiment and one gun facing their adversaries. An amusing inci- 
dont occurred at Jonas^s run, near the railroad crossing. In attempting to get 
the guns across at that point, one of them got stuck In the soft muddy banks. 
Soldiers were dismounted and reqnirod to take hold to extricate tlie i)ieee ; 
among them, was a man by the name of lioe, of the r»th cuMlrN , a man who 
stammered very badly. And as these soldiers wore laboring and tugging at 
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the^wheelfli th&tnemys vnaAag win the leBr; took- in the Bitnatida* and boop- ■ ■ 

centrated their fire upon the poor fellows at this work, and made it very liot 
for them. The bullets were strikinfi; all around : zip — zip. Roe stood it for 
awhile, but, after a timet it got too hot for him, and he raised up from, his 
work, and addxeeBlner hl^ eaptain in an earnest pattietie manner said: C-p-p, 

Gap, Captain, le-Ie-Iet^s throw in, and pay for the d d thing, and leave it 

here." One more tug at the wheel brought it safely out to be lost at Onlpeper. 
The Confederates had ooosideraUe commisBary and ordnance supplies at the 
depot In Culpeper, and a freigrht tmin had been sent down fiom Orange to 
remove them, and they were beiiiflr hnrrledly loaded on when tiie Federals a|^ 
peared in sight of the villapp. The presence of the' train, seemed to impress 
them with the idea tlxat supports had been sent down from Orange, and tliey 
were slow and cautious in. entering the village. The Confederates had but 
parts of two regiments,- with two pieose of artillery, while the Federals 
had the whole of Buford's division, with apart of Kilpatrick's and Waireu's 
corps of infantry, but a short distance in the rear. The Confederates 
posted their guns on the hill, between Capt Vinars and Mr. Chelfs, support-ed 
by two squadrons of mounted men, while the fifth cavalry were dismoonted 
at Bell'H Ford in order to hold that position, and a portion Of the 6th > 
dismounted at the railroad ford. The Federal force moved for- 
ward very cautiously, forming their line of battle ou the hill about the Cileorge 
homm, extending roand to the Jeft, in front Af the Wallaoh house, with two. or 
three batteries stationed at intervale along this line. - Their batteries were 
turned priiieipally upon the town and the train loadinjj: at the dejxjt, with an . 
ooeaaional shot at the guns on the hill. At no timeidurinji: the war, were the 
citizens of the village exposed to such an ordeal as they were that Sunday 
morning, the 18th of September. Theiday had begon ealm. .and tranquil; 
early in the morning a single gun was heard in the neighborhood of Brandy, 
but as that was not followed up by others, the alarm occasioned by it soon 
subsided, and the people had assembled for worship in the Baptist church, . 
where the Bey. Bamett Orimsley, of Rappahannock, was to preach. The ser- 
vices were begun, but bef<»e they were concluded the Federals were in front 
of The village, and were sendinir shells screaming through the town. The con- 
gregation was hurriedly dismissed, tlie minister mountiua: his horse, and tak- 
iojg his departure. There was considerable damage done to the prtjpcrty and 
some casualties among the citizens. Ifos. St<me, the wife of the Rev. Riehard 
Stone, who had recently returned from Africa, was seriously wounded, and . 
perhaps others. After the departure of the train, which escaped without . in- 
jury, taking off all tiie stores, the Federals showed a purpose to force an en- . 
trance into the village, and for this purpose, sent forward a brigade from the • 
centre of their lines to charge Bell^ Fnrd aiMl get possession of the crossing. . 
They came down the road, in columns of fours, in beautiful order, and looked 
as though they would sweep every thing t>efore them, but they met at the 
ford a fire from our dismounted men, protected by the large treee, that at that 
time were about that point, which emptied many a saddle, broke ap their or- 
ganization, and drove them back in disorder. They, however, rallied, and 
cressing the fields to the east side of the railroad, the embankment of which i 
protected them front the fire of the guns on the hill, dismounted some ot their 
men, who engaged the dismoonted Ckknfederates at the bridge, drove them 
back and opened the way for their mounted men. They charged up the hill 
and made for the ^'uiis. They were here met by the mounted squadrons, suj)- 
porting the guns, and driven back under the hill. The guns limbered up to ■ 
retire, one coming back directly towards the depot, the other going down ..ta • 
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the road in front of Mr. Lathams'. The 5tli regiment had in the moantime, 
retired from BelTti Ford, and the gmi caiae iu on the road ia the rear of this 
r^lmeut, the Federal eavalry oyertaklngr it at that point and making a cap- 
tare of it. The Federals pressed the retreating Confederates vigoroasly 
througrb thotown. On the hill, about where now stands the house of Walter 
West, and agaii> <m the slope of the hill towards (ireeuwood, a hand to hand 
couflict took place in which the saber was for the most part exclusively used. 
TheBetwf>F^ment8tthe5thand6th»lcNitanamberof men at these plaoes, 
who were never afterwards heard of; their bodies were left on the fidld, and 
we prosMinc they are araoug the unknown dead of our cemetery. 

Before reaching Culpeper, the 3rd division, under Kilpatrick, had turned 
across the country from Brandy to the Steveusburg road, and was having a 
eloeefight with Hampton^B brigade in the valley« at the foot of Mt. Pony, 
while Jones was tussling with Gregg on the Rixeyville road with the advan- 
tages on his side. Hampton had not been so fortnnat«» in his unequal con- 
test with Kilpatrick, who was reinforced by some portion of Buford's com- 
mand, sent across Mountain Kun, by way of the Hudson farm. Hampton lost 
two gnne, and snifeTed eeverely in men and horsee^ inflietlngf however severe 
punishment on his adversary. From the Greenwood hill, the tussle between 
Hampton and Kilpatrick was plainly visible. Thf ciiti o force on either side 
was in full view. The h'nes of battle, the advan<',ing squadrons, the charging 
columns, the blazing batteries, the close grij) of the skirmishers, made the 
seene* notwithstanding onr own close qnarters, as insf^rlng as any that we 
ever witnessed. This will be reweuiberod as the occasion on which Mr. Cur- 
tis, living ne.ar CTheorgetf)wn, sought s ifcty from the hIicUh of the Federal guns, 
by taking refuge in the basement of Mr. Jas. Inskeep s house. He had scarce- 
ly reached his supposed place of safety before a shell entered the house, pene- 
trated the basement, explode^ and killed him. An illustration of the sol- 
dier's maxim "that one place was as safe as another in battle.^' Jones, retir- 
ing' by tlu' Rixeyville road, and finding the town occupied by Tinfonrs troo[)s, 
made a detour by way of ('atalpi and Thos. liixeys, and joined 
the forces that had passed through tlie village on the hill south 
of Greenwood at the intersection of the Orange and Btevensbnrg 
roads. Jnst l>efore Jones came up, the Federal cavalry, then occupying 
the Crreenwood hill, made an effort ttw.ipturc the remaining gun left with 
the Confedt^rates at this pfiint. It wa-i p )Hted in tije road, just in advance of 
the intersection of the roads above referred to, supported by a squadron of 
cavalry. The Confederates had dismounted the most of their forces here, and 
concealed them in the pines that grew on the west side of the road, in advance 
of the gun. Frtjm their position near the ( Jreenwood house, the Federals 
started a eolumn to charge and capture the gun. They came down the road 
iuul were soon protected by the descent, from the lire of the gun on the hill. 

They asoenditd the hilK u^ar thegnn, in fine style, and dashed for it with 
the confidence of certain capture, but as they passed these pines and exposed 
the tbiiik of (column, th?y rocpived a deailly fire at short range from the difr- 
H!< Hinted men, whicli emptied many saddles and scattered the remainder in 
contusion over the lields. All the Confederate forces had now gotten togeth- 
^r.and occupied a line from the Ward or Thompson hill to the foot of Mt. 
Pony till about m'ght, the Federals drawing off and the fight ceasing. About 
dark the Confederates begnti to r''trent. anil lell back <liat iii-^bt to the Rapi- 
dan at Knccooti Ford, and H.ipidan Station. Hampton taking position at the 
former, and Jones at the latter place. The Confederates occupietl the hills 
•bout the Taliaferro and Nalle houses on the north side of the river, and also 
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soulo {loints lower down the river about the Robertsou house, and perhaps 
other places. 

The next day, Sept. 14th. the Federal eavalry appeared in front of the 

station, and en artillery diiA took place between the batteries of Confed- 
erates on the Nalle bill and the Federal guns posted just in advance of the 
woods, ou the road to Culpe|>er, wliich continued nearly all day. Towards 
eveninfTi the Fedirats advanced their oavalry with a strong skirmish line in 
front, which movement was met by a correspondinc; action on tlie part of the 
Confederates, and a very ]>retty little fijjht was on: first with the skinuisherK, 
afterwards with the mounted men, in which t?abers and pistols were freely 
used, and a number on both sides came out of the fl^ht with sore beads aud 
punched backs. Lower down the river, about the Robertson house, the Con* 
federates held the north side of the river till the 10th. at which time the Fed- 
erals, by a Htroii";: advance of the infantry and artillery, compelled the Con- 
federates to retire to the youth side of the river. Tlie Rapidau then became 
the line between the oontendini^ armies, and for neariy a month the sharp 
orack of the rifle of the pioket, atom; the banks of the stream, was heard flroin 
morning till night) and it never died away till the armies were on the move 
again. 

CULPEPEK, UCTOBEK 10th A^'D 11th. 

On the 9th of October 1803, Gen« Lee, witli a view of bi*iii}^itip: < ien. Meade, 
then encamped in Culpeper, to an enp^apement, or forcinj; him back towards 
Wasliin^ou, broke up his caiup iuOrauge, and moved towards the ri^ht ilauk 
of the Federal army, by way of Madison, C. H., and along^ the south bank of 
the Hazel river. This movement was preoeded by Hampton^s division of caval- 
ry, wliile two briffadeH of infantry, one ;it Rajiidnn Station, and the otber near 
Riiccoon Ford, with Fitz J^ee's division of cavalry, wore left on the liapidau to 
guard the right aud rear of Lite's advancing army. 

About the middle of September the cavalry corps was re-orfiranized. The 
number of regiments U) a brij^ade were reduced U) four, thus creatiiif;' two new 
})rif^adehi, of whicli f.omax and Ilosser were f?iven command, and Butler and 
Gordon made brigadiers, to take the place of Robertsou and Jones, seut to 
other localities. The cavalry eovps was made up of two divisions, of three 
brigades i nch, of which Hampton, being made a major g'eneral, was given 
comnmnd of one, and Fitz Ijee, also promoted, of the other. Hampton was 
still absent ou account of wounds received at (iettysburg, aud Stuart moved 
with his divi8i<Hi and directed its movement. On ^ 10th of October he en- 
countered the Federal pickets at RusselPs Fonl on the Robertson river, and 
drove them back rapidly till he reneluNl James City, where he found Kilpat- 
rick, with the tliird division of cavalry and a division of infantry under 

Qen. . A severe engagement took place between these forces, in which 

the artillery and dismounted men were prindpally engaged. The Federals 
made their stand at James City, but were driven back across Crooked Run, 
and took position on the hills of the Culpeper nide. The Confederate artillery 
was posted at or near the village, and tlie property of the citizens of tiie little 
hamlet, being directly in the line of fire from the Federal guns, suifered severe- 
ly therefrom. After having fallen back to the Culpeper side of the stream, 
the Federals crossed over a mounted column and attempted to capture a bat- 
tery of Couf ederate guns, placed iu front of the village. The guns were han- 
dled with such skill, and the charging FederalB received with such a destrno- 
tive fire from the Confederate carbiners,po«ted behind fenoe8,tbat they precipi- 
tately retreated with great loss. 'Without attempting to dldodge them from 
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the position la^t talcen, Gen. Stuart, leaving one brigade in their front, push- 
ed on towards the turn-pike with the residue of the division, and late in the 
eveniug came into that road at or near Griffinsburg, where be encamped for 
the niflrht. The next morniDfr, Oot llth^ he moved down the tnrn-pike In the 
direction of Culpeper, and flnding that he had passed on his right, hi the 
neififhborliood of Stone House Mountain, a Federal regiment of itifantry that 
had been left on picket, as Meade's army retired, sent Capt. Baylcr, a gallant 
Offloer of the 13th Va. cavalry, to the right of the turn-pike to capture this 
oomnuund. He aocm oamein contact with It, end at once charged into their 
midst; after making a short but firm resistance, they laid down their arms. 
Gen. Stuart,in his report, speaks of this as the second occasion, in the la'^t two 
preceding days, in which he had hurled liis mounted squadrons on infantry 
columns with entire success. Stuart pressed on down the turn-pike towards 
Oa]peper,drfy!ng the enemy'e rear guard before )iim,tfll he reached the hills 
on the west, overlooking the town. Kilpatrick had, in the meantime, fallen 
back from Brown's Store and had massed his cavalry and artillery on the hills 
about the George house, holding the town and the crossings at Mountain 
Run with his dismounted men. Stuart posted his artillery on the hili east of 
the Citiien*a Cemetery, and opened a rapid fire on the Federal position, which 
was responded to with equal vigor, and for an hoar or more the screaming 
shells passed each other in the heavens in rapid succesnifjn over the valley of 
Mountain Rnn, exploding in the ranks of their adversaries, tearing to 
pieces men, horses, gun carriages, and all the implements of warfare. Col. 
FereheCtOf the 4th N.O. cavalry, with the 8th as his support^ was sent for- 
ward to drive the Federals from the crossings of Mountain Run, and to gain 
poeeemion of the town: after a most stubborn flprht in the streets of Culpeper, 
and along the banks of the stream, he succeeded in getting possession of the 
town, and driving the Federals from the crossings. In this little fight, in the 
town of Culpeper, the North Carolinians sulfered severely. Col. Fwehee him- 
self, together with Lieut. Moorehead, Lieut. Barboar, Lieut. Porter, and many 
f)ther8 were wounded. Gen. 8tuart, after keeping up the demonstration at 
this point for some time, withdrew the greater portion of his forces, and juav- 
ing by the left flank, took the route by way of Chestnut Fork, with the view 
of getting possession of the high ground about the Barbour house, near 
Brandy, in the rear of Kilpatrick. 

On the morning of the 10th, Gen. Meade, having ascertained that the Con- 
federate army was in motion towards hi^ ri^ht flank, directed Gen. Buford to 
cross the ilapidan river at Germanna Ford with his division of cavalry, move 
up the south bank oi the river, and uncover the fords at Morton^sand the one 
known as Raccoon, at which point he would be met by the first corps of infan- 
tr5' under Gen. Newton, and thus ascertain the extent and j)!irpo8e of the 
movement of the Confederate army. Buford efTected a crossing on the morn- 
ing? of the 10th at Germanna, and succeeded in capturing the pickets at that 
point, and at the other fords up the river towards Morton^s, but before reach* 
ing the latter point heencountored the the 6th Va., cavalry, under Col. Pat(>, 
and his movements were retarded by the presence of this force in his front. 
He succeeded, however, in reaching the vicinity of Morton's Ford that night, 
and gaining possession of some oi the little earth works that had previously 
been thrown up in that locality. The first corps, however, did not reach that 
point as was anticipated, but had been ordered to retire towards the Happa* 
haunock. Early on the morning of the 11th Buford was attacked at Mor- 
ton's Ford by the brigades of Ij<jmax and Wm. H. F. Lee, fighting dismounted, 
and by them he was driven from the earth works which he occupied at that 
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point. At tbe same time, Wiekham's brigade' of Fits Lee^s division and John*' 
son's brigade of infantry crossed the Ka)>idan river at Raccoou Ford to the 
Cn!jioper side, and moved dowu to asHuil BiifDrd in hi^flatik and rear. Chap- 
brigade, of Bufurd's division was the first to cross the river at Morton's 
Fbrd, and it was sent to meet Wiokham, who was bearing down on the rear. 
Between these two forces, about equally matched in nambers, occurred one of 
tlie hardest foni^ht battles of the war. The Federals were in line of battle 
near the Strinf^fellow (now Spindle house), with one battery in action. The Con- 
federates determined to capture these guns if possible, and for this purpose 
the 1st. and 8rd. Virginia regiments were ordered forward to the tHuage; this 
column, the second and fourth were placed in line as their support. Capt, 
Breathit, of the horse artillery, as was his wont, when a cavalry charj^e was to 
be made, rushed his battery up at a gallop with the charging column till he 
reached close quarters, and then, double shotted with grape and cannister, 
let drive with ; ill Iii.-. mi^iit. Before the charge was completed it was asoi i - 
taini'd that the Federal position was protected by a ditch, injpassible for 
mounted troops, and the order to charge, after the movement was well under 
way, was oonnt«nnDanded. In ehauging front in an endeaver to withdraw, 
some confusion arose in these oomraands. Finding that tbe Federals could 
not be readied by a mounted charge, the men were at once dismounted for 
this purpose, but before they were gotten well in line, the Federal dismounted 
men advanced at a charge. The 4th. regiment, dismounted, already in line, 
was ordered forward to resist this ehavge, and did so with sueh oourage, gal* 
lantry and success, as to win the admiration of itscomrades.aud the encomium 
of the commanding officers: but tbe regiment suffered severely. Among 
those who fell were Capts. Newton aud Williams, two of the most intelligent, 
gallant and nseftil offioers of the eavalry oorps. The Federals, having by thto 
time withdrawn their whole force to the north side of tbe Ri^pidau, began to 
retreat rapidly towards Stevensburg, pressed at every point by the pnrsuinjr 
Confederates. The dismounted men moved in line of biittle at a double quick 
from Raoooon Ford to Stevensburg, wiiere Buford made a short stand, to pro> 
teetsomesomeof his moving trains. > • 

May we be pardoned for making here a di;^re>?sion from the general jmr- 
pose of this writing:, and call attention to a fact, illustrative of the ^n-eat Karri- 
lice made by the Southern people for the cause which tiiey believed to bo just 
and righteous. In the little cemetery at Louisa C. H., there is a monument 
which marks three graves. On one side of tbe base is the following inscrip- 
tion: To the Tuemory of Robt. C. Towles. Co A ." 4th Va. Cavalry, born 
{Sept. 0, l«4;i, killed in battle June 10, l«tW.'' On ant>ther side is this : " To the 
memory of J. Vivian Towles, private Company " A," 4th Va. Cavalry, born 
Feb. nth, 18;SS), killed at Raccoon Ford October llth, 1803;" On 
another side is this inscription : " To the memory of Jas. H. Towles. ])rivate 
Co. " A," 4th Va. Cavalry, killed at Spottsylvania C. H., May Uth, 1^04, born 
Oct. 19thf 1845;'^ and on the remaining side is the following: ** The only sous 
of the Bev. John Towles." As the writer a few years ago was wandering 
through this cf»untry cemetery, he came across these graves, and reading the 
inscriptions on tlu' shatt. there caiuo into and over his sonl aswelling tide of 
emotions, which it is vain for him to attempt to describe. 

After a spirited fight at Stevensburg, in which the 2nd, 8rd and 4th regi- 
ments were hurled in successive ch|vrges u])on the ])osition held by the Fed- 
erals, their lines were broken, beaten l);ick, and they retreated rapidly to- 
wards Brandy Station, hairing for a time at ^Norman s Mill, from which posi- 
tion they were driven l>\ a rapid fire, and taking position on Fleetwood 
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Heights, with th?ir artillery admirably posted, so as to command all the coun- 
try in their front. The dismounted men of I-fomax's brigade, principally the 
Ist Maryland regiment and the 4tb regiment of Markham's brigade occupied 
the woods at that time eictendiug up to Brandy Station, faoinflr towards Fleet- 
wood, whilst the Otb and 10th regiments of William H. F. Lee's bri{<ade, thrown 
forward across the railroad, charged and dispersed a body of Federal cavalry 
occupying a position a little west of the smtion. But just as the battle was be- 
ing well joined between Buford and Fitz Lee at the station, Kilpatrick, antici- 
pating 8tnart*s purpose in leaWnflr bis ftront at Cnipeper, retreated from tliat 
point, came rushing down towards Brandy, and planting his battery on both 
sides of the railroad between the Kennedy and the Wise houses, opened arak- 
in;^ fire on the flmk of Fitz Lee's dlvisioii engijriu^ Biifi>rd. Bat Kilpatrick 
had scarcely gotten into this position and ready for effective work, before 
Stuart, eouiiug down by the Botts bouse with two brigades of Hampton's di* 
visfon, appeared on Kilpatriek^s left flank, and foreed him to ehange flroot to 
meet his new adversary. Wickham's brigade, except the 4th regiment of Fitz 
Lee's division, was also sent forward from the stntion to resist Kilpatriek, who 
at once withdrew all his force to the west side of the railroad to meet this new 
danger. Stuart hurled bis regiments, one after another, in rapid succession, 
upon the flanks of KIIpatrlek*seolumns,brea]c{nfr up in confusion some por- 
tions of his line, and in turn l)eing broken by counter charges. Buford, see- 
ing the straiglit to which Kiipatrick was put, pressed forward to his support 
and l>etweoii him and the Confederate brigades at the station there was a fear- 
ful clash of arms. There was chaise and counter charge, some regiments 
charging four or Ave times, and sometimes the whole brigade at a time, now 
giving away, now rallying and rushing again to the combat. At one time the . 
Confederate dismounted men were surrounded by the Federal cavalry, but 
nndisinayed, they continued to fight till their charging comrades brought 
them relief. Brandy Station certainly never >)efore, or since, that time, had 
so^ a wUd waking up. Theve wne i^rging squadrons in every direction. 
The booming of the cannon from every littte hillock; the clear ringing of steel, 
the sharp crack of the c-irbine; but above all. and overall, was heard the wild 
shout of battle from the lip^ of thane gallant h ir^eman m they rush vl to the 
conflict. The Federals finally succeeded in getting all their forces together,and 
rapidly retreated to and across the Rappahannock that evening. The OoU' 
federates encamped that night along the south bank about Beverly^ and Mil- 
ford^B fords. The losses in this day*s flght were serious on both sides, but es- 
pecially so to G»>nfederates in offleers. Among others that might 1)0 mention- 
ed, we recall Col. Juliati Harrison, of the 6th, ij. (Gillette, of the l;ith Va., 
Waller of the 9th., as seriously wounded. The c.-iv.ilry corp^, in the Bristoe 
Station campaign, lost in killed, wounded and missing l^a, tlie greater por^' 
tion of which was in this day's fighting. The Pederal losses during the same 
time were 1251. 

The Confederate hospit»ils were established at the house of Mrs. Wise — 
Belle 'Pre. The mansion yfim soon filled, and when there was no longer 
room therein, comfortable places in outhouses, and in the yard, were found 
for suffering humanity, and all night long did this good w<mian and her 
daughters, like angels of mercy, minister to the sufferings of the wounded 
that were brought there, many of them to die before the morning sun arose. 
Providence has dealt kindly with this good woman, and led her gently along 
the pathway of life, even down to old age,perhaps in answer to the prayers of 
those who survived their sufferings and have ever held her and hers in grateful 
Mmembranoe, and invoked the kindliest benediction of heaven upon them. 
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Uhl that tlie present generation could only appreciate nud Tealize tb;it 
their luotherH suffered, endured aud. Hacriliuud fur the cauBO of the Soutli. 1 
would that their h^roie patriotiBm might be written in letters of liffht that 
woald glow forever, and bam into the very soals of their daughtem and those 
who succeed them, for all time to come. 

Gre«fj?'8 division of cavalry was not onf?af?ed on the 11th. He had retreat- 
ed on the Rixeyville road, having passed beyond Chestnut Fork before 
Sbnarfc reiehed that point. Heenoaaiped at the Faoqaler fiulphar Springs 
for the night, leaving a strong pieket foree at Jeffereonton, guarding the 
Hazel river as far np as the Monumental mills. 

Col. Funsten, eonimaiidinfr RoHt er's brigade, was sent from Brandy to Rix- 
ey ville to move in front of Ewell's corps, advancinj? by that road. Col. l^all, 
commanding the Uth Va. regiment, was sent forward to drive in the enemy's 
pickets whieh he found at Rixey*s ford, and to follow them rapidly on their 
retreat. When he reached JefTersonton, he found the 13th Pa. cavalry, post- 
ed near the cliuieh, to dispute his proj^ress. The dismounted men of the Fed- 
erals were placed about the Baptist church, behind the stone walls and fences 
w liich centered to that point, while the mounted men were kept as a support 
a short distaiiee in the rear. Col. Ball dismiunted his command and attacked 
the Federals iu their position, but after considerable loss, was compelled to re- 
tire. The Federals were re enforced by the 4th Pa., and the Confederates by 
the 7th and 12th Va. regiments. Col. Funsten sent the 12th regiment by a 
circuitous route to the rigiit of the village, and reached the Springs road 
about a mile south Of the river. The 7th regiment was sent to the left of the 
village, with instrnotions to mov e around iu rear of the academy boiIding,and 
attack the force at the church on its right and rear, while a portion of the 
llth was mounted and passed around to the ri<i;ht of the church to at- 
tack them on their left, and at ' the samj time the dismounted 
men Were again advanced iu the front. This movement on the 
part of the Southerners was eminently successful, and they caught the Feder- 
als on the dope of the hill, in rear of the church, between these two 
eonvert^in-j columns, and, in a gallant charge, routed and drove them back 
iu great coulUsioii. In the meiiitim », the 12th regiment had reached the 
Springs road some distance north of Jefirersontou, and met on the road, in the 
Beaver Dam woods, the Federal columns retreating from Jeffereonton. The 
Federals caught here between their pursuers and the 12th regiment, were 
charged front and rear, and dispernin^' throujrh the woods, made their M- 
cape as best they could; many, however, were njade prisoners. 

' The Confederate column then pressed on towards the tSprings. They 
found the ford of the river strongly guarded with cavalry and artillery, and 
so soon as the Confederates came in sight, the batteries of the Federals, post- 
ed on the hills about the Sprintrs,opened a ten'i6c Are upon them; but, nothing; 
daunted, they charged the ford of the river with a rnsli, cl assed over, drove 
the enemy away and obtained a foot hold on the north bank. Fitz Lfe s di- 
vision orCMSed ttie river at Fox viUe, where they had quite a little fight with 
the Federal cavalry occupj^ng the north bank. The greater portion of the 
Southern army ci«ossed the river that night, and thus the tide of war ouo,e 
niore rolled away from the shores of ('ulpeper, hut to come again at its ebbon 
the 2Uth of October, when the Southern army re crossed to the south bank of 
the RapiMihanuock, and occupieil Culpeper after the failure of (ion. Lee, iu 
the Bristoe Station campaign, to bring Gen. Meade to a general ^Mugagement. 

The infantry, encamped near the river, extended from Welford*s on the 
west, to Kelley ville on the right, and back towards Brandy and dtevensbnrg* 
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At Rappaliannock Station Hie ( 'oufcdorates had a pontoon bridge and held a . 
tete de pont on the north side of the fortified hill overlooking the station. 
Kweirs corps was encamped in the rear of Kelleyville, Rhodes' division otieu' 
pyiuK a position nearest the river and guardlnKr the erosBinfr in its front. About 
mid-day on the 7th of November the Federals appeared, in heavy columns, in • 
front of 'Rappahannock and Kelleyville, and at the latter ]jlace effected a • 
croHsing during the day. The 2nd N. C regimont,of llamneers' brigade, nura- • 
bering about SdOmen, was* on picket duty at Kelleyville, WlieatleyVand Stev- • 
en^s fords. Rifle plte had been oonstmcted near the river at KeneyviHe, eom- 
mandinif the ford and the site of the old pontot)i 1 r idge, but these defences ' 
"were co!nmanded by tlie hills on the north side, which closed into tht> river • 
rather in the form of a seiui-circle. The Federals put three or four batterieB '■ 
in position on the north side of the of the river, and opened a terriflo fire on 
the picket foroe aionK the river at Kelly ville, and soon drove them to seek : 
such shelter as they could' find. Massie's Confederate battery was put in po- 
fiition on the south side about a half mile from the river, and engaged the en- 
emy's battery, but the latter was so mach superior in numbera, and in met- 
alj that the Confederate guns were soon either silenced or driven to change 
their poeftions so freqnently that they were of little servioe. An effort to re- 
eirforre the pickets at the river also proved unavailing, because of the exposed I 
nature of the ground, over which the re-enforcements attempted to pass, to ' 
the Federal batteries on the other side. So it was that the Federaln, under ■ 
the protection of their irnns. succeeded in forcing the passage of the river, and ' 
oaptnring nearly all of the (confederate pickets at that point. Rhodes^ divis- 
ion and perliaps parts of Ewell's corps. w?is foriiu'd in line of battle a mile or 
more in rear of the river, anil ho remained till altt r night, but the enemy 
made no further movement than to effect a lodgement on the South bank of 
the river. During the nigrht of the 7th the Federals massed a heavy column 
in front of the tete de p(|nt itt Rappahannock Station, charged the position 
held by the Confederates oti the north Vyaiik of the river, and succeeded in 
taking possession of the s^ime, and capturing the greater part of Hays' and 
Hokes^ brigade, together with a number of guns and other materials of 
war. The Confederate army fell back that nif^ht, and took up a positloh in 
advance of Culpeper, where it awaited during the next day the attack of the 
Federals. The line of battle, selected by (T(>n. Lee, extended from the foot of 
Mt. Pony, a little south of the Massie house on the right, across Moun-. 
tain Run, along southward of the Hudson house, and north of the Williams 
house to the high ground on the Brandy road between the Bell and the Hall 
farm, thence along in front of where Mr. Daniel nov/ lives and the Clevelajid 
estate, to the road from Chestnut Fork to Braiiily Station, with Hampton's 
ton's division of cavalry on the right beyond Stevensburg, and Fitz Lee on 
the left in the direction of Rixeyville. An admirable line; certainly the best 
that military skill and wisdom could have selnoted in this locality. Here Gen. 
liCe remained in line of battle all the day of the Stli , inviting an attack from 
(ien. Meade, l)iit for some reason, he did not join battle with the Confederate 
chieftain at this time. There was more or less skirmishing going on all day 
between the skirmish lines, attended perhaps with some little loss to both 
sides. The Confederates lost the day before wt Kelleyville some 130 or 30 loen,' 
killed and wounded, and about 200 taken prisoners. On the night of the 8th 
(ieu, Lee fell back to IjIh old encamjiment in Orang«\ south of the Rapidan : 
his army retired leisurely without any collision with the Federal advance, 
even between the cavalry, and the last serious fighting on Cu1pepw*s soil was 
at an end. 
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From this time till May, 1804, when (xrant moved south of the Uai)i(lan 
river lor his great campaign iu the Wilderness, more thau a hundred thou- 
sand Federal floldiers were encamped within the limits of the county. But 
during his time the right flank of his army was much harrassed by scouting 
parties of Southern cavalry that were whitering in Madison, Rai)pahannock 
and Fauquier counties, and also by Mosby's coaiui ind found in the same lo- 
cality. The left of Grant's emcampinent was protected and guarded by a line 
of pickets extending from Crooked Run, near Brown*8 Store, across the turn- 
pike, a little west of Stonehouse Mountain, by ApperKon's jrate on the Eldo- 
rado road, thence to Muddy Run about Coon's, to the river. Scarcely a ni<rht 
passed that this line wm not disturbed at one or more points by dismounted 
cavalrymen, who were looking for a remount, and a nnmbm* of good horses 
were suppled by Uncle Sam to do service for the Confederates during the 
next summer campaign. Many of these adventures were perilous in the ex- 
treme, ])ut they were performed with a coohiess and audacity tliat was indeed 
marvelous. Confederate soldiers, whose homes were within the Federal lines, 
made frequent visits to old Gulpeper, to see the loved ones at home, the girl 
they left behind them, and made hair breadth escapes from capture. All these 
incidents are worth recorditii,' as a part of the history of the times. But of 
course the particulars of l»ut few of them are known to the writer. AVe recall 
an iiiciiient of this cliaracter, whicli we will venture to put upon record. Ou 
November d4th, 1868, Capt. R. R. Duncan, a typical soldier, brave and fear- 
less as Julias Caesar, a splendid horseman, an excellent swordsman and a good 
shot, stout, active, alei-t and atheletic, and of great wisdom, sagacity and cool 
judgement in times ol danger, was with some 15 or 2D men of his company, 
scouting along the flanks of Meade's army. Finding the picket i>ost ou the 
turnpike not far in advance of Stonehouse Mountain, he sent forward a few 
men and by a dexterous movement to their rear, succeeded in eapturing the 
two soldiers on the post. Feeling assured that the enemy would send out a 
scouting party to ascertain what had become of their pickets, and what force 
was prowling about their front, he eoneenled his little band In the woods neai- 
Salem church. Soon thereafter, about a company of Federal soldiers appear- 
ed, moving up the turnpike. He maintained his position till they had passed 
his front; ho then wuue in on tlieir rear, and immediately charged them, cap- 
turing the ]uost of them and disx^ersiug the residue. But immediately in 
their reiff came the 8rd W. Va. cavalry, ander Ifaj. Conger, to their support. 
With a number of prisoners, captured horses, and arms on his hands, it be- 
came a very difficult matter for Capt. Duncan to make gooil his escape. l)ut he 
so skillfully and bohlly managed his little force, now using them as mounted 
skirmishers, and again charging with them on the advance guard of the pur- 
suing columns, that, after being pursued for several miles, he succeeded in get- 
ting off with all his captured, both men and animals, without loss to his eoiD- 
nmnd, but inflictiii^' considerable loss to the Federals. One otllcer was kitleil, 
two others wounded, and other casualties among the enlisted men. Permit us 
to also put on record another incident iu which a citizen of Culpeper county 
was the principal actor. About the latter part of December, 1864, a column of 
Federal cavalry, under the command of Gen. Torbett, passed through Cul- 
peper, returning from a raid in the direction of Charlottesville. As it passe«l 
along the road in the neighborhood of Rixeyville, some four or five strot;- 
glers made their way to the home of Mr. J. W. TImberlake, who lived 
about a mile west of the main road. Mr. Timberlake was very 
kind to them, and gave them of what he had. After gettingsomethin g to eat 
and rummaging through the lower parts of the house and taking what they 
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choeo, all left, except one, who seemed detenu iiie<l to explore every nOok and 
corner about the buildin^r and approjjriate to himself everythinpf that suit- 
. ed iu8 fancy. ■ lu "his search he had gone into the upper roouih, Mr. Timber- 
lake foI1owlf)i?1i<iii. In one of the upper rooms he fonnd a boKan or some ar- 
ticle of furniture of that kind, which he immediately begun .to exam ine, euip- 
tyinj; the contents of the drawers on the floor and putting sprae of the articles 
in his haversack. Mr. Tiuiberlake stood it very patiently, until he began to 
scatter on the floor the articles of clothing which .belonged to his dead wife, 
an^ which bad been packed away tbere^ This was too nmol) for him, and 
stepping back to the (ire place he grasped a heavy wrought iron sboyel, and 
strikin-r him with nil hits nii^'ht on the head with this heavy instrument, felled 
him to the floor. In a moment he saw that he had killed him, and what was 
to be done? Looking from his .window he. saw.a sqnad of Yankeett approaching 
his honse, and there he was with tbe.dead soldier in his honse and the hone 
tied to the rack. 

He had a eon, Edward, then about twelve years of age, wliom he directt^d 
to mount the horse and make for his life to the woods in the rear.. , The lau- 
kees peeing him, and thiukiag that he wan a Confederate, made pnrsnlt apd 
passed beyond his house. While t hey were gone in pursaitof the boy, Mr. 
Timberlake and his daughter. Miss Senio, luannged to get the dead soldipr 
from the upper room to the l)aseim'ut and put liim in one of the lower rooms. 
When the soldi^jrs returned and tuikcd who it was that they were pui^ui^Jg he 
informed them that it was a halfwitted boy, the son of one of bis neighbors, 
who seeing them approac h, became frightened and fled, and thnshe quieted 
their apprehension. They dismounted, and he gave them something to eat 
and they sat at the table and ate their meal in a room adjoining that in which 
was the body of their dead comrade. The old gentleman, in speaking, of tUe 
yeara after the war, said that when he put the aoldler in the basement he 

'Was not quite dead, and kicked a little as he carried him down the steps, and 
while his comrades sat at the table eating their meals he was very much afraid 
that he would kick up a row in the cellar room adjoining. Ufa body remain- 
ed in the house until midnight or after, when Mr. Timberlake and his daugb> 

' ter took It therefrom and placing it in an ox eart, hauled it to the woods ai^d 
buried it. And he rests not only in an unknown, but .a dishonored giave. 

BATTLE OF CEDAR RUN, OR SLAUeHTEB'S MOUNTAIN. 

On the 86th of June, 186S, the Federal Government organized what was 
called the Army of Va., oonsisting of three corps, of which the flrst was (com- 
manded by Gen. Sigel, the second by Gen. Banks, and the third by Geji. 
MoDowell. (ien. John Pope, who had earned Home reputation as a lighter, 
was given command of this army, and made himself ridiculous in the eyes of 
military men on both sides "by issuing** his bombastic order, upon assom^g 
command, of "Head Quarters in the Saddle." 

McCittUan, having been defeated in front of Richmond by Lee, had nought 
shelter on the banks of the James River,under the protection of his gunboats, 
and had been so battered, brnised and broken in his seven days contest, that 
heoonclnded be would be unable to resume the olfensive without fifty 
thousand additional troops, which his government, at tliat tinit>, 
was nnable to supply, without exposing the Capitol to attack. It 
w<\8 thought best in the Federal military councils, in this condi- 
tion ct affairs, to move upon OordcmsvIIle with the army at Va., and thus 
threaten Lee*s left and rear at Biebmond. This army, with this object in view, 
took poeltlon to threaten GordonsvUle and Charlottesville. Back's 
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coriM wfts in ila|>i).iha:inook, Si^iirePs about Waterloo and JolTersonton, 
suul n division of McDowell's was in Ciilpopf^r, with the rPiuaiiulor at Freder- 
icktiburj;. A brij^ade of Federal cavalry, under Buford, was at Madisou Ct. 
UouMS while another, ander Bayard, was near Crooked Bon otaonsh. Daiins 
tho months of July and Ansnwt, the oaTalry of Pope^ army was very aetlTo 
and cnterprisinj^. It several times crO:ised the R vpidan on reconnoisaance,and 
made ita way tojj.nd beyond ()ran«^e C. H. towards OordonBville. 

Aahby's brigade of Coufedorato cavalry, now under the command of B. 

H. Robertson, whfeh had been left in the valley, to ooneeal Jaokson^s move- 
ment towards Richmond, was withdrawn, and placed in XK>8ition between 
G onions vi lie and Oran{?e, to watch the Rapidan, whilst E well's, Hill's and 
Winder's, or Jackson's old division, all under the command of Jackson, were 
quietly withdrawn from Lee's army below Richmond, and placed in camp 
in rear of Gordonsrille. JaelEsonoonoelTed theideaof defeating Pope by a 
rapid movement to Culpei>er, thmstlnff himself between the wrings of his 
army, and defeating them in Hiifoession. Jackson had 23,000 men, of which 

I, 200 waa cavalry. Pope liad 40,000, of which 6,500 was cavalry, but his army 
was scattered oyer a large area. On the evening of the 7th of Aug., Jaoksoti 
began his movement towards Culpeper. BwetPs division moved from its 
camp near Gordonsvllle, towards Liberty Mills, whilst Winder's and HilPs di- 
visions moved towards and encamped for the night, near Orange C. H. 

Jackson expected to reach Culpeper early the next day, being only 18 
miles distant. On the morning of the 8th, the eavalry crossed the river at 
Bamett^ Ford, and drove back the enemy^s eavalry towards Madison C. H. 
and Locnst Bale. Ewell came down from Liberty Mills, on the north bank of 
the river, and came into the (Culpeper road, south of Jjocust Dale. The Fed- 
eral cavalry was very active, and was handled with great ability. The 
mareh of the Confederate columns was greatly impeded by the threatened in> 
enrsions of this cavalry on the Confederate trains from the direction of Madi- 
son C. n. Jackson was too feeble in this arm of the service for an advancing 
army, and his small force had to be divided to protect his train and to press 
back the enemy's cavalry in front. It was hardly sufficient for both pur|)Oses 
and made bnt slow pvogress. This,together with the intense heat and dnst oif 
the day, the confusion in which the colunms of Winder's and Hill's divisiona 
had fallen, in respeet to the order of their march, and the intermingling of 
their trains, blocked the road and made the progress on the 18th remarkably 
slow. EwelPs division reached Locust Dale, and whilst the Confederate eav- 
alry gained possession of the fords at Robertson^ river and Crooked Rnn, en- 
camped for the night north of the latter stream. Winder's division had 
crossed the river at Barnett's ford, but Hill was still on tlie south side of the 
river. Jackson commuuicatHd with Cleu. Lee from Locust Dale on the even- 
ing of the 8th, and stated that he feared the enterprise would be a failure, by 
reasim ctfthe day*s delay. Gen. Pope, it seems, was aware of the movement of 
Gen. Jackson early on the 7th, and immediately ordered liis forces to concen- 
trate at Culpeju'r. Banks began his movement from the Happahannock on 
the morning of the 8th, and encamped that night at Hazel river, on the Sper- 
ryvllle turn-pike. Blokett^s division, of McDowell's corps, tliat had been en- 
camped north of Culpeper, was moved forward on the 8th, and took position 
near Colviii's old tavern on the Madison road, to resist the movtnnent of the 
Confederates, k ported by Buford to be moving by way of Mmlison C. H. 
During the 0th Bank's corps passed through Culi)eper, and was thrown for- 
ward on the Orange road, in the neighborhood of Cedar Run. Crawford*s bri- 
gade of William's dlv*n, consisting of the 86th N. Y., 40th Pa., 10th Me., and Sth 
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Conn., wltb two batterlM of artillery, wm aent tcmnad on the 8th to rappo^ 
Bayard^B eavaliy, end took position bebiud the IiHIh iiniuediately south of Ce- 
dar Run, and there remained during the night of the 8tli., whilnt Bayard's 
cavalrj' was kept well to the front. Early on the morning of the 9th the Con- 
federate aruiy, with Ewell 8 divittiou in froDt, was again put in motion, but ite 
moiveuiente weie idow. The day, aa the one before, waa inteniely hot and the 
road waa a Darrow one; the force of Confederate cavalry in front was inanf- 
floiont to drive back, witli rapidity, the Federal eAvalry. At the extreme 
8outii end of Cedar or Slaughter's Mountain, Hay's brigade, of EwelPf^ divig- 
iou, consisting of 6th, 6tb, 7th, 6th. aad 19th La. regiments, deflected from 
the main road, and iianlnic aevoaa the lielda to the haie of the mountain, east 
of JameaGainett^abonae, hanged the BMmntain dowly and advanced alon^ 
its base, under cover of the woods. Trimble's brigade, of the same division, 
consisting of the 12th Oa., 21^t N. C, and 15th Ala., also left the Culpeper 
road at a point a little further north, and passing to the right by a cluster of 
pines, a little south of the Major hou«e, reached the base of the mountain 
about where the road eroMea it. 

In the iiu'HMtime, the Federal cavalry had been massed in the valley, xm 
the south branch of Cedar Uun, north of the Major houne, 
and south of the Crittenden house and the one regiment of 
Confederate cavalry, the 6th Va., then with the advance of Ewell's 
dlYlaian, waa unable to dlalodise it, without the aid of the Confederate infan- 
try and artUlery. Early's brigade, of Ewell's diviaoo, consistingr of the 18th, 
25th, 3lBt, 52nd end 58th Va. regiments, which was marching in front, had, in 
the meantime, reached the intersection of the Waylandsburg and Culpeper 
roads. Maj. Courtney, chief of artillery of Ewell's division, posted two bat- 
teriee, Capt. Dementi and Capt. Brown*B of ICatyland, on a amall knoll on 
which there were growing |>iiMt« a abort dietanee. south of the house, 
whilst Capt. Lattimer's, and a 8<H>tIon of Johnson's batteries, were sent for^ 
ward with the advancing columns of Trimble and Hay, until they reached a 
position well up on the mountain side, not far below the Slaughter houfte. 
With a view of closing in on the rear of the Federal cavalry, massed in the 
Talley, as before stated, Barly*s brigade noved from its position, at the inter* 
section of the roads, and bearing well to the left of the road, under ooyer of 
the hills, BO as to keep out of sight, reached the Ciil|)eper road, and crossed it 
to the east at a point about one-half of a mile south of the Crittenden gate, 
an<l bore well Uowu on the flank and rear of the cavalry in the valley. When 
bis akivmiahers engaged those of the eavalry, the batteries, posted by Ma). 
Courtney, also opened on their ranks. They broke and fled up the valley by 
the Crittenden house, but were rallied and reformed near %h» eentre of the 
federal lines on the main road. 

Early then advanced his brigade and took position, tirst in line of bat- 
tie along the road leading from the Crittenden house, whieh he oeeuptod 
for a short time, then advaneed his Ibies towards the summit of the hill 
overlooking the valley betw€»en the Crittenden house and where now 
Btands the Smoot house. Three guns of Brown's and Dement's batteries were 
moved forward, and took iK^ition on the knoll of cedars a little north and 
weet of the Crittenden house as did also several guns of Dement's and D'Ar- 
qnin*s batterfas, at a point little nearer to, and north east of the Crittenden 
house. Swell, with the residue of his division, had reached a position at the 
extreme north tnid of Slaughter's Mountain, keeping his infantry well under 
cover. The i^'ederal commander. Gen. Banks, had, in the meantime, been 
busy organising his line of battle, to meet the advance of the Confederates. 
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McGilvery'a battery of Biit sans, and Robertson's and Gary's ot fotir gans, 
were placed in poHi'tioti (in the north side of the Mitchell's Station road, in 
front of the Hudson house pointing southeast, cominandini? the valley of the 
-Boath braneh of Cedar Rnn, aod fronting the Confederate batteries on the 
Riope of tb4« inoontain. Berths, Beamer^s, and Knapp^i batterfea^ of four pram 
each, were placed in TK>sition*in the angle df the Mitehell^i Station and Cul- 
peper roads, and Mullensburer's battery of font guns was placed on the west 
Bide of the Culpeper road, on the high ground just in advance of the point 
where the road to 'Mrs. Brown^ bouse leaves the Culpeper toad. Oen. Prinee^s 
rbriftade, of Gen. Angar's dlyitlon, supported by tb» brigade of Geo, Clre^e, 
occupied the extreme left of the Federal line of battle; it was placed astride 
.of the Mitchell's Station road, with the lOSnd N.Y. on the left, on the north of 
.ttie road, and swinging round to the south and weet in the angle of the road, 
"Were plaeed the followinir ngiments, in the fbllowinflr order: the 109th Pa., tbe 
4rd Md., and 11th Pa. Theneame Gen Gary's brigade, of tbe same division, 
oontinuing the line of battlo in the followincr order: the 5th O. on hiw left, con- 
necting with Prince, then the 6tii Ohio, 7th Ohio, and 29th. Ohio refyiments. 
K3rawford's'brigiUle, of William's division, came next in order of battle, with 
the Mb Coiinf/ on the east side of tbe main road, and the 18tb N. Yu 4Mh Pa. 
and lOtbifeine in the order named, their tight being thrown back considera- 
te to tl>e rear. Still to the risrht of this was Gordon's brigade, of the mmo 
•division, in two lines, with the 2nd Mass and 8rd Wis. in the flrst, and the 27tb 
Jnd. In 'the second line. The oavalry of the Federal army was massed about 
4be aentre of tbe line, near the main road, and behind the rannre of billion tbe 
west, Winder*8 division, of the Confederate army, was now' -coming on the 
field, and four gunn of Carpenter's and Poasfue's batteries wore placed in posi- 
(tion in the open field, in front of the Crittenden gate, on the east side of the 
jnnln road, aud>sboTtly afterwards five rifle pieces of Hill's division, belonging 
to Caskie's, Fleet^s and PeievamHi batteries, were^ hy direction of Ool. Walker, 
chief of artillen,' of Hill's division, placed along the ridge in front of Early's 
brigade, and but a short distance from the Federal skirmish line, extendbiir 
across tlie corn field. 

' These dispositions for battle made- by tbe two armies, eonsnmed some 
time, and it wtts not till half liast three oHslock that tlie- battle opened, with 
:nearly the whole of tlie artillery on eitlier side in position; twenty six of the 
.bestgnns on the Confederate side, and twenty-oi^ht on the Federal side were 
engaged, and for two hours they thundered at each other across this narrow 
valley, whilst further disposition was belnfr made for the stmisgle between tbe 
Infantry at closer quarters. 

Garnett's brigade, consisting of the Slst, 4Sth, 47th and Ist Va. regiments, 
was ordered to move to the left through the woods, over the ground 
which is now* the eleared ground about the Throgmorton house, and, if possi- 
ble, reaeb the right of the Federal line, tnm It, charge and capture tbe bat- 
tery posted on the west side of the road. Upon reconnoitering the situation, 
it was found impracticable to execute this order. It wm found that the right 
-batteries, on the Federal line, were supported by infantry, posted in and iu 
rear of the woods on the high ground, on what Isnow tbe Cooper fann, attd 
tbe greater portion of the cavalry was also massed nnder the protectlfm of 
the same hill. This brigade was then placed in line of brittle, along the crest of 
the hill, in the rear of the wheat field, which lay between the two lines of bat- 
tle, with its right consisting of tlie 48th and 21st regiments, thrown back 
along the road and facing north east, with a view of protecting the batteries 
•in this field from an approadh In front, whilst the 42nd regiment and. 1st Va. 
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battalion were in line frontio^ the wheat-Hold. The 1st. Va. was on the ex- 
treme left, and au interval existed betwe«»n that and the u«ct regimeut iu line. 
About this time Geu. Jackson appeared on this part of the field. He at once 

saw that the exposed coiuiition of his left flank invited an attack, and that the 
nature of the prround waH exeeediugly favorable for such a moveiueiit on the 
part of his adversary. He directed Gou. Garnett to look well to liia left, and 
to request his division eommander to reinforee him. Gen. Tallaferro^s 
brigade, couHistiuK of the 10th, 23rd, 37th and 47th Va. regimentH, and the 
49tli Ala., having arrived on the field, was i)laced in line of battle along the 
road leadinj? to the Crittenden house, in supp )rt of the ("onfederate batter- 
ies and connecting with Gen. Early on the right. About this time Gen. Wil- 
der was killed by a fragment of an exploded shell. He is said to have fallen 
in the main road, a short distance soatb of the Crittenden gate, and about 
where the fence of the Throgmorton land now comes to the road. 
There was some delay iu reinforcing Garnett, owing to Winder's death 
and the efaange of division commanders on the field, and before it was. 
done, Gen. Banks, contrary to the orders of his superior, perhaps, advanced 
his whole line of battle to the attack, although numerically weaker than 
Gen. Jackson. 

The two brigades of Augur's division, with a battalion of the 8th and 
ISth T7. S. regulais, under Oapt. Pitcher, thrown forward as skirmisherBi ad- 
vanced in the centre, through the com field on what Is now the Smoot farm. 

and assailed Early vigorously. He was sorely pressed by these two brigades 
of Geary and Prince for a time, but being reinforced by Taliaferro's brigade 
on the left, and a portion of Thomas' Georgia brigade, of Hill's division, on 
the right, the progress of the Federal advance was soon arrested. The Fed- 
eral line was also reinforced, by Greeners brigade, which was put in ou the 
left as a support to Prhice. The contest in, and iti front of this corn Held, was, 
for a time, stablxii n and s;u]^iiin;irv. The Federal Iosh was very serious tor 
t\}fi numbers engaged and the time the eugagement lasted. Geu. Priuee, iu au 
effort to rally his broken command, was ts^en prisoner in this field by a pri- 
vate of the 23rd Va. regiment, surrendering hissword, however, to Gen. Talin* 
ferro. But the Confederates were not so fortunate on their left. 
Before this ix>rtion of their line could be extended and reiulorced, 
the Federals advanced. The two brigades of Crawford and Gor- 
don, constltnting the right wing of the forces engaged, tiie former in advance 
and about seventeen hundred strong, the latter in support, and still further 
to the right, were moved forward from their position behind the wooded hill 
to the assault on the left liank of the Confederate army. Tliey moved from 
their position across the wheat field, in splendid order, with banners flying 
and confident step, and entered the woods on the south ot the wheat field, 
overlapping and enveloping the left of the Confederate lines, breaking and 
routing the major part, if not the whole of Garnett's brigade, leaving the way 
open to the Confederate rear. The Federals pressed rapidly forward, and 
swinging around to their left, passed over the ground about where now 
stands the Throgmorton house, and well nigh gained the main road. Talia- 
ferro, whose brigade was engaged with the Federals in the corn field, attempt- 
ed to change front to me(^t tliis advance on his flank and rear. Some of his 
regiments, then for the first time under Ore, becoming pauic stricken by this 
destructive fire on their flank, broke and fled in utter rout. The artillery on 
the extreme left was withdrawn to escape capture. The whole left wing of the 
C()nf<'derate army seeming, for a time, to he broken and shattered, sullend 
great loss. Every field officer in Gaj'uett's brigade had been killed 
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or wounded. It was for a t ime a scene of great eon fusion. 
OiUctiris were in tlit- melee, tryinjr iu vain to rally their troops. 
JackHuu, himself, appeared upon the sceue, and drawing his sword, as it is 
said, for the first and only time darioK the war, oommanded his men to rally 
and follow him againsc the advanoincr columns of the enemy. He remained 
Avith h'm discoiuflted troops, till reminded by Gen. Taliaferro that It was hard- 
ly a proper place for the chief officer in coiiiiiuiud. 

Just at this juncture the Stonewall brigade.consistiiiK ot the 2ud, 4th, oth, 
STkh, and 3^ Va. reKimeuts, under theeommand of Ool. Roland, appeared on 
the field. These regiments had been ^ree.tly reduced in numbera by the val* 
ley campaifrn and the neven days battle in front of Richmond, but they were 
staunch veterans of more than a dozen conflicts, and were not easily discom- 
fited. This brigade was rapidly deployed iu line iu the woods on the west of 
the road, with its right extended, and left thrown baek, and opening its ranks 
to allow the fugitives to perns through, boldly moved forward and opened a de- 
structive fire on their enemies. Unfortunately for the Federals, e8|>eeially 
Crawford's brigade, they had advanced too far from their supports, and suf- 
fered their line to beeome brokm up in their rapid advanee, and were not in 
a oondition to reoeive the attack of this fresh Confederate brigade. They 
halted, attempted to reform their lines to meet their fresh antagonists, but 
with little avail. Thej- were swept away before the onset of the Stonewall 
brigade as chaff before the wind, with frightful loss. The battle was at once 
renewed with great vigor. Jackson ordered an advance of the whole line. 
Ewelt on the right, deploying his Alabama regiment as skirmishers, moved 
down from the mountain slope and extending hit* right brigade,under Trliulilo, 
reached (^edar Run and es.say©d to strike the Ftuh^ral rear on the north nidv of 
tiie stream, but was prevented from crossing by the obstruction of an old mill- 
pond. The 8nd. and 0th, Va. cavalry (the Idth. having been detached to guard 
the left to\cards Thoroughfare Mountain, and the 7th. sent to Madison Court- 
house), moved down the valley of the south bramih of Cedar Run, and o<!Cu- 
pied the space between Early and Ewell. Ewell, finding that he could not 
cross tlie run, turned Trimble's brigade on the Federal batterries on the left 
of their line. The valley, immediately in their front, was so completely swept 
by the Confederate batteries on the slope of the mountain, that Trimble's 
troops could not pass over it till a stafT officer had been dispatched to ortler a 
cessation of their fire. In the meantime the Federal batteries had been with- 
drawn, and the left was in retreat. Gen. Branch, coming on the field with his 
splendid brigade of North Carolinians about the Ume of the Confederate ad- 
vance, w.'is ordered to the stipi)ort of tlie Stonewall brigade, and formed his line 
in the woods on its left at right antrU'H to the road, followed by Pender's bri- 
gade, moving in column still further to the left. Taliaferro's brigade was 
quickly rallied on the right. Many of (Harnett's men came back to the field, 
and fell in with the Stonewall brigade, which, with Branch's brigade, moved 
rapidly forward through the woods, and entering the wheat field, passed over 
the liigh ground, closing in towards the road, and by well directed volleys, 
crushed in and routed the Federal right with great loss of life, especially iu 
Crawford's brigade, which, In killed, wounded and missing, lost more than 
half their number: 867 out of 1,670 taken into battle; Gordon's brigade also 
suffered severely. 

The Federals attempte<l to retrieve the fortunes of the hour by a cliargo 
of cavalry on the Confederate lines as they emerged from the woods into tlie 
wheat field. Maj. Falls, with two squadrons of the 14th. Penu. cavalry, pass* 
ing from behind the high ground on the west of the road, formed bis command 
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in ooluTun of eqnadrontt, and cbarged down the little valley in the vlieatfleld 
on the Confederate line joet as it had ofossed the branch and entm ed the field. 

But they were met with such a well directed lire in front, as well ii» from the 
troop8 in the fiekl on the east of the road (Thirteenth Vlr;jriiiia- regiment), and 
Brauch^H brigade, which, at that time, wa^^ Bweepiug obliquely across the 
wheat field, and had reached the high grounds, that their ranks were broken 
before reaching their objective point. These squadrons tost in this charge 71, 
out of 164 men. The entire Confederate line wan now pressing rapidly for- 
ward aiul ttie Ft'derals were in hasty retreat, with William is division cotuplete- 
ly broken and routed. But it was now dark and the pursuit ceased for a time. 
Several iiieces of artillery were placed iu position on the hi^h points - south of 
the run, and the woods on the north side and the country beyond were sub" 
jeoted to a vigorous shelling to ascertain the position of the Federals. Rick* 
ett's division, of McDowell's corps, that had been left on the Madison road, 
leading frofu Colvin's Tavern, wan ordered forward to the support of Bank's 
right, and took position on the nortii side of Cedar Hun with his right, consist- 
ing of Tower^s brigade, supported by Hartsuflf's brigade, and two batteries of 
artiliery— lippen^s and Matthew^s—ezteuding out to the range of hills near the 
Brown house, and his left, consisting: of CarrolPs and Dm yca's hrij^ades, rest- 
ing on the Culpeper road, near the woods in the rear of tlie HudHon houHe, and 
Hairs battery posted on a little eminence on the west of the road, and Thomp- 
son's on the cast. But, before this disposition had been entirely completed, 
the Confederate lines were advanced to the north side of the run. Fields* bri* 
gade, of Hiirs division, crossing the run, moved in line of battle on 
the left of the road. Bpofford's bri^^ade, of the same division, on 
the right, whilst I'tigraui's battery and the 6th. Virginia cavalry moved 
in column in the road, and the 7th Va., cavalry moved on the right of Spof« 
ford's brigade. The advance of tbe'Confedera^s was slow,oantions and quiet, 
until they reached the north skirt of the woods, wliei f tlu y haltedand Pegram 
took i>oBltion with his battery on a little knoll just west of the road. The 
line of the Federals could be distinctly HPen by tlie little lires thoy had y)uilt, 
around which they were brewing their coUee. I'egram's batteries o[>ened ou 
them with grape and cannister, and threw them into great confusion. They 
could be distinctly seen, by the light of their fires, rushing headlong to the 
rear. Milroy, who was just arriving on the field with his bri^jrade, threw it 
in line across the road in their rear and stopped their flitjcht. Order in a sliort 
time was restored, and HalPs battery, ou the right of the road, and Thomp- 
son's on the left, concentrated their fire on Pegram, and killed and wounded 
a number of his men and horses. Oar esteemed former countyman. Gen. J. G. 
Field, then a staff oirift r of Gen. Hill, lost his leg in the road near Pegram's 
battery. Thin artillery duel, with sonie skirmishing' between the infantry, 
continued for an iiour or more, when it gradually subsided and finally ceased. 
The cavalry was withdrawn and went into camp in the wheat field, but the 
infantry and artillery remained in position daring the night. The next morn- 
ing a brisk skirmish wtm begun, and there was every indication of a renewal 
of the battle. It lasted till perhaps o'clock, when Jackson having ascer- 
tJiined rli;it nearly ihe whole ot Pope's army was concentrated in his front, to 
use his own language, concluded that it was not prudent to attack," and 
withdrew his lines to the position he at first oeeupied.On the morning of the 10th 
Qen. Stuart, having arrived on a tour of inspection.gathered together the Con- 
federate cavalry, moved oast to the railroad, which he followed nearly to the 
Stevensburg road leading from Culpeper, in the rear of the Federal army, 
having first bent forward a detachment to Mt. Pony to cajiture the signal 
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corps tliere Btationcd. Stuart ascertained, from prisonera captured and other 
soiiroeSf that the temaining division of MeDoweire oorps wan hourly expected 
to arrive from Fredericksburg, so that It became apparent that, if not already 
on the field, the whole of Pope's army was in supporting distance, and no de- 
cided victory could be reasonably exi>eeted against such odds. 

The next day, the 11th, the Federal commander aalced for a trace to bnry 
his dead, and all that day the Federal and Confederate soldiers mingled freely 
together, engjiged in the pious work of burying their dead and caring for their 

wounded. The Federals lost in the en^ycement, in killed, wounded and misfr- 
iuk' 2:.]H1. and the Confederates 1,8711. un the 18th. Jaokson slowly withdrew 
his coniiuand to the soathsideof the Bapidan, lanniolested by the Federal 
advance.

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CULPBP£B'8 PROTEST AOAINBT THE STAMP ACT. 

• 

At a ooart held for the eoanty of Culpeper on Monday* the dlstday of Oeto- 
tober, 1769, the sixteen Juatici s of the peace for Culpeper county, drew up and 
signed a protest to f+overnor Fauquier against tlie imposition of the «tamp 
aet, emphasizing their protest by resigning their commissions. The address, 
which is given in full, is recorded in the Culpeper clerk's offlice, in deed book 
*'B/* on page 188, and Ui attested by Roger DIzon, who was the first clerk of the 
county The address is as follows : 

'*To The Hoiioi iiblc Francis Fauquier, Enquire, his Majesty's lieutenant. 

(ioveruor, and Commander-in-Cluef, of the Colony and Dominion of 
Virginia. The hnmbie address of the Jnstices of the Peaee of the 

County of Culpeper. 

^'Sir: At a time when his majesty^s subjects in America are so uuiversaliy 
alarmed on aooount of the late proceedings of the British Parliament, and the 

enemies of Atncricn employed in representiner its coInnieH in nn odious li^ht to 
our most K^'^^'iou'* Sovereign, aiul his ministers, by tlie most un- 
generous Interpretation of our behavior, we beg leave to take this 
method to nssnrt^ your Honour of our inviolable attacbiuent to, and affection 
for, the satued person of his Majestv, and the whole Koyal family. 

**And. from your Honoar^s well known candor, and benevolent disposition, 
we are persuadetl that we shall at the same time bepermitttd to lay before 
your Honour those re^isons which liave determinecl us to resit^n the Commis- 
Hiou of the Peace, under which we have been sworn to act as magistrates in 
this county. 

'•It seeniB to be the unaninions opinion of the people cf America (and of n 
few in Euirland), that the lare acts of Parliament, by which n staiup duty is 
imposed ou the Aiuericaiis, and a court of vice-admiralty appoiut-ed ultimate- 
ly to determine all controversies, which may arise, concerning the execotion 
of the said act, is unc.onstit uTional, and a hi^fh infringement of our most valu- 
able privileges as British subjects, who, we humbly apprehend, cannot con- 
stitutionally be taxed without the consent of our representatives, or our lives 
or proi)ertios be affected in any suit, or criminal causes, whatsoever, without 
tirst beioK tried by our iwers. 

**And, as the execution of the said act does, in Home measure, depend on 
the county courts, we c uniot, if (^onsi.Mtent with the duty wliich we owe our 
country, be, in the smallest decree, instrumental in enforcing a law which 
concieves, as in itself, shaking; at the very foundation of OUT liberties, and, if 
carried into execution, must render our posterity uidmppy, and ourselves con- 
temptible. In the opinion of all men who are tlie least acquainted with a 
Britiiih constitution, as we shall, in that case, no lontjer be free, but merely 
the property of those whom we formerly looked upon only as our fellow sub- 
jects. 

"Feriuit ii Si i. to add that w ' still h )pe his Majesty and Parliament 
will change their measureB and suffer us to eujov our ancient privileges, and 
if we should incur the displeasure of our Sovereign by thos endeavoring to as- 
sert our rights, we should look upon it as one of the greatest misfortunes 

which could In^fall us. 

**We do heartily and sincerely wish his Majesty a long and happy reign 

over u», and that there never may be wanting:; a Prince, of the illustrious 
House of Hanover, to su<H',eed him in his dominions, that your Honour mav 
continue to enjoy the favor of our Sovereign, long govern the people of thni 
ancient and loyal cnlonv. and that the people may ajrain be as happy under 
your mild and {gentle ati ministration as they have formerly been, is what we 
inost devoutly pray for.

GHAPTBR IX. 

DESCENDANTS OF WILUAH RICE. 

Amonir tlie «arly tettlera of what ie now Cn]t>eper eonnty, was William 
Rice, who came some time befon* the eotinty was oiyraiiized. In volume 17, of 

the patent records in Richmond, pa^e 120, is a deed from Geor^re II etc., to 
Williiun Ricp, for four hundred acres of land in the forks of the Rapid Ann, in 
the cuiiuty of Oranfze, beginuiiit^ at four pines on a point on a branch of Dark 
Run. Thi8 deed is dated July 29, ITSd, and is signed by Williaui Gooeh. 

Oranfte oonnty, at that time, Inoluded all of what U now Cnlpeper. From 
it Culpepcr wfis formed in 1748. William Rice was a son of Thonuiy Rice, who 
came to Americ^i In the latter part of the 17th century, and who is incnrioned 
in the following; manner, in the nien'oir.s of Rev. David Rice, published by 
Thomas T. Skillman, i^exiu^ton. Ky., a824, pp. 420. 

"Thomas Rice whs an Bnirlishman by birth, of Welsh extraction. He was 
an early adventurer into Viririnia; where lie spent the first part of his life 
is not certainly known. In the latter part of his life he owned 
a Hmall plantation in the lower i)jLrt of what ib now vl^24) called Han- 
over county. Here he left his wife, with nine soiis and three daughters, and 
went to England to receive a considerable estate which had been left him, but 
returned no more. The sailors reported that he died at sea. It is supposed 
that he was assassioated. No return was ever made of the property after 
which he had {?one, and his family were left destitute in a strant;e 
land." »♦»♦*♦ ''The family being left without an 
earthly father, were distressed, but they were, in the good providence of God. 
provided for. The firraater part moved aboot thirty miles farther np the conn - 
try, where they procured a small plantation, on which they raised numerons 
families; four or live < >f tliom becanio serious i)rofeKsors of religion, and were 
succeeded in their relij^nouH profesision by u considerable number of their 
children.'' — pp. I5i and 14. His wife,, "was esteemed truly a religious woman," 
pp. 33. Amonior those desci&ndants, who moved North, was William Rice, of 
Cnlpeper. 

In Patent Hook 8 of the same Records, pngi^ 201, in recorded a i)at(»nt from 
Sir Edmond Andros. l^t., their Majesty's Lieutenatit and Governor General 
etc.." to Thomas Rice for land lying in "Kingston Parish, in Gloucester coun- 
ty, said land bein|? due unto said Thomas Rice by and for the importation of 
one persou into this colony." Dated the d9th day of April, 1(193. This Thomas 
Rice was probably the one who was father of William Rice, of Culpeper. In 
the .^atno records, vol. 17, pp. 182, is recorded a deed from (rcortre II, King, etc., 
to Thomas Rice, for 1'20() acres of land in Hanover county, on both sides of 
Cub Creek and Dirty Swamp, bounded by the lands of Col. David Meriwether, 
David and William Meriwether, James Goodall, and Richard Brooks. This is 
proimbly the place where this Thomas Rice lived in the latter part of his life^

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The lost will and testament of William Rice was probated and recorded iu 
Culpeper county the 17th day of April, 1780. It was dated the 9th day of 
Febraaiy, 1780. He divided his property about equally between his ohlldren, 
Richard, John, Benajab, Hannah Rice, Ann Graves, wife of John Graven, and 
Sarah (iriivos, wife of Edward (TruvpH. In his will is the foUowiiif^ provision, 
*'I lend to niy beloved wife, Sarah Rice, one- half of njy «-8tate during her natu- 
ral life/^ After that it was to be divided equally between his children. Ue 
appointed Benajab, John, and Richard Rice, his sons, and John Graves, his 
sou'in-law, his executors. Anions the property inventoried are slaves, horses, 
cattle, sheej), hoi^n, plantation tooh, six spinning wheels, two looms, one cop- 
per still, a desk, warmiu>; pan, books of sundry kinds, valued at £70, money 
scales, cash in metal £7, IBs. Hd., cash in paper £55, bs., punch bowls, valued at 
£16. He Kave the copper still to his unmarried daufchter. Perhaps he thought 
she would be less lilcely to misuse it. The fact that "iu3aeyseales" were consider- 
ed a part of the equij)inent of a plantation would ^t'eni to indicate that coin, 
or niotal money, as it is calle<t iu this inventory, was valued according to its 
weight in those days. 

John Rice, one of the sons of William Rice, removed to the valley of Shen- 
andoah. He obtained them a large tract of land about six miles long. Built a 
lofi cal)in upon it, and there went back. He married Mary Finney. Upon his 
liiarriatje his father made the tiewly married couple a weddiuf? present of a 
set of silver spoons, marked W. R., the initials ot the donor. If they were 
marked on purpose for the occasion it shows a different custom in marking 
weddhig presento from that which now prevails. These spo<nis are still In the 
possession of some of their des<rendant». After marrying, he returned to 
Rockinj^ham county, lived and died there, and his will was admitted to i)ro- 
bate there A. I). 1804. He willed all f>t' his land and slaves to his wile during; 
her life, to be dividt^d, at her deatii, amonst his children, except his daughter, 
who had married James Snaden, and gone to Bourbon county,Ky. He had prob> 
ably ^iven her her share when she went to Kentucky. John Rice, shortly after 
his return to Rockiiifirham eouiity, and about the year 177(i to 177J), built his 
new house, which is still standinf?, and is in trmxl order and occupied. The 
roof is a little Htee{)er than 45 degrees. The tirst roof was on the house seven- 
ty-one years. It was made of yellow pine shingles, about three quarters of an 
inch thick, pinned on with locust pins. There is a cellar under the whole house, 
jjart of which was used as a kitchen, and |)art of it for a store-room, for bacon 
and whiskey. Almost every lar<re plantation, in t hose days, had its own dis- 
tillery and u'ade the whiskey for the use of the plantation, and, aecordin); to 
modern standards, they used too much. The cellar walls and fireplaces were 
built of brick, which was not usual at that time. The house is a frame one. 
It is weather-boarded with siding;, iiiclies wide, and little more than half au 
inch thick, of yellow pine. All the lumber in the houHe wrh sawed out by 
hand with whip-saws. Every one of the weather hoartls Iuih a bead run on 
the ed^e for ornament. The sidinj< is nailed on witli wrought iron nails, 
which still show the mark of the blaeksmith^s hammer. The doors are six 
panel doors, and the window blinds are made the same way. Alt the hinges 
are wrought iron, made by hand, au*i also show the marks of the blacksmith's 
hammer. There is a prof usion of nnmlding all throujirh the house. It wa« 
the first frame house lathed, plastered and weather- boarded and painted iu all 
that region. It Is in good order now, much better than Thomas Jefferson^, 
which was built sixteen years later. This house was called *^The Painted 
House," and that part of the country was called "The Piiinted House Neigh- 
borhood," houses painted on the outside being so rare. The neighborhood is 
sometimes known yet among the old settlers, as "The Painted House I^eigh- 
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borhood,'' though thi8 house lo8t all its paint lonir apTO, and has not received 
a uew application lately. The Rices of Rockingham county are buried in the 
Dayton burying grround, commeneing at the 8outb side of the graveyaTd and 
extendin^r Northward. First is old Mrs. Finney, who oume over from Acgo> 
mac county, or Cu! I )e per, to live with her dauirhter, Mary, and sou-in-law, 
John Rice. Next to lier is John Uice. then Mary, his daughter: tlien Vrsnl.i 
CiainaH Rice; then Mary Finney Rice, the wife of .John; then three or 'our 
ehildren; then William Rice, John^s oldest son, who is the first one who has a 
lettered tombstone. The rest have just plain stones from the creek. Wil* 
liam's gravestone is marked as follows: "William Rioe» born July 27th, 1T79. 
and departed this life August 'Jnd, iHJiS. Aged 50 years and 6 days." Beiiajah 
Rice, brt)ther of John Rice, al.st> obtained land in the same eonnty, and ad- 
joining John. He never lived there himself, but some of his cliildren did, and 
some of his descendants are Hvinf? there now. The Mary Finney, whom chis 
.John Rice married, belonfsed to the family of Finnejrs who ha%e lived, for the 
last years or more, iti Accomac criunty, on the eastern shore of Virginia. 
There is a plac " now, called "Finney." and a place called "Finney s Wharf " 
Honorable Louis C. H. Finney wa« a member of the Virginia Senate a few 
years ago, and was well versed In the history of the Finney family. It is prob* 
able that William Rice was an Episcopalian; also his son, John Rice, and 
probably his daughter-in-law, were. An old negro slave, called "Lark," wa« 
born on the property of this John Rice, and wju* baptized, as all the other 
slaves born on the i>iantiition were, after the fashion of the patriarch. Abra- 
ham, who b-iptized his whole family, including all his eervants. This old ue- 
prro was made free by Ann Hopkins Rice, a daughter-in-law of John Rice, who 
inherited him, and he died iu Illinois about inn;?, living with one of John 
Rice's grandsons. Kxce[)t these, nearly all of the Rice family, including; even 
the descendants of these, were, and are. Presl)yterians. 

David Rice, who waK sometimes called the "Apostle of Kentucky," and 
who was instrumental in the fotindinK of Hampden and Sidney College. 
Virginia, and of the Transylvania University, Kentucky, and the Danville 
Theological Seminary, Keiitucky, was the first moderator of the 
first Presbytery, and the first moderator of the first Syn<Mi of 
Kentucky, and a member of the tirnt constitutional convention of Ken- 
tucky, was a nephew of William Rice, of Culpeper. Benjamin KJoe, David's 
brother, was a lawyer, of Bedford county, Viripiuia, whose sou, John Holt 
Rice, I). 1)., was the fii-st pastor of Richmond Memorial church, and first Pro- 
fessor (»f rinistian Theology in Union Theological Seminary, Virginia, and 
once nunlerator of the IMcsbyterian (ieneral Assembly Another son, IHeuja- 
min Holt Rice, was a professor in Princeton, taid was once moderator of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly. Nathan Lewis Rice, D. D., also one of the 
descendants of tliis Thomas Rice, was once a moderator of the General Assein 
bly, .and was a theoloi^'rcai professor. t^>uire;t lar^re percent of the Rice family 
have been, and are lawyers, niinistei-s of the (iospel, or doctors of mciticine. 

The Rices, when living in Wales, had a <Joat of Arms, of which the widow 
of 'Izard Kacon Rice louf^ago had a copy. The widow of John Holt Rice, D. 
D.. who died in 1831, also had a copy. Mrs. Sara A. Pryor, a prominent mem< 
btM' of The I )anirhters of the American Revolution, wife of General Roger .\. 
Pryor, late Justice (»f tin* Supreme ('ourt. New York, now has a copy. Mrs. 
Pryt>r is a uescendaut of Thouias Rice, of Hanover. 

The Rice motto was **Fide8 Non Timet.** In the old days, when written 
in Welsh, the name was spelled "Rhys,'^ thou^rh even then, when written in 
EuKliflh, it was often spelled, as now, *4lice.** 
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THE BARBOUR FAMILY GENEALOGY, 
By John Strode Barbour. 
("The following f?onealofty of the Barbour family was received too late to 
he placed in St. Mark's proper, in which Dr. SlauKhter's sketch ot the Bar- 
bour family is priuted.— U. T. <i.J 

There is some eonfasioii as to the name of the first emlffrant and founder 

of the Barbour family in Yirginia, or rather who wa« the eiuijrrant of this par- 
ticular family. All traditioriB seem to pive their extrHction as Scotch, and the 
time of coming: to this country as about the middle of the ITth century. Some 
traditions irive William Barbour, who was said to have been a younger hod of 
theBaronofMuldeng, and who was County Lieutraant of York in 18S6, and 
also one of the commission appointed by the ffovernor, Sir William Berkley, in 
1060, to Huperinteiid the erection of the State house nt .Tninestown, as the first 
emi^i'ant (See Hardesty's Historical and (ieofcraphical Eucyclopedia [1884] p. 
858\ while others f^Yo James Barboar, a Scotch merchant. One tradition, in 
cunneetion with this last theory, is that, on arrivinfr in Virginia, James Bar- 
bour establi8hed a home on a i)laiitation, since famous as the seat, for jjenera- 
tioiis, of another distinguished Virfxinia fHinily. That he there married a Miss 
Taliaferro, and died, leaving an infant son, James, and a widow. That the 
widow re-married, and by some means the issue of this second marriage, who 
was almost an imbecile, became the owner of the entire Barbour property. 
He was a great prambler, and soon st^unndered it. The only form of gamblinMT 
he had intellect nuflieient to f'n^H<;c in was *'push pins", and he is reported to 
have lost the homestead upon the issue of a single Kuute. However true this 
tradition may be, the son, James, left the home of bis ehildbood after his 
father's death, and came to Culpeper near the end of the first quarter of the 
IHth century, and settled finally in f'ulpeper county, It was here that he 
lived, and died, and was buried. The tombstone marking his grave is still 
Standing at Smith's Cottage, the old homestead, now in Madison county. 
This second James, spoken of by Dr. Slaughter as the first, was a vestryman 
of St. Mark's Parish at its organization in 178L Probably the most authentic 
account of the founder of the Virginia family, now attainable, is the following 
exl]:act from the bible ot Governor James Barbour, entered therein in his own 
handwriting, under date of June 6tb, 1806. It will be observed that he makes 
no reference to William Barbour, and no claim to descent from titled ances- 
tors, but seems rather to emphasize the fact that his ancestors were "farmers 
or yeonien". It will be obst-rved also that he refers to the defeat of the expec- 
tions of the second James, by reason of the re-marriage of his mother. He 
says: "The farthest back that I have been able to trace, with any certainty, 
is my great grandfather, who came over to this country from Scotland, in the 
17th century. He came in t he chara(*ter of a merchant, and was wrcckctl on 
his Ih'st advcnttire. H is friends, as stated by tradition, being rich, furnished 
him with a new cargo, which he turned to a prolitable account iu (1 believe) 
th(^ county of King and Queen. He had issue, only one M>n, whom* he called 
after himself, James, who intermarried with Sarah Todd, of a most respecta- 
ble family. My ;,'randfather's prospects iu life were considcrabh- Ivlastcd by 
the second marriage of his mother, an usual concomitant of such connections 
with the wreck of his expectations. He was either the lirst or second settler 
in this country; I mean the South West Mountains. I am certain be was the 
first inhabitant of this neighborhood, which was at first about the jilantation 
now in the occupancy of the Xewnmii family, that bein^' the jjlace of resi- 
dence from which he moved to a place nearer the river that belonged to 
William Johnson. He had issue, five sons, and three daughters • • *, 
My father Thomas, aK well as* his father, were farmers or yeomen." In the 
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obituary notice of bis distiofrtiished fsreat giandson, Jn^ge Pbilip Pendleton 

Barbour, published in Vol. Ifi, Peters' U. 8. Supreme Court reports, it is said: 
"His (J ti(l<,'i' Barbour's) RTeat grniulfjither WH8 a merchant of Snotlaiul, who 
emigrated to this country. His grandfather (the »ocoud James) was the 
founder and.first settler of the country lying between the eastern base of the 
BItie Ridsre and the Sooth West Monntains.'* While it is possible that the 
first James, instead of beingr the emigrant, was a sou of a grand sou of the 
William Barbotir, at)ove mentioned, in the followiD|i; cliart this James Bar- 
bour is treated as the founder of the family.

Jambs Barbour emigrated from Scotland in the 17th. century; settled 
in King nnd Queen, or in Olouoester county; married Mips Taliaferro, and li;ul 
>)ut one son, James, erroneously called James, the tirnt. by Dr. Slaii^-bter, who 
was "defeated of his expectancy' by the second marriage of his niotiier. . 

Jambs Barbour (James.) m. twioe: first Blizabeth Todd, by whom be had 
one son, Richard, who never married. His second wife was Sarah Toddt proba- 
bly a sister of the first. He was presiding justice of ttie C^lnlpeper coutity 
court in 17G4, and died in 1775 in ( 'uli>ei)er county. His widow, Samh, died in 
1781. Their wills are both recorded in Culpeper cwunty, and show them both 
to have been posessed of larrre estates. There were by the second marriaiire 
five sons: James, Thomas, Philip, Ambrose, and William, and fotir daughters, 
as follows : Mary, Fanny, Betty, and ,who in. James Boyd.

Richard Henry Lee, in a letter to liis brother, 
Arthur Lee, wrote that he wa,s txlud that Thoma8 Barbour was in our State

Bktty Barbour (James, James.) m. Benjamin JohuKon. They bad two 
daughters : Lucy, m. her first cousio, Jamee Barboar (Thomas, James, James), 
and Franoee Todd Johnson, m. hie brother, Philip Pendleton Barbour. 

Barbour (James. James,) m. Jamea Boyd. They had a son, James 

Boyd, whoee descendants, if any, are unknown. 

MoRDKCAi Barbour (James, James, James.) tii. Elizabeth Strode, a 
daughter of John Strode, of "Fleetwood"' in Culpeper county. John Strode 
was master of the gun factory near Falmouth, Virginia, which was largely in- 
strumental in supplying arms to the Virgrinia troops in the revolutionary war. 
The Strodes are said to have been of French Hugenot extraction. John 
Strode came to Culpeper from King (reorge county. Mordeeai Barbour was 
in the Revolutionary army, and drew a pension for military services therein. 
The children of Mordecai Barbour, and Elizabeth Strode, were: 1. John 
Strode Barbour, m. Eliza A. Byrne; 2. Frances, m. Jndge Henry Minor, of Ala- 
hum a; 3.

(nee Haskell), who wtis the widow of James Byrne, of Petersburg, and the 
mother of Eliza A. l^yrne, the wife of his son, John S: Barbour. Mordecai 
3arbour died at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Minor, of Alabama, Jan. 4th. 
3846, in his b2ud. year. 

Thomas Barbour (James, James, James.) m. Mary Taylor, a daughter of 
Gapt. James Taylor, Oierk of Orange county, March SBud, 1787. This James 
Taylor was the oldest son of the well known Col. (ieorge Taylor, of Orange, 
who was commissioned Colonel by Governor Dinwiddie in 1755, and who had 
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nine sons in the revolationary army, and had hlmielf been a BiUKew and a 
member of of the oonventlon of 1776. Captain Taylor moved to Kentnelcy 

about 1798 or '99, giving up his clerkship to a half bn>ther. Thomas Barbour 
Hiidliis wife also moved to Kentucky aboiir tbo same time, and had seven 
children : 1.

He was a lawyer of {jrreat distinction; was ofTer 
ed the profes-sorship (4 law at the Univei-sity of Vir^jinia by Mr. JetTerson, but 
declined it, and was appointed a judge of the General Court of Virginia. lu 
•1887 he resigned, and wasre-eleeted to Coufn^ess without opposition. In 1680 
he, together with ex-President Madison, represented Orange county in the 
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nonatitutionHl Oonvpntion of timt yoar, and on tho death of ex-President Mon- 
roe, succeeded hiiu aw preHidoiit ot tliat diHtinguished body. In 1880 he was 
appointed U. S. District Judge for the Eastern District of Virf^iuia. He de- 
clined the TMwt of Attorney Ckuneral, and refused nominations for a seat on the 
Court of Ai»|)eal8 of Virginia, for the gubernatorial chair, and the Senate of 
the United States, but in 1886 accepted an appointment asa Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, and held this position until his death in 
1842 (16 Peters).

he was related to the Uulpeper family of Barbours through a more remote an- 
cestor than any named above, viz : Gabriel Barbour, said to have been a 
London merchant, and a memher of the London Viiiginia Company, and who 
gave 1000 pounds to eHtablish a fund to christianize the Indians, though it 
has been inipofnible to ])roHecnte the inquires necessary to conclusively estab- 
lish this line of descent in tinje for incorporation in this sketch. The William 
Barbour, above mentioned, instead of being a son of James (James), was prob- • 
ably the Mon or Rrandson of Capt. William Barbour, of Riehmond eonnty, 
whoee daughter married Ajola Price, as mentioned in the Green genealogy (p 
61, part firist). He had a brother, Samuel and they came to Culpeper eonnty to 
gether, aud settled before the revolution. His descendants are : William 
Barboar and Travers Barboar, both of whom moved to North Carolina about 
1800; their descendants are unknown; and Frances, m. Thomas Taylor (Charies, 
of Orange county), October 4th., 1800, having Pannill Taylor, b. 1801, m. Millie 
Brown: Elizabeth, b. 180H, died single; Patsey Taylor, b, 1805, m. A. Ford, and 
moved to Mississippi; Sarah Jane, b. 1806, m. M. Burke; Nancey, b. 1806, m.,

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THE BR0ADDU8 FAMILY.

The late distinguished Bey. John A. Broaddus, writingr of bis family a few 
years prerious to his death, says that the name Hruaddus was originally Broad- 
hurst. Althouprh of Anp:lo-Saxon origin, thos*' who bear it, tradition says, came 
to the United States from Wales. The pru{<enitor of the family iu this couq- 
try was Edward Broaddas, who settled on Gwynn's Island in thn PiankitaDk 
river, near its jnnctiou with the Rappahannock. The exaot time of his com- 
iiier in not known, but it must have been as early hh the early part of t1it» 
J8th century, an, in ITlo, he moved to(>aroline county, tlien King and yueeti, 
where he continued to reside up to the time of bin death. Edward Broaddus 
was twioe married. The name of his first wife is nnknown. That of his see- 
ond was Mary Shipley. The name of his ohiidren» by his first wife, tie: 
•Tlioinas, Richard and Dolly. Those of his second wife were: John, Williaiu. 
James, Shipley, Kobin. and Elizabetli. These cliildren of Edward Broaddus. 
and his two wives, have left a large numl>er of desceudant^ in Caroline auil 
•Culpeper counties, and in other portions of Virginia, and etoewhere throngfa- 
' oat the United Sthtes, some of whom have become men of prominence and 
^distinction, especially asedacators and ministers of the gospel. Among tbew, 
Andrew, the first of the name, Andrew, liis son, both of whom were born, and 
died, in Caroline county, E<lmund. William F., his brother, and John A., son 
iJof Edmund, all three natives of Culpeper, may be notably mentioned. 
' White it is conceded that John A. was the most accomplished and schol- 
arly man, wTid^Ver bore the name of Broaddus, even'before he was bom, hit 
Caroline kiuRnian, Andrew, had be^un to pstablisli a reputatioTi as an orator 
of no mean order, notwithstanding his early education was very limited, hav- 
ing attended school only nine months altogether. Uniting witti tlie Baptist 
ohnreh while qnlte young, he had barely become of ag« when he was ordained 
as a minister cf 'that denomination, and BO stronfT was his intelteet, so studi- 
ous his habits, so winning his deportment, so musical his voice, so captivatintr 
the style of his eloquence, that he soon became one of the most iHipular pul- 
pit orators of his day, and his services were sought by his Baptist brethren all 
overthe'State, especially at eampmeetings. so common at that early time, 
where bis presence never failed to draw an immense crowd of interested and 
eaccer listeners whenever it was known that he was to fill the pulpit. Al- 
though Mr. Broaddus, daring Ids long and popular ministry, except for a few 
months while in liichmond, V'a., never liad charge of any other than a country 
-church, it was not because his services were not appreciated in some of the lar* 
gest^ti^fts of the United States, amonf^ them Baltimore, New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston, from all of wliidi he had calls at different times, none of 
which be accepted, jtrobably from a love for a retired and quiet life, and a 
natural shrinking timidity whicli he i>ossesHed. and could never entirely over 
come. Besides his popularity as a preacher, Mr. Broaddus was also a writer 
of much force and eloquence. During his life he wrote a number of works, 
among others, a ''Histoi } f the Bible." which was received with much favor 
liy the religious public. iMr. Broaddus was married four tiiiics, and left a num- 
ber of cliildren, to only one of whom, his son, Andrew Jr., will the limits oi 
this sketch allow any reference to be made. 

Andrew Broaddus, Jr., like his father, Andrew the elder, was a Baptist 
minister, and, like him, of mneh ability, both as a speaker And a writer. 
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Whfle his style of omtory was hardly as attractive as that of his father, still, 
at times, when his mind was fnlly aroused to the Impcrtanoe of the sobjeot 

under investigation, and he took a peraonal interest in it, his thoughts would 
be clothed in words of impassioned and bnrm'np: eloquence. As a writer, Mr. 
Broaddus was terse, clear and forcible. Bcside.M having been a contributor to 
the Religious Herald, and other reUgiuuK papers for many years, he wan the 
author of a history of the BroaddoB family, a work requiring mnoh time, pa- 
tienoe and labor, to which the writer of this sketch ig indebted for much that 
it eontainw. Like his father, Mr. Broaddus lived to be quite old. Both lived 
and died in the hanio county where they were born, leaving the remarkable 
record of having, for three generations, extending over the space of a cen- 
tury, father, son and grandson, sneoessfully oeenpied the same pulpit and 
preached to the eaaie people and and their desoeodants, a reeord that exists 
no where else in Virginia, or the United States, if indeed in the world, one of 
which any family mitrht well be proud, and complimentary alike to pastor and 
people. With this brief and imperfect notice of the two leading members 
of the Caroline BrodduH', let us now proceed to the more immediate purpose 
of this sketch, the genealogy of the Cnlpeper branch of the family. 

80 far aB is known the name of the flrHt Broaddus to settle in Culpeper 
county was William, th<» nocond mt\ of Edward, the progenitor of tlio family in 
this country, and his nefond wife, Mary Shipley. William Hroaddus luarried 
a Miss Gaines, who bore him three children: William, Tliomas and James. 
His first sou, William, was a major In the Reyolutionary army, and was twice 
married, first to Mrs. Martha Jones, widow of Capt. (rabriel Jones, the Beyo- 
lutionary soldier: they had four children: Kitty Wigp^inton. Juliet, Patsey 
and William. Kitty married William Mills Thompson. The names of their 
descendants will be found in the Thompson genealogy, pages 86-7 of part sec- 
ond; Juliet married Col. Henry Ward. They had two children: William H., and 
Woodville. William fl., married Jane Roberts, a daughter of Major John 
Roberts, of the Revolution, and had no children. Woodville moved to 
Mississippi many years ago, and never married. Patsy married ISlerriwether 
Thompson. Such of their descendants, as are known, will be found in the 
Thompson genealogy, page 88 of second part. 

The second wife of Major William Broaddus was Martha Richardson. ' 
They had four childrem Sarah Ann, Lavinia, Maria and Mary. In addition 
to serving' his contitry as a soldier. Major Broaddus was for many years clerk 
of ('ulpept'r county. vSomewhat late in life he moveil to Harper's Perry, 
where he filled some Federal oilice, paymiiate r in the army, it is believed, and 
died there. 

William, the only son of William Broaddus and the widow of Capt. Gab- 
riel Jones, nmrried Ann Tutt, who b(;re him two children: Juliet Ann and 
William A. Juliet Ann married Edward Herndon. They had only one child, 
a daughter, named Mary Eleanor, who married John Koberts. William A. 
never married. Mr. Broaddus succeeded bis father as clerk of Culpeper 
county. 

Thomas, the second son of William Broaddus, and brother of the first 

clerk of Culpeper county, of that name, marrit'd Mrs. Susannah White. They 

had three sons: Edmund, William F., and Andrew, and two daughters, Lucy 

and Maria. Edmund, the first son of Thomas, and Susannah Broaddus, was 

twice married. His first wife was Nancy Sims. His second was SomervlUe 

Ward. By his first wife he had the following children: .Tames M., Martha 

A., Caroline M., and John \. His second wife died childless. 

Of the many men of prominence that Culpeper county has furnished, few 
have possessed more ment and ability than Bamund Broaddus. Bom at a 
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time when mhools were gearoe and the most of thein that existed, of the **Old 
Field'' order, he received only an ordinary education, yet BO superior his intel- 
lect, and studious bis h!ihits, that, even while eoTuparatively a younpr man, as 
a thinker and debater he took a prominent stand araouK the leading men of 
his day. By vocation Mr. BroadduB was a farmer. He aJao taught a oonutry 
school for aeveral years. In polities he was orifflnally a Detnoerat, but left 
that party upon the "Removal of the Deposits'* by (ien. Jark^on, and after- 
wardn beeanie an "Old Line Whip:," md a preat admirer and earnest suppor- 
ter of Henry Clay. Mr. BroadduK was a man of modest demeanor, excellent 
judgment, and rare insight into the eharaeter and motives of men. To the 
latter, united with his ability as a speaker, and the thorough confidence of 
his constituentf, in his inteprity, may be attributed the fact that, for twenty 
years— with one or two exceptions, when he declined to be a candidate — he 
represented the county of Culpeper in the House of Delegates, and was n«ver 
defeated in any race he made before the people. Daring his several terms of 
office no member served his constituents more faithfully and efficiently, and 
none more thoron^^lily coTnTtiMiided the respect of his fellow members, and ex- 
erted a greater infliuMicc over them. Like the most of his name, Mr. Broaddns 
was a Baptist, and at the associations, and other general meetings of that 
denomination, always took a prominent and leading part in their delibenip 
tions, thus becoming an important factor in shaping the Tuoceodings of these 
bodies. He died in Charlottesville, Vir-ritiia. whither he had gone several 
years prior thereto, mainly for the purpose of educating bis son, the great 
and good John A. 

As before stated, it is conceded that the most accomplished and scholary 

man ever produced by Culpeper eounty, and the greatest who ever bore the 
Broaddns name, was tlie Rev. .John Albert Broaddns, youngest child of Ed- 
mund Broaddus and Fanny .Sims. His early education was conducted main- 
ly by his father, and his sister Martha. Afterwards he became a pupil of that 
excellent scholar and teacher, Albert Cit. Sims, who, for many years, tanght 
a highly popular boarding school near Culpeper C H. In 1846 Mr. Broaddtts en- 
tered th«* University of Virginia, and four yetirs thereafter was graduated with 
the highest honor of that noted institution. He was twice married. His first 
wife was Maria Carter Harrison, daughter of Dr. Gessner Harrison, clue of the 
professors of his Alma Muter. His second wife was Charlotte E. Sinclair, of 
Albemarle county. His children, by his first wife, were: Eliza Bomerville, 
Annie Harrison, and Maria Ixjuisa. His children, by his second wife, were : 
Hamuel Sinclair, Caroline, Alice Virginia, Ella Thomas and Boyce. Mr. Broad- 
dus commenced preaching in 1849, and was ordained in 1853. From 1851 to 
1853 he was assistant instructor of Latin and Greek in the University, and at 
the same time pastor of the Charlottf sville Baptist church. For two years, 
1855 and 1856, he acted as chaplain to the University. In 1859 he became Pro- 
fessor in the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, then established at 
Greenville, South Carolina. For some months in 1808, Mr. Broaddus preached 
as a missionary in Gen. Lee's army, but the exposure of camp life was too 
great for the di'licnte .state of his health, and he gave up the work and became 
Corresponding Secretary to the Sunday School Board of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention, then established at Oreenvllle to supply destitute sehools. 
The foregoing is the substance of a coiidetised sketch of Mr. Broaddus* life, 
down to the time it was written, prepared hy himself for the Rev. Andrew's 

book, "The Broaddus Family,^* and reproduced here. It is only necessary to 
add that when the Theological Seminary was moved from Greenville, South 

Carolina, to Louisville, Kentucky, in 1H77, Mr. BrOaddus contiinuHl to retain 
the saii^e chair in that institution formeriT occupied by him, and was after-

wards chosen as its Preaideot, the duties of wliich he continued to diuciiarge 
as long as he lived. Few men ever commenced the liattlee of life better fne- 
pared for the stru^^j^le than John A. Broaddus. So splended was his intellect, 

soexeellont early traininp-, po thormip^h his collegiate course, so iinexcep- 
tionahle his habits, and perfect hiB churacter, in a word so admirable and com- 
plete luH {general equipment, that when lie was graduated, with the highest 
honors, by one of the first, if not the very first, literary institutions in the 
oonntry, it seemed that, with ordinary application and industry, fidlure 
would be almost impossible. How manfully and successfully he met the issue 
is fully attested by the splended record wliich he left behind him. A finished 
Bchcjlar, an able and successful teacher, a chaste and beautiful writer, an 
eloquent and oonvincing speaker, a good neighbor, a true firlend, a faithful 
and loving husband, an affectionate father, a sincere and devoted Ghristisa, 
he lived a life that, in itb rounded coiupletmess few have equalled, very few ex- 
celled, and, when the end came, peacefully passed to his great reward, leaving 
a name that will live as long as the institution, of which he was the honored 
head, if not the church itself, whose dootrines he bo ably and eloquently 
expounded. How much he was lamented by the people of liouisville, wh«re 
he died, is show^n by the deep feeling which was manifested on that occasion; 
all classes, conditions, and creeds uniting with each other in paying honor to 
his memory, one of the ablest and most touching tributes being an address 
by the Jewish Kiibl)iof that city, while the newspapers there, and inotlier por- 
tions of Kentucky, and throughout the country generally, were full of eulogis- 
tic notices of him as a Christian and a man. 

"William F., the second son of ThoTiiaH and Susannah Broaddus, like his 
brother Edmund, received a very limited early edTication, but like him, so 
strong was his intellect, so industrious his habits, and so eager his desire to 
excel, that) through his own unaided efforts, he not only acquired a good 
knowledge of books and their contents, but became a highly popular and 
succestful school teacher, both in Virginia and Kentucky. Like the most of 
his name, he joined the Baptist church when young, and like quite a number, 
not long afterwards was ordained a minister, teaching and preaching at the 
same time. Commencing preaching and teaching in Virginia, where he had 
a school and church at Middlebnrg, and other places at different times. Wm. 
F. Broaddus afterwards moved to Kentucky and taught and preached in Lex- 
ington and Shelbyville, .Leaving Kentucky and rettirninp: to Virginia, he re- 
sumed his former vocation of teaching and preaching, which he continued un- 
til he became somewhat advanced in years. Mr. Broaddus was twice married. 
His first wife was Mary A. Farrow. His second wife being Mrs. Lucy B. Fleet. 
The children of his first wife were : Edmund S., Amanda P., William H. C; 
Mary L., Thomas E., and .Tohn F. His second wife had only one child, a 
daughter, named Lucy Maria. 

James, the third son of William Broaddus, and his wife. Miss Gaines, and 
brother of William, the first clerk of the name of Culpeper county, was an en- 
sign in the Revolutfam. He married Mary A. Ferguson. Their dbildren wme: 
Blizabeth, Catherine, William D., Sarah W., James G., and Susan C. 

In conclusion it may be stated that while a few branches of the family 
have, for convenience in writing, dropped one of the "d's ' in spelling the 
name, the most of them continue to spell it with two, as it was originally 
written, and that whether spelled with one or two, all who bear it are of the 
same blood, all bein^' tlio descendants of Edmund Broaddus, the first settler 
and progenitor of the family in this country.

Tlie year followinfr William Bryan's death, his lands were divided amonf; 
his children, and to his sou, John, was allotted that portion lying near the 
town of Sperryville The old Bryan honse, on this traet, still stands in a good 
state of prefer vat ion. 

Xancy Till lard Bryan, the wife of John Bryan, was the daughter of .John 
Lillard, a soldier in the Revolutionary army, who lived ia tlie Bryan neighbor- 
hood. 

Between 1810 and 1825 the Bryan family sold out their ancestral estates, 

and moved west to Kentucky, Tennessee, and Ohio. 

John Bryan, the grand father of WillianiH .leiiiiings, left Virginia in 1821. 
iSilas Lillard Bryan, the father uf Williams Jennings, was, at that time, four 
years of age. John settled on the banks of the Ohio, near the mouth of the 
Big Kanawha, where he and his wife, Nancy Lillard, died, the one in 1830, and 
the other in 183"). After their death the family moved further West to Illi- 
nois and Missouri. In 1840, Sihis Lillard Bry.in, the father of William Jen- 
nings, went to live w^ith an older brother in Missouri, who had before settled 
In that state. From his home he attended school for a time, then went to 
Marion county, Illv, where be taught school for a year or so, then went to ool« 
lege, studied law, and T)egan its practice in 1852, and ^^oon rose to prominence 
in the profession. He wa« a member of the c«>nstitutioual convention, and of 
the senate of the State of Illinois, and a circuit judge for a number of years. 
He was the Democratic nominee for congress in 186S, but was defeated. He 
was a man of ability and high character, a devout Christian, and an uncom- 
promising Democrat. He died about 1880, liaving the following children:

In oompiliug the genealogy of the Browning family no effort has been 
made to grive the names and marriages of the present generation, nor has heen 

followed the line of descent of those who emigrated from this county to the 

West, the descendants of whom are very numerous, and live in various States. 
It is quite possibh- that Home may have l>een overlooked, who died unmarried, 
or emigrated previous to their marriage. 

THE THOMAS FAMILY. 
[By Mrs. Mary Dunnica Micou.] 

Without doubt the Thomas family of Orange county, and also that of Cnl- 
peper county, are descended from the earliest emigrant of that name, who 

came to Esst*x fonnty, or rather the one who patented land from Elizabeth 
county, to Esse.x, from l'):57 to Ui!)"*, in all, about 8,400 acnes. He is mentioned 
first as William Ap. Thomas, and most of his grants are given to him for 
bringing to this country, William Thomas and als, presumably his sons, as 
William Thomas, aged 8S, and Robert Thomas, aged 20, oame to Virginia, in 
June 1G;J5, and John, affed 19, in July 16-55. The way in which land patents 
are taken out by these young men indicat*' that they were sons of William Ap. 
Tliomas, all being granted to them in the same neighborhood. Robert m. a 
Miss Massie, and settled in Essex, having a son, Bdward, m. Catherine Wil- 
liamson, (dau. of Henry Williamson). He established the Essex county fami> 
ly, and lived at Thomas Neck, on the Rappahannock River; was Jniitioe of 
Peace in IRiM, and Hit^h Sheriff in 1(»90; died in 1699. William Thomas, at?od 
23, in 103 ), took out land in Northumberland county, and is called "William of 
Yeocomooo.'^ He was Justice of Northumberland county in 1656, and Bur- 
gess of Surry county in 1G59; he had land patents in every county from Burry 
to E-(sex county. He probably brought his wife from England, as he is grant- 
ed Ifui'l ill Lancaster county, for transportitip^ William Thomas and wife from 
Eui^'l iiul. Her name was Rebecca, and she survived him, as she takes out let- 
ters ol adniinistration in 16o5. His sou, John, was tlien 17 years of age, show- 
ing that he was bom in 1648. He died in 1710, leaving wife, Elizabeth, eh.: Bieh- 
ard, William, Peter, John, Elizabeth, Jane. Richard, who is mentioned as 
son and heir of Joliu Thomas, is undoubtedly the Richard Thomas who m, 
Isabella Pendleton, dau. of Piiilip Pendleton, the emigrant. Richard and 
Isabella Thomas both took oat laud in King and Queen and Spotsylvania 
counties in 1728. Riohard Thomas died in 1748, and his widow, Isabella, went 
to live in Drysdale Paribh, Caroline county. Their ebildren are unoertein as 
to number and name. There is a Rowland Thomas and a Joseph Thomas 
mentioned with her in deeds ot land, but the relationship is not defined. It 
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Is certain, tlioQf^h, that Iter dau^ter, Mary, m. Col. Thomas Barbour, and 
aijotlier, (^atJicrine, lu. AmbroBe Barbour. Her son, Richard, lu. iti 175:i 
Mildred Taylor, of Orun^'e county; their children wen- : Ricliard. (ieor«e, 
James, iSarah, and MUdred, m. John Piper. James TlioiuaB m. iu 1781 Eliza- 
beth, dan. of Hemy Pendleton. 

John ThomaK, youngest eon of (John, William, William Ap Thomas.) and 
brother of RIehard, wee born about 1600; he bought land in King William, Spot- 
sylvania, Hanover, Oranj?e and Kinp Georjje counties, between 1725 and 1739. 
In 1776 he was living in Bromtield Parish, Culpeper county. He died in 1782, 
a Tery old man, having miryived two of his sons, and having several great 
grand children. He mentions in his will the following children : Benjamin, 
John, Maasey, William, Mar^ret McKey, Siirah Powell, and Ann Kirk. His 
son, Benjamin. 8uce>eede(i to his property in Kin>,' George county, and died 
1783. His son, William, made his will in 1770 in Maryland. His son, M ae»ey 
Thomas, died in 177({, leaving wife, Elizabeth, children : Reaben, John, WB- 
iiam, Massey, Jesse, and Snsannah. Massey Thomas Jr. served in the Revo- 
lationary Army from 1770 to 177» in the 10th. Va. Begimect, Col. John (ireen. 
He m. Int. Kli/jihetli Barlow, ^nd Martha Pemllt^ton, dan. of Philip, 2nd. son 
of Heury ami Mary (Taylor) ]^»ii(^lotoii. Thus, the f?reat nephew of Richard 
Thomcis m. the great ueice of Isabella Pendleton, his wife. The children oC 
Massey Thomas and Martha Pendleton were : 1. IVanoes Taylor, b. 1788, m. 

Lewis; 2. Philadelphia PendletCHi, b. 178D, lu. James Dunnica; 8. Sallie 

Minor, I) 1791, m. Wm. H. DuniUoa; 4b Granville Pendleton, b. x7 ; 5. Vir- 
ginia Curtis, b. 1794, m. Norwood; (5. John Price, b. 1796; 7. Martha Cur- 
tis, b. 17»8, m. Ramsey. Massey Thomas moved to Woodford county, 

Kyt, before 181d and died there. His son, Granville Pendleton Thomai^ 
foaght in the war o( 1819 to ISIS, in the 2nd. Kentuoky Regiment. The moth- 
er, Martha (Pendleton) Thomas,' moved, after her husband's death, to Missou- 
ri with her two sons-in-law, James and William H. Dminica, and died there in 
1824. The Thomas family of Culpei>er county jjoes back to the emigrant in 
the following order : Massey (G), Massey (.<>), John (4), John (:l>, Williun (2). 
WilUam Ap Thomas.

GbN. LA FATBTTB IN OULPBPRR. 

Next to Washington, as a Revolutionary patriot the memory of Ia Fay* 
ette is cherished and lonored by Vir^jinians. 

The Marquis, (iillxn't Mottier Do I^a Payette, was born on the 6th of Sep- 
tember, 1757, at Charagnac, iu the ancient province of Auvergne. He was the 
son of Col. La Fayette who was killed in the battle ot Minden two months before 
the birth of La Fayette. His motiier did not long survive her hnsband^s death, 
leaving La Fayette an infant, the heir to immense estates. By his goardiatf, 
he was sent, at the ajfe of twelve, to college in Paris; at eighteen years of age 
he married Ids wife, who was two years younger than himself, which marriagf 
proved to be a happy co-i>artQership, the wife being trnly a helpmeet and 
promoter ci the independent views and plans of the hnsbaud — a worker for 
mankind and individual liberty. 

liU Fayettf^ was the founder of the national guard at Paris. On account 
of this he encountered the opposition of the Royalists. He was in favor of 
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oonstitutloiialRDverniiieiit, oonseqnentlyhe booame the target of the Jaco- 
bins, being arrested and tried for treason. At that time he saw, from afar, 

the strutrprle our ColouifH wore inakinip af^ainst the fcreedy eiicmaehmentB of 
EiikIhiuI; beinfj unable to help his own ppople, he deterniinetl to jftin forces 
with America, and help to aoliieve her independence. When the newK came, 
and wa« hailed with joy by the Colonists, l^rd Coriiwallis spoke with con- 
tempt, of his advent, calling him, in his dispatetaes to the Qneen, a boy who 
could eaHily be jmtdown. But the prophesy was refuted by the surrender of 
Corn wallis at York Town. For 1 1) is -M>oy^' took a prominent part in the final 
overthrow of the Kiif^lish commander. 

La Fayette made tour separate visits to America; first in 1777; then in 1780, 
after which he returned to bring money and men to aid the Colonists. His 
third visit was in 1784 to enjoy the conclusion of peace. The last in 1835, when 
he accepted the invitation of Congress to V>eeorae the guest of the Nation. It 
wa8 during this visit that he was the guest of Cal|)ei)er. The town of Culpeper 
sent a committee, composed of La Fayette's old comrades inarms. Col. Gabriel 
Long and Capt. Philip Slaoghter, to convey to bim tbeir invitation, be being, 
at the time, at Monticello, the home of Jefferson, where he was meeting his 
old friends, Madison, Monroe, William Wirt, and others. That evening be 
jonriievf (1, with Mr. Madison, to Montpelier, where the Culpeper committee 
found him and delivered their invitation, wliich was accepted. 

The next nioruiug, with this committee, he took up his line of journey, 
throughout which he received ovations from all classes of people, men, women, 
and children coming out to greet him as he passed along. His journey was 
near to the old Marquis road, wliicli liad been constructed by his troops when 
on their way to York Town, and on wliich stoud the iiist(»ric La Fayette Oak, 
which had been his shelter in 7G. This tree was located near what is now 
Rhodesville, and known as La Fayette Station on tbe railroad from Orange to 
Fredericksburg. A piece of this La Fayette Oak was recently made into a 
placpK^ aTid sent to the unveiling of the La Fayette nionTiiiient in Paris, as a 
souvenir, presented by Mrs. Anne S. (ireen, of Culf)eper, she having ])roeured 
a portion of the historical oUl trcje froiu the itov. II. II. Howison, historian, of 
Virginia. A representation of this testimonial from Culpeper accompanies 
tbis description of La Fayette's visit. 

The party reached Crooked Run at about 10 o'clock on the 23nd. of Au- 
gust, 1S2 ">, where they were niet by a company of liorsometi, under the conunand 
of C<^l. Jonathuu Catlett (iibson, ladies in carriages, and citizens on foot. Tlie 
next stop was made at Greenwood, the home oi Judge John W. 
Green, of the Court of Appeals of Virginia. The guests went into 
the house and partook of some refreahuiente, attended by 
Mrs. Gi-een, Mrs. l*attoti, Mrs. Slaugliter, ;nid others. after 
which, the escort having dismounted and arranged themselves in a 
double line at their horses' heails, La Fayette, at liis own request, was intro- 
duced to each man individually, Judge Green refreshintr the entire party 
with cool drinks of iced todtiy, which was a favorite Virgiuia beverage u\ those 
days. Kcsutning their uiareh. the party reached Cidpcper before two o'clock 
and Ktopjied ar tlie Kpiscopal rectory, the home of the Kev. Alonzo Welton, 
remaining there an hour, when they were escorted to the Masonic Hall, where 
Mr. John Shackelford eloquently addressed thn multitude that bad assembled 
to greet the distinguished guest. After the address La Fayette received tbe old 
soldic»rs, who were the veterans of '7(5, and who had come from far and near to 
see him— from the hills and valleys of r'ulpopi*r and Orange, many of whoui 
had been members of tiie old Minute Men of Culpeper, who were among the 
earliest to enlist in the fight for liberty and oountoy. 
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After this came tin- threat dinner, which was prepared under the direction 
of Jera Strother, at the old Bell Tavern, the great bell in its front f^ving it its 

name. No dining hall was spacious enough to accommodate the gneBts, so 
the banquet was held under a tent in the garden, which required five hun- 
dred yards of browu lineu to construct. Aud under thin grand canopy the La 
Fayette banquet was held. Meats were barbecued In every style^in pits and 
on spits. There were roasted pigs, duclcs, tarkles, hams, and everything else 
to correspond. Thirty toasts were drank. Lovely maidens, in white, were 
the waitressen, one of thetii, I^risM HaUie l^iirbour, reciting a poem. Mrs. Ger- 
aldine Lightfoot, Mis^jes barah and Ann iS orris were also among them. Years 
ago Hiss Sarah Norris gave the writer an account of this event, in which she 
recalled the dessert of nuts, etc., and the Albert that La Fayette put in his 
month, which, proving a nut that he could not crack, he laid beside his plate, 
and was secured by her as a souvenir of the hero. A ball at night iu the 
Masonic Hall w^uuud up the day, La Fayette leaving next morning for Warren- 
ton, having many citlsens and military as his escort, among whom were Cols, 
Gibson and Storrow, Judge Green and others. On his visit to Culpeper ^en. 
La Fayette was accompanied by ex- President Monroe. 

THE PRESBYTERIANS OP CULPBPER. 

[By G. I). Gray. I 

The Presbyterian church of Culpeper was organized ia 1818, consisting 
then of 24 members. 

On the 14th of April, 1815, Samuel Davies Hoge, father of the late Dr. 

Moses D. Hoge, of Richmond, was installed .as the first pastes-. He had Vioen 
supplying the pnlpit for about two years previous to th.it rime. He contin- 
ued to t)e the pastor for several years. Who succeeded liiui as ptistor, or stat- 
ed supply, is not known, but in 1888, Rev. A. D. Pollock became their stated 
supply, and eontinued to he such till some time in 1S87, when Rev. John J. 
Royal 1 became their statinl sujjply. The cliurch, at that time, comprised the 
counties of Culpeper, .Madison, Orange, Spotsylvania and Rappabauuock, and 
had over 50 members. Among them were the following:

Sarah Freeman, J^ucy Gordon, Hetsy Gordon, M. O. Spots- 
wtxxl, Hannali Gryines, Hetsy Shtvckleford, Ainie Robertson, Mildred Suiitli, 
Cecilia Wallace, Sarah C. Barbour, Mary H. Somerville, Mrs. Susan Thorn- 
ton, Fanny Shackleford, William Olassell, Walter Somerville, John Ashby, 
William Ashby, Miss Duncanson, Marion Glassell, Klizabeth Lee, Louisa 
B. Glassell, Elizal)eth Ashby, Emily Ashby, Mary Anne Wallace, Mrs. 
Martin Slaughter, Mrs. H. Strother, Mrs. Mary Ann Strother, 
Harriet P. Strother. Henry Strother, Aylette Bockner. Mary 
Rolls, Robert Beatherage, Mrs. I>eatheiage, Oeorge Thom, Jane 
Nelson, Susan Nelson, Elizabeth Nelson, Harriet P. Siwtswood, Mary Frances 
Thornton, Eli/..ibeth Thornton. Mr^. Nancy Shivers, Miss Calvert, Mrs. .fett. 
Mrs. Sally Grimes, Miss Sally Grymes, Mrs. Nellie Skinker, Miss Agnes Kem- 
per, and Miss Sarali Kemper. 

Mr. Royall continued to supply the pulpit of this church till the month of 
December, 18r>5. when Rev. A. I). Pollock again became the stateil supply, 
aiul continued this relation with the church till tlie year 1S(>7, when he re- 
signed, and, at his request. Rev. Robert L. McMurran was invited tu take his 
place. The house of worship, situated at the northern end of Main street, 
bad been destroyed during the war betweeu the States, the lot sold, and 
money invested in the lot on which the present building was erected, which 
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wftR built in the year 1808. The conprregation occupied their new church 
building in March, 1809, for the lirnt time. Kev. Mr. McMurran ooutiuued to 
ooonpy the poiltton €>f atatad aapply till some time in the year fiTO, when 
Rev. R. T. Berry took bis place and oeenpied the pnlpit till September, 1871. 

The church was without a pastor or stated supply till January, 1874, when 
Rev. W. W. Reese became the supplj* which iwnition he held till Jsmnary, 
1876, when be was elected and itistalled pastor, which office he lield till Sep- 
tember, 1874. In 1877 Rev. Samuel K. Winn was elected and installed pastor, 
and he eontinaed as snefa till April, 18711, when he resigned to aoeept a call to 
Petersburtf. The churcli pulpit was a|?ain vacant till May, 1881, when Rev. 
J. F. Strider was installed past^)r, which position he filled till October, 1883, 
when he resigned to accept a call to Savannah, Ga. The church wa« left 
aicaiu without any stated ministry till April, 1880, when Rev. Edward Eells 
was elected and installed pastor, which oHloe he held till October 1887. From 
October. 1SS7, to May, 18S9, the pnlpit was a^ain vacant. From May, 18W, to 
March, 1894, Rev. R. R. Howison supplied the pulpit From October, 1894 to 
October, 1895, the piili)it was filled by Rev. T. U. Sampson, D. D., after which 
time there was no stated 8upoly till April, IMUG, when Rev. J. Louis McCiunt; 
was elected imstor. Mr. McCJtungdecliued the call an pastor but has contin- 
ued to supply the pulpit to the present time, November, 1900. The present 
number of members is 40. 

RBeARDING THE OBRHANNA 8BTTLEMBNT. 

[Mr. Willis M. Kemper, of Cincinnati, Ohio, author of the "Kemper Gene- 
Alojry/' has reftently (Sept., 1900) been on a visit to Germany, and has furnish- 
ed the followinj; concerninjr the old settlement of Germanna. — R. T. G.] 

S»'Vi'ral years prior to 1714 Gov. tSpotsWood discovered deposits of iron ore 
on the large'tructs of land he liad entered, where Geruauua was afterwards 
located, in 8i>otHylvHnia (now Orange) county. He spent much time arranftrlnfr 
his planH to work thin one, arul in ^'t>ttiri<; the Queen's (Ann) permission, nin\ 
in having the royal share determined. After these matters were adjusted he 
needed iron miners and iron workers, to mine the ore, and build farnaces and 
run them, and there were no!ie in V^irjfinia. When the Baron de Graflfenreid 
was in Virginia after his escai>e from the North Carolina Indian massacre, he 
aminged with Sputswood to get miners for hiiu from Germany, and with this 
in view de (TralTenried wrote to miners with whom he was acquainted in Ger- 
many, unti arrunf^ed for their coming to Virginia. The colony was gathered 
from the neighborhood of the village of Musen in the province of Nassau^ 
Siegen, in Westphalia, some ten miles Northeast of the old city of Seigen. 
This is a mining country, and at Muben is one of the most celebrated iron 
mines in Germany, which has been worked since early in the 14th century. 
Tlie colony, as it reached Vireiuia, was cx>mposed of twelve heads of families, 
viz: John Kemper. Jacob Holtzclaw, John and Harman Fisbback, John Hoff- 
nmn, Harmon rtterbaek. Tillman Weaver (Wel)ber), John Joseph Martin, 

(Merdteu), Peter hitt (Heide), Jacob Uoous (Countz), Wayman and 

Uandliaok. The colony may have been larger when It left Germatfy, 

for it 8|)ent the jiter part of the fall of the year 171;i, and January, 1714, 
in Jjondon, and some names are mentioned which do not appear in Virg^ua. 
There also came, either with them or very shortly after them, their pastor, 
John Henry Hager, a very learned man, who had been pastor of the 
reformed church at Ober Fisbback, in the neighborhood of Musen. This was 
the first German colony that came to Virginia, and they were settled by Gov. 
Sj)<)tww(M>d at (iennaiMia in April, 1714, wliere cabins and a block house were 
built for them. They went to mining ore for the governor, and built the blast 
furnace, the remains of which are to be seen in the ueif^hbor- 
hood. Here they remained for several years, when, owing to 
some dissatinfaction with the governor's treatment of them, 
they removed, about 1720, to Germantown, in what is now Fantiuier 
county, where they leased large tracts of lands and went to farming. By this 
time other German colonies had come to Virginia, some of which had to pay 
their passage by working for the governor. The reformed part of these enii 
grants, with their old uastor, went to Germantown, Fauquier, while the Lutii- 
eran iwrt of tlie colonists went a little later to Robinson*s river. A recent visit 
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to Hbsen shows ft r prettily slttiated TillRf^e of about S.OOO i>eople In a narrow 
■valley. It has prowTi u]) aroiiiu! the old rnino, still worked. The parish was 
cat off from the neiRhboriu^ parish of Ferudorf, in the wider valley nearer 
Siepren, in 1797, The little reformed church, built about that tinw, wa« de- 
stroyed, in the 30 years war, with all of its records. The ehuroh was rebuilt 
ond the new records be<2rin 1649, Tnechureh was a^jaiu destroyod by tire in 
1892, but the records were saved. The entire village attendn this churLli; there 
Ig not a Catholic in the town. The villafces of Fishback and Holtzelaw are a 
few miles to the West of Mnsen. No donbt the families, in the eolony, of thom 
names canje from thene villatres. The records of the Kemper family is to be 
found in the church records at Musen. There is no one l)y the name at Mu- 
Ken today. Utterbacks and Webbers are still living in Musen. The names 
of HolTman, Merdten and Count/, are still to be found in the neitfhborliood. The 
name Heide is still to be found in the meadows about Ferndorf. No doubt 
old reoords of some of these families can be found at Ferdorf. Sie^en is the 
InrRe town in this part of the country, and is a pietaresque old place, with its 
old castle hif?h on a hill, its steep narrow wiudinir streets, and hiprh gabled, ov- 
erhjitii,Mi)ir l:ous* s, and is a thrifty place of some 25,0(K1 pr(.j)lc, largely en^ragod 
in iron mauufacturini;. The Westphalian country is one of the most thrifty in 
Germany. Mnsen is a clean little town, with, neax houses, intelligent people,, 
and a respectalile air about it. Tliese Germun farmers soon made the wilder- 
ness about Genuantown to blossom as the rose, and Geriuantown wan fur years 
the center of tbe German people, and known far and wide.

R. MoClanahau, is now the Calpeper mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates. 

THK FIRST COUNTY COURT. 

The earliest county court held for Culpeper <K)Unty, as shown by the deed 
books, the first minute book having been lost, was on the 18th day of May, 1740, 
without the place being mentioned. On another of the first pages of the first 
deed book it a])i)ears that court was hold on Thursday, Jane 10, 1740, at the 
residence of liobert Coleman.

TOWN OF CULPI5PKB b.\ID OUT. 

Panmant to an act of the General Assembly, r>nRsed at a session held In 

Williamsburg on the 22nd, of Feburary, 1759, the town of Fairfax , (^ilix -per's 
original name) was laid off on 27 acres of the land of Robert (^oleman, the 
Court House beinpf located on lot No. 24 (which is now the comer of Daris 
and Main [or Colt^nifin] streets, where stands the store building of Joft(>ph 
Messinger), the tirisDii and stix ks on lot No, 14 (opposite corner, on which is 
now .Joseph B. Correll's luiilding). The ToM'n was laid off bv William Cfreen, 
Pliilip Siau|y;hter, Nathaniel Pendleton, and William Williams, the plan be- 
infT submitted to the County Gomrt on Thursday, June 21, 1759, and ordered 
to be recorded.
